*TPHE work now about to be confider- 
*■ ed, is not the fiidt this author Has 
given the public, to ihew that 3 man 
may be an excellent writer, and a moft 
mUcrable cnlic. His Eil'uy upon Epi- 
taphs lays down rules for monumental* 
inferiptiens; a ipecits of writing which we 
will venture to lay ought not to i -ill un- 
der the laws of ci iLc Ilui. if ncnlLnfc, as 
the poet fays, is 'doquenci in lc< v* , it ought 
to be far mote lb in gr d'/uierio 

Jilpudtr aut modus? fays one of the belt 
of airics. 

It let ms mvcr*to have occurred to this 
author, that expreftions of grief are to 
be confined to no rules ; that they differ 
according to the habit, temperament, and 
complexion of the party : fiome arc calm 
and ledate, otheis vehement and plaintive : 
but a true critic, who, we think, is but a 
learned man of i'cnle, will always confi- 
der the eftebt which an epitaph has upon 
his own feelings. This Eflayilt upon 
Epitaphs fays, that they feeni entitled to 
more than common regard. ** Nature 
and reafon (fays he) have dictated to eve- 
ry nation, that, to prcfei ve good actions 
from oblivion, is both the iiitereft and 
duty of mankind ; and therefore we hud 
no people acquainted with the ulc of Jot- 
ters, that omitted to grave the tombs of 
their heroes and wile men with panegy- 
rical infciiptions.” Panegyrical lnlcnp- 
tions upon tombs, or at Wait the general 
ufe of them, is, we apprehend, of a modern 
date, when compared to the remote anti- 
quity in which monumental inlcription* 
came in ule j* and we believe this author 
can produce few or none preceding the 
Auguftan age. Had lie conlblud Aldus, 
Tanutius, and other \vi iters, who aie coii- 
verfant in Greek and Roman infoipuoiis, 
he would have perceived how frugal the 
ancients weie of panegyric in their epi- 
taphs. Even thole of fathers or mothers 
upon their children Vere confined to the 
following lentiment, which we find in 
Cato Major: “ Cujus a me corpus ere - 
matum eft .• quod contra dec tut ab iilo 
meum .* the meaning of which is. The 
father performed thole duties for the fon, 
Yol .

father. I n liioit, we can by no mtans ap- 
rovt: of** the vcry.extiaordinary fancy of 
lying down rulejpfoi difcwiging the of- 
fices of grief and affebtion*.

tf The firft diftich of this epitaph, fhy® 
our author, contains a kind of informa-

We can fcarccly believe our own eyes in 
reading fuch an oblcrvaticn upon two 
lines fo unexceptionable in their lentiment 
as well as compofition, that they may be 
juftified by the example of every good 
poet, fioin the days of Homer to thole of 
Pope. It would be offering even an in- 
lult to any liberal underftanding to In ing 
quotations in their vindicat.on, as tl^y 
occur in alrnoft every claflic page. “ What 
is meant by judge of' Nature (lays our 
author) is not eaiy to lay. Nature is* 
not the objebl of human judgment, for it 
is vain to judge where we cannot alter. , 
If by Nature is meant what is commonly* 
called Nati re by the critics, a juft repre* 
fentation of things really exiltiug, and 
actions really performed. Nature cannot 
be properly oppol’ed to Art \ Natm^be- 
ing, in this fenfe, only the heft effebt of 
Art"

Ac- 
cordingly, on mV cult ring ihe loom laft 
night, 1 not onlv found Dr. O micron 
f'ated at the head of the table, hut alio a 
ft ranger with lum, of a \ <-iv giolel’tpie ap- 
pearance. He was tall, bony, and veiv 
thin. Jlis eves, which were quick, anti 
b»,iravrd much ililcontcnt and fupcu ilious 
contempt, wcic moltlv fixed on lie* table, 
amt his countenance was lenuukably 
fliaip .mil long. In Ihorl, lie appealed 
to me a* a man who h .d foinicd fcingmm; 
ex p« Nations, founded on lus idea of his 
own merit j and having experienced no- 
thing. but dil.ippoinrmcnts, had become 
11101 nfc, fclf-ronrcited, and out of humour 
with all mankind. For tun* it is, there 
are people in the world who confide them- 
lMves undei the molt mortifying proofs 
lit.tt the public look upon theii abihties 
in the molt contemptible light, by height- 
ening their ideas of their own impor- 
tance, accompliftud genius, and extenfiv^ 
inqimements ; yho, in return for the nc- 
glc ft with which they are treated, lament 
and pity, fiom their very hearts, the ig- 
norance and frivolous diipoiition of this 
degenerated age. Nor was I wrong in 
my conjectures. Dr. Omicron, who fit 
next me, informed me in a whifper, that 
the ftrangcr. Dr. Delta, was a profound 
Grecian ; and one of the belt, though 
fnoft unfortunate, fcliool m alters in the 
kingdom ; that ^ic had deviled a mode for 
children to acquire the learned languages

And what man was 
ever admired foi his k.uning who did not 
ftudv by night ? Impreiled by thefe 
conliderations and gi eit examples, my 
fnend Dr. Delta, heie prefent, conceived 
the idea of inllituting night-fchools for 
mllrurtion in the dallies ; but alas ! he 
has fallsn in evil tlavs. Though he has a 
tiled this excellent method in various 
parts of the kingdom, the ignorance and 
prejudiced ftupidify of mothers and mai- 
den aunts, aye, and of many fathers too, 
have conftantly defeated his noble inten- 
tions j and, poor man, he now employs 
his midnight hours in correcting the piefs 
for book fellers.” “ Aye, aye.

Omicron, have great meiit: they have 
the genuine and elegant limplicity of He- 
fiod and Theocritus ; but after the medi- 
tation of fevcral nights, I cannot as yet 
determine which of the Greek poets they 
belong to. And it is much to he lament- 
ed that the original Greek cannot be 
cii (covered, and is perhaps totally loft 
Ro.vbeit, I am convinced, by interna,

Della Riviere Manley wa c con- 
otnrd in the year i7o<; wnli one 
Mrs. Mary Thompfon, a young woman 
who hail hern kept by a g. ntleman or the 
name of Phealnnt, of Upwoo I, m Hun- 
tingdonlhire, and then deccalcri, in prole* - 
cuting a fuit in Duflois Commons, on 
Ate pait of M»s. Thompfon, as the widow 
of Mr. Pheaftnt j the object of the fuit be- 
ing to eft iblifh l«r right of dower out of 
Mr. Phcaiant's cfhitcs, which were about 
1.500!. a year. It appears on the evi- 
dence, which is of 1 ecord in Do£toi s Com - 
fnons, that Mrs. Manley and Mis. 
Thompfon were jointly concerned in the 
mofcection, and that ffir was to have had 
presol. per annum for htr I. ft, if it had iuc- 
Uetdftd. They had procured one Edmund

You that have often read Lord Claren- 
don’s Hiftory, mud needs know, that, 
during the reign of Cromwell, and the 
JRump Parliament, the whole peerage of 
England was liilcd the Late Hcule of 
Lord 9. There was then no want of Late 
Dukga? Late Earls, and*Late Bifhops j 
and why fhould that now be reckoned a 
reproach to a Angle peer, which was then 
the diftinguifliing title to the whole body ?

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C ONSIDERING the fuccefs which the 
treat ile riEPI BA0OY2, or the Art 
'of Sinking in Poetry, of my decea&d 
friend and much -honoured mafter, JVlar- 
tinus SciiMerus, hath had ; what nu- 
muousdifciples have proceeded from his 
Ychool } what excellent, examples of his 
precepts thele latter days have produced, 
and how wonderfull^ijjs labours have 
guided and improved the A ilc of mociei'n 
poetry } it has been matter of much iiir- 
prite to me, that nojene hath hitherto put 
forth fome fimilar ireatile on the profit ml 
in prefaic compofnion \ more efpec rally,* 
confidcring the clivers appofiteillu Ill ations 
which might eafiiy be produced from 
^liters of the pall and prefent ages. 
Something of this kind has indeed been 
attempted and fuccclsfully executed re- 
fpcftiug one ftilu of proliuc baiho<», thltt 
is mlay, the f.cxiphanit, hv the defeated 
Debtor JCcm ick of %'ilz.pirulevc me- - 
moiv. ‘ ^ So fa i as his * tj adatc exti ndeth, 
it is fufficicntly well perfoinud, and may 
preclude the ncccfTity of any othci to the 
lame puipoit; for winch ic.ifon the JLcxi- 
l^hnmc ii' prole fhall be left c-tlu 1 mmo- 
tued, or liightly and colUltiull) touched 
or., in w^at I At a 11 lay concerning the pro- 
late diviijon of the profound. My wor- 
thy prcdecelibr, Martinos Scnhlcius, 
hath well proved, that theic is an art of 
finking in poetry ; and all his general 
arguments aie lo much to the purpole of 
proving alio that there is an art of linking 
*» prole, that it h unneceffai y tor me to 1 c- 
pt^.l Here in iefs elegant diction, what hath 
peen already 16 dileitly and iircfragably 
urged by that leai ned man. I fhall therefoi e 
proceed to enumerate, delcribe and iliui- 
trate the various Riles of the piofund, 
fi> far as the fame refpc£U piolkic compo- 
sition. And herein, as I purpofely touch 
pot on the J^exiphunie, for realons before

tf That is, fays + Doftor Eaeh^rd, a Cau- 
fa is a certain pack or aggregate of tran* 
ga?/:s, which being all packed up and 
corded dole together, they may then 
truly be laid ip law to conftitute a com- 
pleat and efiential pack : but if any one 
trangam be taken out or miffing, the

S ack.” Similar their to is the elaborate 
efinition which the fame author (mailer 
Hobbes) affojdelh of an alfertion or pro- 
poiition. In common hyiguagcythis may 
be termed the affirmation ot one thing 
concerning another, and be well undu 
llood j but a writer well fkil led in the 
Bathos'will think tlvs the lcall qualifica- 
tion of his com polil ions, and nobly aim 
at fomewhat more praiiii worthy. In this 
fpint, a proposition is laid to be “ Ora- 
rio con Runs ex duolnis noininibus copula - 
tis qqaj fignificat is qni loquitur concipeie 
fc nomen pofteiius tjulclem rei nomen 
elfc cujutelt nomen pitas.*' This is well 
likened to what Zacutus faith in hisTrea- 
tile ot a Spoon j which lie defines, <s in- 
Arumentum quoddam concavo-convex- 
urn, quo pofito in ahquod in quo aliud 
quiddam diverlum a polito ante pofitum 
fuit et retro polito in os ponentis, con T 
cipitur is qui pofuit piimum pofitum Id 
fecundyip ex his politis aliquul conclu- 
clere.” Whciein, by the way, mark 
well, as a great‘beauty,the concluding pun 
•concluded by the laid definition- How- 
bcit thele inftances are* potabjc in their 
way, yet have they nothing new in their 
ftile j feeing, that more multifarous ex- 
amples abound not only among the an- 
lients, paiticulaily Plato., -Arijlotle, Apy- 
lei us, and fltoiny j , (letting alide the 
graminauans and philologilts among the 
ancient Greeks) ; but mcic efpccially, 
they are to be tound among {he fchqoU 
inen and divines of the middle ages. Ne r 
veithelefs is Hobbes much to be prailed, 
for his keeping alive the embers of a Rile 
in his day ulinoR extinguifl'.ed ; though 
I fhrcwdly fufpc^l, conlidering npw very 
feldom he lias e xcellcd in the nebyfofe or' 
obumbratory fpecies of the bathos , that 
he was driven tliefeto by the reproaches and 
attacks of his amagonill Bi (hop Bromic 11. 
That iouie inliances may not be wanting 
of this iijle among the writers of the mid-

indeed, if it were ncceflaiy, be liitticiently 
cxpwlled by laying, that all beings agfee 
in the common circumilancc ot exillencc :

This author Jjtrther ob- 
i’eivel, “ Deinde cum Kns £nnitur ut 
participlum pertinet ad quxilionefli h 1 1 
fr4 ; at cupi iumitur ut noincn, reftien- 
dum ad quxftioiKin m t* «ru — — Hlnc tit 
ut Ens quod aliquid ell, opponalur t&j 
piliil, fed non immediate.

Much 
of the fame kind are the accounts we re- 
ceive of the materia prima* or that which 
is generally called matnr , when confider- 
ed independently of its pip pen its.

. this, although modern philoibphy, with 
common content, acknowledges utter 
ignorance ; yet as properties cannot be 
conceived to ex i ft without ibme iubftratum 
to fupport them, or iubjeil in which 
thpymay inhere ; and*as this is all which 
^{sulually meant by matter » the idea is 
perfectly plain and comprehenlible. For 
this reafon an adept in the bat ftps will 
' fftjfcg gredVcare fo to^rxprefs hi,mfplt in de- 


tmeertain meaning, that, aa the poet 
faith, each one fhpitthcelaifti, that 
“• Mori is mewit .than meets the dr;* 

In confermitv to this rule, the fchoof* 
men, as fir w. Bl^ktlonc obferyethf, , 
currently defined their materia prima tq 
• be neque quid, neque quantum, neque • 

quale, neque aliquid eornm quibUs etii 
ueftriiunatur.’* Adrian Hereboord more- 
over a flii res us, that “ materia 
non elt corpus neque per formam corpora* 
itaiis neque per hmplicum eflentiam : etjf 
tamen ens et quidam fubftantia, licet in* 
conipleta : habctque afhun CK le #nti- 
tatroiun, et fimul ell potent ia Jbbjo&iv^a.” 

1 he gieat mailers of this art, however* 
are neither confined to the ancient nor 
middle ages j they flourifli alio in our 
own time, and upon various itibjefta* 
Even I mylelf lemcmber, when attend$M| 
anatomical lefturcs for the purpfcfis m 
dilcovering, God willing, whether the 
infinitelimal particles of the nervous 
fyllem of the foetus in utero were affe&ed 
with iynchronous and ifochtonous vibra- 
tiuncles, our inllru£\or began with the 
external teguments of the dead fubjc£l, 
and the pathology thereof. Fearing wo* 
ftiould not be able to comprehend, t bat 
though toms were a diieale of the fcarf- 
lkin, yet warts were nervous cxcrelcencea 
from the trueikin,hc declared that he -would 
lo exprefs himlcll, that we might never 
heieafter be at a lofs to underlland* the 
difference ; and to that end afliired u»,*tha€ ^ 
the veruca or ctK^p^v^vr was none other \ 
than a praeternaiur.il elongation of tlMI 
viilary procefs of the derma ; while t&f 
clavus pedum or <rv >. ot was entirely HI* 
carcerated in the fuperior tegument, and 
perfectly epidermole. And now that wd 
are upon the fubjett of anatomy, a very*, 
admirable paffage in the nebmlof* of 
obumbratory ftile of defeription occuiS to 
my remembrance, which will, (till farther 
prove that we are nut without ibrfte gfiat 
matters in profaic bathos, even in .tnU 
our day. The late Doctor Fawcett, of 
Dublin, informs us in his pofthuinous 
Ti entile on Midwifery, lately published* 
DVIII. that 4 ‘ upon the lore and ex- 
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trrml part of the thorax, on each fide of 
the fternum, lfes a large conglomerate 
gland, the interftices ot whole lobules 
being filled with fat, aifift in railing it 
into a beautiful, .round, fmooch, prq- 
jc£ling, conoid tumour; known the 
name of maxima.'’ This is doubt left a 
conveniently good exemplar of the ftile 
we are difeourfmg of ; but I much doubt 
whether the learned author did not \vrite 
adipofe Cecfction inftba^jf fat, and in- 
fert what the negligence of his editor lAth 
oCrtes omitted, that is ‘o lay, the pro- 
perly of cotnprfjff&bilijy or clajhcitv, which, 
as every, one ksoweth, is competent 
thereto in the young l'ubjefl. But Italic* 
we now to other inftances in other au- 
thors, and on other fubjecls, that no tn- 
•fcavoursof ours may be wanting to in- 
ftruft our readeis in tlic perfect know- 
ledge of this important pmt of fine wilt- 
ing. A nobleman of our day, of great 
learning, and one of our moil perfect ex- 
amples of the bathos in composition ; 
who, among other things, has perfedlly 
proved to his own fat :si at t ion, that a 
liatc of natme among nun is a line lui- 
tbrir pacilnal noi btlhcal, but quadiupe- 
iki .and caudal ; thata.giipt man;, gtu- 
flcipcn, well known to hiv litci.uy ac- 
quaintance, never had more than c.v tve, 
whiclvthey found equally ftrvic cable with 
ourtvo j that their progeny alio wcie 
like tluinfeh cs monopous ; that men 
have coniUntly degenerated in mental 
amibodiiv faculties ever iince they left 
►off galloping up and down upon all- four, 
laihing their licks with their tail and 
feeding like good king Nibuchadnt/zar 
ota the graft of the field ; this gierit ' 
man, I lay, who has been at the pains of 
infttu&ing; the world in thefe important 
and * in d if put able particulars, affine s us 
alfoip a philological treatife, 44 that the 
msn who opines mull opine fomethmg j 
therefoietuc lubjcBTof an opinion is not 
••thing/’ To render thia ablation ltill 
kft liable to icntrovcify, he gives u* the 
authority of Plato to the fame pui pole. 
fiqt a bene, of Authorities 1 lhall Oiicouric 
snore fully hereafter. Another learned 
gentleman of congenial foul, whole works 
undoubtedly furnifh the completed in- 
'fiances of this fpecies of the profund which 
modern litcratuie can any whue lupply, 
fcflHng to define a conjunct on and fettle its 
cftffificauon, tells us, 44 that it is a pa5* 
iff l^cech devoid of fignification itfelf, but 
jCb termed sc to h< 3 p fignification, by 
shaking two or more ijgiuficai'it fentences 
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to be onefigniricant fentenee *♦*. Some 
of then! indeeu have a kind of obfeure 
fignification when taken alone j and they 
appear in grammar like zoophytes in na- 
ture, a kind of middle beings of amphi- 
bious character, which, by lharing the 
attributes of the higher and lower, con- 
duce to link the whole together.” This 
gentleman had already defined a word 
(or part of fpeech) to* be “ a found lig- 
nificant.” But what common reader 
would fuppoie that this collt6lion of high* 
lounaling phraleology and 1 tamed allu- 
fion means neither more nor lefs, as Mr. 
Hoi ne Tooke X obferres, when put into 
► common exprclfions, than that a 44 con- 
j’umSlion is a found fignifjpant, devoid of

Haydn 
told him that the Muficians were going 
away, and that thcii carriages were at the 
door waiting for them. T at* Prince had 
the generofity to f*uh them back 1 : he re* 
prpached them feelingly upon the man- 
ner in which they weit* going to defert f<» 
good a matter: they t'lufiw rhemfclves at 
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'“pHERE is, perhaps, no nation whofe 
hiftoiy is more intimatelv connected 
with ancienr religions, with primitive cuf- 
toms, with the progrcls ot arts andlcicnce, 
or with the vaiioua changes of cmpu e 
which have happt ned in l he* woild, tlian 
that of Egypt. The fubic rt of thefe Let- 
ter!, therefore, is alone luificicnt to 
render them in rerefling to a curious ami 
intelligent reader : wherever the author 
i- fi’.ccil'sfv.l in his arguments and llluf- 
trations, his Letters bicoine (till more in- 
tuiefting ; and whciever lie fails in tln-le, 
rlitie is" then a larger Held open for mi- 
juitt attention, for pertinent obfervations, 
and for ti >cndly cot regions. Hut a de- 
putations repoiTtr of fads mult expert, 
and imltcd ought, fume-time or other, to 
meet with jealous ciitics : it is highly fit 
and p] opt r tlut it lhould be lb; "left, m 
many impoiUnt calcs, the public llu.uld 
be put off with wild conjeduies inltead 
of lobtr truth. However, as ir is impol- 
ffble to divert oiuulvcs, at all limes, of 
fulpicions, fo neither can we Jay afide a 
Uriel regard to truth and jurtice. We 
^Ihall arrange our quotations and rcmaiks, 
cn this octal on, into the following or- 
der : on the country it telf ; on the an- 
cient arid mo Jem cities of Egypt ; on 
their public woiks ar.d the icmains of

dcr the name of ancient Egypt. When 
ifis limits are marked out, wc mult, 
these fore, tnquiic, whether this country 
had its oiigin m common with the lands 
of other nations. Egypt is bounded on 
the north by the Mediterranean j on the 
fouth a chain of mountains, which fe- 
parates it from Nubia ; to the ealt by the 
Red-Sea and the I It hums of Suez j and 
to the v r elt by the Dc-feits of Lybia. I is 
grcJlcft length is tiom Sienna, fituated 
dircdly under the Tiopic of Cancer, to 
Cape Burlos, the moft advanced point of 
the Delia, which, as wc luppofr, may be 
about thirty-one degiccs ealt longitude, 
nriuit* or Id's ; and, as Mr. Savaiy lay:, 

“ almolf tenriiiatcs the thii ty- lccond dc- 
** gree of latitude s” but of this we have 
our doubts, for rcafons jthat wiil atiei - 
wards appear “ Its greateit breadth, 
fays our author, is lixty-cight leagues, 
drawing a light line from the mins of Pc- 
lui’a to the Tower of the Arabs, former- 
ly called Tapoliiis.” This country is 
divided into Upper and Lower Egypt; 
the foimer of which begins at Sienna, 
and ends at Grand Cairo, no great dil- 
tancefioin the anc.enc Memphis. There 
are two chains of mountains which Like 
(heir life from the laft cauiad of the 
Nile : their dire&ion is flora ibuth to 
north, until they icach the latitude of 
Cairo, where 11 panning to the right and 
left, one of them takes the diredion of 
Mount Colzoum, on the eart, and the 
other terminates # in banks of lands n^gr 
to Alexandria, towards the well. “ Bc-\ 
“ tween thele ridges of mountains is that 
“ long plain, which is no more than 
“ nine leagues broad, where it is the 
“ vridclt. Itis there that the Nile flows 
u between 
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• f between two infurmountable. barriers t 
*• now linooth and tranquil, he llowly 
€% purities the courfe traced out by nature 
and by art : now an impetuous tor- 
€s rent, reddened with the f 3 nds of Ethi- 
* f opia, he fvvells and breaks ovei his 
€t bound.uie-*, and overflows the country* 

** which he covers with his waters for 
«« the fpace of two hundred leagues. It 
is, fays Mr. Savary, in this celebrated 
** valley, that mankind fii ft lighted the 
torch of the l'ciences, whale radiance 
“ diffufing itfelf over Greece, has luc- 
“ ceflively illuminated the reft of the 
world.” This laft fcnicnce is flioir, 
hut it feems to contain a gieat number 
of errors. It fuppofes Upper Egypt to 
have been the feat of fciencc before Lower 
Egvptj it luppofes Uppu* Egypt to have 
given birth to the lliencesj it fuppolbs 
that Greece, w.ith rclpctt. to time*, wife 
the fccond nation in lcicnce and arts j it 
fuppofes that the* relt of the world, Egypt 
excepted, borrowed fc 'dices, and arts, 
and thdr knowledge from Greece ! Did 
Grecian aitifK mile Babylon, a fii cany 
it to the highclt pitch of magnificence ? 
Wei e thty> Grecian architects who built 
the palaces of great Nine-* eh > or, wcie 
not thele cities railed before a town was 
known even in Egypt ? Did Ecbatana 
owe its grandeur to the Greeks ? or, wi re 
Dam a fc vis or Pei (epolis founded by Giv- 
cian ariilK ? Did thofe mighty kingdoms 
borrow their legiflation and principles of 
government from Grecian lawgivers ? 
Surely not. Had our autl:or,onthis iubjdd. 
coniultcd Strabq, one ol his moll faithful 
guides, he would have told him, that the 
Greeks knew nothing of the Eaftem na- 
tions but a very little while before the Per- 
fian wars : that neither Babylon, Nineveh, 
Ecbatana, nor the Syrian or Afl'yi ian em- 
pires were fo much as known even to 
the travelling Homer. 

“ Lower Egypt, fays Mr. Savaiy, 
comprehends all that country between 
Cairo, the Meditei cancan, the Ilthmus of 
&ucz, and Lybia. To this immenfe coun- 
try the Greeks gave the name of Delta. 
It is formed by the two branches of the 
Nile, which feparating below Cairo, fall 
into the lea j the one near Damietta, on 
the eaft ; the other near Rofetta, on the 
weft.” Here le't it be dbferved, that in 
fotmer times the Pelufiack branch of the 
Bowed into the lea, almoft as far to 
the eaft of Damietta, as the diltance be- 
tween Damietta and Roletta ; and that the 
branch which now empties itfelf into the 
fca below Damietta, was, in the days of 
Herodotus, the middle lire am of the Nile, 
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which flowed on in nearly a ftrait line, 
through the midlt of the Delta. Hence 
this illand, the moll fertile in the world, 
has loft much of its extent ; fince it "was 
formerly bounded by Canopa and Pelu- 
lium.” 

Our author next endeavours to prove, 
that the whole 'of the Delta originally 
formed a great snilpli ; that tne lea 
bathed the feet c/fthofe mountains where 
the Pyramids now Hand ; and that the 
whole of the Ddta is a modern country, 
lately raifed into exTftenci-, when com- 
>arej widi Upper Egypt. We (hall not, 
lere at 1 .*ait, enter into any difpute how- 
far the Delta originally was or was not a 
deep gulph ; while we mean jull to review, 
one by one, the arguments ufed by our 
author on this occaiion, merely that the 
candid reader may have an opportunity of 
judging what degrees of cr-dit areduj^to 
Mr. Savary, as a philolbphical Hiftorian. 
Thus he proceeds : (C Now, that you have 
<f a general idea of Egypt, Sir, fix your 
" attention on that rich country, and 
pur fine the revolutions it has undergone. 

" Beyond thole tunes of which lullory 
“ his preferred us any epoch, a people 
€t defeeuded lium the mountains near the 
" catararts, into the valley which isover- 
<e flowed by the N> le : it was then an impe- 
“ netrable 11101 al's, covered with canes and 
‘ reeds.'* That is it wc put this paflage 
into plain Englilh, a people,- of whole 
times the world never he.ud, of whole 
ongin no one can tell, dtfeended, but 
when in) mortal ever knew, from the 
mountains neat the cataracts, into the 
valley whidr is overflowed by the Nile, 
although the valley was then an hnpent- 
trobJc moi afs. The reader will be plcaf-' 
ed 10 obferve, that all this, as well as the 
following paragraph, mull be underftood 
of Upper Egypt. “ Many years elaps- 
ed before they thought of cultivating 1 
their native plants. Ncccflity awakened 
their induftry. — Ofiris taught men, who 
were ai that time cannibals, to feed on 
the fruits of the earth in Head of human 
flelh. Ills, the fame with Ceres, taught 
them to cultivate corn, ami were deviled 
to the rank of duties.” Now we * have 
no reafon to believe that the Egyptians 
were ever cannibals : no one argument, 
or proof, is fo much as offered, to fhew 
that the firit Egyptians fed on human 
flelh ; we have no evidence of any kind 
to fupport us in maintaining* that they 
ever viewed Ofiris in this light, -or conn* 
dered Ifis as the fame with Ceres.

Theie reafon * are lhtfici- 
ent to vindicate us, in rrfuiing our ciedit 
toiuch childifh tubs. Hut wc thall fo<jp 
leap ‘into an highly cultivated plain, 
which lpringe up at once from a deep 
gv.lpli, accompanied with teligion and 
Igvvs. “ Win 111 the people of Upper 
«< Egypt, fays Mr. Savary, were contend-

was cl int ! Eut Iicrc Mr. Savaiy again, 
as he .hd befoie, pulUs over ages, duiing 
vhi n the gulph was filling up by the 
waters ot ih^ Nile ! with' ut ever telling 
us Wiien or whne land fiitf began to ap- 
pear in it j or when the Egyptians iirft 
difcm'rtd the Nile again, cfiUintl from 
the gulph j or ^htn they began to culti- 
vate tie mw lands they h?d thus ac- 
qui cd. Men ot ir\fciior abilitiey toMri 
S vary would pci haps ten Hr. ihns : That 
the ch.mg n^ ot th*. coutle of inch a rivear 
as the Nile iuppoles previous cultivation $ 
liippofes piLvh.us art and m^r.agcnient ip 
thole pTts through which uity meant to 
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carry its ftrcnms ; or int& which they 
meant to throw the enormous weight of 
its watei s : and pei haps Ibme might think 
that the ancient Egyptians had a much 
better piolpeft of acquiring the foil they 
wilhed for in I.vbia, vherc the Nile then 
rolled along its fwulfvd ft reams, than by 
turning the enoimous weight of its \\i- 
teis i*uc> a d*tp sird barren gulph. But 
there is no iefdring frft . : facts are v hat 
wc want; not fai's brycud :hofe tinges 
oJ' which hilK.iv hss prclerved us any 
recount; lor they a u v h:\u\cr lh« writer 
or (m cafe tf any diflu encc) whatever 
the. i cade* plcafcs. 

Mr. S a vary alters to liippoil his whole 
fylK'in by the amiliuriiy o t Herodotus ; 
and then-fore, on this creation, quotes 
that ancient Guckinfi.rh :* maimer as 
belt luit' his pv.iptife : but vt iliall iol- 
low the language oi ihc \ enviable hifto- 
nan. Speaking of tin plaits’, lie t litis 
continues the difcouifo: “ Muncur 
44 they lav tlrat Mcik? was the fnlt of 
44 nun ili.i’l nig ned a kii g : that under 
“ him a'! Egypt, except the pr< \ incc ot 
44 Thebes, \\:i» thej, v.'jijt gnpu/idy or 
44 f<‘ - *’ and that 1 1 n*i *. v a*. iM'iit* of ihoie 
4t things then, which now o.ut below the 
44 lake <. f Myri-.,.” Tab. ii c. 4. Ilo- 
mcr explains the woi ! iXc?, whm lie iiys 
of tilt* youth bmioiiui'i, Kc feb as a tall 
poplai, which had pi own up, t> natfy&nn 
fteef, in a graft put l vj u gre^ti n.a.Jfi, 
or fnt. II. lib. iv. \u. 483* Heie 
both the Delta and Uppci Egypt, even as 
far as to the province of Thebes, are all 
cleJcribtd under one worn, as b< ii.g tke 
fame ground* confiding ol the fame kind 
of foil, capable of trees and plants, ca- 
pable of improvement from the hands of 
men in the days of Mc-nes. No intima- 
tion is given that the Dt-ha was ever an 
jfland : nor do we fuppole that it hasl then 
the lead appeal ance ot an illar.d ; or that 
any part ot tin Delta was at that time 
fcpaiate from the land ot Upper Egypt. 
For Herodotus thus expreiies hirnlelf 
afterwards ; “ The prieiis fay that Menes 
44 the firft king of Egypt joined it and 
44 Memphis by a bridge ; or (as the 
44 plu ale may be rendered) defended 
44 Memphis by mounds, k or the whole 
44 river flowed along by Mount Pfam- 
“ mius towards JLybia : but Menes 
?* .higher up, as far a® an hundred ftades 
» f< from Memphis, by banking up to- 
44 wards the fouth the turning of the river, 
“ di ivd up its ancient channel ; and the 
44 river, thus directed in its courfc, 
44 flpwed along between the mountains s 
Jf and even now by tbs Italians the 
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« turning of the Nile, which flows on in a 
44 retrained courfc, is defended by Itronjr 
44 barriers, be *ng banked up with annual 
i* mounds ; which if the river fliowld 
44 4 'rcak through, it would overflow ojq. 

4i that, pair, an -1 all Memphis would be 
“ in danp^r of being covered with the 
“ watiiV.” Herodotus a«lds, that this 
Mcnts, after he had turned the courfe pf 
the liver, built Memphis within the 
ancient bed of tlj^Nih*. bib. ii, c. 99. 

1 It re we have a decided teitimony, that 
according to the ancient T gvptians them- 
Hives, the king of who turned the 

courfe of the ri\er, cud not throw' the 
*tnormous weight ot its waters into a deep 
rfciii but caiiied them along the fame 
kind of ground will, that whcie the turn- 
ing of th<* liver was fuftmadc: that the 
De lta was not an illand, lior ever hadtjap 
appvar.mce ot an illand, till the Nile was 
intiodmcd into it, and guided through 
various channels ir.lu all paits of i^by 
the (kill ami hand* of n.ui : ami that the 
Delta, whatever macule of foil it might 
icrrive from the* Nile, y cl was not origi- 
nally' a gift of the 1 i\ < r ; though it wa# 
brought into a fl.-'-v of high culmation 
by means of i:*. flu :1111s. Hence it i« 
obvious, as inched nay rational perfon 
mud peicuve, that the Delta was culti- 
vated * n<l managed in 1 .ch a manner as 
v. ;-.s fuited to the piupoic, pitvioufly l® 
the iiv.ioduiuon ot the* Nile; and that 
this feitiie plain was. under cultivation 
even before Mi mphis wjis built. Hence 
alfo we fte the ivaion why Mofes never 
calls any of the ftreams of the Delta o- 
therwife than r jar> which fignifits a canal, 
or pafTage for wrier formed by the hands 
of mens in the pluial Jariem , canals: 
and the molt eminent ft ream, in his time, 
is only diftinguifhed by the name cf 
Hejar% that is. The Canals by way pf 
emphafis. There were no ftreams or 
blanches of the Nile in the Delta, whojgg, 
courfe was not originally foimed by tho 
haniU r of men : and to this we fuppofe 
the prophet alludes, above an hundred 
years befoie Herodotus wa®, born, when 
lie thus dcfci ibes the pride of the Pharaohs 
faying, 44 My river ie mine own, and I 
44 have made it for myfcUV v This river 
had not, as our author fuppofes, its name 
from Nile us , one of the flicceflors of 
Nlones ; for |he term Nehel, whence 
Nilus , fignifis* a ftr<am of water that 
forms itfelf a bed in its courle, and it 
often applied to totrents. But in the 
Delta every bed .of water was formed by the 
hands of hch e therefore it ceaied to 

be Nthel j 4(tii name therefore in ancient 

rimee 
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times was nctfgiven to any ftream in the 
Delta, but only to the river all above 
fhe divifion. 

But our author alledges the namc % of 
Herodotus, in order to fhew the time 
when the Delia wasin its infancy ; thus ; 

In the time of Mocris, who lived five 
«* hundred y: :rs before the Tioian war, 

•* the Delta then appealed in its in fane - . 

“ Her. y. 41. Euteip.” We cannot icly 
wpon this gentleman's Tfhotuior.s. Hero- 
dotus thus I'pe^ks : “ Mrrcovtrtneprieils 
** (ay, that un^gr king Mvi:s, worn the 

river came to th^eip ah cubit, at l.aft, 

•* it watered that pail 01 Kpypt vvhWh 1^ 
“ below Memphis : aivl hiyns hud not 
• r been dead nine hur.dud years \*hv.n 
€C I heard ihcfe things from the p; hils.” 
Herodotus was born four years before the 
expedition of Xerxes into Greece : it then 
we count horn the year of the brittle of 
Salamis, which was near 3470 of the 
wrifld, when Herodotus was quire a child, 
we cannot be coniideml as taking any 
advantage, fincc this mud l c ilvcual years 
before Herodotus was in Egypt. From 
5470 dcdn& 900, and wc aie brought 
back to the year 2 570 ot the world, which 
was near the il ught -T of Eglon by EVmd, 
who then judged Ifi.tel. Can we lay that 
the Delta was then in its infancy ? Surely 
not. But Mr. Savary alledges another 
proof from Strabo ; thus : “ Eight cu- 
“ bits was then lu»nci M nt to ovciflow it, 
* c in all its extent. Boat^ palled over it 
ct from one extremity to the other ; and 
** its towns, bunt on artificial elevations, 
ce velcmblcd the illnnds of the yEgcan 
* € fea. Strabo, lib. 17.’* But fifteen 
cubits it lions weie nectffary to produce 
the fame erf its in the days of lieiodolus. 
Ws lcarcc know how to follow oui very 
motive and ingenious author. This fen- 
tcnce, “ Eight cubits was then fufficicnt 
toovesfiow it m all its extent,” is taken 
.fr om the firlt part of the foregoing paf- 
~»ge, which we ha 4 e alieady quoted out 
of Herodotus : Thtfc arc none of Strabo's 
words, nor ought they to have been placed 
to his account.' * And'befules, the piicfts 
did not tell ileiodotus^ that eight cubits 
in the days of Myris was iuificient to 
cn erfioW the Delta, in all its extent* that 
is, from Relufhrm 'to f anopa, together 
with two dayij'jodrney into the country, 
on each fide: no, no : They oniy faid, 
that when the river 'came to the eighth 
cubit, it waleredrt hat jpart of Egypt 
mufti eh is below Memphis* There is no- 
thing in their language that implies any 
fuch extent! and yet, implied it, 

this would not have proved&hc Delta to 


he then in its infancy : it would only 
have (hewn what degrees of rife in the 
river were neceffary to water the adjacent 
lands, at that time. 

Mr. Savary had no right to apply thefe 
phralcs. Beats pafied over it from one 
extnmitv to the other* and it< towns built 
on artijieitil elevations* &c. to the time 
of Myris . For Strabo, in that parfage, 
drops not one fyilable about the days of 
Myris, or the date of the Delta in hUYeign : 
he only fiys what its appearance was in 
his own limes j and thus exprerfes him- 
felf : “ Many different cuts through the 
“ whole iflaud of the Delta have formed 
“ many channels, fo that the whole is 
“ navigable. — In the overflowings of the 
£< Nile ail is covered and appears as a fea, 
ti except their habitations ; and thefe being 
i( placed on native hillocks, or mound*., 
,c # as well memorable cities as village 0 , 

“ give to the fight at a diftancc the ap- 
€t pearanceof illands.” lie applies none 
of tilde things to the days of Myris, 
nor could our author have any right 
whatever to make luch an application. 

In calculating the degrees of rife in the 
Nde neceffary To the production of plen- 
ty, Mi . Savary entangles htinfelf j paitly 
by overlooking the dirferent extent of the 
Delta, at different times; partly by not con- 
iidcring that dirferent degrees of rife in 
thc’i iver, \\ ould equally ovei flow the lands, 
juft as iho Egyptians thought fit, by 
mi*ans of their canals, and mounds, and 
refer voir s ; partly, by confufing the dif- 
ferent terms of hiftorians, underftanding 
more th in they lbmetimes laid ; and 
partly, by confounding the cubit of one 
nation with that of another. Hence the 
dirferent degrees of rife, at dirferent times, 
feem to our author much greater than 
they really were. This will appear ob- 
vious, by comparing his remarks with He- 
rodotus, and the more accurate language, 
of Strabo. In the time of Myris, fays 
Mr. Savary, “ eight cubits was fum- 
M cient to overflow it in all its extent.*’ 
This, as we have fliewn, is much more 
than the hiftorian aflerts : and befides, he 
does not ufe a term that figniftes to over- 
J?ow» When Herodotus, fays our au- 
thor, vilited Egypt, fifteen cubits were 
necerfu y to cover all the Lower Egypt £ 
but the Nile then overflowed the coun- 
try for the lpace of two days journey, 
to the right and left of the Delta.” That 
is, as the hiftorian himfelf exprerfes it 5 
“ The Nile, when it overflows, goes not 
** only over the Deita, but alfo the coun- 
“ try whth is called Lybian, .and alio 
“ over tome parts of Arabia, and that oi» 

‘Yeaclj 
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lt each fide, to the extent .of two days 
“ Journey, more or let's.” So that in his 
day*, the Nile perhaps overflowed near 
four times a greater quantity of ground 
than it did in the reign of JViyiis. “ Un- 
44 der the Roman empire,” lays Mr. 
Savary, 44 lixiccn cubit* pioduced the 
“ fame effects.” We /lieu Id have won- 
dered veiy much if they had n;t. But 
let us hear Strabo, a much better guide, 
who thus writes : “ For the countiy, 
44 from it'* natural giowtli, ynddsY.iuch 
44 fi uits ; and being well watered, Mill 
44 more : and the greater the incicjfe of 
44 the liver, fiom its natiual fwi 1 ing, 
44 the moie land it w.uei s : yet (kill and 
44 proper management w 11 veiy olicn 
44 fuccml, when t 7 ie natmal rife of the 
“ river tails $ <o tli.u as much J.uui /hah 
44 be wateied by lmaliei incieales of the 
44 Nile, as is watual b\ iaiger ones, and 
44 that through the a d ot canals aiu^ 
“ mounds. Before the tune of Petro- 
44 mus, time was then the gicatcft abund- 
44 mice, wiieii the Nile came up to the 
44 fouitcciitli cubit $ but if it rule to the 
44 c gluh onl) , tla ie was fcarci'.y : 

44 but while he w-«s put o?ei the 

44 countiy, alihough the N »• nvidtil up 
44 only to the i well lit ci-b-i, there was 
4< vet the gicaiclt abund.a.ie ; and whtn 
44 it ibmuinics leached only to the 
“ eighth, no one pjcnval any wain.” 
(Stiabo, lib. 17. p. 5.J2 ) Whtie new 
aie our authoi’s lixtecn caLuts, undei the 
Roman empire ? We have 11 heic as a 
I act, that under the govn mnent of Puio- 
nms, twelve cubits afforded live greatert* 
abundance s we have it licie Hated as a 
known thing, tidttus much land was c t- 
ten vv atu hi by fni.il lei mcrt.dcs of the 
Nile as by larger ones ; and th.,t the quan- 
tity of giouucl overflowed, and tlu con- 
iequuit fci'.iliiy, wcie not to be nvafiued 
by the mimbei of cubits which tlnl liver 
iwejicd to, but by the ikill and manage- 
ment of the people, 01 by the care and 
attention of thtir govei nors : and we have 
here furfic ient evidence, that although the 
rifj of eight cubits only had been attended 
with gi eat lcarcky, yet, even under Pe- 
tronius, from the nit oi eight- cubits 
only, by picper management, no one 
perceived any want. Nothing can be 
drawn fiom the valuations of the f welling 
of the Nile, m favour of *hat bypothelh, 
which mak.es the Delta originally a veiy 
fmall ifUnd, aiiling, by dc-gu.es, out of 
a deep gulph oftheiea. Fioin what we 
find on iecord, the overflowings «f the 
Nile, in the time of Strabo, gave the 
Delta a greater appearance of being in its 


infancy, than its inundations ever did 
in the leign of Myris : ant? there fee ms 
to have been no fuch extent of naviga- 
tion within the Delta during the lime ot 
thas king, as in thedays of Strabo. The 
veiy uniult application of Strabo's def- 
cnpiion to the reign ot Myris, may b« 
conlideicd as a proof that we are right. 
The woids of S^.sabo would not hav* 
be. n wi cited in that manner, had -they 
not been thought fiiitable to the purpofe. 
In llBort, it is our opinion, that if the 
Delta were as well cultivated, and the 
func number of chanqfls^iiioimds, and 
icfeivoirsas well managed as fotmeily, 
the NWc would even now overflow the 
countiy to as large an extent as in the 
days of Herodotus $ and ihat thiitven or 
fourteen cubits rife, accompanied with 
tiie fame diligence and /kill, would pro- 
duce neaily as great an abundance asun- 
der the government of Pitiomus. It is 
in Iced allowed, that the Pclti may lnqjp 
bn n railed by the conftar.t inundations of 
the uver, yet ihe bottom of eveiy chan- 
nel mud imely have been railed jn pro- 
portion : andhchdes, tlic Egyptians knew 
h»w to make the channels mellower, if 
lcquncd. 

ileiodnlus advanced an opinion of his 
own, thit mol. of llioJc parts cf Egypt 
to winch the Gurians tailed, weic ad- 
ve mi t .oxs to Hit Egyptian*, and a gift 
of the nver i b.iuulc the plains which 
lie between the mountains beyond 
Memphis, fecund to him to have been a 
bay of the ie i : hence he concluded tI1.1t 
the Della uid not rihv.i) 3 exiit. $f 
• coune, Herodotus thought that U^per 
limit have been iniubiud long beiore 
Lower Egypt 5 for, accouling to his 
cned, the hut nations i'prang out of the 
ground, which was fiilt called by their 
iiunaine. This thought, that Upper 
Egypi niuft have been inhabited long be- 
fore Lower Egypt, cli lined Mr- Sava- 
ry above all otliei s j and ioi the lake of 
it, lit. loll himlelf sn a deep gulph, far 
beyond thofc times of : ch lullory has 
prJtrvui us any ep-.ch ■ Let us then, 
tor the fake of aigumuit, luppoie, that 
thole plains vveie one.* a bay of the fea, 
yet it will not follow, ili^t the rcgfonir.g 
and infcienccs either cf Mr. Savary or 
Herodotus can have any foundation what- 
ever. # Onc iiivgle example’ will luifici- 
cntly prove this. K.rodotus fays, 44 If 
we choie to follo.vthe fctitiments cf the 
Romans concerning Egypt, who fay, 
that the Delta only is Is'gypt i — 
might then, following fuch a tradition, 
/hew that die Egyptians, at firit, had 
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no country : t for indeed the Egyptians 
.fhemielvxB fay, and fo it appears t cj mo, 
that they found the De-La irrij ?ion * or 
tnoijl ground ; ami in one word, that it is 
of late e-. at nee : — but I do not fuppbfe 
that tl.e Egyptians came into exiitcncc 
together "vi rh tint place whirls the loni- 
ans c ill the Deha; but that they al- 
ways were, ever iiwce»^iK*n were ; and 
that as the ground accumulated, many of 
themindeed wait- left. Hut that many c^mc 
down from the higher parts.’’ (C. T5.) 
Here let it be oblei ved, that lb far as we 
know, no onc*T?v#r p-eteuded that the 
Egyptians came into otitLncc, either to- 
gether with the Delia, 01 together wirlf 
the ground that was lb'lt called Egypt, 
except Herodotus and Ionic Greeks ; and 
that we apple head Inch an opinion wdl 
not, in our times, be taken up and main- 
tained. Hcr.ce the gieateli part of the 
reafoning of Herodotus at once falls to the 
gfuund. The Pilots ii.foimvd iltio- 
dotus, that all Egypt, as f.a* as to the 
piovincc of Tlubes, war. one ; and alio, 
that the ground was ot the lame kind, 
not l’jpaiatcd, while the Nile flowed 
through the lands et Lylna ; and that 
AicT.es, the lint Ling of tiu Egyptians, 
turned the courlb of the liver.

HP HIS is one of the productions of the 
y Calcutta prei's, and docs no ditirre- 
dit to the infant art of printing in that 
quarter of the world. The author, in 
an advcrtilcincnt prefixed, lays, that the 
fubje£l of his book began to be digelied 
in 1783, and lbme changes having hap- 
pened in the Itate of the country fince that 
period, a few anachronifms may be ofc- 
lerved, which *it would be difficult < and 
perhaps not very eafy to guard again ft. 
He adds, that to delineate the prelent 
ltatc of a country where revolutions me fo 
fiequent and lb fudden as they are in Pe- 
gu, is next to impoftible j and thtrefore 
what is contained in his work mull be 
confidered as relating to the Hate of af- 
fairs as they were in Augu It and Septem- 
ber 1781, except where the contrary is 
exprelsly mentioned. 

After this adveitifemtnt follows an in- 
trodu6lion> wherein the author points out' 
thcrealons which have operated to tender 
Pegu fo imperfectly known, and displays 
the advantages which might refult fiom 
a better acquaintance with that country.

It is notcaly to eonjeflure what 
has given rile to an operation which oc- 
cafions lb much pain and danger to the 
peribn who undei goes it; but it is not 
altogether peculiar to this people ; for we 
meet with practices limitar to it anlbiig 
other nations : that which rcfemblcS it 
the moll, is the operation of tathwwirt^ t 
Bled by the natives of Olaheitr. 

“ The menhavejong black, hair, tied on 
the top of the head ; over which lome 
wear a white handkerchief, in form ol a 
turban ; others go with their heads bare 
and decorated with flowers. They wear 
about their loins a piece cf party* coloured 
filk, or cotton cloth, which is afterwards 
palTed over the fhoulder, and goes round 
the body. Thole of higher rank have 
this cloth fo long as to hang down over 
their thighs .and Tegs ; which, aigiongthe 
lower clafs of people, are bare. The 
women have a kind of Ihort jacket to co- 
ver the upper part of theii bodies ; and the 
remainder of their drefs is a piece ol cloth, 
which is fattened round the Urns, and 
hangs down to the ankles. This is doub- 
led over a few inches at the lore-part, 
where it is open, fo that the thigh is dil- 
eovered, in walking, through its whole 
length. This mode of drcls, they tell 
us, was lirlt introduced by a certaig 
queen of Ava, .who did it with the view 
of j etlaiming the hearts oi the men from an 
unnatural and deteftable pafliem to which 
they were, at that time, totally abandon- 
ed ; and fuccceded fu well,, that Ihe is 
remembered at this day with gratitude, as 
a public benefaflrcls to the kingdom. 

“In their behaviour to Grangers, they 
are obliging, and Ibew a degree of frank- 
nds shat one would by no means expe«Sl 
to meet in a nation, whom we have been 
acculloined to look upon as barbarous. 
They exprtfs a great curiolity to fee tire 
manners of ftrangei », which makes them 
often come into their houles, and obferve 
all that is doing, without appearing to 
be under any conllraint. They alio take 
plcafure in imitating Ihe drefs and be- 
haviour of thole who coma among them-, 
and appear ' highly delighted when a 
Granger imitates any of theirs. In re- 


turn, if you go into their Imufes; you ate . 
received with great hofpitaiity ; the p£9*i. ■ , 
pie are eager to find lome thing that may 
give you iatisfa&ion, and leem very hap* ' 
py*whcn you {hew any marks of bein$ 
pleated. They have non* of that ftrift-^ 
ncfs which ^iiilinguiilies the other eaftern # 
nations ; but will them felves conduct you, * 
with the greateft alacrity,' through every 
part of their dwelling. The merit of* 
their conaplaifance is lo much the greats 
on fliis account, that it cannot, in any 
degree, be alcribed to fear, as a Granger 
is here entirely in tliai^Jbwer, and tho 
people have a very high idea of their owW 
milirary force and prowefs. - - 

“ And not without reafon ; for 
are In reality, a formidable nation * nu- 
merous, biave, poftefling great ftrengtH 
of body, and capable of Inflaming fa- 
tigue ; they only want a regular difcipline* 
to render their power truly refpe&able** 
Their principal weapons are the fpear and 
feimetar, bothof which they handle with 
gi cat dexterity. But the uf# of gun- 
powder is not unknown to them, for they 
often employ muikets with match-lock*. 
They are frequently at war with the Sia- 
mefe, over whom they have been often 
vi&orious. The prisoners taken in thefe 
expeditions they, detain, and employ hi 
the occupations to which they were brought 
up. Many of the Aiip-birilders at Ran- 
goon are Siamefe, who have been taken m ' 
war. For carrying any defperate enter- 
prize into execution, they have a fet of 
people, who very probably have been' 
ciiminals referved for the purpofe, to 
whom it is death to return without hav<*»' 
ing effected the bulinefs that they were- 
lent on. This appears a Grange pioce 
of policy, as one fliould imagine thaft* 
thole men, whom we cannot fuppofe to ber 
bound by any principles of honour, or 
a&uated by any affcflion for the Gate to 
which they bejong, lie undergreat temp-, 
tations to join the enemy. * What means 
are ufed to prevent fo probable a conse- 
quence ; whether they are accompanied 
or commanded by men who are more 
worthy of trull, and able to reGrain then* ; 
or encouraged by the hope of rewards bn 
their return with iuccefs, I have not beard 
able to learn. But be this as it will, it is 
very well known, that the Birmahs $rt 
not, Angular in this practice, which is 
adopted by many of .the’ other defpotte 
powers of the Kali,"

H IS Majcfty went in the ufual ftate to 
the lioufc of Peeis, and being fcated 
ori the Throne, Sir Francis Molincux, Knt. 
Gentleman Ufher of the Black Rod, being 
fent to acquaint the Commons, that his Ma- 
jefty commanded thrir attendance, the 
Speaker and ftveral Members came »• the 
bir, when his Mjjelly made the following 
Speech : 

Mv Lords and Gentlemen. 

I HAVE particular fjtisialiion in ac- 
quainting you, tlyjit fit ice 1 lali met you in 
Parliament, the tranquillity of Euiope lets 
remained uninici rupted , and that all toieigii 
powers continue to rxpui* their friendly 
dilpofitiou to this counti \ . 

I have concluded a tria'y of navigatypn 
and comtncicc with the Moll Cloiilian 
King, a eopv of which Aral 5 he laid before 
von. I mull recommend it to you, to take 
inch mealures as you (ball judge proper for 
sari ying it into rflrft ; and f mift you will 
find that the provilions ronmincib in it aie 
calculated for the encouragement of indul- 
trv* and the cktcnlion of lawful commerce 
in both counti ies, and, by piomoting a be- 
iirfici.il intcicourfe bet’a C'n our rrfpe&ive 
lubj.'fls, appear iikelv ro t-;ivc addition d 
peiiMjuem.c to the blefiiugs of peace. I 
(hall keep the fame lahilary objefls in vie»w, 
in the commercial arrangements l am nego- 
ciatin'T with other powets. 

1 have alfo given directions for laying 
before you a copy of the comcntion agreed 
upon between me and the Catholic King, 
for carrying into tiicdl the fixth article of 
the lad treaty of peace. 

Gentlemen of the Ibuife of Commons, 

I have ordered the rftimaits for the pre- 
fent year to be laid before you, and I have 
the fulleit reliance on your readme!* to make 
due provifion for the fcveral branches of the 
public fervice. 

The fUtc of the re\enue will, I am per- 
fuaded, continue (o engage your enuftant 
attention, as being ellentifllv connected 
with the national credit, and the profpeiity 
and fafety of my dominions. 

My I.otds and Gentlemen, 

A plan has been formed, by my dircflion, 
for tranfportmg a number of convi&s, in 
oidcr to remove the inconvenience which 
arofe from the crouded Rate of the gaols, in 
‘different parts of thc«kingdomi and you 
will, I doubt not, take fuch further mea- 
furcs as may be neceflary for tills purpnfe. 

I trufl you will be able, in this frflion, to 
carry -into effiefl regulations for the eafe of 
the merchants, and for Amplifying the pub- 
lic accounts, in the various braar.chca of iht 
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revenue ; and I rely upon the uniform con" 
tinuance your exertion in purfuit of fuch 
obji £ts as may tend 111 11 further to improve 
the national refoujees, and to promote^and 
confirm the welfare and happtnefs of my 
people. 

"fa'lien his Majcfty retired, the fallowing

bury.— This ceremony being performed* 
and the Peers being unrobed, the Chancel* 
lor fir ft, and the Cleik afterwards, read the 
Speech. 

I ord Rochfnrd then introduced his in- 
tended mmion for an Add refs to Itis Majef- 
ty, by apub'gi/ing to t!ie Iloufe for his pre- 
fu unrig the hi ft time to trouble their Lord- 
fhips But, although he felt his incapacity 
in Inch an undertaking, vet he trufted in the 
lo’-alrv and dutiful regard the Houfe entec- 
tuned for the bell of Princes, that what he 
had to offer would meet a general concur- 
rence from every noble Lord prefent. It 
was a teftimoi.y of gratitude for what hi» 
Majcfty had been pleafed to communicate* 
jpirJ a congratulation on the late fortunate 
eftapeof his life. To this he was certain 
every noble Loid would imaniinouny con- 
tribute ; — and it was the more peculiarly 
plcafing to undertake the motion he had to 
offer to their confide ration, however unable 
he was to do the fubjeft jullice, as a con- 
frioufnefs in his own opiivon that it could 
not be oppofed, made him amb tious to 
offer his fcntinicnts on (he occafion. He 
did not mean to ptefs upon their Lordftiipt* 
time, and therefore ftiould fay but & few 
words, merely to point out thofe particular 
paitsof the Speech which to him feemed 
moll highly deferving the attention of Par- 
liament. The affurances of peace made by 
the different poweis of Europe, wcie mat*, 
t ci s of infinite conlequcncc to this country* 
which, whilft they reflected luftre on the 
care and attention of his Majcfty and his 
Government, muft afford fatisfa&ion tm 
every perfon who had the welfare of hi* 
country at heart. A treaty of commerce 
with France was an objefil long defired by 
this kingdom \ and that treaty, it was now 
fignified to its, had been obtained. The 
merits or demerits of it did not however 
come ai this moment under confederation ; 
that was to be a fubje£t of future difculfton, 
and well as he was inclined to think it 
G a highly 
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highly beneficial to England ; yet if he 
ihouM be ever'induced to dffer his humble 
opinion why he thought it fo, he contidaered 
the prefent at a very improper day to ad- 
vance any thing which (hould wear the tap- 
pea ranee* of difeufling that point. His 
Lordfhip then adverted to the (late of the 
gaols all over the kingdom, and*hought that 
there were peculiar thanks due to hi6 Ma- 
jeftv* for the plan intirtoted of freeing the 
nation from the great number of convifls 
under fcntcnce of tranfpoitation. Thefe, 
with a pioper condolance on the death of 
the late Princcfs Amelia, were the heads of 
thfc Add refs avhj^h he (hould. take the 
liberty of moving, and he firmlv perfuaded 
himfelf it wqu1c\ pafs unanimoufly, and that 
no oppofjtion would aiife this evening to 
cad a (bade over the bright colours of 
loyalty.

T HE Speaker having returned from the 
lloufe of Peers, declared the vacan- 
cies which had happened during the rec efs ; 
and * after ten new Members had been 
fworn and fcated, he repeated the Speech to 
the Houfc. 

Lord Compton, Member for Northamp- 
ton, rofc to move an Addrefs to his Majelly. 
He was (he faid) particularly happy, and he 
doubted not but every Member m the Houfc 
was fo likewife, that the Speech held forth 
to them the mofl plcafing profpefts. The 
treaty of navigation and commerce which 
his Majcttv had concluded with the Mofl 
Chriftian King muft give a heart felt farsfar- 
tion to every friend of his eountiy. It' 
tended to the advancement of the interefts 
of the nation by ltirrraftng indoftry and 
lawful commerce lv tween ihe fubjefts of 
!>o h kingdoms ; and if the Hon. Houle (of 
which he rnu ruined m doubt) fanttinued 
it w;rh tlwir appiob if ion, it would be lay- 
ing a foundation (• 1 a permanent peace, by 
doing aw ay the n.itn*n.«l ;r jloufics entertain- 
ed by tath rafon of t lie olhrr, and the vul- 
gar prejMrt irf s which had long fnhhftrd hr- 
tween the indtvidual.sof each country. The 
plan adopted by H**s Majelly lor the tianf- 
pornt’on of convicts, wjs a meafure which 
muft he alfo very agreeable to the commu- 
nity ; jr was a mealurc abfolutcly nrcefTary 
from the crowded ftate of the gaols of tins 
kingdom, and would benefit the eountiy by 
ridding it of fuch daring ofFenders. H s 
Lordfhip then proceeded to move the Ad- 
iJrefs, which thanked his Majefty ‘or his at- 
tention to the intrriih ol his (uhjefls, end 
for hisf unremitting exertiors for the exten- 
finn of the imion>,l coin merre. It prom i fed 
that his Majcllv *$ faithful Commons would 
pay a() due attention to the finances ; and 
t6ncluded \vith congratulating his Majrfly 
bn his fortunate efcape from alfaflination, and 


Lord Dacre fcconded the motion, and 
having recapitulated much of what Lor4 
Roehford had faid, and made feveral enco- 
miums on the pleating intimations conveyed 
in the Speech, he hoped that an Addrefs 
of thanks and of loyalty, fuch as he con? 
ceived the prefent to be, would pafs nemipe 
dijjenticntc . This likewife induced him to 
rile on the prefent occation ; and as the 
Addrefs fpoke more in its own praife than 
his humble attempt at panegyric could be- 
ftow, he (hould not take up any more of 
their Lordfliips* time. 

'Fhe Addrefs was then read by the Chan- 
cellor, put and earned, and a motion made, 
that his Ma]cfty (hould be waited upon, to 
know when he would be gracioufty pleafed 
to receive the fame— aft'-r w*hich their Loid- 
(hips adjourned to next day.

fir was, ho laid, far happier in rmnpltmei.i- 
ing rhe lloufe on the profpett of lonfidcr^- 
b!e advantages ac^ tiling to this emu. try from 
a maty ol <oin incite with France, than if 
lie bad to declare to them tci ruoi y gained 
hv contiiieft. The prrfent tjeaty, it en- 
forced by Parliament, would pour into 
this roumrv permanent Mi flings, no' only 
by the encreafc ol hei trade, bm by (ecur- 
ing to her pi riiunrni peace. Tfie treaty 
would add ftnnu’.btives to induilry, and 
Ifrengthcn this c untrv by enlarging her re- 
venues. It was wife and prud- nt in the 
Mimilrrs to endeavour to put a flop t« fill- 
et (live wars, w'bich tended onlv to burthen 
the nation bv »he continued loflts fhe fu(- 
tamed, rven urthc mofl fuccefslul ones m 
which (he ever was engiged. 

Mr. Fox rofc and faid, he did not mean to 
offer the lead objection to the Addrrfs, for 
h*- thought it merited to pafs the Houfe 
ncmine contradtemtc ; nor (hould he have 
troubled the Houfe with any obfrrvations, 
.had not fome fentences (truck him which 
were delivered by the noble Lord whp 
moved' thtf Addrefs, arid by the flon. Geh‘- 

tb mpn 
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tleman who fecomled it. It was not in the 
power of the Houfe to pafs their opinion 
Upon the treaty with France, unlcfg his Ma- 
jefty's Minifters fhould inform them whether 
the treaty was political as well as commer- 
cial. It was faid that the treaty would do 
•way national jcaloulics and vulgar preju- 
dices— that peace was by his Mayfly's Mi- 
nifters preferred to war, and commerce to 
conqueft. By that he thought it was meant 
England had been engaged in unnccedary 
wars ; but he would contend before that 
afTembly, he would maintain it before an 
affembly to hear the caufes of nation*, if 
fuch an adcinbly could be fuppofid to exift, 
that the wars England has been of late yeajs 
engaged in with France, were wars ot abfo- 
lute neccflity, wars of feif-detence, and 
wars tor liberty, a»d for tlic prcfei vation of 
the freedom and balance of power of Eu- 
rope : that bv her wais with Fiance fhc 
had attained more honour, and higher rank 
among!! nation', than fhould naturally feem 
to belong to her. A treat) with I ranee be 
could not fee in the fame point ot view with 
the Hon. Gentleman who had (pokers before 
him. The aim "of France has uniformly 
been to railie herfclf by dcprrllmg England 
— but the means have been dilicrent. In 
the reign ol l.ouis the Fourteenth, dorce was 
the means adopted ; but tn the reign of 
Louis the Sixteenth, means more wife, more 
political, have been preferred — but the end 
is the fume ; and however changeable may 
be the character ot the French nation in ge- 
neral, it is o rtain (however paradoxical it 
may appear} that the Ft curb Cabinet have 
been, and are, flcady, uniform, and deter- 
mined tn (heir tneafures : they have only 
varied the manner by which they mean to 
obtain the end they have ever had in view. 
If, as the Hon. Gcn:lernen have ohfrrves^ 
this treaty is to be of mutual benefit to both 
nations, t/ic old adage wlmh has been 
taught us, that the third of ambition is 
unquenchable,” falls to the ground, and the 
French muft have fully controverted it, for 
they have flopped Ihort when near the pin- 
nacle ot glory. Every man acquainted with 
the Hiftory of Europe, knows, that the 
French are now much more formidable than 
ever. In the reign of Louis the Fourternth, 
the armies ot France were fuperior to thofc 
of any other power; fhc has now reduced 
her army, and thofe of Pruffia, Ruflia, and 
Germany arc tar fuperior ; but fhe has add- 
ed ftrength to her navy, and rncreafed her 
influence in foreign Courts. He thought 
it neceftaryj bt fore a decilion could take 
place on the French treaty, for M milters to 
inform the Houfe whether the treaty with 
Portugal was concluded, or whether it was 
meant to oegleft our good friends. Tne 
treaty with Rullia he had NO doubt wii 
concluded, and that it would foon lay on 
the table ; for Mimftry declared laft feffion, 
that the Ruffian treaty was tn great forward- 


nefs, and wonld fperdily be completed* 
We ought to look to forcigndCourts for che 
intentions of the French toward* US, not 
immediately to the treaty ; and as it may 
be £aid to be the honey-tnoon* they certainly 
ought to befriend us* He reprobated the 
idea of a permanent peace by a connexion 
with Francg; fur he was certain the firft 
opportunity that fhc had to raife herfelf by 
our misfortunes, ffyg would readily embrace* 
It was^not probable that* the prelent treaty* 
even were it enforced by Parliament (which 
he fincerely hoped would not be the cafe)* 
could give any continuance of peacc ( for it 
would be fubjcll to as m^py interruption* 
in a centutv as there ife years. Holland* 
Jiy hgr coirtic^tion with France, is at this 
moment ftruggling with all the horrors of 
civil commotion. 

The fixth article of the definitive treaty of 
peace with his Moil Chriftian Majefty, which 
was figucd at Verfaillts the third of Septem-’ 
her, 1782, could not, or ever was believed 
by the Spamfh Court to cede to them the 
Honduras country. It was meant by the Rri- 
tifh Cabinet to give up their claim to the 
country, and take away the Britifh fctllcrs; 
but it never was, until the prefent conven- 
tion, looked upon us Spxnijh property. The 
ordering the Bntilh fettlcrs to retire from 
that country on tha fecond of February was 
horridly cruel, as the fcttleis do not only cut 
wood, but have plantations, on which their 
crops muft be at that time of the year. 

Mr. Put rofe in reply to Mr. Fox, He was 
amazed at the right honourable Gentleman, 
who, in the beginning of his fpeech, gave hit 
aflent to the Addrefs, and afterwards repro- 
bated the idea of entering into commercial 
arrangements with France. The treaty would 
not weaken us, for while enjoying peace, we 
fhould^be ftrengthening our refourecs againft 
any future war. The honourable Gentleman 
wifhes the national jealoufies and vulgar pre- 
judices which have exifted, ftill to exift.—- 
Should wc then for jealoufy, a fslfc jealoufy. 
forego thofe hleffings which we may enjoy ? 
The honourable Gentleman wilhes his Ms- 
jelly's Minifters woutd inform him whether 
the treaties with Spain, Ruffia, and Portugal* 
arc concluded ; but if he cxpc&s that infor- 
mation from him he will be deceived; for 
until his Majefty gives his directions for fuch 
information to be laid before the Houfe, he 
fhould not think it his duty to comply with' 
the right honourable Gentl man's wifhes.— 
The tieaty with France leaves England opera 
to treat with other powers; but.to PoitugaJ* 
the fame benefits would not be granted •• 
they have enjoyed by the -Methuen treaty* 
unlpfs they fhould more deferve them than 
in their late conduit towards this country. 

The convention which has been figned with, 
his in oft Catholic Majefty, relative to the 
fixth article of the definitive treaty of peace, 
was on account of aequifi(ions< gained to 
this CQupiry. The Spaniards had many fet- 

tlcmcnts 
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tlementp on the continent, and»wifbed ns, 
for an equivalent, to rrnder the Honduras 
country to tblm. It is fl range that the right 
honourable Gentlemen fhould reprob^e the 
French treaty wholly, when this country was 
bound, at the time he was a Minifle|, to 
enter into a commercial arrangement *vith 
France by the Duke of Manchcftcr, the Am* 
baiTsdor then at the Court of VgrfaiUes. The 
right honourable Gentleman wifhes to be 
informed, whether thc^rcaty is 'political as 
well as commercial? It is unnccefTary for 
me to inform him, for it is in hie power, 
and in the power of any man, to fatisfy*him- 
fclf, by looking to the treaty. I know no one 
more fertile o^hanpy in difeovering danger 
than the honourafire gentleman, who knowing 
the many advantages which moil result a» 
this country from the trea»y, Ihould it he 
enforced, chufe* rather to oppofe it wholly, 
than article by article. 


Mr. Fox rofe to explain. He faid, the 
country was bound lo enter into commercial 
arrangements when he went into offtce. It 
was hound in the preliminaries, and for the 
honour of me country, being fo bound, he 
was compelled to agree to that which was 
not in his power to tetufe. With lrgard to 
the commercial treaty with France affording 
the means of railing c>nr refourccs for war, 
let the right honomab'e Gentleman, faid Mr, 
Fox, remember, that the benefits it holds out 
are to be reciprocally felt and enjoyed by 
hot' countries; while our means of war are 
therefore recruiting thro’ the effefls of the 
trAtv. the means of war of France are recruit- 
ing at the fame time atid in an equal degree.

Ti cm iofity being excited by the ma- 

ny reports I had heard ot this pro- 
digy, l was dcui mined to fee it, and ac- 
cordingly let out in company with two 
Gentlemen, from Illamabad, in the pro- 
vince of Chittagong. #We proceeded as 
far as Jaffrabad in our palanquins : but 
we here found the creeks lb full of water, 
it being then the rainy feafon, that we 
were obliged to relinquiih that mode ot 
conveyance, and were under the ncceflity 
■of applying to the natives to get us fomc 
elephants, which in about an Jwui aftvr-

wards they brought us. We v/erenow '' 
preparing to mount them, when their . 
keepers prefented us with fome plantains, [ 
and informed us; that by offering them 
to the elephants we propofed riding, it ‘ 
would iecurc us their friendfl^pduring ' 
our journey, and make themW^J^are- 
ful of us in patting through the woods* ■“ 
We followed their advice, and prefented ' 
the fruit, which was very gratefully ac- 
cepted, and a grand falaam given us by 
the elephants with their trunks pn the top 
id their foreheads . After this fttlutation. 

thev 
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they immediately laid down, holding one 
of their knees up in the manner of a 
ftep, that wo might with greater facility 
get upon their backs. We rode about 
eight miltfs, when we approached the 
mountain of Barrahcoon, and veiy i'oon 
afterwards entered a cavity between two 
fmall hills. We had advanced but a lit- 
tle way when a variety of infers fur- 
rounded us, and began to be very trou- 
ftlefome, which the elephants no foontr 
obferved, than they quickly* relieved us 
from this misfortune. Each of them 
broke a' brandh of a tree, which he put 
in his trunk, and continually kept far*- 
ning us with it, fo that the flies ffad no 
opportunity of annoying us. At firft 
We were very much alarmed, fearing that 
the elephants, in defending themfelvos 
aghnft the infers, would ftiake us from 
^rcir backs. However, we foon loft all 
apprehenfions on this fcore ; for we per-* 
reived they ufed the greateft precaution 
yiotto hurt us, but very gently (hook the 
branches over our heads for the purpofe 
of keeping the flies off. Whenever they 
had, by fanning us in this manner, woin 
•ff the leaves from one branch, they 
would immediately break a frefti one. 
We proceeded further, about four miles, 
through the moft dilagrceable road that 
was ever lien, and had not the elephants 
fhewed t!ie utmoft attention to our fuua- 
tion, we mult have been bruited and lorn 


to pieces by the boughs of different ticcs 
of an inimenfelarg^&gp We at length 
*1 rived at tl^HflHflPmich was the object 
of our journ^^PRPt a little before we 
reached it, a very romantic feene preferrt- 
ed itielf to our view. Wc faw leveral 
watci falls from rugged precipices, of a 
moft tremendous height, interfperfed here 
and there with tiecs. We were obliged 
to afeend a flight of fteps, to an amazing 
height, in order to get to the top of the 
hill, where the binning well was. As 
foon as wc approached the top, we were 
met by fevefal Faukeers, who live in 
'fmall temples, and attend the facri flees 
frequently made there. They conducted 
us into one with a dome over it j but be- 
\ fore we came up to the entrance ot it, 
j we heard a hollow r.oilb refembling that 
of thunder ; and on entering, we found 
.it emitted from it a fhocking fulphureous 
frneJI We difeovered, on looking d^wn 
ft fteps, a quantity of water if- 

i iuinfout of the tides 'of rocks, and a 
blue flame covering the- whole fuifact of 
fee wafer, which eveiy bubble that came 


from below* ufed to cncreafe, and make 
to go off in a kind of cxplofion. The 
icene was really flightful. One of us 
went down, no tw it h (binding the noxious 
vapours it fent forth, as we weie deter- 
mined to fee whether it was not a piece 
of prieftcraft occalioned by a fulphureous 
furnace at the bottom, in order to im- 
pofe upon the ignorant, and to lan&ify 
in fome meafure the fupeiftitious ideas of 
the Faukeeis. The Gentleman who 
descended, dipt his cane into the vvajer, 
an<? to his gieat furprize found it poffcflid 
not the leaft waimth : he then put his 
hand into a place that was clear from 
the flame, but the water there he dif- 
covered was exccffively cold. He ob- 
feived that the ftone$ where the water 
ilfued out of, appeal ed very hot, and ima- 
gined that through this means the flame 
might be communicated to the water. 
He called for a kedgeree-pot, ami poured 
mine water upon the ltones, which cooled 
them immediately $ but ftill, when the wa- 
ter bubbled up again, he per-edyed the 
flafli dire£Uy the fame, and the iioncs 
very quickly re-affumed their funner red 
colour.*’ The water tafted a* if there had 
been fome fulphur and verdigieafe infufed 
in it. Tne colour of the ftones about the 
well varied — thofc neareft to it were red, 
hut others at a greater diftancowerc quite 
blue. Duiing our ft.ty level al ot the 
bcarei*s bathed m the well. 

Having heaid there was fire conftant- 
Iv iffuing from a rock at Sctacoon, we 
vilited the place 5 it was about four miles 
diftant from the well. The blaze was 
•n^pFo violent or great here as at the for- 
mer place — ihe flame in any one part did 
not exceed what u cup of fpirits let on 
file mig(it produce. 

On a neighboring hill there were 
many Hindu temples. We went to view 
them, but took notice that hr our approach 
the Faukeers lung a bell tor fome little 
time. We entered one of the temples, 
in which we perceived a large hard blue 
ftone, and on the top a fmall figure of a 
bacchanalian form s there was lb much 
dew on the ftone, that in running off at one 
ot ita corners it idem bled a lmall ft re am. 
We fuppofe that about a common wine 
bottle might be filled by, the water, that 
Van down, in the courfe of an hour. It 
Itemed ftrongly irquiegnated with fulphur. 
After a mu fin g ourfelv&s for fome time 
with this fight, we mounted our elephants 
and returned home.

nature is the Elephant, not Jell* re- 
markable for its lize, than its docility and 
11 ndei Itamlmg. 

With * very awkward appearance, he 
patVclles all the icuies in great perfeilioiv, 
and is capable of applying them to more 
uleful pin poles than any other unin^d. 
All hittori&ns concur in giving it the cha- 
racter of the mott fagacious cieature next 
to man ; and natuialiits have given us 
ujcoinmon inlhuices ol its ingenuity. 
For the following iiiihtncc of its memory 
isnd docility, we tfl'e indebted to Ralph 
Lrcke, Eiq. Collector of Tipperah, in 
tlic dittriCl of Chittagong $ and wc hope, 
our readers will derive much amuft-ment 
from an account as authentic as it i p . cu« 
lions. 

*' JunnuTPEE arft:, a female Ele- 
pliant, u.is uki n in a Kheddah* with 
many others, at Tippet ah, in the year 
1 17a, B. S. by the prelcnt Rajah, JCi/Aun 
Mmtnitk* and given by him hx months 
attcrwaids., to A h door Rt%ah, the Dewan 
©i Sluujifhur Gan zee, who had pr-lVeflion 
of the province by a Sunnud from Jaffier 
Ally Caicn. A force was, in the year 
1174, B. S- fent againll Abdoor Rc%ah 
by the Rajah, when he turned this Ele- 
phant, which he had uled as a Swarry 
Elephant for near thice years, loofe into 
th* Jungles. 

** In the year 1177, B. S. in the month 
of Mang, the Rajah took this Klephdnt 
again in a Kheddah j and in the month of 
Byfag, the following year, die broke loofe 
Hum her peggetting in a violent ltorm of 
wind and rain in the night, and made her 
fe< ond efeape into the hills. On the zjth 
of December lad, (he was drove, with 
feventy other Elephants, by my people 
into a Kheddah. On the *6th I w*nt to 
lee the Elephants that were enfnared, when 
Juggutpcearee was pointed out to me by 
the Mahotes who lccollcCled her, and par- 
ticularly by one who had charge ol her 
for a year or two. The Mahotes fre- 
quently called out to her by the name of 
Jug gut peearee, to which (he Teemed to 
pay Tome attention by immediately look- 
ing towards them when (lye heard it, but 
did not anfwer to the name in the man- 
ner. (he was known to do when the 
abovementipjved Mahote had charge of 
her. She appeared not like the other 
Elephants, who were conitantly running 
about the Kheddah in a rage, but per- 
#e£Uy reconciled to her confinement 1 nor

did (he, no doubt from a recoiled ion of 
what (he had twice before differed, ficm 
that time ti* the 13 th inllaur, ever come 
near the Roomee. ,1 had ordered, if (lie 
wanted to go into the Roomee, not to let 
her, that I might be prclent myfelf, when 
Ihe was taken out of the Kheddah , and 
for this purpofc, I went, on the v 3th iu~ 
Kant, when there only reisamed in the 
Kheddah, fuggutpeearee* another large 
i?mal(^ and eight young ones belonging 
to them both. After (ending in the 
Koomkeys , and iecuiing the large female, 

I told the Mahotes to call J uggu t bee are e • 
She immediately came to ihe tide of the 
ditch within the enclofuie. I then feitk 
two or three Mahotes into her with a 
plantain tree. She came to the Mahotes* 
and not i nly took, the plantain leaf out 
of their hands with her trunk, but open- 
cd hei mouth for them, to put the plan- 
tain leaf into it, which they 'did. 
Kicking and carcfling her, and calling 
her by her name. The Mahotes wanted, 
at firit, to tie her legs, by means of the 
Koomkeys , thinking, as (he had been fo 
long in the Jungles, and had then (bur 
young ones about her, that ihe was not 
to be truKed j however, I infilled, as I 
law the animal fo very tame and harnvlefs, 
that they lhould not attempt to tie her, 
and told a Mahote to take one of the Koom- 
keys up to her, and tale her by the ear 
and tell her to lie down. She did not like 
# the Koomkeys coming near her, and went 
at a diftance ieemingly angry j but when 
the Mahotes called her (he came to them 
immediately, and allowed them to ftroke 
and carefs her as before, and a few mi- 
nutes afterwards admitted the Koomkeys 
to familiarity with her, when a Mahote 
from one of the Koomkeys fattened a 
fmall rope round her body, and immedi-

AN ACCOUNT OF DOCTOR ROBERT BOUTON. 


T> OCTOR ROBERT BOL ION was 
bojn in Noithamptomhir *, about 
fhe year 1690, and iccei\cd his education 
at Wadham College, Oxioid, where, on 
the 13th June 1718, he took the degree 
of Malta of Aits. Beiug a valetudi- 
narian and hypochondriac, lie found a 
1 ol lege- life not agreeable to his temper; 
aiul being poflcifetl of a lin.il] private for- 
tune, he. difl not icfide long ..1 Oxford. 
In 17SO he lived at Fuihain, wlieie his 
acquaintance commenced with Mrs. Bur- 
h*\, which' afterwards occaiioned his be- 
ing known to Mr. Pone; arifl he f.me- 
thnestook up his abode with old Lady 


Blount at Twickcnli un. About 17x4 
he rciidvd at K.cniin;,ton, whvic* the celts- 
'bnted Mr. Wluiiun then dwelt, and in 
part by his iccomniondation, on ihe 
relignation of Dr- Butler, nfterwaida 
bitliop ol Duiham, of the chaplainflup 
to Sit Jofeph Jekyl, mailer of the rolls, 
our author was received into that gentle- 
man's family in the fame capacity, and 
continued there unto the time of Sir Jo- 
lcph’s death. In the y<?ar 1734 he print- 
ed in the ncwfp.fpci of the time, a cha- 
1 aettr of Mrs. Butlei, the lady before-

Tt is to be pfefumed that Dr. Bolton's 
connection with Sir Joi'eph Jekyl, intro- 
dneed him to the patu nage of Lord Hard* 
wirke, by whole means m the year 173 5, 
hr was promoted to the Deanery of Car- 
lillc. In 1738 he was appointed Vicar of 
St. Maiy’s, Reading ; and both thefe pre- 
i'eiments, ihe only ones he e\cr received, 
he held until the time of his death. He 
was an excellent paiifli-piicft, and a good 
ptCiiclnr, charitable to the poor; and nav- 
mg from his own valetu Imary ftate ac- 
quired foine knowledge of phylic, he 
kindly afMid them by advice and medi. 
/elm*. He was greatly beloved by lus pa- 
rith loners, and delervedly ; for be per-

Continuing to combat the prevailing 
vices of the times, he publiflicd in 1757,

Grandfather of Her Royal High net's the 
Princefs Dowager of Wales. With lbme 
Account of his Life,’' Svo. Each of the 
above performances contains good fenfe, 
^earning, philanthropy, ami religion, and 
each of them is calculated for the advan- 
tage of fociety.

fays— <<*Wc never yet been printed, and for which the public is indebted to the 
Honourable Mr. Yorkt.” In this affertion, however, lie was miltaken ; they 
were printed loon after the writing of them in The Prompter, No. 8. and fine* in the 
works of Aaron Hill, vol. iv. p. 153. who by miftake atcribes the character of Mrs.

THE 
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bounds of our Review to extract any more 
of the learned Editor’s observations on 
the lame topic, which are ib jultly dcierying 
the reader's attention. 

The next fubjeft which engages Mr, 
Hargiave's attention, is that impoitant 
article of Picrogative, the power of open- 
ing and shutting the pons, and embar- 
goes. He conliders what is faid by Lord 
Hale in the trail now printed, as well as 
in an unpubliilied work of the fame 
author, which it is hoped lie w||l 
feme day fumifh us with ; and then 
brings our recolle&ion to the lemaika- 
ble debate in the Houle oi LwicL in 1766, 
on the cinhai go then laid upon the ex 
poitation ot wheat, by the advice of acer- 
tiin Law Loid, wlidlc populanly was the 
rewind of his iteady defence oi the liber- 
ty of the lubjcit, and of his devoted at- 
tachment to :i ficc conitilution. 

While the Editor is lr.lioducing the« 
roadei to Loid Hale’s tinit upon the 
-Amendment oi the Law , lie- digi files, ihoit- 
ly upon two obieils that have lately be- 
come favoiinte in tides of dilcudion, 
Trie Reforms of Offer* and Tnc .Wr of 
Crown Lands 5 ami iiom theme To the 
long talked-ot though nevci - to-be-cx- 
peeb'd lvtorni of oijr laws, which, par- 
ticularly by the great mcreale of lintuUs 
within " thcic 1 ilt y«. irs, tlucaUn, in 
\\\* opinion, to txceid the limits to 
which the memory and capacity of the 
lawyvi's mind mud be confined. Tho 
riiitgi'b ideas upon this veiy impoitant 
objeil ought to be given m his own 
woids, as they exprefs ins l'entnnents with 
great tullnelsand energy. 

IT is no more than might be expelled from 
fvich adlive zeal for public good as loid Hale’s, 
that, notwithlianding the uimfual weight of 
his judicial and pmfcAional fatigues, and tl>e 
vaiiety of Rudies to wli.cli he was addicted 
independently of the law, he Arnold he 
piompted to give fome attention to the re- 
ihuflion and ImprovcmeuL of the laws of his 
country, and to encourage others in like un- 
dertakings* Long before bis lime, loid Ka- 
c u n had anxioufly laboured to accomplifh a 
work of the fame laudable kind, as appears 
by feverai of his pi mted wotks : namely, his 
propofal for amendment of our law, made to 
the crown whilft he was attorney general ; 
his offer, when under his difgr.ice and trou- 
bles, to affiR in. compofmg a digeR of our laws 
both common and Ratutc ; And his remarks 
on obfeurity, accumulation, and new digefts 
of law, in his great work Dr Augment is 
Sc 1 ent 1 arum. Thus even in lord Bacon's 
time the evil from the obfolctcuef* of various 
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titles in our common law, and the evil from 
the increafed bulk of our Ratutes, were fof- 
ficient to Rrike his mind as a furious one. 
After the ReAoration both evils not only had 
conAderabty increased ; but from the great 
revolution as te the law of real property* 
which then togk place under the Ratutc con- 
verting military tenures into fncage, rind 
from the increasing frequency of new laws, 
tvere likely to be yearly more aggravated . 
Lord Hale certainly took al.urm at this pio* 
petR ttf growing inconveniences in a vene- 
rable and tine Ri utfure, which^from its an- 
tiquity was already encumbered with i.»o ma- 
ny # utele£. apartments, and from the nature of 
our conRitution was particulai ly open tn a fu- 
priabiindaiice of new accrilions. Hence 
therefoic, uotwithRandmg his apparent jea- 
loufy of the pronenefs to innovation, for 
which the age in which he lived had proved 
itf-lf almoit cliaraOeriClic, lie convinced 
himli'lf, that fome remedy was become 1 o- 
<1 iiifite. to reduce rml Amplify our lyAem, 
*»s well hy lopping olf .intient redundancies, 
as by encouraging an ordeily digeil and a 
correct elucidation of all the remani ng mat- 
ter. The former purpofe could not be at- 
tained without the fandlum of the Iccuftature. 
Nor could either be eife6tunced m the belt 
manner, without nil union of private labors 
in the extended vineyard of juridical learning 
under the fullering encouragement of royal 
pit milage. For where was the Angle mdi- 
\ idu.4 equal to fo vatt a dcAgn f where could 
luvc hecn found the many qualified by edu- 
cation tludy and talents fora joint execution, 
whole Amadou would allow them to make 
the need fuy facrifice of llieir time without 
^ prolpti-tof reinhntion fiom their country ? 
01 how could it he expected, tlut lawyeis, 
fuels as the great Tnhonian and his illuRri- 
om alfociates, would defert all private pur- 
fuits and all proftfhonal emoluments for the 
fake of digefhng national laws, without a Juf- 
timan to patronize their toils, arpl to reward 
them with fome portion of diAinflion and 
independence ? Loid Bacon's tiifcerument 
apparently faw the matter in this light ; for 
from the beginning he addrelfcd king James, 
as if loyal countenance was elfemul Co the 
execution of fuch high plans : nor could loid 
Hale be ignorant, that in England fuch en- 
terprizes wanted the patronage of an Ed- 
ward the firft to feed and cherifli them. So 
far as Angle perfons, fo much detached by 
public employment and important Rudies and 
occupation of another kind, could well Con- 
ti ibute by the combined exertions of genius 
and learning, was performed m a very confi- 
dernbte degree by Bacon, and in a very won- 
deiful oue by Hale. Pity it is, that, from 
their times down to the prefent moment, 

the 
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tire hotly of our law h.*s been fwffered conti- 
nually atul rapidly to incrrafe. with fcarce 
any other aids to conn art its hulk or preserve 

confidently, than thole of occafional pri- 
vate coutnholion. What would n Bacon or 
a ll.de have t'.m! ; wh.it would they have 
ad\ifed ; had they lived rohavtfccn our (ta- 
ints law not only 1 welded .dieajy into more 
than teulold fix** beyond that w h>ch foalai ru- 
ed their apprehoilions, l>»»t Hill yearly ex- 
tending its dimenfioiV' hv Inch a ratio, as 
mull fwon ternusute m a hulk immeahfrable 
by the moll i^dulli n >us and acumipltfhcd of 
l**g:d underftamimgs ' \\ ould two fuch zea- 

lmo. fnendsi to Knghth junfprudeqpe, far 
exceeding even the '1 uhonian and '1 lu-ophi- 
los of the lehool of R >m.in law, have been 
mere fpert.uoisof the moll ilanqeious ol all 
juridical d feales ? Would they not have 
genet oufly ottered then .ml, towards fm ming 
a plan, for as gir.duilly curing - this difeafe of 
mhmte accum uJ.au >n, as it has been gradual- 
ly and almolt impcicepubly ronti.irted > 
Would they not, weic they now living, have 
•.unfitly lupplicated the loveieign, in per- 
il p r . the p.ithrment, to lave the mutiny from 
th u ium, which mult tiihie the moment 
the fcience of law and the adrumtllraiion 
«»f juihee (ball ccafe to be pi art Cable ? 
—The!® quell ions lead the mind into fuch 
a field of high national topics, tii.it 1 fear 
at Urn time to continue the tiain of thoughts 
which momentarily occur to me. To en- 
gage in fuch an enterpnze, at any tune, or un- 
der any circomfUnces, might he extreme rafh- 
re*s in one ill fituute and fpatingly endow- 
ed as 1 am. It is an ocean far too boifle- 
rous for a little (hatteied batk like mine ; 
ar.d theicfoie cannot be too faon quitted. 

Among the various difquifitions in ibis 
learned ami lntri citing Preface, none dots 
mote honour to the Editor's head and 
hcait, than his vindication of the char.ic- 
hn of that great and good man and ma- 
gidi ate Loid Hale, hem the afperfions of 
the entertaining:, but puti.il, hiltorian 
and biogiaphcr Roger North. That Mr. 
Haigra\c has bellowed his pains on an 


obiert which was highly defervmg the real 
of a piofellional man, is evinced by tke 
new teltimony he hiinlelf has brought 
forward. This conlitls in a curious pa- 
per written by Loul Hale at the time ot 
the Reiteration ; whcie he explains the 
Itate of his mind, upon the offer made ot 
advancing him to the Bench of Julticc. 
This paper Mr. Hargrave has pi inlet! in 
a note to his Pit face, and is intitled, 

“ Realbns why I deli re to be f pared from 
any Place of public Employment/’ In the 
pi dent age, when all are lb eager tor pro- 
motion, we cannot icfiain from inform- 
ing the reader, that this conlcienlious 
Lawyer bcggtcl to decline the cfKcc oi a 
Judge, bet lAuft' his eliate was fhv.ill, being 
5C0I. per annum, with a debt on it of 1000U 
and lix childicn r.npiovidtd for; — think- 
ing that, of all thing*, it is molt unicorn- 
ly for a Judge to be nectflitous. To this 
he adds many other fcrupuloiis 1 unions, 
that arc now not to ealily undeiltoud. 

Thus far of the Editor's Preface to a 
woik which contains lb much curious 
and impelling matter, and cannot fail c f 
dctaiuqig the attention of cveiy L.iwyci, 
T he Hart of Lord Hale upon the Cul- 
toms is particulaily inn retting at thepre- 
fent cnlis, when a ltfoim of the old 
cU.ibhlhmeni is before Pai liament. 

Mr. Hargrave’s own dilcourfc upon the 
Rule in Shelly's cafe, is a great acquih- 
tion, and will be found a guide to thofe 
who long wandered in the maze of 
numerous and contradictory calcs, with- 
out ftrikmg out a piinciplt and clue to 
dirert them. Lord Hale’s trart on the 
* Amendment of the Law ; the Editor's 
on the Effect of Sentences m tl.c Eccleii- 
allical Courts; and that of Mr. Norbu- 
rie on the A.buiis in the Court of Chan- 
cei y ; are particularly dci’erving atten- 
tion. It is to be hoped, that this new 
plan of adding to the prefent flock of 
Law Books can be purfued by Mr. Har- 
grave confidently with his profeffional 
engagements.

r T*HE author of the perfonnance before 
us is well known to the literary 
world. In more than one department he 
h as exerted tlu- ’•owns of Ins mind, anti 
has earned both profit and f »n:c. As a 
poet, :* nd pai tiuilai iy in the Mmlbel, Iv 
will hn.:; be a favourite of Inch as are 
plcifcd with rural timpliciry, and the un- 
affixed touche*; ct natural llntibdity. In 
an age like uuis, wlnu we have in a 
manlier foi gotten the lnxuriancy of Shak- 
fpe.uc*, the tub hme of Mtiion, the vigour 
of Drydcn, and the moial vein of Pope ; 
in Inch .in ago a Beattie 1 laims no mean 
rank at the iln me of the Mulls. But, not 
contented wilh this a* ti active and agiec- 
tblc fit vice, the uti’lioi before u ' entered 
the lilts as the c li.unpkm of religion, 
bioke a lame with David llnnir, and pro- 
duced a bulky volume upon the Immuta- 
bility of Ti nth. We all lcmemberthe 
lidiculous tforv, fo indulhioully piopa- 
ijated In the Pi ofellbi and his confedc- 
i.itfs, that vi bile the arch Infidel laughed 
at tin' impotent eflbils of an Adams, a 
Cumphd, a Douglas, ana a Price, the 
name of Beattie eve: acted upon him like 
an < leptriral ihock, and ltis v ilitors were 
obliged to be c mtioncd not to pionouncc 
it in ins pi r fence. Meanwhile, whatever 
tame th- PiotciToi's volumes might othci- 
\ do acipuie him, urtain it is they 1 e- 
(.’■nnmuuUd him to the hieiaichy ot the 
Chmch’of Pnglm.d, and won tor hull the 
patronage of my I.ouU t!»e Bifhops. 

I" he petiotmancc bcfoie us is the fiuit 
of this patronage, and was brought for- 
waid at the paiin’ul.u dilhc ot Bitiiop 
Porteus. It is ihe piodutlion certainly 
of a man iinceielv zealous tor the cuufe in 
which he engag's, pofletfed ot Ibmc ihare 
of abilities, mailer of hinnelf in a life of 
leifure and ictiremcnt, and whole judge- 
ment might be expected to be matured by 
the errors into which he has fallen, and 
by a long leiies of expuientc. Such 
was the wiiter whole woik we have pe- 
rn fed, and with expectations mfpired by 
circumftanccs like thefe, did we open his 
volumes. # 

We need not go back, as Dr. Beattie 
would do, to Cicero und Quintilian to 
learn/ that he who additflvs the public 
fhould begin by endeavouring to prepol- 
fefs his auditors, or his readers, in favour 
of what he has to lav. In conformity to 
Vo 1,. XI. 


this laudable precept, the brief and plain 
Itatement before us i$ opened by an In- 
troduction of eight or ten pages, which 
Hems to hive been designed to anfwer 
this puipoil*. But the world, perhaps, 
w ill b£ of opinion with 11s, that it has not 
been lucctlstully anlwered, when he finds 
the exordium concluded with a fcntiment 
like thio#: 

c< The reader now fees what is aimed 
at in this little book. If he think my 
pretentions too high* or my hopes too 
fhnguine, he will allow, however, that, as 
the iubiecl of a free government, I have 
an undoubted light to publifh, whether 
they be attended to or not, the rcafons 
which have deUnuined me to adheie to 
tliat religion wherein I had the happinefs 
to be educated.” 

This is the true flyle of 'John Blunt * 
thr Engifjlman, and identities the lan- 
guage of a pailbn we once heard preach, 
who intiod.iccd every coarfe and impro- 
per hntimeiit in his iennon with the 
pin ale, c * 1 don’t rme who I offend. 

So much has already been written on 
the Evidences of the Chiillian Religion, 
and every pai t of the fubjcift has been il- 
lull rated by nun of lb elevated talents, 
that a pc: foil who fhould now undertake 
to addicla the wo; Id on thj> topic, ou fl l;t 
to be able to tie.it ii in a very maireiiy 
uiMunr, oral leiit to compiifc the lub- 
iiance of many volumes in a performance 
oi llicnglh, prcciiiou, and energy. We 
are afraid much of this cannot' be laid 
in favour of the woik of Di . Beat tic. It 
might L^it.iinly have the advantage of 
omitting ail thole plantibic but thi.i- 
i'pun arguments, which have been reiui -.1 
a thou land times by intidels, ami wiuJi 
have been given up by the molt learned 
difen dii's of Chiilfiamty. A man who 
lfatcs ihefe over again, however little 
weight he may piofclsto afenbe to tlnm, 
injiues the caule he undertakes to defend. 
The joung mind that perceive^ many 
pages of this Ltiiputian pcrfoi uiancc to 
be occupied by arguments, die unibumi- 
nefs of , which is hetitatingly cunfcflcd* 
will he apt, fiom theie fpecimeii?, to make 
agential concluiion to the diiadvantage 
ot the book and of the caufc. 

That the reader may be able to judge 
how toiiinJable a Militant i> this gi.aw 
Fiofellur, we will piGfviu. himwiha L v 
M Jpeuimua 
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Specimens of liis logic. Treating of the 
prophecies of the Old Teflament, he ob- 
ferves, that “ the argument from them 
cannot fail to make a ftrong impreflion 
on every candid and confederate mind, 
efpceially when we find our Saviour and 
his Apoftles, whofe veracity and fuper- 
natural knowledge we can prove by other 
evidence , appealing* to thefe prophecies, 
and thereby juftifying their dottrine and 
condufh” Thus by a Inode of rcafon- 
ing familiar te logicians, and wh : ch is 
ulually called arguing in a uri lr, the 
prophecies ^>rovc the authenticity of 
Chriftianity, and the \cracity of Cliftft 
proves the authenticity of the prophe- 
cies. 

Having difnii (Ted the external, our au- 
thor comes to what ha-, been called the 
internal evidence of Religion. And Ucie 
he produces a vaiivty of fpccimcns of 
the excellence of its moiality j and excel- 
lent it undoubtedly is ; though we think 
this might have remained a ficcrct, not- 
withftanding the labours of Doctor Beat - 
tic. Among thefe fpecimens is the fol- 
lowing : “Purity of heart it ftill further 
recommends by teaching this wonderful 
«loftrim*$ that e\en the bodies of good 
men fliall at Lift, in a glorified Rate, be 
reunited to their fouls, and made,. as that 
of Adam originally was, immoitjl." 

In his anlwcr to the cavils of unbe- 
lievers, our author is paiticularly luc- 
oefsful. He docs not, indeed, tntei into 
the gi eater and more leading ones, which 
chiefly the minds of thinking men ; 

the teeming iiiimor ilitics that are coun- 
tenanced in the Old Tcftament j and tl tk 
my diet fm in the application of the pi o- 
pheeies, ami the popular enois about di- 
abolical pollcflion, that arc adopted by 
Chrift and his Apoftles. lie confines 
himfelf, indeed, U> thofc cavils which, it 
i rms t he has hi aul urged in convex fation j 
and fo udmii .ibly does lie handle thefe, 
that we arc truly chagiincd that he ha* 
not gone through the whole catalogue. 

It has been ohje&ed to Chriftianity, 
that it delivers us precepts ivlpc£ling the 
amiable ami beneficial fumments of 
friendihip. In the following manner 
does Dr. lie attic dcniolifh the object ion : 
** To be without friends, when it isowing 
to no mifionduft of ours, is a very great* 
misfortune indeed 5 but no rational being 
ever thought of calling it a fault.* All the 
virtues conncflcd with friendihip, all the 
duties that one fiicnd ovecs anothci, aie 
in Scripture enjoined by piccept, and fct 
in the moflengaging light by puinplc. 
Wherein, then, is bcnptuic deficient 


with rcfpefl to friendfiiip ? In this only#, 
that it contains no fych precept as the fol- 
lowing : ‘ And thou lhalt make choice of 

* a certain perfon, or of certain perfons, 

4 becaufe he is, or they are, agreeable to- 

* thee ; and thou (halt love him, or them,. 

4 moic than others \ and thou fhalt, 

4 moreover, make him, or them, love 
4 thee in like manner.’ Would not this 
bechaiming legislation ? Would it not 
piove the lawgiver to be profoundly 
(lulled in the nature of man, and of hu- 
man affairs ? Yet iucli, in the cafe be- 
foie us, leems to have been the ikill, and 
fuch the penetration, of the author of 
C/tar atirnjiic is . * ' 

The argument againft Chriftianity de- 
rived from the number and ability of the 
unbelievcis, creates no greater difficulty 
to our Profeflbr. We are to enquiic 
what chaia61er ought to belong to a nun 
# who is capable of becoming a Chiiltian. 

44 For if it fliall be found, that there aie 
infidels who have not that character, and 
that infidels in general have it not, then 
unbelief is a proof of his wil’dom and 
foreknowledge, and may conlcqiicnily 
fuiufth an argument, not againft his icli- 
gion, but for it.’* 

One of the qualifications demanded by 
Dr. Beattie is truly curious. The laft 
tiling requifite to the Itudy cf the New 
Teftament, is a deiirc tliaL it may be tiue. 
Docs the Profeflbr 1 tally think that a 
man is diiqualificd from judging of tlu* 
evidence in iupportof any piopofition by 
the meie circumftance, that lie is unbi- 
afti.il and impaitial ? The Frol el for him- 
felf, to mealure him by a llandaid of ab - 
l'oltite pci feet ion, is lb far a dilhoiieit 
man, as he wilhes Chriftianity to be 
tiue previous to examination. The man- 
ly adventurer aflei truth cares for nothing 
tile, and is not to be taken in by the Hi - 
pei licial and gaudy decorations of falfc- 
hood. 

The following paflage illuftrates at 
once the logic of the author, and the. 
candid and philofophical fpirit with which 
hewiiies. “ Can they be thought to 
have ftudied Chriftianity with humility 
and candour, who lhecr at it like Shaftcf- 
bury j who laugh at it like Voltaire ; or 
who treat it with contempt and inlult, 
like the cool and inlidious Hume, or the. 
proud and ptefumptuous Bolifigbroke ? 
Had ieligion*been fuited to heads and 
hearts like thefe# to them I fliould have 
left the defence of it ; for it would have 
been a very different thing indeed from- 
what it is. Their rtje&ion of it fup- 
plics, if I mi (lake not, a pretty ftrong 
argument

argument for its truth, as well as for its 
excellency." 

Does it then follow, previoujlv to our 
tftahli/hing the truth of the dot trine » that 
the man who laughs or lncers at it (how- 
ever abfurd it may be found) has not 
given it a fair examination ? 

We always thought, before Dr. Beat- 
tie, that morality had been an immutable 
thing j that it had been the fame for one 
rank of beings as for another; the fime 
yeltciday, to-day, and for ever. Ki* 
near our Profeflor : “ To atone volun- 
tarily for the lin of others may be as pol- 
lible to a fup-rior being, and in h:tn may 
be as confonant to equity* as among in- 
ferior beings foi one man gratuitoully to 
pay another’s debt." * 

Such is the logic of the performance 
before us. Bciides thele dTefts, it is 
every where difoi med w ith the low i It and 
molt illuci ate l\ip. tltii ic n. Is theie a pet- 
ty curate in Ionic remote corner of ihe 
kingdom, that believe* in tlic diviiiitv of 
the ancient tracks > So does Dr. Beattie. 
%< 'I 'hat they weie the connivance of 
pricfi-crafr, ha* been laid, and m^y i n 
]>ari be true. It hns nlfb been laid, that 
demons had a concern in them j and this 
no conlider.ite pci fon will affirm to be iin- 
pofliolc. Peih ips they may have been 
permitted by Providence to keep up in 
rhe minds of men a ienie of the inlumci- 
ency of hum in reafon, and to make them 
think, as Socrates did, that divine reve- 
lation was, at lead, a dcfirablo thing. 
This is certain, that Socrates had faith 
in them ; that though ionic of thcii an- 
iwers might cafily be at counted for, others 
arc rather exti aoi duury j that Pi evidence 
did, for a time, permit them ; and that, 
loon after the great icvcJation took place, 
they became univci Tally filent. Thele 
fafts delcrve the attention of thofe - who 
reject the golpel." 

Does any fuperannuated ohl woman be - 
lievc, that ltv.n devils, in lbbcrfeiioufneis, 
came from Hell, and took poflefiion of Ma- 
ry Magdalen alone ? So does Dr. Beattie. 
Nay, he adds to this belief, more proba- 
bly than the old woman would do, and 
conceives, that fuch diabolical pofleflions 
exiit in the prefent day. “ By the in* 
ftatitaneous operation of the fame divine 
word, they frequently faw human bodies 
<et free from the tyranny ofaiemons : for 
that God, in order to mamrelt the iiipre- 
niacy of his Son over the powers of dark- 
nefs, as well as over the viiible univerfe, 
might, at that time, and in that country, 
permit tv\ 1 fpirits to moled mankind more 
than uiual, will not be affirmed to be ei- 


ther impoffible or improbable, by thofe 
who acknowledge the poifibility of reve* 
lation.’ 

He goes on, and talks in a ftyie of 
equal penetration and JHcernrnent of the 
44 fourth Eclogue of Viigil, which, it 
Teems, is genyally thought to have been 
cnmpolcd from lbine fragments of anci- 
ent prophecy, probably of Ifaiah, which 
had come, ctr know not ho-zv, into the 
hands of the £« eat Roman poet," 

Having fan! thus much of the rearfon- 
irg and the lentiments of our Author, we 
cannot enlirely pals over his ftyle and 
manner *>f compofition ; and the lels lb, 
a* of late days every Scot alTumes it as a 
matter of couife, that his competitions 
aie a mockl rf the puiily and p§ife£tioi* 
oh the Englifli r. ngue. The following 
exurcllious .11 e egicg'uufly ungrammati- 
cal.

tious, aliign this — That there is fometlung of 
enchantment in it. They tell you, that the

fine, he obtained his requett, went down, 
4nd returned by the help of a clue of pack- 
thread, which lie took with him, which no 
man before himfeif had ever done, and brought 
Jhis amazing difcovcry, viz. That after 
Jwving paffed through a great number of 


vaults, he came into a long narrow place; 
which, the faither he penetrated, he per- 
ceived he went more and more on a de- 
scent ; till having travelled, as hear as b* 
could guefs, for the fpace of a mile, he be- 
gan to fee a little gleam of light, which* 
though it fee mod to come from a vaft dif- 
tance, yet waS the mod delightful fight he 
had ever beheld irf his life.

— Shefeem- 
ed confufed — my heart felt for her j— thofe 
fhoit paufes convinced me that (he was hurt, 
and from that confider.ition I was filenc ; hut 
am Hill concerned that (he would not return 
thofe poems which are not publifhed. — ityft 
More gave me a copy of the deed. I told 
her I defued no more, and took my leave. 

Motives the moll powerful and natural 
th it can p.iMefs the female bread, urged me 
to require a copy of the deed ; nor can I 
row, at this prefent period, repent the requi- 
fuion, though it has been attended with fo 
much calumny, and jo m.iny fulfe reprefenta • 
t.» ii. — My cFtarafter, which in one moment 
appeared fo bright, and in the next tinged, 
with every vice that can difgrace the fex, ex- 
cited many gentlemen and ladies to vifit me. 
To thefe l fimply rehenrfed the real fail ;

Shielded by popular opinion, the ungene- 
rous Stella aims at a defencelefs bread — her 
arrows are of the mod malignant kind — yet 
her endeavours tocrulh an infignificant wretch • 
need not be fo amazingly drenuous ; for l 
fhould have funk into obfcurity again, had 
net my reputation been fo cruelly wounded. — 

I have to lament, that it does not require 
one fh'ort hour for this expeditions lady to 
make her wonderful tranfit from the zenith 
of praife to the centre of malicious detrac- 


tion. — For all the perfection, fame, or Vir- 
tues (he can boad of poflefling, I would not 
be fo much a Proteus ! 

It having been reprefented that my laft 
woik received great ornament and addition 
from a learned and fuperior genius, and my 
manuferipts 'not exiding to cohtradiCl it, I 
have ventured, without a guide, on a fecond 
volume of poems, and will complete them 
with as much expedition as the more im- 
portant duties of my family will permit. 

• Here let me clofe this true hut unpleafant 
narrative, with the humble hope of your f or - 
givenefs, for obtruding on your attention fo 
infigtiificant a rale : but, as character is moie 
precious than life itfelf, the protection of 
that alone compelled m« to the t«»(k.

On the ancient and modern .Cities of Ecicpt....' . 


TN fpeaking of the ancient and modem 
* cities of Egypt, we fiia.ll not follow 
that order in which they are mentioned by 
Mr. Savary j but fhall ufe fuch arrange- 
ment as bediuits thepurpofes of illudra- 
tion in a review cf the lubtrft. Some 
way above the DtUa, or above the place 
whoic tl*.e Nile divides, is a village call- 
ed Gila, on the banks of the river, and 
*hrcr leagues nojth of the three great 
Py. amid*. In this village fome have 
imagined the ancient Memphis Hood* 
We fhall have occafipn to mention it again 
more than once. Fuithrrup thf river, 
and vtiy near the three great Pyramids, 
ami on the north fide of them, is a vil- 
lage called Boulir, anciently Bufiris. 
Pliny, as quoted by Mi . Savary, fays,* 
44 The thice great Pyramids are lituatcd 
on a barren and ltony hill, between Mem- 
phis and the Delta, one league from the 
Nile, two fioin Memphis, and near the 
village of Bufiris.'* rlence ft i% clear, 
that the Pyramids were north of Mein- 
phi*, ytltcrwife they could not ftand be- 
tween it and the Delta, or divifion of the 
Nile j and that Memphis itood two leagues 
further fouth than the Pyramids. Gifa 
therefore could not be the filiation of 
ancient Memphis, tincc it is three lergues 
to the north of the Pyramids. Theie is 
a fin a 11 town two leagues to the ion tli- 
ward ofthefc Pyramids, called Mehp/t or 
yiinf. This l'mall town, which cxa&ly , 
anlweis the defeription of Pliny, Mr. 
S.uaiy confiders as the real ipoton which 
ft« od the ancient Memphis. The remains 
of ancient lakes round Mcnph are men- 
tioned as an additional proof, f nee all an- 
tiquity have lpoken of the lakes near 
Memphis } but nothing of the kind ap- 
pears in the village of Gila. 

Mr. Savary, m his feventh letter, was 
obliged to record the following circum- 
flance (though he does it fomewhat 
aukwardly) ; and we take notice of it 
here, in order to illuftrate the fubjedd 
before us. His words are : 44 The 
“ vAi ahs pretend that Mifram, the fon of 
“ Cham, fettled in Egypt. They call • 
** that country, therefore, Mafr, and 
44 give the lame name So the town which 
** becomes the capital.'* That is to 
fay. They Hill agree with Mofes, - who ne- 
ver calls the country by any other .name 
fham Mifr&im. So it is, and Mi*. 9a- 
v.-u y cannot help ,it. However, thU eit- 
CiWfcftance gives weight to our IdthftT's 


quotation from. Abulfed** ««i- ■Af»hi«l r 
Hi dorian, who wrote a Geographical Pcf- ♦ 
cription of Egypt, and . tjttfs ^eypwdR^ 
himfelf : 44 #the ancient* j 

44 Egypt. It is fi mated on the vyefenvbaqj,, 
44 of the Nile. Amroit, fon of-£t 
44 having taken it.by ftorm, rafed ittvtto^ 
44 ground, and Went to build the town*ofc 
« Foflvt by order of Omar, fon of Kct- 
4< #tan, on the oppofite fide. At A €emf 
44 are itmarkablc ruins, the remans 
“ its ancient fpjendour, and which ant*. 
44 differed to fall into decay s one. fee* 
44 theie Hones, the fculpture and painting 
44 of which excite admiration * the fun 
“ and tlie injuries of time not hitherto 
«* h iving bem able to efface the colours. 
(t Meuf is dittant a fhort day’s journey 
44 f. om Grand Cairo." This is deciiive 
as to the fituation of ancient Memphis, 
Bui the following extravagant affertions 
have no foundation whatever in ancient 
hiitory. 44 Af»era King of Egypt had 
44 twined the courfe of the Nile, which loft 
44 itlllfinthe funds of Lybia, and that 
44 the Delta was farmed out of the mud 
44 depofited by its waters, canals were cut 
44 to drain the* Lower Egypr. The Mo- 
44 narchs, who till then had fixed their 
44 leiidcnce at Thebes, were defirous of 
“ coming nearer the mouth of the river, 
44 10 enjoy a more temperate air, and to 
44 be moie leady to defend the entrance 
,** of their Empire. They founded the 
44 city of Memphis, and drove to make 
44 it a rival worthy of the ancient Capt- 
44 tal." So that the two capital cities of 
Egypt are here dated to be, fil’d Thebe.*, 
and then Memphis. But Thebes was ne- 
ver known to be the capital of Egypt at 
any time s and it is exprefsly afferted, in 
Herodotus, that Memphis was built by 
the fird King of the Egyptians^ ^ Zcjan 
was the capital of Egypt in the time of 
Mofes, and is reprefented by the Pro- 
phet Il’aiah as the capital of Egypt in hi» 
day*, that iff, in the reign of Sabacon, 
the Ethiopian. The Prophet Ezekiel, 
near an hundred and thirty years after, 
as e&prCfsly reprefenis Naph or Mc»t- 
phis to be the capital of Egypt, that is, in 
the Teign Of Apries 1 fo that Memphis firft 
became fh* capital only in the ipaefc of 
time between tne-reigns of Sabacon anil 
Apries. And the particular reign under 
which this happened may be camy deter- 
mined, .After the death of Sethon, 
pgypt HAd twelve Kings, w1k> governed it 
3 
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by a mutual confederacy sunon^. them- 
Jclves : hut a dilpute ariftng, Pfamme- 
tichus one of the twelve, lubdued and 
dethroned the i eft, and put himfelf into the 
pofllflion of all Egypt, After he had 
cftabliflied himitlf in Wis government, 'he 
laid out great Amts in adornipg the city of' 
Memphis, From thjs time it. fccins to. 
have become the. capital of all Egypt, as 
a place of the. greateft ftrcngtU, and heft 
fhunted for the interior defence of the 
kingdom. Memphis indeed, man/arjes 
before this,* had been a royal city, but 
not the capital of Egypt. Aprit-., Ijc- 
fides Memphis, had a royal palace at 
Sais^ ami he. had alfo another at Daphne, 
or Taltpanes, a>w$aj-e alTined. by Jere,- 
zniab, while himfelf wrote upon tne lpot, 
Thefe men, who were natives of a coun- 
*ry in the. neighbourhood of Egypt, and 
their own nation at the time in alliance 
with the. Egyptians, could certainly tell 
us which wire the capital cities in Egypt, 
during their c/ajs, as w»:ll as Mr. Savaiy 
can now inform us what was the ft ate of 


Egypt three thoufaud years before his own 
time ; and their information is lit rely wor- 
thy of us ranch credit at lead on this fubjcfl. 
We beg leave juft to add, N, n/h f 

J V'jfik, and Mmfh, whence Memphis, arc 
only different van.it : ena of rite linnt radi. 
cal term, which iignifiea toicatt'-r 01 dif. 
peil'e -wateis. Metnph s was the place 
of the firlt diviiion 01 dilperiiun of the wa- 
ters over all the Delta. After the building 
of Alexandria, Memphis f> g..n to de- 
cline : yet, under Augulius, it held ihe 
rank of the.ftcend < ity ui Egypt. About 
the ycai 640 of the Cluilb.m /E1.1, Am- 
rp\i, fonofKIAis, lcok. it by lloim, and 
rafed it to the ground. 

-Immediately aliu the dcftru£Hoh of 
Memphis, “ Aim on built M*fr Foil at , 
on the ipnt where he had founed his 
camp, previous to hif going to befirge 
Alexandria. He left his tun Handing, 
fepcaule a. pige.n had ljid her youug 
there. Onnis Return from his compielU, 
belaid .here the foundation of a town, to 
which.ke gave the name of Foftat , which 
-fignifics Tent in Arabic. The Gorer- 
jvors ft Tit by the Caliphs made it their 
place otrefidince* It took the fur name of 

Mafr, which Memphia had bornt before, 

^nd which the Arabs always beftow on 
the capital of Egypt.** This is ttyt ac- 
count of two different Arabian Hi$torwm 
quoted by .our uuthpr.-. Here JS^u, Salary, 
whh.great pomp, taken, notke ‘ of the con-

Aira, ** Jauhar, General of Moaz, 
fprung from the Princes of tHe Kirouan, 
came, into Egypt at the head of a formi- 
dable army, and took it from the Abaf- 
fidcs. The conqueror being in want .of 
a place, to cftabliih his foldicrs, laid th<* 
found ftiou of Klkahera , Grand Cairo, 
built a palace thereto lodg£ the Emperor, 
and made the great men and the foidiers 
inhabit the new town. Four years after, 
Moaz Quilted his dominions in Barbary, 
an«l came to enioy his conqueft. That 
year the bui!dir|g of Grand Cairo was 
finifhed, and the Empire of the Fatimites 
eftabliflied. Mo*?, in an injun&ion he 
gives his fon, makes ufe of thefe words \ 
The inftant of the foundation of their 
town was marked Ify the afcenfion of 
Mars, — of that Mars who fubdues the 
univerf^. It is on account of this horof- 
cope, that I have given it the name of 
lElkahcra — The Victorious.’’ To this 
account, from an Arabian Hiftorian, Mr* 
Savary adds others of the fame nation * 
beraufe, fays he, the foundation of Grand 
Cairo has been the fubjeft of cnor 
and difpute ampngll: the learned ami 
amongit ttavcUeis. From the fame au- 
thorities otir author diaws alfo the fol- 
lowing information. “ The French, 
under King Lulignan, extended their 
conquefts in Syria, and carried their vie- 
tour us ai ms even into F.gypt. In the 
year 564. of the Hcgiid, (that is, about the 
year 1186 of the Chiiftian Aira) they took 
Bel be is by ftonn. Schaouai, King of 
Egypt, fearing left Foftat Ihould fall into 
their hands, let fire to it 5 the flames 
fpiead lapidly, and the town burnt for 
tour and fifty days. Grand Cairo pro- 
fited by the difaiter : the wretched inha- 
bitants abandoned their heaps of allies, to 
take icfuge in the new town. It was 
then that Grand Cairo, having become 
the reiidence of the Grandees, and the 
Kings of the Country, received the pom- 
pous epithet of Mxifr j and Foftat took 
that of Elr.ticky which ligniftes The An- 
cient , and which it bears at this day. In 
about eight years afterwards, were built 
the walls that now lurround Grand Cai- 
ro, and the Caftle iituated on Mount 
Mokattam. This new town is not, like 
Foltatj* iituated on the Nile, but a little 
to the eaft of the river. Foftat, there- 
fore, is more favourable for commerce.” 
To this town Europeans have given the 
napi£ °f Old Cairo, to diftiuguifh it 
t\om, Grand Cairo ; but, fays Mr, 
Savary r “ The Oriental Hi ft Or i an s 
X}ev$r gave Foftat the name of Cahera , 
They ifft call it Fnfiat, thqn Foftat 

Mafr, 
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Mafr, and fince its decline, Mafr F. la- 
tick. It was- the Venetian Merchants 
\yho called it Old Cairo » and travellers 
have repeated this improper denomination. 
Through the whole of this Mr. S a vary 
evidently confiders himfelf as giving in- 
formation entirely new to his European 
readers.* How far he really does lb, we 
{hall not here take upon us to determine : 
but we'hppe to be forgiven the following 
fhort quotations fiom Doftor Wells’s 
Ilijlortcal Geography of the Old Ft /fo- 
ment, written above leventy year*' ago. 
44 Fhrvenot, lays the Doftoi, obfuve*, 
that not far fiom the Mummies, tow.uds 
the Nile, arc Ionic leinains of a large 
town, which was iVlnnphts j the inhabi- 
tants whereof were buried where the 
Mummies are j and that Pliny nlfoclcaily 
proven this, where he lays, that the Py- 
ramids are between the Della of Egypt 
and the city of Memphis, on the fide of* 
Africa. 'Thi'venot el lew here oblerves, 
that the ancients chofe a very good filia- 
tion for Memphis on the will Jidc of tlie 
river ; and that Old Cairo (Foil at) has 
iince been built alio upon the rivei^oppo- 
lite to Memphis. But F-t r :v or Grand 
Cieio Hands ill, being l'ealed at the foot 
of an hill, which the Cattle Hands oir 5 
io that the hill covers it, and keeps off all 
the wind and air, which rallies l'uch a 
(fitting heat as begets many flifealcs - 

betides its inconvenience for trade.” 

Hmc follow the Dolor’s own remarks t 
** If we confider what has been ohferved 
occasionally in this chapter concerning 
the three cities, Memphis , Old Cairo (or 
Foftat), and JVirw or Grand Cairo, it ap- 
pears to be not quettionable but that Old 
Cairo arolc out of the iums, or upon the 
decay of Memphis, being placed on the 
ealt iide of the Nile, oppoiite to the fpot 
where Memphis ttood on the well fide ; 
and that upon the decay of Old Cairo arole 
uVeiv Cairo, about :t quarter of a league 
fiom the tanner : and heme Nt^v Cairo 
is called by the Arabians- ./If, */>-, ami by 
the Turks Mift* or Mttfir." I he Do^loi , 
after rejecting the etymology of Elku - 
her a, which makes it the name of the 
Lanct Mars, called El Caher in Ara- 
ick, gives a better and more probalSie 
account of the name Cairo than what is 
done by Mr. Savary. 

The foundation, commerce, riches, 
and magnificence 6 f Alexandria are well 
known in ;Hiftory. Soon after die de- 
ftruftipn of. jy temp hit, it fell into the 
har.tjis of thqfame conqueror, Ainrou the 
/on of El Abs. By him wsjg the famous 
isbrary detttoyed, which contained more 


than four hundred thou fa nd manuferipts. 
He demanded the Caliph's orders. u Bum 
thefe books, replied the* furious Omar : 
if they contain, only what is in the Coran, 
they are ulekls ; if they contain any 
thing elfe, they are dangcrofc." A 
truly barbarous lenience 1 as Mr. Savary 
juftiy obfia ves. Tine reader cannot help 
being intcrefted in our author’s account 
of this place. To the caff of Alexandria 
is Al^oukir, where Hood the ancient Ca- 
nopus, which once gave its name to a 
mouth of the Nile. Wepafst>y Mr. Sa- 
vory's puerile account of the origin of this 
name. •Further on to the eaft stands Ro- 
fetta, near to the ruins of the ancieht 
Bolhiiina, which allb gave its name for- 
merly to another mouth. of the Nile, 
Here flows along into the lira one of the 
only two capital branches of this famous 
river that yet remain in the Delta. Fur- 
ther (till to the eatt, was the Seheimitic 
mouth near Cape Burlos, which may be 
confidcred as almolt in the middle of the 
bale of the prefeut Delta. On what may 
now be calied the eattertl branch of the 
Nile Hands Damictta. Mr. Savary's ac- 
count of this place will afford the reader 
both much information and plealute. 
The ancient Dunietta, called 7% ami at is 
by the Greeks, was utterly destroyed 
about the thirteenth century. Frofri this 
part of the Delta to Farama, near'tft’e in- 
dent Pelulium, extends the Likdof Men- 
7:1k, where once ttood very fathoujj ci- 
ties, and, among others, the Zwn of the 
Holy Scriptures, which, we have realbn 
believe, was the firtt of any built in 
Egypt. Our author ought to have ac- 
cented for this exienlive Like, which co- 
vers lb vaft a quantity of ground, once 
highly cultivated, and lo near to the fea : 
and he ought to have reconciled the ex- 
iftence both of this and’the'L'akeBotirlos, 
with his favourite hypothiiis, which fdp- 
polts the continual tile of the Delta for 
lb many thou land years, anti Its vtry 
great acquilitions from the fe 3 . Between 
Damietta and Farama were formerly the 
Mendcfian and Tanitic mouths ot ‘the 
Nik: but now this huge territory is Co- 
vered with deep waters ; fo that the banks 
of that £reat ttream, whe.e the ancient 
Pharaohs ufed to walk, are no longer to 
be found. The place where the ancient 
Pcluhim ttood, is tp be feen near the eaf- 
te* a extremity of the Lake Menzale. Here 
oiyce was the mouth of the largeft branch 
of the Nile, which is at prefect entirely 
choaked up. The curious reader wiU 
by no means regret the time wiiich he 
may fipend with Mr. Savory in the neigh- 
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bourhood of Farsma. We cannot even 
mention the places within the Delta that 
are worthy of particular notice. Our 
readers would not find themfelves tired* 
were they to vifit them with Mr. Savary, 
even though they IhoulcL happen now and 
then to 'be milled. We could wilh our 
readers not to forfake tins entertaining 
companion, till with him they have re- 
viewed the many wonders of renowned 
Thebes: and yet we ad vile them to he 
on their guard ; for fome men will very 
often plealf, when they ought not to 
credited. We cannot better clofc this 
article, than with oui author’s r^Heifrons 
on the top of mount Colr.oum, in the de 
fart adjoining to tin? Red Sea. ie Seated 
on the fummit of Lohoum, the Red Sea 
is at one's feet ; one dilcovers at a di It a nee , 
that cxticmiiy towards which the chief of 
the Iliaelite'* is laid u> have palled with all 
his people between the fufpemted waves;, 
and to the louth-ca.il, the famous liills of 
Oicb and ot Sinai, where heieciived the 
tables of the law. The fight of tlufi: 
places leads to ferious meditations. One 
contemplates* around onc’s-iclf the coun- 
tries whence have originated the gi eat te- 
ligions which alternately have teigned 
upon the eaith. That of the Egyptians 
fubfillsno longer. — The Jewifh lchgioU is 
not cxtinfl, in fpite of the difgraces of 
that reprobated people. The Chi illian ami 
the Mahometan fill; lilt from one end of the 
univerie tej the other. How fertile' in 
wonders have been the countries, the 
mountains, the lea, I am contemplating 
from this elevation ! The hiltoiy of nations 
is filled with them, and the harbaious in- 
habitants of theft countries llill pitleive 
their memory." 

On then Public H'orks t and t!n Remains

greateil monuments in the univtiie : , they 
were enlightened, t'luy inhabited the molt 
beautiful dim me in the world, and an

what might not a people, friends to the 
.arts and icienccs, undo take in that coun- 
try f What- t tea lures might they not 
draw fnyn agriculture and commerce ? 
What knowledge, buried under the veil 
of hjeroglyphicks, might, they nutreftore 
4o fciences and to hiitory ? F anion a tra- 
veller thde rcflc&'ons and ilufe wilhes, 
Wh.0 has before hi$ eyes the misfortune 
riches of ib fine a country.'* 
bukvolcucc, and love of 


the fciences and attention to tlie arts, both 
in this and other infiances, do him the 
greateil honour. The following fpeci- 
mens are here lelefled, as a few out of the 
many dec ifive proofs which wc have before 
us, of a virtuous indufiry, and of his 
curious refearches into the monuments of 
art. Wc lhall omit his account of the 
great Pyramid, not as diflatisfied with any 
thing Mr. Savary has advanced concern- 
ing that vail ftrii&ure, but for this rea- 
ijpn ; becaufe a iult and proper defciiption 
of one Jingle object cannot well be abridg- 
ed, without hiding fo much of the objefl 
itfelf from our view : anti b elides, deferip- 
tions of this wonderful building arc fre- 
quently to be met with. 

\ Speaking of Alexandria, our author 
, fays : “ Still, however, every lign of the 
ancient magnificence of this cuy is not 
* effaced. The relervoiis vaulted with 
much art, and which extend under the 
whole town, are alinoll entire at the end 
of two thouiand years- Towards the 
caflern pait of the palace are two obJi/ks, 
vulgarly called Cleopatra’s needles. They 
aic of Thebaic Hone, and covered 
witlf hieroglyphicks s one is overturned* 
biokcn, and lying under the land; the 
other is on its pedHlal. Thele two obc- 
hlks, each of them of a fingle ftone, arc 
about lixty feet high, by feven feet iquaic 
at the bale. What moll engages the atten- 
tion of ti livelier*, is the pillar of red gra • 
nitc, fituated at a quarter of a league from 
the Jouthcrn gate. The capital is Coun- 
thiaii, with palm' leaves, and not indented. 
It is nine Let high. The fhaft and the 
uppei member of the bale aie ol one piece, 
ot ninety feet long, and nine in diametei. 
The bale is a fquare of about fifteen feet 
on each lido. This block of maible, fixty 
Let in circumference, reils on two layeis 
of Hone bound together with lead, which 
however h is not p: evented rhe Arabs from 
fore ng out fcveral of them, to fearch for 
an imaginary trcnlure. The whole column 
is one hundred and fourteen fc'*t high.— 
It is ptifofHy well polid.td, and only a 
litile Ihivoed on the caflern fide. Nothing 
can equal the majelly of this monument ; 
lecn from adillance, it oveitcps the town* 
and leaves as a fignal for vcflels. Ap- 
proaching it nearer, it produces an alto- 
ntfliHU nt mixed with awe. One can never 
be tired with admiring the beauty of the 
capital, the length yt the (haft, nor the 
extraordinary simplicity of the pcdellai. 
I am perfuaded, that it this, column were 
tranfported before the palace* of our kings, 
all Europe would come torpay its tribute 

• 
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of admiration to the molt beautiful monu- 
ment on the face of the globe.” 

“ Within the church of St. Sergius, at 
Foflat, is a grotto, held in great veneiation 
by the Chriltians. They pietend that the 
• Holy Family, flying from ihe perlccution 
of Heiod, took, icfugc in this place. I law 
the hntory ot tint ti ght painted on the 
gate ot a niche wheic mals is liud. The 
oriental dicis is pcifcflly oblcrvcd in this 
pithire, and the head ot the Viigm is to- 
leiably well painted. 'I*he truth of 
lojiutnn, too much neglected bv modern 
painuas, often dcltioys the eflect of their 
molt bcjunful compohtions.” 

Mr. Savary, lpc.tking of Heliopolis, 
fays: ** Of tue lour obuitks built by 
•So.’his in that town, •two were removed to 
Koine, another ha» been dcltroycd by the 
Arabs, and the lalt ot them is ilill Hand- 
ing on its pcdiltai. It is computed of a 
block, oi J hubaic ltunc, patently well, 
poltllu d, and is iixty-eight feet high, with*, 
out reckoning ns bale, and about hx tect 
an 1 a hall wide on each at pet t. They are 
Co*, et ed with liiei oglyplucs. This obelilk 
»s in good pielct vation, except on the louth 
lide, wheie the granite is leafed off,* up to 
a cei tain elevation. This beautiful monu- 
ment, and a lphinx of a ycllowifh marble, 
ovcilet in the mud, are the only remains 
of Heliopolis.' 1 Mr. Savary, in taking 
nonet of the Pyi.unnis that aie leen along 
tile mountains which hound baccara on 
the well, oblervcs, that it was not vanity 
which induced the Pharaohs to build thole 
magnificent tombs, and quotes Heiodotus 
foi the two following opinions : *■ Tlu-ir 
religion taught them, that as long as their 
botl.es could be kept tice from cuiruplion, 
their iouls vtould not quit them, and that 
at the expu ation of flute thoaiand ytais, 
they would animate them again. l'his 
dogma made tlitm ciei't tlicie buildings, 
which the genius of the moll able areni- 
tecls ltrove to lendei mactefliblc. I' hey 

gave them the pyiamidal foim, as being 
tlic moll durable. * 1‘liis* torn i was con- 
nected hkewile with their worllnp, and 
formed an ail of homage to the lun, whole 
rays it imitated. Pliny lay?, that me ohe- 
luks wtre tonlccxatcd to the fun : that they 
teprelcnted his rays, which is indicated by 
their Egyptian name. In fa£t, thtle mo- 
numents, as well as the pyiamids, were 
called in Egyptian pyrurnue, rays of tlie 
lun. TheOiceks gave tl?e name of obe- 
Iilks to the former, and left that of py- 
ramids to the others, which comes from 
pyr, lire, and in which they have prefer ved 
tne ancient etymology. '1 i:e obeli Iks were 
conleciated to the lun, becaule they ferved 
as dials to mark the hour 4*’

“ More than a league to the fouth ward 
of the great bed of Bahr Joufeph*' fays 
our author, “ we crois the ruins of an 
ancient town, from the remains of which 
the burgh of Babam has enriched itfelf. 
At (ome drilance beyond it, our attemion 
is fixed by a curious monument. It is a 
rock linoothcfi with the point ot the child, 
in the depth of whidh a guotto of fifty feet 
diameter, and fix deep, is he \ n. The 
bottom reprefents a facrifice offered to the 
fun. • This luminary is there lculptui-ed 
in demi-i clie'vo* On the rig^it two priefts 
decorated with poinu^f caps, lift uu their 
ailbs towards him, and touch^with their 
fingers the extremity of his rays j be- 
hind them, two children with their heads 
d relied in the fame manner, hold in their 
hands full cups dcllined for the libations. 
Three piles, lupporicd by feven vales with 
their handles, and placed below the fun, 
bear on iheir furnmits llaughtered lambs. 
On the left we diicovcr two young girls, 
attached only to the itone by the feet and 
back : the Arabs have knocked off their 
heads, and disfigured them with their 
lances. Various hieroglyphics com pole 
undoubtedly the hiitory of this lacrihce, 
which J imagine was an ottering to Jupi- 
ter Ammon j a fymkolical divinity, by 
which the ancient Egyptians denoted the 
lun entering the lign of the Ham. — This 
monument, hewn out of a hard llonc, 
mutt pal's to the latelt posterity/' 

“ The village of Aclunounain, lays Mr. 
Savary, four m.les to the north or Me- 
laoui, isiemaikab!e for the mins it con- 
tains . Aniongtt the neaps of luhbilh it is 
4'uirtuintled with, one admit es a lupv.il> 
portico, that has luttcred nothing tioin 
nine, it fe one hundred feet long, tvveniy- 
five wide, and is luppoiled by twelve co- 
lumns, which have only a plain falcia b/ 
way ot capital. Each coiumil is coin- 
pitted of three blocks of granite, foinuug 
in ail lixty feet in height, by twenty five 
in circumference. I he block, which lefts 
upon the bale, is limply rounded, and 
loaded with hieroglyphics, which com- 
mence with a pyramid. The two other; 
ate fluted, ihe columns are tm feet 
dillant from each other, except the two 
middle ones, which, lerving tor the en- 
trance, l?ave between tuem an .interval of 
fifteen feet. Ten enormous itoncs cover 
tne wjtole extent of the portico. Over 
them is a double row. Tne two middle 
ones, which rile m the foun ot a pedi- 
ment, furpais the others in height and 
tlucknelji#.' One is ltruck with astconili- * 
ment at the light of thele maflis of rocks, 
that the aTV ot man has been able to elevate 


to 
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to the height of fixty feet. The frieze 
which goes round it is covered with hiero- 
glyphics very well carved. We 1 ’ce the 
figuies of buds, of inlc&s, of men leated, 
to whom others feem to make otfeimgs, 
and diffcient forts of animals. This is 
probably the hilloryof the titfie, the place, 
and the deity, in who ft honour this monu- 
ment was railed. The portico was painted 
red and blue. The colours are effaced in 
many places ; but the lower part of the 
architrave, which furrounds the colonnade, 
has prclerveu a gold colour aitomlhmgly 
lively. It is the fame with the ceiling, 
where the itars of gold fhine upon :?n azure 
Iky with a dazzling brilliancy. This mo- 
nument, conlhu tiled before the comp-ielt of 
the Periians, has neither the elegance nor 
the purity of the Grecian architecture j 
but its folidity, which it lecnis impoilible 
to deltroy, its awful linplicity, ami its 
majefly, command admiration. What 
ideas mult vve entcitain of the temple or 
the palace, of which llus announced the 
entry ?’* There is l'omcthing in our au- 
thor's remark lelpeCbng the aiclmcctuu- 
of this monument, which we do not fully 
comprehend He fays, “ being con limited 
bcfoiethe Perfian conqucft, it has neithei,” 
&c. He cannot mean that the Ptrlians 
brought with them into Egypt the Giuciun 
ai chi leCturc. Are we then to underhand 
that the Perlian and Grecian m chiteCluic 
refem bled each other in elegance and pu- 
rity ? Or did he mean to intimate that the 
Grecian architecture was not ieen in Egypt 
before the Perlian mvaiion? Wlncluo- 
ever of theft we underhand, the rcmaikcs 
undoubtedly of great iinpoi tance in the 
hiitoiy of the origin and piogieis ot this 
art. In another place Mr. Savaiy fays, 
€i In none of the monuments rema.mng 
to us of ancient Egypt, do we Ice an ai ch 
or column of any of the Grecian Oiders, 
but Hones of an altonilhing lire covered 
with hieroglyphics.'’ This is not vciy 
favourable to chat idea which luppolcs that 
the Greeks originally learnt architcduic 
Horn the Egyptians. S pc axing ot the mo- 
numents found among the very fplemhd 
rums ot Antinoe, Mr. Savaiy lays, ‘■'We 
admire in them that talle, that elegance, 
the Romans learnt from the Giecksj but 
we do not behold that majelty, t at foli- 
dity, that marvellous grandeur ..Inch the 
people of Egypt knew how to ftamp on 
their monuments, ana which other nations 
haMf never, been abl 6 10 attain. The re- 
mgfos of * Antinde, in lpiU^of their mag- 
re vtryTjritling m ooinparilon 
..^rith tho poKicojof Achmounain, though 
it be fifteen huiulfed yeai s oidef.” 


Through various cities and towns 
author conduCls us up to the remains of* 
ancient Chenwtis , or Panopolis. Here,’* 
lays lie, « nothing remains of it but lome 
Hones, lb large that the Turks have not 
been able to move them. They aie co- 
veieil with hieroglyphics, and one of them 
ot an cxtraoidinary lculpture. Thcie 
are liaccd on it four concentric circles, in 
a l'quare. 'The inuu moll of thcie contains 
a lun. Two lucceeding ones, divided 
into twelve parts, contain, one twelve biids, 
the other twelve animals, alinolt effaced 1 , 
which appear to be the ligns of the zodiac. 
The tuunh has no divilions, ami prclents- 
twclve human figuics. The four Sealons 
occupy the angles o£ the fquarc, on the- 
fide ot which may be diitinguilhed a globe 
with wings. It js piobable that this ltone 
belonged to a temple dedicated to the fun $ 
that the whole of the hieroglyphics marks 
his p ullage into the ligns of tlio zodiac ; 
and his courle, whole 1 evolution fonns 
the year. This ltone is % proof that the 
Egyptians pollclfcd agronomical know- 
huge- from tlie moll 1 emote antiquity.” 

hi<»'in Panopolis through dilfeient places 
our author falls in with the luinsol Aby- 
dus, an heap without inhabitants j “ bui,” 
fay she, “ to the well of theft ruins, we 
li ill find the celebrated monument of II- 
mandes. We tirll enter under a portico, 
railed about fixty feet, and luppoited by 
two u>w» of maffy columns The im- 
moveable folidity of the edifice, the huge 
inatles which compole it, the hieroglyphics 
it n» loaded with, ltamp it as a woik 
or the ancient Egyptians. Beyond is a 
temple, which is tiuee hundred feet long, 
by one bundled ami forty-five feet wide. 
On cnteiuig, v\e remark an immenie 
hall, the iouf of which is luppoited by 
twenty-eight columns, fixty feet high, 
and nineteen in circumference at the bale. 
They aie twelve feet diltant from each 
othci. The enonnous Hones that form 
the ceiling, peifefclly joined, and incrufted 
us it were one m the other, offer to the 
eye nothing but one whole platform of 
marble, one bundled and twenty-fix feet 
long, and iixty-iix feet wide, 1 he walls 
are covered with innumerable hierogly- 
phics. One fees there a multitude of 
animals, of birds, and human figures,, 
with pointed caps on their heads, and a 
piece of ltutt* hanging down* behind, and 
diefled in open robes defeending on lyto Ihe 
waill. . The clumfmefs of the lculpture ah- 
nuunces its antiquity.' It is art in its infancy. 
The forms of the body,-the attitudes, the 
proportions’ of the members are badly 
oblerVed. Araonglt thefe various' repre- 
ftntations. 
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fcntations* women are to be diflinguiftied 
futkling their children, and men present- 
ing offerings to them. In the midft of 
thefe deligns, engraved on the maible, the 
traveller difc overs the Divinities of India. 
Monficur Chevalier, formerly Governor 
of Chandernagor, carefully vilired this 
ancient monument, on his return from 
Bengal. He remarked the Gods t Jti , i£Te- 
nat , GonrVi and Vtthnou , or PiJinoUr 
l’ucli as they are teprefented in the Tem- 
ples of Indoiian. Have the Egyptians 
received thele divinities from the Indians, 
or the Indians from the Egyptians ? 
Were tins qucllion rcfolvcd, it would de- 
cide the antiquity of the two people.” 
The meie rdblution of this queftion could 
not Ihew whether the Indians or Egyp- 
tians were tin- more ancient people : it 
could only decide which of the two na- 
tions fiilt leceived the Divinities here def- 
ciibed. It would not even lliew us the 
«>i igin of the wor/liip fpoken of. Never-* 
tlidcls Mi. Savary'* account of thele cu- 
rious turns is of wry great importance, 
both as it icfpcfts the progiefs of art in 
Egypt, the coincidence of far diltant na- 
tions 111 1 lie ikme kind of idolatry, and 
the genet al hilloiy of mankind; and 
our author nught have availed himfelf 
much iiion* than he has done of the infor- 
mation which thoi'e ruins lb clem ly lug- 
gelt. Many other valuable ic mains in 
tins place aie delcnhed, which we cannot 
attend to here ; feeling omlelvcs com- 
pelled to pay a vifit with our author to the 
neighbourhood of Thebes. 

“ Let 11s, fays Mi. Savary, proceed 
to the Ibuthwaid of Carnack, where we 
fall in with the 1 cumins of one of the four 
piiucipal Temples l'poken of by Diodorus 
Siculus. It has eight entries, three of 
which have Sphinxes before them of an 
enormous fize, with two large ftatues on 
each tide. Thele Sphinxes and Co- 
loffufes, all of one fingle block of marble, 
are hewn in the antique fltile. After paf- 
fing through thefe niajeftic alleys, we ar- 
live at four porticoes, each of which is 
thirty feet wide, fifty-two in height, and 
one hundred and fifty long. The firft of 
thefe porticoes is entirely built of red gra- 
nite, perfectly poliflied. Four com- 
partments, filled with hieroglyphics, oc- 
cupy the exterior faces. The interior 
"has only three rows, in each of which one 
remarks two human figures, larger than 
Nature, fculptured with infinite art. The 
fides are decorated with coloffal figures, 
elevated fifteen feet above the foundations 
of the gate. Two ftatues, thirty-three 
feet high, one pf red granite, the other 


of granite fpotted with black and grey, 
are placed without. We muft omit the 
fecond poi tico, as curious as the forego- 
ing. At lhe extremity of thefe porti- 
coes commenced thofe lofty wails which 
formed the nrll Court ot the Temple. 
Idle people entered it by twelve gates* 
That which has fuffered lealt from tlip in- 
juries of time? and the uiafs of which ap- 
pears immoveable, Is in * the rultic, llilc, 
without hieroglyphics, and of an awful 
Simplicity. It gives an entrance into die 
greatsfquare, the tides of which are form- 
ed by two terraces, elevated fix tect fioni 
the ground, and eighty wide. The ira- 
vJTlu 1 .^Jintrcs there two beautiful colon- 
mules, which extend the whole length of the 
ten aces. Above ami in the front of the 
Temple is a fecond Court > the extent of 
which coriefjwncU with the majelty of the 
building. It is likewile decorated with 
two ranges of columns, v Inch me mom 
than fifty feet high, by eighteen in cir- 
cumfeiencc at -the bale. Their capitals 
aie in the form of vales, crowned with 
lai ge lquare lloncs, which lerved proba- 
bly as peddtals tor ltatues. Two Co- 
loffulesol* a piodigious fize, but mutilat- 
ed by barbarians, terminate thele colon- 
nades. Arrived at this place, the eye 
views with altonilhment the immenlity of 
the Temple. It is of a iurpriliiig eleva-* 
lion ; its walK, built with marble, ap- 
pearing incapable of deih u£ lion. The 
roof, of a gt eater height in the middle than 
at the lilies, is lupported by eighteen 
rows of pillars. Thole which fupport the 
part the moll elevated, aie thirty feet in 
circumference, and about eighty in height j 
1 the others arc one-third linaller. Theic 
is not in the univerl'e a building whofc 
grandeur bears a more awful chara&er, 
nor whole majelty Itrikes more forcibly 
the feelings. It Items conformable with 
the great idea the Egyptians entertained 
of the Supreme Being * and it is impofli- 
ble to enter it without being penetrated 
with refpeft. All its afpe&s are covered 
with hieroglyphics and extraordinary fi- 
gures. On the norlh-fide am fculpoired 
repreien tat ions of battles, with horfes 
and with chariots, one of which is drawn 
by Hags. We diftinguifli on the fouth 
wall t\^o barks covered with a canopy* 
at the extremity of which appears a fun. 
They are pulhed by mariners with poles. 
Two men, Icatedatthe ftern, feemto di- 
refl their courfe, and to receive homage.'* 
But we muft quit this vaft and wonderful 
Temple. 

Mr. Savary, in deferibing the ruins of 
another magnificent Temple near Lux-

Egypt is the only country 
where fuch woiks have been executed} 
nor is there a city in tlic world in which 
they would not foim its nobleft orna- 
ment.' 1 But we mult leave Thebes 
without being able to mention a tliiid part 
ot her amazing mins, or lo much as 
naming hir moll wonderful Coloffnles j 
works that would have been l'upeiior to 
the inmrics of time, had they not fallen 
into the hands of barbaiians. 

We follow our author to IIermuntis y 
where two Temples, defied to Apolio 
and Jupiter, ftill remain. “ Time, lays 
hr, has icfpt fled them. That of Apollo 
is Imall, but well preferred j its walls arc 
forme 1 or granite ; a frieze covered with 
fpai tow-hawk*, confecratcd to the God, 
runs lound it. Wc mount on a platform* 
by llairs foimed in one of the fides. All 
its afpefls ate decorated with hierogly- 
phics ; fov.r rows of human figures .11 e 
caivcd without, and three within.

;idqi able of all his attributes. All thole the 
Kiei ml kud deftgned to animate with his di- 
vine hre.ith, were born to be happy. The 
fpots chat the foul is (tamed with, by die bafe 
flime of the body, dif.ippear before the ff>te$* 
dour of the true Sun : his brightnefs abforbs 
tlmfe pairing (hades. The Creator of this 
vaft umverfe is a tender father, who collects 
h»s children after a long and melancholy pil- 
grimage, and doe* not arm his hand againft 
their pal\ faults. Thofe whofe hearts were 
opened to juftice,tofoft pity, who had fuccour* 
ed the innocent, relieved the poor, received 
a double degree of glory. An immortal 
c mticle of praife, fung by the whole race of 
mankind, announced the reparation of all 
things. 

The term of grief, of fear, of defpair, was 
for ever at an end ; the beautiful days of 
eternity opened ; the figure of tins world 
vamihed ; not a figh to trouble the celeftial 
h.irmony of univerfal felicity.

and excellent pack of hi u..d-.. The king, 
however, declined the p c-'.iit, with this

convince all Fam.pe that the loleielts of my 
ne dear ti. me.

It being obferved to the Duke de Longue- 
ville, that the gentlemen bordering on his 
elTates were continually hunting on them, 
and that he ought not to differ it, “I had 
much tatliei, * anfwered lie, “ have friends 
than hates.'

H E kept a public day on the Tlmrld.iy of 
every week, ami had always twelve 
perfrns to dine w. Mi him on that day. 

The c!-. in«r confined of a furl.«iti of beef, 
a loin of veal, a leg *j» mutton, all bought at 
Refs m.uket, and a pjum-pifiding. What 
remained of this he gave awty in theaftei - 
noon to the pour. Ilis hour of dinner vs us 
two o’clock. — Cyder, perrv, and ale, were 
the only liquor drunk .«t hi» table.* His 
Sund.iy dinger confided of a 1 uinp of beef ; 
the remains of winch were given awayjto 
the i»oor. • 

Hr,houfhoM eftablifli orient confifted of two 
maids, a hoy, and an upper fervant. He 
was (killed in architecture; and once, on a 
vifit to I've fome building near Ben foil in Ox- 
foidflurc.was taken up as a highwayman, and 
earned before .1 juft ire, to whom he faid, 
4< he was the Man of Rots.” This, how- 
ever, did not avail him completely ; for three 
perfons of confequrnce in ins neighbourhood 
went in their coaches and fix to bail him. 

He raifed the fpire of Rofs upwards of one 
hundred feet. He made a oufnw.iy on the 
Monmouth road, for the ufe of fooc-pnifen- 
gers. — He inclofed within a ftone wall, or- 
namented with two elegant entrances, a fpace 
of ground of near halt an acre, in the centre 
of which he funk a bafoii as a refervoir for 
water, for the ufe of the inhabitants of Rofs. 
Over one of tlie door-cafes of the entiance. 


there are ftill remaining his coat of arms, 
cut out in (lone. — He tiled to fend many old 
and infirm poor perfons of Rofs into the 
woods and fields, to pick up felf-fown oaks, 
attics, Sec. to embelhlh the hedge-rows of his 
walks and eftate. 

He had an elder brother, 1 believe, who 
was not reckoned veiy wife, and to whom 
he inherited. 

•After his death, which happened at Mie 
age of 90, in 1724, Ui L body lay inflate in 
his heft parlour for fix weeks. 

The eftate is now' divided into parcels, be- 
longing to fever ( il perfons One of them, 
however, belongs to a female collateral de- 
scendant. She is at pPefent unmarried, and 
we hope when (he changes her fituation, and 
becomes a mother, ftie will give the name of 
Kyrll to be prefixed to the ftp name of her 
fcift fon or daughter. 

Mr. Ball, the owner of the King's Arms 
at Rof>, the houfe Mr. Kvrll lived in, has got 
an original painting of him. It reprefents 
him as a man of fixty years old, fair in com- 
plexion, and grave in a(pedl y . — There is now- 
living * at Hols, a female defeendant of his, 
who, horn a proper reg&id to the memory of 
her illuftnons anceftor, is now repamng and 
embelhfhmg a favourite feat of his, known 
by the name of u Kyill's Seat.”

Unfortu- 
nately the Man Milliner did not an- 
fwer our expectations- Whether the 
author was too much of a man, to be 
familiar with his iubjeft, or whether he 
felt himreFf aukward and eiubarraflcd in 
writing lcenes that could not but provoke 
the oppolition of that numerous dcicription 
of beings, the He-she Ihopkeepers 
the metropolis, we know not ; tiuth,

* it is probable it was railed by that liberal 
-patrofiizcr of art, and of arcliitedure in par- 
ticular, Sultan Sr jab, the third ion of the Em- 
pei or Sbafj Jahan, and brottor to the Empe- 
ror. tfwre/rarfAir; it bcing*m the fame Ryle of mag- 
nificence with the palace built by Sultan Sujah 
at Rajcmabel , having the fame ornaments and 
being on the fame fcale with thole buildings, 
and bearing the marks of the fame antiquity. 

To the Englirti in particular this building 
becomes of confMerable lv.Rorical yalue ; for 
oij the night fucceeding the battle of Auda 
NulU, the whole of the fintifh part of the 
army, after the purfuit of the enemy’s forces, 
lodged in this building ; and as this v\6lory 
gave the Enghih the complete polfefliou of 
the kingdom of Bengal, it may not be unen- 
tertaming to our leaders, if we prefent them 
with part of a letter from Major Thoiyus 
Adams, the commanding officer, dated at the 
Camp before Monglieer, the 5th of Oft. 1763. 

“ The enemy retired ro Auda Nulla, a 
port which they had been fortifying for fome 
time, and remarkably (tiong by nature, hav- 
ing in fu n a very confiderable fwamp, and 
protend on one flank, by the mountains, and 
op the other by die river. Here they threw 
up a work, and mounted upwards of 100 
pieces of cannon, having a very dpep ditch in 
front, 54 feet broad, and full of water, ex- 
cept towards the lulls. We had no other 
method of carrying on approaches towards if, 
but on the hank of the river, on account of 
the fwamp. The breadth of tlie dry ground 
Old not exceed 100 yards. , On the zift fif 
Auguft, 1 encamped within 3000 yards of 
the enemy’s works, and began to throw 'Up 
an entrenchment to prote& the camp from 
any attempts of the enemy’s cavalry, that my 
attention might not be taken off the fiege. 
O11 die 24th at night, I advanced an approach 
under the bank of the river, and eredUd a 
redoubt for the prote&ion of the trenches, 
within ixop yards of the enemy’s works ; 
into which I ordered 120 Euiopeans, 300 
Seapoys, and three pieces of cannon. On the 
25th at noon, the? enemy marched out a con- 
siderable body of Seapoys to attack it, who 
were permitted to advance within zoo yards, 
when they received fuch a warm fire as to 
oblige them to retreat, leaving about ico

at which time the enemy marched out to at- 
tack our encampment in front and rear, but 
were eafily repulfcd. On the 4th finding 
that our fire had no great eflfeA on the enemy's 
mud work, and that there was no pofiibility 
of carrying it by the river, but by advancing 
our approaches and filling the ditch ; and that 
the enemy's principal attention was taken up 
gntli our prefent attack, thinking that part 
of their works towards the hills quite fecure 
by the large lake and iwainp in front ; I de- 
termined to attack that part in the morning, 
and accordingly ordered the two companies pf 
European grenadiers, a company of French vo- 
lunteers, and 500 gienadier Seapoys to march 
at three in the morning, commanded by Cape, 
Irwin, of his Majefty’s 84th regiment, to 
whole prudence and perfeveiance tjie fuicefs 
of the attempt is principally owing. They 
were fuppurted by 1000 Seapoys and two 
pieces of cannon, and the whole line to fol- 
low and fupport them. This was accords 
ingly put into execution in the morning, and 
we got poilelfion of their whole works, with 
a great deal of fatigue, but httlo lofs in pro- 
port.011 to the importance of the enterprize. 
The numbers of the enemy that were (lain, 
is incredible ; and the numbers drowned far 
exceeded the flam. About 1400 or 1500 
horle were made pnfoners, whom, after tak- 
ing their horfes and arms from them, I fent 
about their hufmefs ; the firft infiance of the 
kind ever known in this country. Their 
conRernation and teiror is inconceivable. 
The roads, particulaily at every piece of 
water, are Rrewed with dead carcales ; and 
they have never attempted to make any 
Rand, till we arrived here ycAterday ; though 
many places are fortified by nature, and »e- 
quire vfery little artificial alii Ranee to render 
them impregnable ; particularly the pafs of 
Tiriagully, where they had mounted 13 
pieces of cannon, all which they abandoned 
on the approach of our advanced guard.*'

There were, he 
believed, perfons who had /peculated on the 
faith of the Treaty ; but he imagined that 
could not be urged as a reafon for a precipi- 
tate decifton of Parliament. Thofe who had 
a propenfiry for fpeculations ought to be left 
to their own villonary ideas. What clemency 
•r feeling oughtParliameut to fhew fuch men 


The national intereft at large fliould be pre* 
ferred to the intereft of individuals. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer had no 
idea of precluding any information which . 
could be afforded 1 but he mud again declare! 
that he was an enemy to onneceffary delay 5 
and that as rqjiny merchants and manufae* . 
turers were anxioufly»w aitipg the rsfult of a 
Parliamentary decifton, the intereft of the 
commercial part of the community certainly' 
defer ved the gi eat eft attention. He recom- 
mended to the Right Hon. Gentleman more 
moderation; for at prefent, he tiAed like a' 
military man, and wUhed to convince his 
auditors fly a coup de main, 

Lon! George Cavendiih perfifted in his 
idea of a call. He faid that he would not be 
advifed on the occafion, either by the Rigltt 
Hon. Gentleman, or by his Right Hon. 
Friend, as he was perfuaded of the re&itude 
of his intentions. At certain times fome 
gentJemeu attempted to diAnte to the Houfe, 
as if there were no other arbiters of the na- 
tion than the two Right Hon. Gentlemen; 
but, however great his refpeA might be 
for them, he was not afhamed to affirm, 
that he would be governed by a fenfe of hts 
duty more than by his refpeA for cither of 
them. Here 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer W*t 
about to interrupt the Noble Lord, on which 

Lord George Cavern! 1 ill paffionately ob- 
ferved, that he had a right as an Englifhman, 
and a representative of the people, to deliver 
his opinion with freedom, and would not 
brook any interruption. He hoped the 
Houfe would recoiled!, <( That he was an o)d 
Member of Parliament, and that he had fag 
in the Houfe long before the marriage of the 
Right Hon. Gentleman's mother.” [litre k

The Chancellor of the Exchequer obferv* 
ed, that what he meant by unfoi tunatcly in* 
terrupting the noble Lord, was to fave the 
Houfe fome trouble, as he was forry that his 
Lordihip was proceeding upon a miftateroent 
and mifapprehenfion of his ideas. 

Lord George Cavendifh replied, that it 
ftruck. him as if the Right Hon. Gentleman's 
language tended to his conception of the buli- * 
nefs. 

Mr. Burke having defcanted upon thejjuft- 
nefs, the proposition for the call of the Houfe 
was then dropt. 

Mr. Ellis rofe to move, “ That a general 
account of the imports and exports of Great

Middleton* was ordered to the bar, and aflce-d 
Mother he had brought all tire papers in his 
pofleflioo, that related to the tranfa&ion at 
Oade;to which he replied, that he had looked 
over all his papers, but® could And ntf other 
cortrefpondence refpedfing the Begums, than 
thofe which he had already laid before the 
Houfe. On being que (tinned concerning, the 
purport of his correfpondence with Sir Elijah 
lmpey, and 'Whether it was verbal or by 
letter, he faid it Con filled of both, bjat that 
none of the letters were to be found. 

Mr. Scott defired the witnefs would in- 
form the Committee, whether the meafure of 
feifcing the treafure of the Begums originated 
with Mr. Haftings or the Nabob. He faid 
that it originated in confequence of a requifi- 
tion to that effedt from the Nabob to the Go- 
vernor-General. Here Mr. Middleton was 
ordered to withdraw, on a motion of Mr. 
Dundas, who wilhed that Sir Elijah lmpey 
might be called in and examined on the fub- 
jedfc of the letter produced the preceding 
evening. This occafioned fome altercation 
on both Tides the Houfe, and at length it was 
determined to clofe the examination of Mr. 
Middleton firft ; which being ended. 

Sir Elijah lmpey was brought to the bar, 
and aficcd whether he had the papers with 
him which he was ordered to product. He 
Ibid, that the order he received was to 
attend that Houfe with foch letters or copies 
of letters as refpe&ed his correfpondence 
with the Governor -General, Mr. Middleton, 
Major Davy, and Major Palmer. — The two < 
former gentlemen he acknowledged to have 
Ooirefponded with, but never had any kind 
of communication with the two latter. He 
only received the order to attend on Monday 
night at nine, and did not go to reft till three 
the next morning ; and, after fo long a 
(earth, he had been only able to produce 
copies of two tetters from himfelf to Mr. 
Middleton on the fubjeft of the Begums, and 
they wete fo unintelligible, that ho fcarce 
knew whether he fhould be able to read 
them himfelf; indeed fome parts of them 
which appeared to be expunged, he believed 
bad- not been written in the original letters, 
but could not absolutely take upon' him to 
fay whether they were or not. Sir Elijah 
was, however, defired to read the contents 
of them as well as he could ; after whiefi he 
wfctfdiredttfd to withdraw, and a motion was 
snide* tbit he flfould be ordered to make a 
lair copy of fame to lay before the Com* 
part, as appeared to 

by til, "• was allured had > 

Mi letters- 
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Mr. Pitt rcJfe to obferve, that as the eat* 
animation Was 'likely to be of a very confider- 
able length, and the letters ordered, with 
other neceftary papers and information, 
could not be laid before the Committee that 
day, hd would foggeft the expediency of 
moving Wednefday next for receiving the (aid 
papers, and that he would on Monday next 
move the Houfe to take into confideration 
the Commercial Treaty on that day fe'nmght. 
Sir Elijah lmpey being again called in, under- 
went a very ftri£! examination by Mr. Sheri- 
dan, when the' Houfe adjourned. 

Feb. 5. 

The Houfe went into a Committee on the 
bill for better preventing the illegal Pradlice 
of Infuring, uttering Policies, &c. in the 
prefent or any future Lottery. There feem- 
ed to be but one opinion in the Committee ; 
and that was, that the practice which it was 
the object of the bill to fupprdfs, had rifen 
to fuch a height, that the legillature ought to 
interpofe its authority : but there was a dif- 
ference of opinion with refpedt to one claufe, 
which fome contended to be effentially necef- 
fary, while others maintained that it would 
fofter t^e evil it was intended to deftroy.— - 
The purport of this claufe was to allow the 
holder or proprietor of a real lottery ticket to 
infure the fame, but no other. 

Mr. Alderman Newnham thought, that 
by means of this claufe, the illegality of in- 
furing in general might be completely evaded. 

Mr. Rofe replied, that the great evil 
arifing from infurance was, that the poorer 
claffes of the people purfued, to their own 
undoing, vifionary plans for enriching them- 
» (elves by infuring. The bill guarded againft 
this, by making it illegal for any one to in- 
fure, who was not bona fde poflelfed of a 
whole ticket. 

After fome further debate, Mr. Gilbert 
put the queftiou, when the Committee 
divided, and there appeared

The bill was then carried through thA 
Committee, without any further oppefition. 

Mr. Pitt moved, without any preface, that 
the Houfe refolve itfelf on Monday next into 
a Committee, to take into confideration that 
part of his Majefty’s fpeech which relates to 
the Treaty of Commerce with France. 

Lord Mu 1 grave fecorvdcd the motion ; but

Mr. Pitt replied, that the charge of preci- 
pitation was ill-founded ; neither Parliament 
nor the nation could be faid to be taken by 
furprize, when called upon to confider on 
Monday next a Treaty which had been al- 
ready four months before the public, there- 
fore they could have no occafion for any de- 
lay or a call of the Houfe. • 

After fome further debate, the, Houfe di- 
vided on Lord George C^vendifti's amend- 
ment, when there appeared

Majority againft the amendment — . 114 
Mr. Pitt's motion was put, and carried 
without a divifion. 

Sir Francis Ballet then obferved, that as 
fomo good might (till be derived from a c^ll 
of the Houfe, he would move it for that day 
fortnight. 

Mr. Pitt faid that he had no obje&ion, as 
it could not occafion any delay to the difcuf- 
1'uvi. 

Upon the queftion however being ^>ut, the 
motion was negatived — Adjourned. 

Ffbruary 7. 

The order of the day, for the third reading 
of the lottery bill having been moved for, a 
conversation took place on the fame claufe 
which had produced a debate in the Com- 
mittee ; namely, the claufe which allows the 
proprietor of a t.cket to mlure the fame. — At 
length the Houfe divided on a motion made 
by Mr. Fox, for expunging the objectionable 
claufe, when there appeared.

Againft it — 116 

Majority in favour of the claufe -—29 
The bill was then read, palled , and fcnt 
up to the Lords* 

Mr. Sheridan, in one of the mod able 
fpeeches, and certainly the longeft ever de- 
livered in Parliament, (for he was fix hours 
wanting 2c minutes on his legs) took a re- 
view of all that part of Mr. Haftings's admi- 
nilliation, which related to the province of 
Oudc, and more particularly to the PrincelTes 
of that country, the dripping of whom of 
their treafures, and depriving them of the lands 
affigned to them for their dower, was the 
principal ground ■ of crimination brought 
mind Mr. Hadings in this day's debate. 
Mr. Sheridan endeavoured to aggravate the 
guilt, or fuppoled guilt, of that gentleman, 
by dating that he had forced the Nabob of 
Owe to be tlie unnatural indrument of re- 
ducing his motlier, aod the Priocaffes his 
aunts, |o inconceivable diftrefe and wretched- 
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nefs 3 nor did Mr. Sheridan fpare Sir Elijah 
Impey, whom he deferibed as ibmetfcing 
like an accomplice of Mr. Hading* in this 
bufinefc. Mr. Sheridan concluded his long 
fpeech, by moving the Committee to refolve, 
than in the charge againft Warren Haftj%gg» 
Efq. for his treatment of the Begums or 
PrincelTes ofOude, there was matter to fup- 
port an impeachment 61 the faid Warden 
Hidings. 

Mr. Francis feconded the motion. 

Bet after the Houfe had been in debate for 
fome time, > 

% Sir William Dolben. (aid, that as many 
members wUhed to fpeak on fo important a 
queftion, he faw the debate ceuld not be 
concluded that night : ho therefore moved, 
that it be adjourned to the next day. The 
motion for the adjournment was combated 
by Mr. Fox, and fupported by Mr. Pitt ; 
and ic was at lad carried without a divifum 
between one and two in the morning. 

As never was fo long a fpeech delivered in 
Parliament as Mr. Sheridan's, fo none was 
ever fo iughly applauded. 

Feb. 8. 

The Houfe having rofolved itfelf into a 
Committee on tlte charges againd Warren 
Hadings, Efq. Mr. St. John in the chair. 

Major Scott. fpuke in a high tone, and de- 
clared that Mr. Hadings was a perfected 
man ; that every method had been adopted 
to blacken and traduce bis character. His 
fpeech embraced an infinite variety both of 
dacemcnt and point. He attacked the ma- 
jority of the Board during the lives of Colonel 
Monfon and General -CLawermg, and fbewed 
the conftanc minority in which Mr. Hadings 
'was left; that though Governor- Genera I, he 
was certainly diverted of all fefponfibility 
until the death of Col. Monfon. He referred 
to feveral minutes of the Board, and various 
other documents, in which be contended, 
that the papers read in evidence by the Hon. 
Gentleman, Mr Sheridan, in the courfe of 
his fpeech lart night, were not fairly quoted, 
but garbled, with a view to aoeejpflpodate 
his preconceived opinions. He concluded 
with aflTuring the Houfe, that whatever might 
be the deeifion. of this night, he fiiuuld vote 
againft the refoiution moved. 

Mr. Pitt faid, no pains had been fpared on 
his part to acquire a competent idea of thq 
fubjedt. He had viewed it on all fides, 
was not foon or eafily determined on what 
groimd to eftabtifh hi$ opinions, ^his ha 
liad matured by the attention which he gave 
to the mafs of information laid before {he 
Committee, by conversation both within and 
without doors, and efpecially by what had 
been advanced by the feveral gentlemen who 
had already declared their fomhnem* to tlie 

Com- 
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Cbm mi t tee; and having put every thing to- 
gether which occurred to him in this im- 
portant and complicated inveftigatibn, he 
made no fcruple of declaring that he fhould 
agree with the Refolution of the Committee. 
«tiThis judgment he had formed, by what oc- 
curred to him, from a deliberate con fide ration 
of the various evidence adduced. But he did 
not admit the whole of the charges ; the mode 
of reasoning adopted by the Honourable Gen- 
tleman laft night feemed to infmuate or fug- 
ged, that whatever was extraneous irf them 
was abandoned ; and he allured the Com- 
mittee, that enough of criminality Rill re- 
mained. Ho attached the blame which he 
thought due to the conduit of Mr. Haft mgs, 
chiefly to his refumption of the Jaghires, and 
the confequent feizure of the Begums trea- 
sure. It mattered not, in his opinion, how 
the Begums got poffeflion of thefe fpecies of 
property. Ig was property guarantied by us. 
The faith of (he nation was pledged to pre- 
serve and defend it againft all attempts of 
violation and outrage. He then went into a 
very able and* minute argument to (hew how- 
far government might interfeic with private 
property, when the neccllities of the flare 
could be Curtained as a plea of j unification. 

Mr. Sheridan returned the Houle his mod 
cordial thanks for the great mark of their 
elteem beftowed upon his exertions laft night. 
He congratulated the Houle — he congratu- 
lated the country, on the manly and unequi- 
vocal part which the Right Hon. Gentleman 
(Mr. Pitt) ailed, and was convinced that, how- 
ever they might widely differ in their general 
line of politics, there was fuch an abundance 
of candour, rellitude, and integrity, in the 
Right Hon. Gentleman's heart, as to fpunf 
all parly jars and prejudices, when (lie caufe 
of humanity and unprovoked oppreflion de- 
manded his voice. 

The Solicitor-General di (Tented from the 
vefolution about to be patted ; and gave, as 


his reafon, that Mr. Haflings had performed 
great, effentia!, and lading Cervices to the 
Empire. 

Mr. Fox approved in high terms of Mr. 
Pitt's conduit. With regard to Mr. Haftings, 
he reprobated him for concealing his inten- 
tions from the Court of DireHors, and mif- 
leading them. He thought the concealment 
of an immenfe fum, and the reftoration of it 
afterwards to the Court of Direltors, when 
he found it could not be any longer conceal- 
ed; and the requeft of ioo,oool. as a finall 
equivalent for his fei vice;», ci »mes of great 
enormity. 

Mr. Dempfter, Mr. Le Mefurier, and 
Mr. Smith, beftowed high encomiums on Mr. 
Haftings, and defended his actions. The 
Committee then divided on the Refolution, 
That, from a confederation of the fouith 
charge, there is fufiicient ground to believe 
Mr. Haftings guilty of high crimes and mrf- 
demeanors.

Confequently Mr. Haftings will be tried 
before the Houfe of Lords on the grounds 
mentioned. — Adjourned.

Mr. Fox moved for Copies of InftruHions 
Tent to our Minifters at the Coui t of Lilbou 
from the year 1 78a to the prelent time, rela- 
tive to the commerce between Great Britain 
and Portugal. 

Sir Grey Cooper feconded the Motion. 
—But Mr. Pitt oppofed it on this ground, 
that it was impolitic, and might be produc- 
tive of very ferious confequence? to publifh 
papers relative to a Treaty, pending that 
Treaty. — After fome little converfation, the 
queftion was put on Mr. Fox's motion, which 
was negatived without a divifion, and the 
Houfe adjourned.

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T WO. Grenville, a blind man, has lately 
prefented to the Society fqr the Encou- 
ragement of Arts, Manufactures, and Com- 
merce, the description of an apparatus for 
e abling blind perfons to perform operations 
in arithmetic with cafe and celerity. It is an 
improvement of Saundcrfon’s Numerical 
Board. The board fa perforated full of hulcs.in 
exalt lines, horizontally, and perpendicular- 
ly. Tire line* ccfrdidered horizontally denote 
onto, teoa^li^ivcut^bonrandt, &c. reckon- 
ing from right to lef£! 5 & ufuai ; and the per- 
pendicular lines permit the figures to be 
placed below each ftiJber, as is uiusl in every 
fttGJBUtit* Pegs arc jMte to fit thefe holes, 


on the head of each of which pegs is print- 
ed the figure (number) it represents fa as 
that, to a perfon who has the ufe of fight, 
the account can |)e feen at once. The figures 
are diitinguifacd by the blind perfon by 
means ot certain pins placed in the heads of 
thefe pegs, which it is unneceflary here to 
enumer«ie. Between the rows of holes for 
thefe pegs are rows of fmaller holes adapted 
to receive the bent ends of fmall wires, 
which perform the part of lines placed cither 
horizontally or perpendicularly, as is neccf- 
fary for any arithmetical operation. The 
box is formed into proper divi'Anna for hold- 
ing the pegs end wires* and is dotibtlefaa 
mod uleful apparatus for thofc to whom it 
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\vra3 intended to aflift ; For there can be no 
doubt but that any blind pcrfon, with a 
Jittle attention, by means of this fimplc ap- 
paratus, may perform every arithmetical 
operation that could be performed by him 
if he had the ufe pi fight. 

*. 4. There is now in tbc poficfliwi of John 
Seymour, tfq. of Grofvcnor-hcmfe, YVcit- 
mi niter, the remains of a boy about twelve 
years of age, who was found etc#, with his 
clothes on, in a vault under St. ftotnlpfc’s, 
Aldgatc, old church, in the ye«n 1742, and 
is fuppofed to have bceu ihut in at the time 
of the pUgue in 1665, as the vault had not 
been opened from that period till the time 
above mentioned, when the church was pub 
let! down. Theextraoidmai y circuinitances 
of tins boy are, that his ikm, fibies, and m- 
t-itines, are all dued % and very little of his 
bones .appears, and he weighs about eighteen 
pounds. 

8. The experiment of the incombuftihle 
PaiLboards was made the 4th ult. at Berlin, 
in the prcfencc of Duke Fiederick of Brunf-* 
■wick, and fcveral perfons of dillin&ion. 
Tftc inventor of this Compofition is Dr. 
Arfird, a native of Saxony. A fmall build- 
ing, which had been coutt rutted of wood 
for the purpofe, was lined with this pafte- 
board, and filled with combuflible •mat- 
ter. Notwithftanding a fire that burned 
mod violently, the houfe was not in the lertft 
damaged. — This board refills likewife Lhe 
dampness of the air. If is publickly fold 
for a fhilling and a halt, Swcdiih,money, 
every fqaare-ell fhcet. 

Mi. Redman, an ingenious tinman, fays, 
that two quarters of fand heated in an iron 
pan, until red-hot, and put into a warming- 
pan, will warm a bed equally with Jive 
coals, without their illcftt&s: and that a 
bag of heated fand put in the bottom of a 
coach, will keep it agreeably warm a long 
time. 

Lately as a labourer was digging the foun- 
dation for a vellry intended to be built in 
Weft Bromwich Church, he accidentally 
broke open a coffin ; the body and head of 
the deccafcd was turned on us right fide, 
with the left elbow picfiing hard againft the 
lid of the coffin, apparently as if ftrugglmg 
alter burial. It Teems not improbable that the 
body of the unhappy man was buried in a 
trance; and, from the bell information, it 
appeared to be the body of an old lawyer in 
the faid pariih, of the name of Whitchoufc 1 
and what ftrengthens the conjecture was, hia 
frequent ufe of large quantities of opiates 
during his laft illncfs. He died about the 
year 1 764. 

13. The following cataftrophe was realized 
4 few weeks lince at Badenoch, in Scotland. 
•-Richard Morris, a baker, with hfe wife, 
went out to a neighbouring houfe to fpend 
the evening, and left their Ton (a boy about 
twelve years of age) and a. maid-fervaat at 


home, to look qfter the houfe and tend (he 
cu Aomen, The maid, 111 the interim, having 
received an account that her father was ill, 
deft red the boy’s permilfion to be abfait, 
which he readily granted. At the ufual 
time he fbut his Ihop, and none of (bcia- 
mily being come back, proceeded to prepa*^* 
his (upper, anji left it on the table uncover- 
ed while he went to oft iqmc beer ; but’ on 
his return fouod the dog had devoured ihe 
heft part of the vi&uals, and the fragment# 
fcattered about the 100m. Irritated at lofing 
his fupper, he caught up the poker, aud hav- 
ing fattened the door, ilruck the |Jog on the 
bagk fcveral times, till the creature at length 
fprung ayhiin, caught hun by the throat, and 
tore hun in a molt Blocking manner. The 
mother came home a Ihort time after, and 
finding her fort in this deplorable condition, 
without being able to aftord any aftiftance, 
dropped down in a fit, in which ihc remain- 
ed upwards of half an hour, when tfce lervant 
returned and alarmed the neighbours. The 
bov languilhed about three hou;s, and died 
in the greateft agonies ; and the mother is 
fo ill, that her life is cicfpairtd of. 

A lingular cure of a perfon m a dropfy 
whofc cafe was thought defperate, has been 
effefted hy the following fimp : e preferip- 
tion .Two ounces of baik, t«-o ounces of 
Battel gunpowder, and one ounce of coa-ife 
muftard-feed, fteeped in a quart of moun- 
tain wine, and well Ihakrn together. Let 
three winc-glafTes be taken every day. 

20. A letter has hern received a few days 
ago from the celebiated Mr. Howard, who 
was then at Vienna, containing fuch a ie- 
nionliiance againft the defign of ere&mg a 
ftatuc for him, as the liberal patrons of that 
intention cannot pofiibly refill. 

Mr. Howaid, when he was at Vienna, 
vfts ill of a fever which he had con- 
tused in the Lazaretto at Venice. But 
his friends received another letter from him 
afterwards, dated at Amftrrdam, in which 
he gives the agreeable intelligence that he is 
quite recovered, and intended to be at home 
about the 7* h of February. The Emperor 
of Germany, Mr. Howard adds, honoured 
him with a private audience, and in ronfe- 
quence of his reprefentations, lias made fc- 
veral alterations in his prifons. He hsa alfo 
pulled down altnoft all the monaftcries of 
Vienna, and dinnniflied the annual revenue 
of the Pope to the amount of 25.000 fl-*rine.

He luppoi ted the a«St which paiTed a fiva 
yeafs ago, for lemoving certain difabilities 
from piotcilant chfilnteis, and uniformly 
voted forcveiy propolition in parliament 
for reilucing the alarming influence of the 
crown, winds in the opinion of many 
able perfons, thieatened tlie liberties of 
the roumiy. lie theftfore voted on the 
quiition, “ That Inch influence had in- 
crcalcd, was increasing, and ought to be 
dimmifried,” on the popular fide, and we 
aw: confident, fioma lompLat conviibon 
of the piopriily of it.

In 
gciKi.il, the Saxon pie-vads mo ft in the 
noithun uoun:i(->, and the Gothic 111 the 
lo.ith-in; though each eliviiicm of the- 
kingdom atfoidb fume 111ft. incc-s* of lx>lh, 
and in many we find ihtin mixed. 

Wh.it we c. 11 Saxon aiehiteclme tt-ema 
to luvc liven the arikwaid imitation of 
Gu id Rom m mode What build- 
ings of Roman oiigiu were left in Eng- 
land, were ptobaV.y deltrovcd by the 
luihki'i Saxon in Ins tally 1 vages. Af- 
iciwnuE, when Allied the Gitat having 
clt dd illied government and religion, turn* 
(d ins view to aits, we are told he was 
obliged to fend to the continent for archi- 
tects. In wliat ipeeie-* of architecture the 
buddings of this pi nice were coinpoferl, 
we know not ; but probably in .1 purer 
It , le than what we now call Sax.m, as 
Allied lived nearer Rom in time,, and 
perhaps polfcfled in hib own eountiy fonts 
of tiiole beautiful models which might 

h, ive ticaped the 1 age ot his ancettois. 
Even now, amidlt all tliat heavinefs and 
baibanlin which we call Saxon, 11 is 11: t 
elittic ult to trace l«»mc ftatu'cs ot Roman 
origin. Among the i mns of Biinkhinn- 
ablu y, between Rothbiuy and Wuk- 
woith, in Northumberland, we dikovcr, 
in ibme parts even Roman elegance. 

I ins ipecies of architedluie is fuppofed

i. dis, when a new it vie ot ornxms-t m * t 
le.ift, fantattic 111 the higheit degifc, be- 
gan to appear.

For 
though it mav be difficult to pleaie many 
ether form of architedui e than what we 
l?e in daily ufej yet m an art which has 
not nature for its model, the mind re- 
foils with difdain at the idea of an exelujtve 
fyrtem. The G ieeks did not imagine, 
that when they had invented a good thing, 
the faculty was ex- auited, and incapable 
of producing another. Where iliould 
we have admired, at ibis day, the beauty 
pf the Ionic onler, if after the D01 ic had 
been invented, it had been cpnlidered os 
the nr plus ultra, of artj and every devia- 
tion from its proportions reprobated as 
barbarous innovations ? Vanburgh’s at- 
tempt therefore feems to have been an effort

lieved from a drudgtry, and will “ find 
his yoke cafy and his burthen light 
and the congiegation, he nffures us,r will 
Jj>e all aleit in their devotions. Nor is 
theabotfE the only libciality of our author 
towards the officiating cleigy. <It is his 
plan, that all pi e-uni ineucc among tlic 
clergy Ihould be aholifhed j ami that all 
Archbiihops, Biffidps, Deans, Prebends, 
Vicars, and Reilors, Ihould be ltripl of 
their benefices, and all Colleges depiived 
of their endowments, which ought to 
44 revert to the original rightful owners, 
44 The Public, and be appropriated to 
44 the relief of the picfenl heavy and de- 
44 plorable exigencies of the State.”

We cannot but fmile to think what a 
bleffed fet of clergymen a late Miniiter, 

Lord S , or indeed any Statefman, 

would have ordained, or ordain. Aud 
what an important relict the S>t*te would 
receive from Mr. Holwtll’< plan, that all 
Colleges ihould bellrippedot their endow- 
ments, and the richer clergy of their be- 
nefices, will eafily appear from the fol- 
lowing ta&s. In England and Wales 
there are upwards of ten thoufand 
churches and chapels, or cures $ and 
Counting iff rom the Archbiffiop down to 
the Curate, we inay iafily calculate the 
clergy of England and Wales, notwith- 
ftanding pluralities, to amount to ten 
ooufcud' * Now luppoiiug one half 


man led, and the other unmarried, the 
manied halt at five hundred each per 
ann. will rtquiie two millions and five 
hundred thoufand pounds to pay them * 
;uul the Uimuiiicd half, at three hundred 
each per ann. one million and five hun- 
dred thoufand pounds j in all four mil- 
lions ! befidcs the cndlefs ex pence and 
clamour that would arife, were Govern- 
ment bound to repair and replace the par- 
fonages and houffiold furniture of ten 
thin land clcigymen ! ! ! At the ulmoit 
ftietch, all the funds propofed by Mr. 
ITolwell to be feized by Government, 
would not amount to one million. 
And thus hy an enoimous and unlup- 
portahle balance againft Government, 
44 the prifent heavy and deplorable exi- 
gencies of the Statu** 'tie to be lelieved, 
according to our fugacious author's molt 
admirable propolal. 

Such is the gnat out -line of Mr. Hol- 
weiTs tiuly cuiiouswork} and if we have 
p.i fli-d our ulual bounds in levitwing it y 
vu* hope our leaders will forgive us for 
the entertainment which we liippofe his 
ext i avagant reveries will certainly give 
them.* We fhall beg to fuhjoiu a few 
remarks, and then conclude.

Now, how 
the merit or dcmei it of the individual in 
a Hate of probation , or how his virtues 
or vices can receive an immediate re- 
ward or puniihment, on every change of 
his mortal prifon, without the noting 
attention of a particular Providence, we 
conteis we cannot comprehend. If any 
with our author Ihould fry, that the 
Dc-ity at the mateiial creation appointed 
certain occult general laws to govern it, 
it is laying nothing but mere occult words 
without idea ; and if our author will fay 
that thelc occult laws, of which he knows* 
nothing, are lo perfect as to take infpec- 
tiou of the virtues or vices of the indi- 
vidual*

Some earlyv,vnleis, as 
well .is modem ones, have wmfounded 
Pfi.p/idrj imi Officer of Phaniolf s houle- 
hold, with l'oii -pher a/i 9 Prieft, AcPiime 
of On ; although their names, ns well as 
flaiy>r.s in lit were very different. This 
^rr ■, ns might b< expelled, crept into 
the Sipti aj, lit ; but by far the great it 
niin:i aot topics, and, we believe, ali of 
the b. t :r pnte, call the Prieft of On Per.tr- 
prre. His it*al name, as given by 
Moi; , is Phuti - Pharaoh • The latter 

part or ii is the very fame word which is 
sftnhcd to their Kings, with this diffe- 
rence only — it is applied to the Piitft of 
On in its verbal foim, but to the Kings, 
in tlie fonn of a fubllantUe, byway of 
cniphahs. His name had nothing to do 
with thejlar of the day , though his of- 
fice might. As to the merit s of Mr. Sa- 
vaiy’s ciiticifm, we prelume not to 
judge. The reader has it hcfoie him. 
Mi. Savary quotes the following things 
fiom Macrobius : That the Egyptians, 
at the winter lo 1 Rice, icpi dental the fun 
under the foim of an infant } at the fpring 
equinox, with the figure of a young man $ 
at ihc luinmu* loloilice, by a full face 
with a long beard ; and at the autumnal 
equinox with the features of an old man. 

44 Thefe rcprcllntations, fays our Au- 
thor, adopted doubtlcls before the Ufc of 
writing, and pic-lcrved by the Priclis, i-x- 
piclfed emblematically the four fcalbr.s of 
the year.” Willi what a graceful calc, 
unfettered vviih the* weight of real'oning, 
feme men can deteimine the molt inie- 
refting events. <f Thefe representations, 
adopted doubt lefs hcfoie the life of will- 
ing.” Hence it is clear, that the hicro- 
gl) pliick language, which l'pcnks only by 
lymbols, fill, taught men the nfe of let- 
ters and willing. But if Mr. Savary has 
■any faith in himfelf, we will prove to him 
from himlilf, that thefe rtprcf-.ntations 
wuv not adopted before the ule of writing. 
Alter fiicwing that the Aftronomers, 
oh, 'living the courfe of the fun, and his 
}>■ iiicipal dFe&s, gave him the fymbolical 
name of OJiris t which was conl'ecrated to 
religion f that the Egyptians painted 
him in their hierogiypluck. chaiailers 
with a Tceptre and one eye; that by 
Opr is the Egyptians underftood what was 
- uicaht, when God laid. Let thrre be lights 
in the firmament ol Heaven, to divide the 
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day from the night, and let them be for 
ligns and for feafotis, and for days and 
for years ; our Author doles his letter 
with this remark : *• The folar year wa* 
found by the Academy of Heliopolis, un- 
der the reign of Ageth, three hundred 
and twenty years after the departure of 
the Ifraelius. The Priefts, who till 
then had honoured the fun under his pro- 
per name ot Piirc* bellowed on him, in 
memory of lb important an event, that of 
OJtris , or the Author of Time *' If this 
be not lufficient, let the following alfo be 
added : 44 Tb.e Egyptian Priclts, em- 
ployed in » bfeivmg t!ic phenomena of 
natmc, having remarked that the moon 
has a diiccl influence on the atmofpheie, 
the winds, and the rains, regaided it like 
the fun, as one of .the iburccs of the in- 
undation. They fought, therefore, for 
an cvpirflion which might characterize 
this cfic£l, and called it t/is, which figni- 
fies the raufe of abundance. This hap- 
pened thr/e hundred and twenty years 
after the departure of the Hiaelites. At 
this pciicd they bellowed lurnames on 
the fun and moon, proper to fix their 
difioveiies, and prefented the people with 
. a new theology. It is to this change that 
wc mull attiibutc the origin of the fable 
which metaii.orphofcd In into a cow-, and 
placed her in Egypt, where Ihe lcccived 
the name of J/m.” — M any other dccinve 
evidence > might be given, were it needful.

His countenance was inte- 
refting, fenfiblc, and calculated to infpiie 
revet cnce. His blue eyes had never been 
brilliant ; but thpy expieilcd the utmoll hu- 
manity and benevolence ; and when he 
fpoke, the animation of his countenance and 
the tone of his voice were fuch as feemed to 
cariy con vision with them even to the miinl 
of a ftfanger. When he endeavoured to 
foothe diltiefs, or point out to any wictch 
who had ftrayed, the comforts of a virtuous 
life, he was peculiaily imprellivc ; and every 
tiling that he faid had an air of confide i alien 
and fmcerily. 

u In his drefs, as far as was confident 
with his ideas of health and cafe, he accom- 
modated lumfelf to the prevailing falhion. 
As it was frequently ueceflaiy for him to^p- 
pear in polite circles, on unexpected occa- 
sions, he ufually wore dtefs clothes, with 
a large Fiench bag: His hat, ornamented 
with a gold button, was of a fize and falhion 
tobe worn as well under the arm as on the 
head. When it rained, a fmall parapluic de- 
fended his face and wig. 'i hus he was al- 
ways piepared to enter into any company, 
without impropriety, or the appearance of 
negligence. His drefs for fet public occa- 
fions was a full of rich dark brown ; the coat 
and waidcoat lined throughout with ermine, 
which jutt appeared at the edges ; and a 
fmall gold-hilted fword. As he was ex- 
tremely fufceptible of cold, he wore flan- 
nel under rhe linings of all Uis clothes, and 
ufually three pair ol dockings. He \vas the 
iirft man who ventured to walk the dreets 
of London with an umbrella over lus head : 
after carrying one near thirty yeais, he few 
them come into general ufe. 

f The precarious date of his health when 
rived in ^England from Ruttia, made it 


neceflary for him to ufo the utmoft caution | 
and his perfeverance in following the advice 
of the medical practitioners was remarkable. 
After Dr. Lteberkyn, phyfician to the King 
ofPruflia, had recommended milk as a pro- 
per diet to redore Ins ftrength, he made it the 
chief part of his food for thirty years ; and 
though it at fii d diiagreetl with him, he per- 
fided in trying it under every preparation 
that it was capable ef, till it agreed with his 
domacli. He knew that exercife was ne- 
cejfary to him, and he loved it. He was not 
one of rhofe who had rather take a dofe than 
a walk ; and though he had commonly his 
carriage with linn when he went abroad, he 
yet walked nearly as much as he rode, and 
with fuch a pace, that he ufed to fay he was 
always more incommoded in the Erects by 
thofe he palled, than by them who evertook: 
lnm. By this rigid Attention and care lus 
health w.is ellablifhed, his lungs acquned 
drength and elafhcity, and it is probable ha 
vould have lived feveral years longer, if the 
diforder which was the immediate caufe of 
his death, had left him to the gradual decay of 
nature.’*

JL 4 R. Alderman Newnham prefenced a 
A A petition from the Chamber ot Manu- 
factures and Commerce, praying that the 
Hou<e would gr.wt fume further delay befoiu 
they took into confideiation the lieacy of 
Commcice with Fiance. 

Mr. Pitt objected co the prayer of the pe- 
tition : he fain, that unlefs fume mure foiui- 
ble leafon was uiged (or the w ifliotJ -for de- 
lay, than that the m.itiuf.iltmc'i s had not yet 
made up their minds on the fuhjeCt of the 
Treaty, which was the only giound tor delay 
Hated in the petition, he, tor on*', would not 
confent to the prayer cf it. If m fo long a 
period they could not form n drofive opinion, 
it might he qvitlhoned whtchei they ever 
could foi m luch an opinion. 

Mi. Fox replud, ihat not only the argil-* 
nients, but even the doubts, of luch a body 
of men as the Manufacture! s of England, 
deferred the grraicit attention from Pai I la- 
ment, wlien thole doubts were upon a matter 
€0 dear to them, and w th the nature of 
winch they were fo well acquainted, as the 
pi olperity of the manufaiSlures of tins 
country. 

Mr. Sheridan fopported Mr. Fox's opi- 
u.on. The petition of the ni.inuf-Ctuiei s 
was then ordered to he upon thet..ble. The 
order of the day, for the Houle to go into a 
Committee on the Treaty of Commeice and 
Navigation with. France, was called foi and 
read, and the Houle accoidmg'.y refolded 
ttfelf into a Committee on the faid Treaty, 
Mr. Beaufoy m the chair. 

Mr. Pitt then rofe, and entered upon that 
intricate and complex fuhjedt, with a tfeai- 
nefs and precifion that v\eie truly furpr.fmg. 
He was full thiee hours on his legs. Ho 
fa id, th-t he had i cited fer fuccefs in pio- 
pofing the Treaty to Parli.inunt for its 
fandliou, on nothing but its own internal 
merits; he had not enceavcuied to furpuze 
either Parliament or ti e Nation into an ap- 
pro bai on of the Tieaty ; for he had laid u 
hefoie Che Public four months ago ; and had 
afforded every clafs of men iliac might Unuk 
tbcmlelves liable to be aftetfed by it, artiplo 
time to difeufs ecery p.:it of it. From the 
iilence of the nation on this gie.it quefhon, 
he had a right to pit-fume its complete ac- 
quiescence in the meafutc. 1 he petition that 
had been prefen ted that* day from the body 
of manufacturers, could not be faid to he 
ogaift /1 the Treaty; on the contrai>, though 
it prayed time to confider it, he might fawly 
fay, that the petition was really in favour ef

Air. Fox opptifeii the motion. He took 
a view of the Treaty in e very light, (political 
.»*■ well ;ib coinmen mI, and (ondermned it in 
all. He moved that the Chairman Ihould 
leave the chan, report progrefs, and atic 
lcaae to fit ag.tin. 

Mr. W. Grenville replied to Ml*. Fox ; 
oppofed bis motion, and defended the Tie.-.iy, 
as likely to be beneficial to this count ty in 
moil icfpe^h, prejudicial in none. 

Mr Fiancs condemned rite Treaty. 

At half p«ll two o'clock in the morning 
the quell ion was put on Mr, Fox’s motion, 
which w\“. neg/.tived by a majority of 134 s 
Ayes, 118; Noee, 15?.. 

The qnefhen was then put on Mr. Pitt’s 
firft rcfiilution, which was earned — 
Ayes, 248 ; Noes, 116 ; Majority, 132. 

Mr. Pitt’s ether 1 dotations were then 
agteed to without .1 di/ifiun ; and the Houfe 
being after winds refumed, adjourned.

The Speaker attended, but could not cel- 
led* a fuflictent number of members to form 
a Houfe. 

Feb. 14. 

The Speaker was not more fuccefsful on 
this day in his endeavour, Co get 100 mem- 
bers to attend (the number nccefTtry to m jkm 
a Hjufe when there ;> an order to ballot for 
Bb aSeUil 
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* a Selert Committee to try a contefted elec- 
tion) than he was yellerthy, and thciefore 
fctf was obliged to adjourn tie Houfe. 

Ft a. 15. 

The Houfe was taken uj^in ballotting for 
Committees to try the Norwich and Carlifie 
Elections till after fix o'clock, and after 
palling a few bills, Mr. Ptct meved for 
leave to bring in a bill fimilar to the laft, for 
fuppreflmg illegal lottery* offices. The laft 
bill, he obferved, it had been nectary to 
rqeft, on account of an amendment made 
by the Lords. This it was neceflary to do 
for the fake of form, and the preservation of 
their privileges. Leave being granted, he 
brought up the bi*l, which was read a firft 
gnd fecond time, and then committed. 

Mr. Fox oppofed the claufe for allowing 
the infurance of whole tickets. Mr. Pitt 
smfwered his objections; and after fome de- 
bate, the Committee divided on the bill, 
when the numbers were, for Mr. Pitt's 
claufe, 8 S ; again ft it, 57. The bill was 
then reported; and on the third reading, 
Mr. Sheridan propofed as an amendment, 
that the bill lliould be confulercd only as a 
probationary one, and that it fhowid he 
•nailed only for one year. 

Mr. l'itt oh] cited to Mr. Sheridan's amend- 
ment ; and that gentleman pei filling m his 
motion, the Houfe divided, when there ap- 
peared, for tho amendment, C3 ; againft 
it, 94. 

The third reading was then gone through, 
the bill paffed, and ordered to be fent up to 
the Lords. 

Mr. Pitt moved, that the Houfe do now 
refolvc itfelf into a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, to take further into confulerafcon 
that pait of his Majefty’s Speech that relates 
to a Treaty of Commerce with the mail 
Chriftbn King. 

The Speaker having then left the chair, 
Mr. Pitt moved hu next refolution — That 
the wines of France he impoited into Great 
Britain on dutife equal to thofe on the wines 
of Portugal. 

This brought on A. long debate, which, 
Mr. Fox obferved, related entiiely to the 
general merits of the Treaty, without a 
word being mentioned relative to the impor- 
tation of wines. After which Mr, Sheridan 
moved for an adjournment, which was ne- 
gpeived by a majority of 1 1 5 — Ayes, 7 6 ;

When Mr. Pitt moved Uiat the Houfe 


fhould refolve itfelf into a Committee '■oil 
the Commercial Treaty, Mr. Fox moved, 
that it might he an inltrd&ion to the Com- 
mittee, to pofl pone the confideration relative 
to the duty on French wines, until the pend- 
ing negotiation with Portugal fhould have 
been concluded; and that care fhould be 
taken to preferve, in full force, the Methuen 
Treaty. 

Mr. Pitt faid, in the firft place, that the 
French Treaty by no means interfered with 
our negociation with Portugal ; and, in the 
next place, that it was a very delicate thing 
to make a pending treaty the fubjedl of dif- 
cilHon in a popular Afifembly. On thefe 
grounds he oppofed the motion ; which, after 
fome conversation, was negatived without a 
divifion. 

The Houfe then refolved itfelf into a 
Committee on the Fiench Treaty, Mr. 
Benufoy in the chair. .The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer then moved fenatim a firing 
of refolutions each of which was founded 
upon, and calculated to cariy into efled, 
fome one article of the Treaty — Such as, 
that the duty of 67I. 5s. per ton, now pay- 
able 011 French vinegar, be reduced to 
32I. fS*. — That of nine fhilhngs and fix- 
pence and iz-aoths of a penny per gallon 
on brandies, to feven findings — That the 
duties on oil of olives, the produce of 
Fiance, fhould in future pay the fame duty 
as is paid in Great Britain by the moft fa- 
voured nation, &c. All thefe and feveral 
other refolutions pafied without a divifion, 
though feveral long and defultoiy converfa- 
ttons took place on each. 

The further confultT3tion of the charge 
againll Warren Haftmgs, Efq. was put off, 
after fome debate, to Tuefday next. 

F»b. 19. 

Mr. Beaufoy brought up the report of the 
refolutions agreed to by a Committee of the 
whole Houfe on the above tieaty. When 
they had been tend by the clerk, 

Mr. Sheridan alked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, whether it was true as it was re- 
ported, that foon after the Houfe fhould have 
adopted and confirmed the refolutions of tlic 
Committee, he intended to move an addref* 
to the King, pledging the Houfe to the whole 
and every part of the treaty. If this were 
true, he would certainly oppofe any motion 
at prefent for the concurrence of the Houfe, 
in the refolutions'of the Committee ; becaufe 
m fo vaft and complicated a fubjeft, there 
were many other parts befides the tariff, 
which required the moft minute inveftigation, 
and many alterations ; but an addrefs of ap- 
probation would preclude any further difeuf- 
fion, and render it impoflible to make any 
alterations. He underftood alfo, that the 

right 
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right honourable Gentleman intended to blend 
Che hufinefs of the treaty with his plan for a 
confolidation of the Cuftoms in one bill. This 
he thought an artful and unfair proceeding to- 
wards the Houfe of Lords ; as the whole 
would then become a money bill, in which 
the Lords muft he precluded from making any 
alterations. He nbferved laftly, that fevei .il 
alterations in the hove ung adt for preventing 
Smuggling would become neceflary in confe- 
qucnce of the Freneh treaty: he therefore 
wiHied to learn from the right honourable 
Gentleman, whether the piivileges that were 
to be granted to France, in confequence of 
thofe alterations, were to be extended to Ire- 
land; or whether the filter kingdom was to 
be debaned from privileges that we weie 
going to allow to France. 

The Chancellor of tht*Kxchequer faid, that 
with refpeCl to Ireland, it remained with the 
Parliament of that Kingdom to render effec- 
tual the (lipulations made in her fwour m the 
treary. The mteielt of the ( wo fiitei king- 
doms were mfcparably united ; but after the 
recent rejeChon m Ireland of the proportions 
held out to her by this country, he could not 
anfwer for the concurrence of the inlh l*ai - 
li.'irient in tlie treaty. % 

Mr. Sheridan f.nd, this was no anfwer to 
l»s queCtion. What he wanted to know was 
fubftantially this — Whether or not, according 
to the intended modification of the hovering 
laws, the Inlh manufactures were to be ad- 
mitted into the ports of France with the fame 
advantages as thofe of this country ? 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer could not 
conceive why the honourable Gentleman was 
io earneft on this head. Ireland was men • 
tioned 111 thofe parts of the tieaty where the 
mention of her was thought ncceirary ; that 
was to fay, where policy demanded a diflmc- 
tion between the two kingdoms. Ireland was 
unquestionably intitleJ to the fame extent of 
privilege by this treary as Great- Britain. 

Mr. Fox mfifted that the interell of Ire- 
land having been intruded to an Enghili iie- 
gociator, had been neglected, and that ihe had 
not been candidly dealr by. 

Mr. Flood complained of the partiality 
foewn to France to the exclufion of the filler 
kingdom. Ho obferved that by the treaty, 
the lhipping of France were to be permitted 
to enter the ports of Great-Britain, and the 
fhips of the latter the ports of France ; but 
though Ii eland (hould ratify die tieaty, and 
thereby have the freedom of the French 
ports, yet (he could not onjo^the lame privi- 
lege in tlie ports of Great -Britain. 

Mr. Grenviile replied, that Ireland had 
thought proper to reject the ufteis made to 
her by Gi eat- Britain, and that it was not rea- 
dable 1 hat this cuuuiiy Choc Id tliereforc re- 


ject any advantageous terms of commerce 
held out by au other kingdom. \ 

Mr. Fox rofe. He ftated, that the conduct 
of his Majefty*s Miniftcre with regard to Ire* 
land had been exceedingly partial and inju*v 
nous to what hr conceived were the eflfentiaf 
interefts of bojh Che kingdoms. They had 
granted to France a privilege of commerce 
tlut was now pofitively denied to Ireland, on 
the pretence of her having re/ufed propor- 
tions of commerce that were to be repaid with 
what Ihe conceived an alienation of her rights* 
and a faci ifice of her independence. Why had 
tliefe proportions been rejected in Ireland t 
They were offered to her ou granting condi- 
tions that the conceived mimical to her free- 
dom. But having granted to France a free 
participation of our market, without having a 
poffihihry of making fu< h a requifition from 
iier as .m equivalent, whirli we had from 
Ireland, it w.is evident lucb a demand was 
unneccirary j and were it unuecellary, wo 
Ihould cci tainly giant to Ii eland thofe privi- 
leges of admitting her to our markets, with- 
out expecting more than that reciprocity which 
ftie could grant us of admitting in proportion 
om- manufactures in return. He confeflcd 
his aftonifhment to fee a gcnrleman (Mr. 
Grenville), who owed fo much to his emi- 
nence of character and connections, as well as 
to tlie confequence of the department he now 
h d in the government of the country, aver it 
as Ins opinion, that Ireland Humid not be ad- 
mitted to thole privileges of commerce w® 
had granted to France. Mr. Fox moved, that 
ml lead of the word n<nu, this day Jc nnight 
fliould Hand part of the queition. 

Mr. Grenville explained, that he was ex- 
ceedingly forry any fcntimcnts of oppofition 
to tin; inter efts of Ireland Ihould be attributed 
to him It was a country to which he owed 
tlie greateft degree of atfeChon and gratitude. 
On thefe principles he had been exceedingly 
forry fhe had rejected the propofitions, which 
he had fupported from an idea of their being 
fo cilential to her intcrefts ; but as fhe had re- 
filled them, he did not conceive that Ireland 
could participate with Great-Britain in th® 
advantages granted to France. Having re- 
fufed to comply with giving that which fhe 
had only to beftow in return for fuch a fa- 
vour, he could not conceive how we could 
poH'ihly grant a boon where no equivalent 
could be expected. 

The a ue ih on being heie railed for, the 
Houfe divided. The numbers were,

Mr. Buike faid, every fee ret ary and agent 
(might plead tlie excufe of their evidence tend- 
ing to criminate ihemfeives; but, if this plea 
was admitted, there would be an effectual 
Hop to juft ice. It is not my place as profe- 
cutor, faid the right honourable Gentleman, 
to fecure the peifon I interrogate. That mud 
he his own care. Sir Elijah is not a ruftic ; 
lie practiced foi many years m Weftminfter- 
Hall, and .iftcrwariW filled a ltation m India, 
high as that of the chief juftice of the King's- 
Rencli. He knows whatever will affedt him- 
fclf; he ha; already cUmmrrd to anfwcr fe- 
vcral quutl inns, and will, no doubt, do fo 
again. 

Mr. Pitt faid, it was matter of difcivlion 
in the witnefs to anfwer to fuch quefljons as 
might att> himfelf. Lb* would, no doubt, 
m'fet with uidulgenre from the Committer. 
The Lion. Baronet's intend* d impeachment 
was on feveral gtootuE. The ref ore let the 
Cliairman he mftmdted to inform Sir Elijah 
of the nonce giv. n hy the fi.uonct. Juf- 
tice requires th <t peifoiii concerned as agents 
llicntld be examined. 

It was agreed to call S.r Elijah to tlie bn* 
foi the puipofe of receiving his evidence. 
Sii Elijah appearing, the Chairman of the 
Committee fpoke to the following efiecl : 
“ S r Hijah, I am defin'd to inform you, 
that a charge of a criminal nature may he 
bio iglit againft you concerning yourexii.i- 
judicial comlii& and uthei paitiuiJnra while 
in India; and that the lubjocl of rhe prdent 
examination may lead (ubftantiaily to that 
char :;»*.** 

Sir Eljah Impty then returned thanks to 
the chairman; but derland, th.it as lie w'as 
contcous to himudf or nd guilt, he wits not 
af: aid of meeting any accufation : and that po 
inhumation which he could afford Ihould he 
con Cor. led. 

Sir Elijah lmpey was examined by Mr. 
Burke for upwards of two hours, in the 
emu fe of which he was frequently ordered 
to withdraw ; hut the w’hole purport of his 
evidence turned upon points long fince laid 
before the public, and therefore by no me me 
at this period of tlie hufuiefs worthy of ge- 
nerd attention. 

Mr. Middleton was then called to tlie bar. 
and examined to feveral points tliat were 

not 
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not fufllciently explained in the papers be- 
fore the Houfe. Adjourned. 

Feb. 21. 

The order of the day for confidering fur- 
ther of tlie charges againft Mr. Hadings was 
difcharged, and that buftnefc podponed tilt 
Friday. 

Mr. Blackburne (Member for Lancafhire) 
moved an Addrefs to bis Mnjcfty, thanking 
him for the fohcilude he had been graciouily 
pleafed to evince in forming a Treaty of 
Commerce between Great- Britain •and 
Fi ance ; alluring him that ihe Houfe con- 
ceived the mod happy effects might refute 
from it to his faithful fubje£h, and that they 
would take every necefiary flep to render the 
segociaiion effectual. In fupport of the Ad- 
drefs, he faid, he had received a letter 
ft on# feveral of his conihtuents, informing 
him, that a numerous meeting of the cotton 
manufa&urers lud been held at Manchefter, 
in confeqtience of a remond ranee tliey had 
feen in the public papers againft the Com- 
mercial Treaty, from the Chamber of Manu- 
factures — th.it after a fei ious deliberation, and 
a full du'culfion of the fubjert, they rcfolved, 
that the treaty will be highly beneficial to this 
country, and operate as an extenfi^i of the 
tiotton manufacture. The conttituents from 
whom he had received the letter, had re- 
queited that he would fay in his place in the 
Houfe, that they neither approved of the con- 
du<5l of the Chamber of Commerce, nor had 
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turers of France. The manufacturers ©f ' 
towns of Rouen and Abbeville* two of th©^ 
greateft woollen mahnfadhirinjg towns in aw " 
France, had atfemblcd and folemnly declared* 
that if the Parliament of Great- Britain a ap- 
proved of the treaty, and carried it into ex#* 
cutinn, their manufactures muft be ruined | 
fo little able # were they to cope with Britifh 
manufafturer, and bear a competition witlt 
them in any market. 

Mr. Grey (Member for Northumberland) 
oppofed the motion, and * condemned the 
treaty. He hked not an alliance of any kind 
with France — a country from which Greet" 
Britain ought not to cxpedl fincere friendship 
to her. If the treaty were really as advan- 
tageous to us as the advocates for it pretended, ’ 
it would he an additional reafon with hind 
for rejecting the tempting boon. Every ap- 
parent offer of fervicc fiom France to En- 
gland ought to be fulpciiled. He remarked, 
that it was nor decent to grant to France 
what we h.ul lefnfed to Ireland ; to give to 
a lival and a i .ttun! e-icmy what we had 
withheld from the Iulli, our friends and fel- - 
low-fuhjedls. 1ft, thought that Fr.-nce was 
aiming at the monopoly of the American 
trade. 


Mr. Hawkins Browne fupported the mo- 
tion. He faid, one great objection to the 
lrifh Propofttions was, that had they palled, 
the cheapncfs of labour and provifions in 
Ireland would have induced the Bntifh raa- 


dclegated any torepiefent them thei ein, when 
the petition, praying time to confidei the 
fubjedt, was carried. 

1 he Hon. Captain Berkeley rofe to feeond 
the motion, declaring that it gave him Angu- 
lar fatrsfa&iop toexprefs h..s hearry and fin- 
cere approbation of one of the bed, and he 
would fay one of the moll f pu’ar Commer- 
cial Treaties that this country h.ul ever en- 
tered into. The Hon. GeniUrnan who 
made the motion, had, Mr. Berkeley obferv- 
ed, produced a copy of a letter, ft?c,ng in the 
mod unequivocal terms, the due fenfe the 
fullian niamif.i&tirers of Lancafiure enter- 
tained of tire Treaty of Commerce : he had al- 
fom his hand, authentic papers from the ma- 
suifa&urers of acounty, not the mod inconfi- 
derahle for its valuable woollen manufac- 
tures; Ire meant the county he had the ho- 
nour to reprefent. The woollen manufactu- 
rers of Gloucederfhire had communicated 
their Sentiments, and dated their entire fat isfac - 
tiooon the treaty, with their earned wifhes to 
have it fpeedily earned into execution. Nor 
\yas it from the femsnents of the manufac- 
turers of this /County alone that he collected 
his opinion that the treaty held out the mod 
flattering profpedt to Great- Britain; he col - 
Ic^ed it man cqcul manner fi om the manufac- 


nufafturers to carry their capital over to that 
kingdom, to the impoverifhment of this ; i 
but no one apprehended a removal of ourr! 
wealthy manufacturers to Krause. 

Captain M icbi uie obietfted to the treaty, j 
jis being dtlnmrnt.il to our marine. He ] 
tnuehed on the lVmrith'ng condition of the 
French navy, and the contrai y date of our - 
own ; and gave notice, chat on fome future 
day he would move for an enquiry into the 
date of our nav.d affairs. 

Mr. Welbore Ellis confidered the addrefs 
as premature. It was a dangerous precedent, 
at the very outfet of a bufinefi, for the 
Houfe to pledge ltfelf to the approbation *of 
it ; for they might perhaps be induced, by 
fubfequent reprefentations, to change their 
opinions on the fubiedt. 

Mr. W. Wynuham objected to the mo- 
tion, as well ;»s to the treaty in general . Hq 
denied that the generality of the manufadtu- 
rers were friendly to the meafuro, 

Mr. Scott entereJ largely into thebufineft 
before the Houfe. He faid, that the mantle! 
fa&urers by their filence had given a virtual 
airent to the bufinefs of the treaty. 

Mi . Fox contended, drongly, that MQ 
precedent could be adduced for fuch an arl? 
drefs as was now moved ; or, if fuch a pro* 

ceded! 
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talent wa* found, it would be highly con* 
demisable under the circurfiftances which 
-pens co determine the Houfe at prefen t. 
’JThey weie now called on to pledge, nay to 
tie tbemfelvesdown to follow up the prefent 
addicts, and m f*ft to place themfelves in 
the fmiation of Members of Parliament 
ivhofe iolc office was to regiftcr^the edi< 5 ls of 
their fovereign. 

Mr. Pitt denied that the interefts of the 
manufacturers, or the honour or refpnnhhihty 
Of tlic HouCe weie fo far implicated, n*. hy 
the comment of the Right Hon. Gentleman 
Ifiey were lignified to be. 

Mr. Sheridan moved the qneftio§ of ad- 
journment. It would he a luircndei, lie 
laid, of every privilege of that Houfe, of 
fvery right damned by our anceftors, if they 
were to imolve their future diferetion by 
giving thcii allent to the prefent aduiefs 
Without fuither confideration.

Mr. Burke moved, that Mr. Middleton 
fhould appear at the bar the next day, and 
deliver to the Houfe all papers, letters, of 
other documents, which he pofTeiTed, for the 
llluftrntion of the matter now in difeufiion, 
Agifjed to. 

The Houfe having refolved itfeif into a 
Committee, Mr. Bcaufoy in the chair. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe, to 
fubmit to the Committee his plan for the 
confnhdation of the duties connected with 
thcCnftoms and Excite. He oblerved, that 
he would not trouble geqtlemen with a long 
or minute detail of the bufmefs now under 
confideration. He wnnld only ftate the great 
and general outlines of the me.ilure, leaving 
it to the Committee to make themfelves 
in afters of the various articles at their leifure- 
The plan, upon inveftigation, would un- 
doubtedly be found expedient in every re- 
fpedl, as its principal objeift was the tranf- 
aflion of mercantile nffaiis with greater fa- 
cility. Befules the Cutloms and Excile, the 
Stamps were in a certain degree necellarily 
connected. The nth of Charles 11. from 
which, in a confiderable degiee, may be dated 
the oirgn of nroft of the exifting duties of 
both the Cutlonv, and Excife, fo iar as ge- 
nerally acknowledged to come under the 
deft upturn of fnhfiJics, ferved as a founda- 
tion tot the prelent lyftem. Very efTcnti.il 
alterations and inndifu\if!oiv, weie adopted, 
in order toiendei the plan moie perfpicuous 
and effectual. When Ire rtfie£led liow falu- 
Uiy fur h a fclieme would be to the nation in 
generd, and to the meich.rnts belonging to 
the poti of London in particular, and what 
cafe nnd happmefs would be derived, in one 
day, nay m one hour, bv the adoption of the 
plan, lie was convinced, that the Committee 
would aftord a cheeiful concurrence of fen- 
timeut. Tlie merchant* of thts kingdom 
hare hitheito been very deficient in their 
inhumation concerning the duties and draw- 
backs of the yariou* depaitments of the re- 
venue, not being able to proem e better or 
more .ruthentic intelligence than what had 
been conveyed to them through the medium 
oi compilations, by fome well-informed 
officeis belonging to the Coftoms or Excife. 
Thefe fources of information weie attended 
to by the authors with great anxiety, care, 
and accuracy ; but from the fluctuating itate 
of trade, and the new modifications unavoid- 
able, the w lu>le generally became imperfect 
and of no c flfeft previous to the pubi.cation. 

Hence 
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Hence there could not be ooe uniform or 
permanent fyllcm, and the merchant had 
been frequently left in a ftate of perplexity, 
by being precluded from forming any com- 
mon ftatcment or boundaries to his mercan- 
tile tranfalfions with the Cutloms and Ex- 
cife. To remedy thole defedh was certainly 
sL laudable ebje& ; and to perfoun it without 
hurting or diminishing the public revenue, 
required great circumfpe^lion. It would 
opeute as a check upon the officers, by fac- 
ing certain limits to their demands, many of 
whom might certainly be fuppofed to cunfider 
the merchant under the fame predicament as 
a lawyer did his client. By properly de- 
fining the proportion of trade to the various 
countries with which we wete contused, 
the ilatement of our revenue would be moie 
e.ifilv difcoveicd. Thus the officers of the 
diffeicnt branches of Government would be 
faved an immenfity of trouble, the accounts 
more accurately ftuted, and induftry invigo- 
lated. He then very buefiy communicated 
to the Committee the grand outlines of Llie 
fyrtem, by obleiving, tliat the greater pait 
of rhe perplexity and coiifufion incident to 
the Cuftouu and Excife aiole from the nuil- 
tq i-city and fubd.i ifions of their rtutetffi-nts'. 
Toiemovc this intricate mode of t ran ladling 
bufqiefs, he proofed a more coinprehenfive 
and eafiei plan, by coiifohdating the various 
duties into one mats, or general v.tsw, ob- 
feiving, at the fame tune, tiie ample and 
necclfaiy diftiu&ions. The number of frac- 
tions which occurred in the accounts, had 
hitherto icrideied the adjnllmer.t perplexed 
and anitngtioiis. The. object .'of tins new 
plan w.e" to di.iw thefe into one general 
point of vew, and to convert the fractional 
parts into inre^i al 'numbers, beginning w.th 
the loweft integral number, n.d .-.dvaucmg 
giaJunUy to the highclt, in ordei to fonn a 
piopoitional hnd accui..tc It 'dement of the 
whole ; and to cndoavi, ir to amwi.d, in fume 
degree, the collection of the «hitie r ,, fo far 
as icgarded poundage, ai.d otlici ailfiles of 
doubt and uncertainty. Thefe weio all the 
obfervations which, he appiehcndeJ, were 
neceffary tube ment oned to the Committee ; 
and for a more minute detail lie referred 
gentlemen to the fepar.it e ufoluriuns which 
he lhould have the honoui K> propofe, be- 
lieving that every one would be ready to 
confent to the general piiuciples* The re- 
folutions alluded to were very numerous, 
and could not at prefent be fatisfadlonly 
defined ; but when they cime regularly be- 
fore the Committee, an ’opportunity would 
be offered to every gentleman to decide on 
their merits. He then took notice of drugs, 
and various articles of importation, fpeciFv- 
ipg them as h«r w cut along ; and obferved, 
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that it would be expedient to grant certafe 
powers to the Commillionsrs concerning 1 
(lamps, taxes on houfes, the receipts' of tho 
Poft-oftice, and the abolition of ’ 
accounts, the latter of which had been 
foundation of great confufion and disappoint* 
ment, by precluding the final fettlefnou&r 
Theie w.ts ofle happy effedt which woubt 
relulc from this plan — the whole ftate o€ 
the national revenue would come; naturally 
and immediately under the eve of Pallia-’ 
ment, and the Reprefentatives of the People 
would be enabled to give their conftitucncs 
f.itisfattioi^ concerning the public receipts 
and expenditure.— -—He divided the while 
into three pairs— the Genet al Fund, tho 
Aggregate Fund, and the South- Sea 
Fund ; winch, although now in fome re- 
fpelU cLtferent, would, by the propofod 
movie of confol.dat ion, be converted into 00a 
geneial fund. He then took a fhort review 
of the public debt and credit, proving, that 
the latter would be very much benefited, 
by enabling us inure expeditioufly to dt« 
minilh the fotmei. lCc mentioned, that the 
public debt amounted to upwards of two 
hundred .ind forty millions, the igtereft of 
which fum was ihfch.tr ged by annuities on 
various Government Iccur files, diftingniflfriiitg 
the various funis annexed to the 3 per cent. 
Confol. Annuities, the 3 per cent. Reduced 
Annuities, and the 4 .nut 5 per Cents. Thu 
mode of leitlcmeut wis fimple. Jhe account* 
of the Bank and Scuth- Sex Houfe are made? 
up at the Auvlitoi's Office jointly. 1 hey di- 
vide the accounts a, cqu illy as they can. E.icl^ 
nfficei takes .1 pait, examines the articles »r* 
that pai r, reduces it ii.ru the oifiuai fin m, and 
eng.olfcs i r . The two parrs arc then jo-.r.ed^" 
together, and form one account; one pa. 
per is mgioffVd 111 one office, ar.d that »»n 
parchment in the oilier.

Mr. Burke exprclfi-d the moft fin cere ar- 
quiefcence with all the parts ®f the fylfim

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J which the right honmirnbtc Gentleman had 
laid Wort the Committee. He owned him- 
fylf fo niutli imprtlfed with the utility this 
cqffftftulatjon would ptoduce, that he thought 
it deferred more than a mere filent approba- 
tion. It was Well entitled to the thanks of 
the public, and (hot&ld have his* The dark- 
nefs and intricacy which formerly involved 
the Cuftom*, the Excife, and the Scamp du- 
ties, evinced in a ftrong and pcrfpicnous light 
the neceflity and utility which this new ar- 
rangement mud eff&t. All deferiptions of 
individuals, who were any wife interefted iu 
the revenues of the country, would foon ex- 
perience its advantage ; and the mode in 
which the outline of fo very comprehenfive 
a revolution had been iketched, did the right 
honourable Gentleman the grrateft credit, as 
it lhewed his capacity. He had often differed 
from him in opinion, but was happy that the 
jprefent occafion afforded him an opportunity 
of paying that tribute to his virtues and his 
parts, which, in this inftauce efpecially, 
were fo eminently his due. 

Mr, Fox wifhed to atk the right honour* 
able Gentleman, whether l*e underflood him 
right, as fating that the public creditor who 
fhould think himfelf aggrieved, flrould re- 
•eive competent notification of the meafure, 
and redeefs by fuch other means as might 
fagged them fel vet according to the cafe, 
when made out ? He was l ike wife deftrous 
that, in the progrefs of the bufinefs, the i ight 
honourable Gentleman would call the atten- 
tion to fuch refolutions as were more imme- 
diately connected with the French treaty. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, the

Mr. Burke agreed to the delay, and was 
convinced, from the importance of the fub- 
jert, that the matter ought not to be hurried 
through the Houfe. He made fome ftrong 
allufions to the ambitious government of Ben- 
gal, which calker up 

Major Scott, who defended the government 
of Bengal. 

Mi. Buike replied, and reprobated the go- 
vernment of Bengal as a fpecies of the very 
wot ll defpotifm. 

Mr. Dempfter moved, that the Chairman 
fhould report progiefr, and afk leave to fit 
ag iin. 

The Chancellor of the Fxchequci oppofed 
the laft motion; and moved, thar the Chair* 
man fhould fimply leave tlie Chair. 

Thu. was agreed to ; and confequently the 
Committee was finally elofed or diffolved.

The Houfe having rclolved itfelf into a 
Committee, Mr. Rofc in the chan, feveral 
claufcs of the bill for the prevention of mu- 
tiny and defertion in the army were read ; 
and when the clcik proceeded to that whit h 
enacts* that tb« art (hould extend to all offi- 
cers muftered and in pay* 

Col. Fitzpatrick ter.terrd veiy fully into 
the .merits of the prefent regulations concern- 
ing officers of the army. He faid, he was 
aware of the argument of onr anceftors, that

Sir James Johnftone begged to mention 
to the Committee his rcafon for voting agamtt 
Mr. Huttings on the queftion now before 
them. He was fully convinced, lie fa.d, that 
Mr. Huttings had teccived a tube, theiefoie 
ought to lie puniflied ; for he conflicted 
every Govemoi who received m Ins oflic 
capacity a bribe, as a very infamous clia- 
radUr. 

Mr. Vanfittart defended Mr. Hatting*'* 
conduct ; and ailedged, that the Hon. Uaio- 
net had mifuuderltood the bufmefs. 

' Sir James Johnttoue replied with vehe- 
mence, that he was fully convinced, and 
perfectly understood, that Mr. Hatting* hud 
received a bribe of ttcrlmg. He

Lord Hood fupported Mr. Huttings againlt 
the prefent charge, and advanced as a leufon, 
that there were many extiaordinary and un- 
avoidable Atuations in which commanders of 
fleet and aimics, and governors of piovmces, 
were obliged by neceffity to deviate from 
their orders ; other wife run the hazard of 
b*ng cenfured and even pumfhed ,at home. 
He inttanced this by his own cafe in the 
Weft- Indies lait war, when he had the ho- 
nour of commanding a fleet of tvvcmy-tuo 
fail. He thought Lli.it a ceit-in latitude of 
indulgence ought to be admitted co ollicci* 
labouring under peculiar difliculties. 

'Ihc Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe 
by oblcrving, that from the particular 
giounds which the notye Lord had taken, ha 
found an irrefiftible impulfe to deliver lus 
feiitinients. No man,* lie faid, moie re- 
fpedled his Lordlhip’s cluradlcr, both m 
public and piivate, than he did ; and he be- 
lieved every one would admit, that lus lon£ 
and gallant fcrvices merited the ingheft en- 
comiums. Confida ing thefe circumltances, 
it was with great reluctance that he dittcrea 
fionvhe noble Lord; but he conceived, that 
his Lordlhip had not made a necelfary dif- 
tindlion between the principles with which 
he had been adluated, and thofe with which 
the man who was the fubjedt of debate had 
been adUiated. The plea of neceflity, as an 
excufe for Mr. Hatting*’* condudl, could not 
be fupported with any degree of truth j 
confcqueutly, the mifconccption of his Lord- 
ilup’s arguments was vciy obvious in the 
prefent calc. If Mr. Huttings had adlcii 
veiy perfidioully on the occafion, and 
cufcd hnnfelf on the plea of neceflity, he 
certainly had tin own lumfclf into that necef- 
fit ms lituation ; but as an Hon. Gentleman 
lud judicioully obferved, lie was not on that 
account the lefs culpable. The nature of- 
the vote tins night could not affedt the prl- 
\ ilegc or judgment of commanders in cafes 
of cxtieme difficulty. God foihid it lhould, 
as there would be an end to a laudable am- 
bition among the officers of the navy ai*4 
army. The chaiadler of the unfortunate 
man now under difeuflion (fur unfoitunate 
he really might be called, as he had been 
juftly cenfurcd by Parliament) ought not to 
be weighed or compared with that of his 
Lordlhip. There was a confiderable diffe- 
rence ; and he apprehended no man but life 
Loidlhp hi rule If would ttain his well -earned 
lauiels by a conip&nfon. Mr. Huttings du$ 
not ad\ from any particular emergency. He 
was not driven to the extremity of adopting 
bhs meafuic to pay er fupply the troops 1 

and. 
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and, in fa£l, .lie nfTumed no plnufible argu- 
ment for his condudl. Gentlemen ought to 
weigh the ^circumftnnces, and fee whether 
the vices or virtues of the delinquent pre- 
ponderated. If he had a died from an error 
of judgment, he would be apt to admit an 
alleviation of lus crimes j but when Ins vir- 
tues were totally loll in his vices, he cer- 
tainly deferred pnnifhment. Were all the 
beroifm in the wot Id, and all the concomi- 
tant attractions of that quality! to npjtearm 
the ch.iradler of Mr. Halting?, it would not 
make him (Mr. Pitt) fwerve from his duty 
to the public. His crimes are of great mag- 
nitude ; and they are confiderably aggrav «ted 
by lus prefumption of defirmg Parliament, 
at the bar of that Houfe, not to ronfider I ns 
fervices as any claim for p.dhating his guilt. 
The prefent charge was not of luch impor- 
tance as the preceding} but every aiticle 
Slaving been fo well fuhftanti.ttcd, he woo id 
not throw a decejitious lliicld hrfoie tlfe 
individual by excu'pating him fto.n this 
article of a'.cufati»>n. He hoped the Com- 
mittee would not be captivated by the pofi - 
tiou'i of the noble Lord, as his philanthropy 
had not kept pace with jullice. • 

I.ord Mulgrave, Mr. lturgefs, Mr. Fran- 
cis, Mi. Dempflei , Mr. Dundas, and Major 
Scott fpoke.

Mr. Pitt moved, that the Houfe (hould 
refolve itfelf into a Committee on the further 
coufidei ation of the lefolutions refpedlmg 
the confolidation of the Culloms. He the/i 
moved fcveral refutations telpedliiig the 
impot ration of deals, battens, and Raves; , 
the lad of which contained a difficulty . 
Staves were imported from our colonies, as 
well as from foreign maikets ; and it (hould 
he our pohey to difcouiage tl*eir importation 
from any oilier place, but where we might 
ermfider them our own natural produce.

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Mr. Burke complained to the Houfe of 
the lhameful fuppi cilion of letters and cor- 
refpondence, which would have thrown great 
light on the charges agamft Mr. Hartings, 
and the want of wh.cli might he turned to 
the advantage of the culpr.t on his trial. To 
fiipply as much as in him lay \he deficiency, 
he moved for the production of fome Peifian 
Correfpondcncc, feveral accounts of money, 
the expenditure thereof, and other papers 
relative to the internal government of Oude 
and its dependencies.

The following motions were made and 
agreed to, v>z. for leave to hi ing m a hill 
for th- rcliaf of infolvent debtors and bank- 
rupts under certain dcfcnptions ; and for 
bringing in a hill for carrying into law the 
French Tieaty and the confohdation of 
duties. 

Mi. i ; ox rofe to make his promifecl con- 
ftitutional motion concerning the extent of 
Addrefles to the Clown, ire cenfureil m 
very ftvere language the conduft of Admi- 
niflration rcfpv£ting the French Treaty ; 
and apprehended, that the Add re h, larely 
voted by Parliament to liis Majefly on the 
fuhicCl, would he productive of dangerous 
confequenees to the Senate, as it might be 
eonfidcied as a precedent for pledging the 
Iloufe, m fwular circumttances, to content 
to any meafure propofed by the executive 
government. He renewed his objections to 
the Tieaty ; made fome allufions to the 
Treaty of Utrecht, which he faid had been 
firft carried by the Adniiniftration of the time, 
9 nd afterwards, when the countiy reflected 
on the pernicious fyttem, was totally icjedted 
by a vei y r onfidcrablc majority of Paihamei.t. 
There weie many extraordinary circum- 
flances attending the Treaty of Utiecht. 
Tire influence of the Crown, when the ap- 
probation of Parliament had been obtained, 
was fupper ted by the concurrence of a r.ot- 
ous mob •, but afterwards, when the eyes of 
the people were opened, the whole plan of 
the Treity was juftly execrated. From thefe 
fa&s, lie drew a probable conclufron, tlfat as 
the feniiments of the people h.rd not yet 
been fully alcertained, there m-ght, upon 
deliberation, be an alteration of opinion ; he 
thprefoiro hoped, that tbe Houfe would not 


be confidered as fettered or pledged by tbe 
prefent Addrefs npt to reject the whole 
fyftem, or relume their confideration of it, 
if expedient. — After a fpeech of confiderable 
length, he made a motion to the following 
purport : — That no Addrefs of the Common* 
be held to pledge the Houfe in its legiflative 
capacity, nor to deprive the fubie& of the 
right to petition ngainft any bill pending in 
Parliament, though founded on the principles 
off that Addrefs. 

The motion being feconded. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ridi- 
culed, in a pointed feries of irony, the whole 
tendency of the Right H011. Gentleman's 
arguments, lie laid, he attended until gi eat 
cm lofity to hear what the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman could advance on fuch a fubjedt ; and 
confclYcd, that lie ntvei heard a moic extra- 
ordinary fpeech within thofe walls. The 
Bight Mon. Gentleman flood forward a 
qji.impion for pai liamentai y piivilege, but 
eveiy argument which he had ufed tended to 
the fubvcfTion of the premiAs which he was 
anxious to eflahhfli. Could any gentleman 
for a moment imagine, that the Addrefs 
alluded to precluded and fctteied Paihament 
from giving an opinion on any future occa- 
fton ? The idea was abluidj confequcntly 
the Right Hon. Gentleman's motion wa$ 
nugatoiy. To admit the truth of fuch a 
proportion, was rccognifmg what Paihament 
had never thought or attempted to cftnbhlh, 
even in the nwft ftrenuous times of defpo- 
tilm and coiruption. It went f» f ar as t» 
operate to a complete furrendtr of their 
rights and liberties ; beenufe it was fav mg j n 
dneifl terms, that the Houfe had willingly 
abandoned the privilege and dignity prefer ved 
and tr.infmitted to them by their anccflors. 
Was it impoftible, from the nature of the 
pi efent Addrefs, to deliberate upon any bill 
brought into Parliament » Could they not 
object, amend, or rejeff, as opportunity 
oftered ? After dwelling m a happy manner 
on the frivolity of the motion, he concluded 
with ironically propoflng an amendment to 
the preamble, by interring, “ That the 
Houfe now declare which he imagined 
would render it moi e complete and uittlli- 
gbie. 

Several other members fpoke j and oa 
putling the queflion, theie aj»pe<*red.

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tf« waited on Lord Marchmonf, to make 
feme enquiries after particulars of Mr. Pope’s 
life : his firft queftion was. What kind of a 
man was Mr. Pope in his converfation ? 
His Lordfhip anfwered, that if the conver- 
sation did not take fomething of a lively or 
epigrammaii&al turn, he fell asleep, or per- 
haps pretended to do fo. 

Talking one day of the patronage the great 
fometunes affsft to give to literature and 
literary men- — Andrew Millar, fays he, is 
the Meeaenas of the age. 

Of the ftace of learqiog amoDgO^the Scots, 
he faid. It is with their learning as with pro- 
vi {tons in a befieged town, every one has a 
mouthful, and no one a bellyfull. 

Of Sir Jofhua Reynolds he rt'quefted three 
fellings | that he would not work on a Sun- 
day, that he would read a ponton of Scrip- 
Care on that day, and that he would forgive 
him a debt which he had incurred for fome 
benevolent pnrpofe. 

When he firft felt the flroko of the palfy, 
he prayed to God that he would fpare his 
mind, whatever lie thought fit to do with 
his body. 

To fome lady who was praifirg Shen- 
ftone’s poems very much, and who had an 
Italian greyhound lying by the fire, he fjid, 
Shenftonc holds amongft poors the fame i ail k 
your dog holds amongft dogs ; he has not the 
fagaeity of the hound, the docility of the 
fpaniel, nor the courage of the bull-dug ; 
yet he is ftill a pretty fellow. 

Johnfon faid he was better plea fed with 
the commendations bellowed oil his account 
of the Hebrides than on any hook he had 
l*ver written. Burke, fay* he, thought fc'ell 
#f the philofophy of it, Sir William Jones 
of Che ohfervations on language, and Mr. 
JSckfon of thofe on ti ade. 

Of Foote’s wit and rcadinefs of repartee 
he thought very highly — He was, fays he, 
the readied dog at an efcajie 1 ever knew : 
if you thought you had him on the ground 
fairly down, he was upon his legs and over 
MKkr (houlders again in an in ft ant. 

When fome one afleed him, whether they 
Atmild introduce Hugh Kelly, the author, to 
him — No, Sir, favs he; I never delire to 
Converfe with a man who has written nioie 
than he has read : — yet when his play was 
•dted. for (he benefit of his widow, Johnfon 
famifhed a prologue. 

Hft reported poetry with wonderful eeeray 
ahd feeling. He was feen to weep w hint 
ha repeated Goldfmith’s character of the 
E^gltfh in his Traveller, beginning thus — 
Seem o'er each hofom, &c. 

Sfb was forppofed to have aflfifted C.oldfmirh 
vqfy much in tltK poem, but ha- !te* n heard 
-Mi' fav Jdfeia „B)ichK have comubutcd three 


or four tines, taking together all he had 
done. 

He held all authors very cheap, that were 
not fatisfted with the opinion of the public 
about them. He ufed to fay, that every 
m.in who writes, thinks he can amufe or 
infix m mankind, and they muft be the belt 
judges of his precer.fions. 

Two days before he died, he faid, with 
foyie pleafantry. Poor JohnfOn is dying : 
**»* will fay, he dies of taking a few' grain* 
more of fquills than were ordered him ; 
***** will fay, he dies of the fcarifications 

made by the furgeon in his leg. His laft 

a& of underftanding is faid to have been ex- 
erted in giving his blefling to a young lady 
that rccpiefted it of Inm. 

He was always ready to aflift any authors 
in con ef ting tludr woiks, anu felling them 
to bookfelleis. I hare done wiiting, l.ud he, 
myfelf, and fhould aflift thofe that do write. 

Johnfon always ad v lied hi s fiiend«, when 
thrv were about to marry, to unite them- 
felves to a woman of a pious mid i elisions 
frame of mmd. Fear of the world, and a 
fenfe of honour, fmd he, may have an 
efTecU;'ron a man’s condudl and behaviour ; 
a woman without religion is without the 
only motive that in general can incite her to 
do well. 

When fome one afked him for what he 
fhould marry, he replied, firft, for viitue; 
fecoudly, for wit; tlmdly, for benuty ; aud 
fourthly, for money. 

He thought uorfe of the vices of retiit- 
ment than of thofe of fociety. 

He attended Mr. Thrrle in his laft mo- 
ments, anJ'ftayed in the room praying, as 
is imagined, till he had drawn Ins laft breath. 
His fervants, faid he, would have waited 
upon him in tins awful period, and why not 
Ins fi lend ? 

He was extremely fond of reading the 
lives of great and learned perfons. Tw’e 
or three years betore he died, 'he applied to 
a friend of his to give him a lift of thofe in 
tlie French language that were well written 
and genuine. He faid, that Bolinghroke 
hat! declared he could not read Middleton’s 
Life of Cicero. 

He was a great enemy to the piefent 
fafhicnable way of fuppoling worthlefs fend 
infamous perfons mad. 

He was not apt t.o judge ill of perfons 
without good reafons. An old fueiul of 
lu» uft,d to fa) , that in general he thought 
loo well of mankivftt. t 

One day, on feeing an old tenier lie 
afleep by the firc-fide at Streaiham, be faid, 
Prefto, you are, if poflibfo, a more 'lazy 
dog than 1 am . 

Being told that Churclnll bad abufed liim 
under the chara&ter of Pompofo, m hi 
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Ghott — I always thought, faiJ he, he was a 
(hallow fellow, and I think i'o Hill. 

The Duke of *" ** once find to Johnfon, 
that every religion had a certain degree of 
morality in it — Aye, my Lord, anlweied 
he, hut the Chi dtian religion alone puts it 
on its proper bafis. 

When forms one aflceJ him how ho felt at 
the indifferent reception of his tragedy at 
Drury-lane — L/ke the Monument, laid he, 
and as unfhaken as that fabric. * 

Being aficed by Dr. Lawrence what Tie 
thought the bett fy rtem of education, he re- 
plied, 'School in fchool- hours, and home-ui- 
flnuttion in the intervals. 

I would never, find he, defire a young 
man to neglect his bufinels for the pui pole 
of pwrfuing his Rudies, becaut'e it is unrea- 
fonable ; 1 would uu\y defue him to lead ai 
thole hours when he would otherwile be 
unemployed. 1 will not promife that he 
wll be .1 Bentley ; but it he be a lad of any 
pans, lie will ceiiauily make a tenfitfte 
niv.i. 

I lie piftjic of him by Sir jolhua Rey- 
nolds, which was painted for Mr. Ue^u-

YOUR fee one! letter, my de<ir Pdavome, 
has tilled my he<irt with joy. How dial nuns; 
and flauciing it is m be beloved by an old 
fchool- fellow, and at the d'l franco of lour 
thoufand leagues. 1 molt gl.iuly cmbiacc the 
offer you make me oi the maimfcnpt luftory 
of Indoftan. I uitiefitly wifti to he accjUdint- 
cd with a enuntiv to winch Pythagoras re- 
torted for mill udlu»wi. I am apt to imagine 
that things me furpnfipgly chained fince 
that time, and that the Uuiverfity of Jagan.it 
m certainly very mfenor to tliofe of Oxford 
and Cambridge. Men are born pretty much 
alike every wheur, at lead if we may judge 
by the old world : It is the form of govern- 
ment that produces a change of the manners, 
and in les and lowers whole nations at once. 
Fields of com appear now in that very Ca- 
pitol where Scipio triumphed, and Cicero 
declaimed. The Egyptians, who in the be- 
ginning inftrudtcd other nations, are now the 
vile llavcs of the Turks. The Englifli, who 
in Crcfar’s time were but barbarians, arc be- 
come now ihe-fiift philofophers on caitli j 
and, unluckily for us, the matters of trade and 

commerce, and the lords of the ocean. 

[I/jingi ate no w changed again, remarks the 
cditoi of thefe letters in French , he would 
not have datrd to make thii remark afti t the 
fence of 1763.] — I am afraid they will be 
bold enough to attempt another vifit to your 

Coatt. M. Duplex has re pul fed them ; 

I hope you will do the fame. I am 

interelled for the fuccefs of the Company, 
not only on your account, but becaufe I fkn 
a Frenchman, and (till more, becaufe I have 
the heft part of my fortune in the Compa- 
ny’s haniL. Thet'e are certainly three good 
reafons for being very much concerned for 
the lof$ of Mazulipatam. I have known 
Lally and Defoupire } the latter came to fee 
me at my little cottage at Ferney, before he 
fet out for the Eaft ; and it was by him 1 
fent my letter to ypu at Surat. Impute this 
miftake to the indelible remembrance I have 
of you ; I am always thinking of Maurice 
de PiUvoine, of Surat : It 1$ thus you were 
called at college, where we learned together 
to lifp a few Latin phrafes, which I am apt 
to think are of no great fervice to you now 
in the Ealt- Indies. The Malabanc dialeft 
would be better. I fliould he heartily glad 
to know whether any traces are now re- 
maining of the ancient language of the Brac- 
mans.^XIie modern Bramim boaft of know- 
* n B it ; 'frut do they underftand their Vedam 9 
1$ it true that the inhabitants of that coun- 
try are natnraUy good, beneficent, and of a 


mild temper ? They have certainly a great 
advantage over the Europeans. They want 
nothing from us ; and we are obliged to 
recur to them for cotton, painted linen, fpice, 
pearl, and diamonds. Spurred on by ava- 
rice, we fill their coafts “with cannon-balls, 
levelled again ft one another. I don’t remem- 
ber to have ever heard of Indians coming to 
fight a battle on the coafts of Brittany or 
Normandy again ft other Indians, for the 
of obtaining the preference of our 
Abbeville cloths, or Laval linen. The 
want of peaches, bread, and wine, cannot* 
be a great lofs to thofe who have large quan- 
tity of pine-apples, lemens, citrons, and 
cocoa-nuts. The inhabitants of Siam and 
Japan cannot regret Burgundy. I imitate 
tliofe people ; I keep at home ; I enjoy a 
free and independent efface on the frontier* 
of France. The country 1 live in is a beau 
tiful bafon of about 20 leagues, furronnded 
on all fides by lofty mountains. It is not 
unlike the kingdom of Cachem.rc in minia- 
ture. 1 am Lord of the Manor in two 
parities, and I have a confiderable extent of 
ground. The peaches, that you feem to 
regret the lofs of, are excellent in my gar- 
dens jiund my vines afloid a pretty good fort 
of wine. I have built a lioufe rather too 
magnificent for my fortune ; but I have 
not been fo filly as to ruin mylelf in columns 
and architraves. I have with me part of my 
family, and fome amiable and refpeAable 
friends. This is my manner of living, whieh 
1 would not change for the molt brilliant 
charge in the world. It is true, I do not 
enjoy a good ffate «f health, but by a proper 
1 egimtn I render it tolerable. You were 
born, if I remember well, with a ftronger 
conftitution, mid arc rather more lobuft than 
1 am ; and I fancy you’ll live to the age of 
Auiengzeb. 1 think I have remarked, that, 
when once accuffomed to the heat of the 
climate, a man may live a long time m the 
Eaft- Indies. I have been told, that feveral 
Rajahs and Omiahs have lived almoft a cen- 
tury : our great Lords and Monarchs luve 
not found out that fecret yet. Let it be as 
it will, I wdh you heartily a long and 
happy life. You are no doubt very much 
at your eafe, and making a fortune ; it 
would not be worth while to be m the Eaft- 
lndies without that. The Company, it is 
true, is not rich ; commerce has proved 
unfuccefsfnl, and the wars have ruined it 5 
but an individual, a member of the Council, 
cannot fuXfer all thefe inconveniencies. Pray 
let me know what /hay be your hopes and 
your future profpe&s, and believe that your 
affairs will ever intereft the heart of

pERO was defended oh the female

betides the ahnoft daily plots to poil'on 
him, many a fad kick and bang he got, 
whenever nis Lordfhip's back was turned. 

So palled his days, till old aec, battened 
on by luxuiy and inactivity, Tor he in*

In his pcifon Pero wai mod remark- 
ably well made, and beautifully fpolted 
with liver colour, except on his left hind 
lee, where he wore two black fpots. One 
of his cars was a little tern, occafi^ncd 
.by the riot in the kennel already men- 
tioned. But he had great cxprrfllon in his 
countenance. When his Lordfhip would 
hold up to him the wing of a fowl 01 a 
flice of veniibn, he would le r at it fo 
flyly, and wag his fail, and turn up one 
ear, as if lillemng with gieut attention, 
which, togeihei with tlic arch c.iif of Ins 
eyes, gave him a “wonderful l«»ok of u- 
gacity. He w:u firm in his fiivndlhips, 
and grateful to his bcncfaitoi % whom he 
would attend by night and l>v div ; J>ut 
he was vindictive to a high degiee, and 
could never forbear growling, when any 
who had nil d him ill entered the pnilour, 
while he lay at his Loi dihip’s flct. He

CHARACTFR OF SIR. PAUL PYNDAR. 

“IN the \vir 1566, the fa id Sir Paul 
Pynd u was bun at Wcllingbiough, in 
the county of N01 thampton, of Iionett 
p^jenth*, where the family bade >ntinued 
with a competent ettate for fomc hundred 
of years together. Hu father having, 
bred him at lchool fit for the univeifity, 
his fon rather inclined to be a Mm lefnian ( 
whercfoiche font him to London, wliere, 
he was bound an apprentice at the age of. 
17 ycar«, unto Mr, John Parvilh, an*, 
ltali n me; chant j who lent him, after hey 
had ferved half bis time, to be his fa&or, 
at Venice j where he ferved out the reft ft 
and then, having great com millions, both, 
from his matter and divcjs others of the, 
mott trading kingdoms, he continued in- 
Italy and parts adjacent, tor the fpace of; 
fifteen yeais, or thereabout, trading upon, 
his own account and commifiione/ wncr#, 
he got a very plentiful ellatc ; then returned , 
iifto England $ where, after he had traded : 
five years longer, and appearing the mpft^ 
eminent merchant upon the Exchange, 
both for experience, efface, perfon, and 
* languages. 
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languages* the Turkey Company, in the 
year 1611, importuned King James to 
fend him Ambaffador to the Grand 
Seignior at Constantinople ; which employ- 
ment, after much Solicitations, he em- 
braced, to the great Satisfaction of the 
King and the Turkey Company, in whofe 
fervice he continued nine years* where by 
his good conduct he much improved the 
Levant trade and mai.ufaCtuies of Eng- 
land, which had been undervalued by the 
French and Dutch. After his return 
from the embaffy, in the year 1620, King 
James offered him to be Lieutenant of the 
Tower, which he modcftly iefu led ; but, 
upon the perfuaiion of Sir William Cock- 
ayne and Sir Aithur Ingram, Ik* was 
brought to be one of the tanners of the 
Cuftoms, and to advance monies for flip- 

J riies of the late King's neccffary occa- 
ionsj and to fmuiih the crown with 
jewels, to his infinite lol's and prejudice. 
Neverthelels, he manifested his loyalty 
to that degree, towaids the prefervation 
of the Royal Family, that he lent ieveral 
considerable Sums of money, in gold, to 
the late King Charles, at Oxtoid, by 
Madam Jane Wliorewood, in the yeais 
1643 and 1644, for tranfpoi tation of the 
Queen and hei children, which his now 
Majeity hull often and lately acknow- 
ledged lor a moll acceptable ilrvicc. 

“ William Toomes and Richard Lane, 
bis calhiers and accomptants, caft up Sir 
Paul Pyndai’s eltate, in the year 1639, 
which con lilted in ready money, allum, 
and good debt* upon tallies and obliga- 
tions fidm noblemen and others at couri, 
and which amounted then to the fuin of 
*15,6001. tteihng } a greater part whereof 
was employed in the lame manufacture of 
allum: toi winch allum farm Sir Paul 
Pyndar paid annually ia,oool. Sterling 
rent to the Crown, tor x8 years fucceSIively j 
■*-a branch of ihr publiorevenue lately ex- 
tinguished, under the notion of a mono- 
poly, and that Staple commodity of the 
growth and manufa&ure of England 
expofed to undervalues for want of a' due 
regulation in trade. Sir Paul Py ndar was 
obliged by the grant from the King to 
furniSh the city of London and all parts of 
England with allum at twenty pounds a 
ton, and to tranfpoi t the overplus, which 
be did in great quantities into Holland, 
France, Hamburg, and other parts, tu 
the advantage and benefit of the King 
j*nd kingdom. 


tc This manufacture of allum was firft 
brought out of Italy, in thole parts tinder 
the Pope’s temporal jurisdiction, and fet 
on work by an Italian, a friend of Sir 
Paul Pyndar’s, in King James his time, 
who much cncoui aged the making thereof, 
and fet up the fii If pans, coppers and ma- 
terials in YoikShiic, at the charge of the 
Ci own. Btfore that lime all allum was 
impoiled into England out of the Pope’s 
ten Rories, at fix t y pounds Starling a ton, 
under the name of Roman Allum, vul- 
gaily called Roach Allum, that tailed a 
conhderabie yearly revenue to the Pope. 

“ There remains nothing vilible at this 
time to the family of Sir Paul Pyndar 
out of all thofe gieat acquisitions, but his 
memory engraven with mode It char aCtais 
upon a black marble itome, over hisgiave, 
in Si. Botolph's Church, without Biihopl- 
gate, London, in thole tonowful days 
when he died. The epitaph is as follows : 

<l Sir Paul Pyndar, nmbaffador to the 
<c Turkish Emperour, anno 1611, 
“ and refident there 9 years, faith - 
“ full in negociations, tor rain and 
<£ domcll ick, eminent for piety, cha-

“ William l oonies, lus executor, made 
probate of Sir Paul Pyndar lm, I ill will 
and tcitament ; wherein, amonglt otlier 
legacies, he bequeathed Seven ihouiand 
pounds to the hoipitals m London and 
Southwark. I he Said Tuomts exhibited 
an inventoiy, but could not get in the 
eltate, molt part thereof bung upon 
tallies and allignments upon divcis col- 
lections which weie tli veiled to other uits j 
and many of the noblemen bung inlbi- 
vent. He discharged the w 01k men a re- 
mainder of ten ihouiand pounds expended 
by Sir Paul Pyndar in his life-time, upon 
the porch of St. Paul l s Church, in Lon- 
do’xy-oii the South Side. But Mr. Toomes 
binding fuch a valt eltate io intangled, 
and his expectations i'o trullrated, he had 
not a Spirit to bear lus affliction?, therefor© 
laid violent hands upon luniiclf, in the 
year 1655, and wu* found a jrf Q Ue fc"

A S an admirer equally of Shakfpeare 
and of Johnfon, I was naturally led to 
examine, in the late elegant edition of 
Johnfon's Works, the preface to our 

f reat dramatic bard. The name of Sir 
ohn Hawkins being enrolled among the 
number of the Shaklpcarian Commenta- 
tors, I thought it pollible that ih c oh fc un- 
ties of Johnfon’s preface might, in fome 
calcs, be illuminated by the l'plcndour of 
this Editor's genius. Nor was I wholly 
difappointed ; for though no illu ft rations 
be aimed, the Jilent removal of John- 
foil's concluding paragraph, is a glofs 
which reflc&s honour on llie amputaiorf 
us the public may judge from a perufal of 
the lines omitted, here accurately tranf- 
cribed 1 “ Of what has been performed 
in this revifal, an account is given in the 
following pages by Mr. Steevens, who 
might have lpoken both of his own dili- 
gence and fagacity in terms of greater 
lelf-approbation, without deviating from 
modefty or truth." 

Sir John Hawkins (for reafons beft 
known to hieifelf) chufing to omit the 
above paragiaph, pretends to have ic- 
pubJifhed the whole preface from the Edi- 
tion of 1765, which he mifcalls 1768; 
but unluckily for the Knight, the fol- 
lowing variations, all of which he has 
printed, were not inferted till fubfequent 
imprefkons of the fame woik. For iu-

Edition 1765, in the paragraph be- 
ginning 14 That this is a practice con- 
trary, Ac." has 44 alterations of exhi- 
bition.'* •The Edition 1785 (and that 
only) very properly, and from a correc- 
tion of the Doctor’s own, read, “ alter - 
nations of exhibition,’* as the Knight has 
printed it. 

In Edition 1765, in the paragraph be- 
ginning "< But the admirers of this great 
poet, Ac.'* the following ientence is 
wanting ; nor was it inllrted by the 
DoCtor till the Edition 17785 41 What 
he does beft he Toon ceafes to do." The 
Knight, however, has given it as pait 
of the preface Edition 1765. 

I11 tne Edition 1765, in the paragraph 
beginning 44 Thelc elevations and ae- 
preflions, Ac.” we have — “ fays Achilles 

to his captive.' 1 In Edition 1778, »t is 

— 44 fays Homer s Hero to his captive *'* 
and yet the Knight prints this variation 
alio as if k had been found in Edition 
1765. The preface to the Edition 1785, 
is alio followed in its very blunders. For 
inftance, 44 He is not,'* fays DoCtor 
Johnfon in all former Editions, 44 long 
foft and pathetic, without, Ac." The 
Knight however, with Edition 1785, 
omits the word long a clear proof that 
he did not print from Edition 1765.

KING RICHARD III.— M A C B E T H. 
To the PHlioftl^ICAL SOCIETY, 


Gentlemen, 

rr»HE late Mr. Whateley’s Remarks on 
-I’ fome of the 'Charaffets of Shak- 
fpeare, have (hewn, with the utmolt clear- 
ness of diftinClion and felicity of arrange- 
ment, that what in Richard til. 19 Forti- 
tude, in Macbeth if no more than Re- 
folution. But this excellent critic hay- 
ing imputed the caiile of Macbeth's infe- 
riority in courage to his natural dilpofi- 
tioii, induces sac to diffent in one parti- 


cular from an Effay which otherwife is too 
compreheniive to need a lupplement, and ' 
too argumentative to admit ot confu- 
. tat ion. 

Throughout fuch parts of this drama 
as afford opportunities for a difplay of 
pcrfonal bravery, Macl>eth fometimes 
/crews hts courage to the flicking placet 
but never rifes into conftituiional tieroifm. 
Inftead of meditating fome decifivc ftroks 
G g * 011 
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•n the enemy, his reftlcfs ami felf'accuf- 
ingmiml diichaigcs itl'elf in fplenetic cf- 
fulions and perlbnal inveftives on the at- 
tendants about his peilhn. His genuine 
intrepidity had foiiaken him when he 
ceafed to be a virtuous character. He 
would now deceive hiinfclf into confi- 
dence, and depends on forced alacrity, 
and artificial valour, to extricate hun 
from his prefent difficulties. Defpon- 
dency too deep tobt rooted out, and fuiy 
too irregular to be fucccfsful, have by 
turns pofleffion of his mind. Though 
he has been flu red of vnfcat he* certainly 
credited, that none of woman bomjhall 
hurt kirn, he has twice given us rcafon 
to fuppofe he would have fled, but that 
he cannot , being tied to the flake, and 
compelled to fight the court e. Suicide 

nlfo has once entered into his thoughts, 
.though this idea, in a paioxyfm ofnoiiy 
valour, is fupprefled. Vet here it muit 
be acknowledged his apprehenfions had 
betiayed him into a ftrange inconfiltency 
of belief. As heperfiiUd in luppofinghe 
could be deltroyed by /;/>»;,-■ of woman 
'born, by what means did he think to de- 
ft roy himfclf ? for he \v is produced in 
the common way of nature, and fell not 
within the dele rip tion of the only objefil 
that could end the being of Macbeth. In 
fhort, his efforts are no longer thole of 
courage, but of delpair excited by lcif- 
convittion, iniuualcd by :he menaces of 
an injured father, and confirmed by a 
piefentiment of inevitable defeat. Thus 
l.tuateu — Dam nee luce put- nec mortem 
arccre licebit , — he very naturally , ore - 
fers a manly and violent, to a lhaincful 
and lingering torn i nation of life.

ability to do the cariicft mifchief of which 
infancy is capable. JMacbeth, on the 
contrary, till deceived by the illufions of 
witchcraft, anddcpiavtd hv the luggef- 
tions ot hi *, wife, was a religious, tem- 
perate, and blameli fs character. 7'he 
vices of the one wc.*e originally woven 
into Ins hi. art ; thole of the other we-e 
only applied to the furface of his difpo- 
lition. 1'iicy can icaice l e laid to have 
penetrated quite into its fubllancc, for 
while there wa, fhmie, there miglu have 
been ivionnation.

The truth is, that the mind of Richard, 
unimpregnated by original moraliiy, ami 
uninfluenced by the laws of.

beth is confined to the fingle conquefl of 
Seward, a novice in the art of war. Nei-* 
ther are the truly brave ever dilgraced by 
unnecelVary deeds of cruelty. The vic- 
tims of Richard therefore are merely fuck 
as obftru&ed his progrefs to the crown* 
or betrayed the confidence he had i\ polled 
in their affurtmees of fidelity. Macbeth, 
with a lavage wanton nets that would have 
diflionoureueven a Scythian female, cuts 
off a whole defencelefs family, though 
the father of it was . the only reafonablc 
obieft; of his fear.— Can it be a queftion 
then winds of thefe two perlbnages would 
mamfett the molt determined valour in 
the field ? Shall we hclttate to bellow 
the palm of courage on thedteady. unre- 
pcnting Yorkilt, in whofe bofom ideas of 
hereditary greatnefs, and confidence re- 
fultmg from fuecef% had fed the flame of 
glory, and wlw dies in combat tor a 
crown which h.td been the early object 
of his ambition > and (hall we allot the 
fame wreath to the wavering Iclf-convifted 
Thane, who, educated without even a 
diflant hope of royalty, had been Aig- 
gefled into greatnefs, and yet, at lalt, 
would forego it all to lecure himielf by 
flight, hut that flight is beconfc an im- 
poflibility ? 

To conclude, a picture of confcience 
encroaching on fortitude, of magnani- 
mity once animated by virtue^ and af- 
terwards extinguifhed by guilt, was what 
Shakfpearc meant to difolay in the cha- 
racter and conduit of Macbeth.

AN ACCOUNT OF EMANUEL SWEDENBORG. 
(With a Portrait of Him.) 


O F KM.wuri SwTDENnoitG, a man 
ot giL.it \iitin.* and lare endow- 
ments ; who, in the language of one ot 
his Etilogifls, vas uc\cr iangued in his 
Itudious applications, and unwcaricdly 
purfuod his invcfligations into the molt 
ptofound and ditiicult l’cienccs ; who 
lor llveial yiais fuccefli\cly made many 
cffoiis to difcovcr the lccrcts ot r.atuie, 
opened and made clear the way to attain 
to certain feitnees, and in the end penc- 
nated into theinnvofl receffes of the moil 

{ nofnund lee rets, without ever having 
ofl fight of iound morality, or the fear 
of tlu Supicme Being ; who prefer ved 
the whole llruigth of liu mind to the lafl, 
wnhout experiencing that decay of men- 
tal i acuities unto which lb many are fub- 


je£l afrer a long purfuit of fcicnce, and to 
the perfection of which fo few attain ; 
but whofe mind having been opened in 
all its parts, and whofe knowledge ex- 
ceeded the ufual limits — has given occa. 
'fion to feveral to judge variouily relpeft- 
ing him, according to the manner in 
which things were reprefcnted, and the 
view in which they regarded him. Of a pcf- 
fon delcribed in thefe terms, though by the 
pen of a panegyrift, the curiofity of the 
public may naturally be excited, and that 
cur)ofity we lhall endeavour to gratify. 

From a letter dated at London 1769, 
our author fays of himfetf, “ I was born 
at Stockholm, in the year of our Lord 
1689, Januaiy 19. My father was Bi- 
fhop of Weflgothia, and of celebrated 

chai after 
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eharnftfr in his time t he was alfo a 
member of the. Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Gotpcl, formed on (he model 
of that of England, and appointed Pre- 
sident of the Swedilh Churches in Penn- 
fylvania and London, by King Charles 
XII. In the year 1710, I began my 
travels fir ft into England, and aftei wards 
into Holland, France, and Germany, 
and returned home in 2714. In the 
year 1716, and afteiwards, I frequently 
convened with Charles XII. King of 
Sweden, who was pleafed to heftow on 
me a huge Ihaic of his favor r ; and in 
that vear appointed me to the cilice of 
AiTelfor in the Metallic College, in which 
office I continued from that imu nil 1747, 
when I quitted the office j but (fill retain 
the falary annexed to it as an appointment 
for life. The reafomof my withdi awing 
from the bulinefs of that employment, 
was, that I might be more at liberty to 
apply myfclf to that new function to 
which the Lord had called me. About 
this time a place of higher dignity in the 
State was offered me, which L declined to 
accept, left it fhould prove a fnare to nit. 
In 1719, I was ennobled by Queen Ul- 
rica Eleanora, from which lime I have 
taken my feat with the nobles of the 
Equoftrian Order, in the triennial affem- 
blies of the States. I am a Fellow by 
invitation of the Royal Academy of 
Sciences at Stockholm ; but have never 
defned to be of any other community, 
ms J belong to the Society of Angels, m 
•which things fpiritual anti heavenly are 
the only fuhjt&s oj difcouife and enter- 
tainment ; whereas in our Liteiai^ So- 
cieties, the attention is wholly taker up 
with things relating to the body and ...is 
woild. In the year 17 34, I publilhtd the 
Regmim Miner ale at Leiplio, in time 
volumes folios and in 1738, I took a 
journey into Italy, and ftaui a year at 
Tenirc and Rome. 1 ’ 

We fhall here, for the prefer. t, leave 
eur author's account of himiell in his 
Own words, and piocced to 1nfo.1v. 01. r 
Readers, that in 1709 he publdhcd a 
DiJiey'tut'on, which was highly applauded 
as the production of fo young a man. 
In 1710, he publilhtd at Ska* a a collec- 
tion of pieces on diffeicntfubjeids in La- 
tin verl'e, under the title of Lmlus Heliqp- 
tnust f»*ve Cur mint) Mifcellanca quee i<a- 
riis in locis ceuniU About 1 716, lie 
began fix pamphlets of Ella) s, ;u.d his 
Obftrvations on the Mathematics ard 
Phy ileal Sciences, which wtie published 
mt Stockholm in 410. under the title of 
JEb*f teius Hyptrbtreuu Thvfc 


written in the Swedilh language, and the 
fifth was tianllaied and printed in Latin. 

On his return fiom his fit ft voyage 
into foreign countries, he appeared as 
fixed on Mathematics and Pliyhcs. The 
knowledge he acquired in thefe fciences, 
foon bi ought lnm into an acquaintance 
with the Swedilh Archimedes, Chrifto- 
pher Polhamraar, at that time AlTeflbr, 
a^d afterwards Councilor of Commerce, 
and Chief of the Order of the Polar Star, 
known afterwards by the name of Pol- 
hem. This acquaintance not only pro- 
cured him an addition of knowledge in 
Mcchamlm, which he then fought after, 
and was fond of, but alfo the fame re- 
gard from King Charles XII. as he 
had conceived lor Polhammar. Hence 
is the rcalbn that thejpatents or diploma of 
Afleflor, given at Sund the 18th of Oc- 
tober, 1716, declare as their motive, 
that the King had a regard for Sweden - 
Borg's mechanical knowledge, and that 
he fhould be the alTociate of Polhammar, 
to ailift him in the direftion of buildings, 
and mechanical works. Thefe diplo- 
mas, and the convention that the King 
had yriih thefe two learned men on that 
fciencc, and divers other parts of the 
Mathematics, and on the analytic and 
algebiaic calculation, (which conven- 
tion Do6tor Nurdbeig ha* related in his 
Hiftory of Charles XII.) evinces that 
the King had intended, that thefe two 
men of abilities Ihould a£t conjointly in 
bulinefs of that kind. The united tal-nts 
and happy invention of thefe two great 
men, wire frequency made ufeofbythe 
King. If this was a proper place to recall 
to mind the great mechanical works that 
have done Pol hem fo much honour, men- 
tion might be made of the famous Bark 
of Luckeby, of tnc Sluice of Tiolhatte, 
and the Baton of Carllcromc, formed to 
icpair Ihips. But it is of S 'edenborg we 
aietol'peak. He executed, byhimlelf, a 
work ot the greateft impo. iance,at the time 
of ti»e liege ot Fredriikfall, in 171S. By 
cutting through the mountains, and rail- 
ing tr.e v.dlies by the help of proper in. 
liniments, for the length of two miles 
and a half, that is, from Stromftad to 
Idef-joi, which leparates Sweden from

I. in 17145 containing many cm ions 
aiu-cdotes anil fafts, wlm.li have eftaptd 
otlui Hiitoiians, and throw mw light on 
f.-veral impoitant tianfaftions in this 
i mgdom. Dw/lor Jlolhnghcii v com- 
municated this diicovcry to ionic ti lends, 
wliodcliied him to fhew it to the Earl of 
Haidwicke, a competent judge of hilto- 
rieal truths ; who appioved it, and ex- 
pieffcd his wann commendation of it, as 
tkiiiibmg cliai aiders and events woitliy 
of general comiminicalion. Do&orllol- 
lingheny, as an acknowledgement to 
Lord Hiirdwicke for the trouble lie fbok 
in pending the manufeript, has, with the 
Kail's permiflion, dedicated to his I.ord- 
fliip his relation Mr. Cunningham 1 1 
Hittory. Doctor Hollingberry alio Cub- 
mitted Mr. Cunningham's manufeript to 
the Revei end Doftor John Douglas, 
Canon Reiidentiary of St Paul’s Church, 
a gentleman well known in the liteiary 
world, who examined it with attention, 
and being of opinion. That it would con- 
tribute not a little to the amufement and 
initruftion of mankind, agned with 


other rc fpeft able chataftcts in deli ring to 
lee it in print. 1 he favoutable 'opinion 
of theie eminent nun induced Dudoi 
Hollpudicuy to give if to the public. Mrs 
Hi It d -hiMi was to have produi.c*d it in tlie 
onqmal 5 but knowing hinv few arc ful- 
fil nf'.tiy leaincd to imdciiiand, and how 
11. any aie iudilpofcd to read two large 
quarto volunv-s in Latin, however cntci - 
fuming the fubieft, he altered his pur- 
pole, and intituled himfclf to have fent it 
into the world 111 a tianlhition, A ner- 
vous fever defeated lu» intention : but 
that the woild might not be diihppointed 
of the aniulenunt and infoimation it may 
a fibre?, Mr. Cunningham’s manufciipt 
was committed to the care and manage- 
ment of tlu- Reverend Do ft or William 
Thomlbn, known in the Republic of 
Letters as the author of a philofophical 
jeu d'cfpiit *, and of the continuation 
of Principal Watfon's Hidory of Spain, 
when that kingdom took the lead in the 
affairs of Europe. 

To his tin 1 illation Doftor Thom/on ' 
Iffcs piefixeil an Introduction, containing 
critical and biographical memoirs of tlfe 
author and of his writings. After mak- 
ing fevcral iull obfci vatiuiis on the preient 
rage both for writing and leading every- 
thing that wears the llinbianceof hiilo- 
n'4 al compofition, Doftor Thomfon al- 
lcrt«f that Mi. Cunningham’s Hifioiy 
“ is neither a re* publication not a mne 
compilation of fafts ; that it ij not ad - 
d ref led merely, though it certainly be in 
part, to the paflion for anecdotes and 
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tiquitics ; and that it i> not dictated by 
a lpisit of controwrfy. It is the pso- 
du&ion of a nan, who, having bv - 
*d long on the llagc, ami csnvcrfui miu ii 
with the principal n&oi . in public liff, .s 
animated b) the recent fa ms he had ft cm ; 
and in Ion. c of whir h in. Irmfjlf had xc.wd 
a pait. It contains many fafts and an. c- 
dotes that leave pallid unobUrvcd by 
other Hiftorian s : fbme, though not new, 
when coiifnleied fi pn au-Iy, arc ft levied, 
difpofed, arid dcfciibrd with a fk’,11 which 
beftows on them .ill the gi:ue of novelty ; 
and the whole of them, whither new or 
old, aic united b\ a jnsnciplo of mn- 
nex on into one in torching mow, which 
mahit an impieifion on th** mind of lome- 
tl.ing that is uniform and entire.** T!ii» 
yencial character of Cunningham’s Hif- 
rory, which is perfectly j u (V , the author 
of the Introduction proceeds f o confirm 
and illuftratc by an mum ciat ion of p;u- 
lirulats. 

• The general effect or impreflion, Doc- 
tor Thomfon oblcrvcs, the moll linking 
truth or moial that remains in the min i 
after reviewing any ferics of events which 
impels the Hiftorian or < p c poet to 
communicate his fcimmtnts and cnio- 
T’ons to others, ferves, at the fame time, 
as a hand of union among the tinnllic- 
t»ons and occuricncer. whnh he involves 
m the ftre.im of his vompofition. 'J ins 
h?nd of union is alfo a clue hy which he 
wind*, hack and unfolds tin: concatenation 
vircumftanccs which pioduicd the 
grand event or effect that hut imerefted 
anil induced him totianfmit thefe to pof- 
ttrity, whether in the naked hmplictty of 
Ci uili, or adorned with the gi acts of 
Litton. And as the Heroic Poet, after 
briefly announcing the* fobjeit that fires 
his foul, does not fly ducttly and ra- 
pidly to the end he has n\ view, but, on 
the contrary, keeps long «n the* wing, 
and aims in his flight to waim the mind, 
and to gratify its valt defiles by the fre- 
quent views of the grandeur, magnifi- 
cence, and beauty of liatmc* anil pi evi- 
dence ; fo the Hiftorian diveiiihes his 
narrative hy incidents, c ircum fiances, 
and digrcffions. Vanous denes arc open- 
ed,— various characters and manners; 
»iul the vaiicty of ftyle is luiteel to the 
variety of the matter. — Examining M^. 
Cunningham’s HHtoiy by thelc c.iwons 
eferiticiftn. Doctor Thomfon has rca- 
lon to pronounce it a juft and legitimate 
compolition, and to rank its author with 
our Humes, Robertibns, and Gibbons, 
in the \ei) jiiil ebis of our lliftonans. 
One gieat moral or cud of Cunning- 


ham’s Hiltoiy is to ill ultra te the advan- 
tage of compact over divided dominion, 
and of unitoi lnity of defign over unftcady 
councils. He dt feribes the grcatnels of 
the Auftiian dominions, which were alto 
v cited in the fame family tiiat fwiycdthe 
imperial lceptie of Germany. Vet Lewis 
XIV. c.f Fiance alone was not afraid to 
iittack the wide dominions of fo great a 
Vmnly ; and though that family was 
aided or favouml by ahnoft all the othei 
Piinces anil States of Europe, after two 
wiis, which palled by the name of Con- 
fnlciate, at a time when the Duke of 
M u lboiough, having opened a way into 
tin* heart of Fiance, had determined, and 
was prepared to march to the French ca- 
pital by way of Calais, tin* Marquis of 
Torcy negociated die peace of Utrecht, 
which, by railing the Duke of Anjou to 
the throne of Spain, united that king 
dom to France, and thereby citttblilhcd 
a power in the Houle of Bouibon change - 
ions to the liberties of Eui ope. 

Mr. Cunningham having brought his 
nanative to that point in which all the 
more ments which from its fubioSl attain- 
ed then full and juft tcunination, for the 
fat i stallion of his leaders winds up the 
whole with a luminary account ot the 
foi tune and fate of the* principal parties 
concerned in the ffenes lie had defcnbed. 

Mr. Cunningham thioughout tlic 
whole Iliftory makes icafonahlc and plea- 
iing digrellions fiom politic ks and vv.u to 
tlu- aits of peace, marking the piogicis 
ot the mechanical as well as the libeiut 
aits. The charadtcis that were mof{ 
diltmguiihcd in the con tells and contro- 
veriies of the day, whatever they were, 
aie recouled and deicribcd in a very in- 
terelting manner. The various fixa- 
tions in which our author was placed, 
gave him opportunities of penetrating 
within the curtain, ar.d of feeing men off 
then guard. Accordingly we find him 
maikmg the expreflion of their counte- 
nance atul the tones of their voice, and ob- 
feiving all the traces and workings of 
pafliun s and as he enters deeply into the 
tempers of individuals, lb he hits off with 
great felicity the fpirit of the times. — 
Among the various chara&eis exhibited 
in this very interefting publication, we

Although Mr. Cmytingham’s Hiftory 
abounds throughout the whole w'iih re- 
fined obfeivaiions j yit does hr not ob- 
tmde his iefle£hon$ in a formal and dicta- 
torial manner, but with equal elegance 
and cone 1 lends, either fuggerts them in 


n very few words or involves them in the 
It. earn of his nairativc. He is parlieu- 
i:ily well acquainted with the nature of 
the Biiiiih Conftitution, and the means 
by which it in:'y he either prolonged or 
overturned. lie fluws gieat learning, 
without pedantry or odentation, and a 
deep inlight into human * nature. Al- 
though he docs not attach himfelf fo 
nv ch ;s ii-inr late waters of memoirs f<> 
ciicnmibmc s and anecdotes, yet is hi** 
*v t »ik fuiirr pci haps of both, than any 
r’lvr I!*d<yy of high reputation.— — Bi- 
fliop Bui net, who, like our Hidoiian* 
wmiemi a< count of his own times, fpt-aks 
v fihe l Le it Cz ir of Mufccvy with much 
n.diflVi. nee, arid in a manner rather dif- 
1. 1 pdf ful. He had heard vciy high ac- 
count*, he infoi ms us, of his capacity $ 
but when, vi:th his ufu.d curioiity, he 
i.uil to the dock-yards, when* the Czar 
was at- k among the ihip-buildcrs, he 
v, as :f.ii. pointed $ and he makes no feru- 
j lo dciiaic, that the genius of this 
Piiiuc .ipp'Mi cd to him to be more adapted 
to the occupations of a caipenter :hau 
the government of an empire. Mr. 
Cunningham ipeaks of this great man m 
a f hi different itrain. « A little before 
t!iis time, (the Treaty of R^'iwick in 
1597) the CVa: of Mufeovy, Great 
Duke of Rulfia, came into Holland only 
a private aitifirer, to fee King Willi- 
am. They met in a private houfc at 
Utrecht. The Czar, who was a very 
tall man, embracing the King, laid, 
‘‘ Lo ! here is an ample reward of all 
my labours." Nor did he alk any thing 
but the King's piotc&ion. The King, 
with great civility, promifed him that, 
andtveiy thing that was honourable j 
and farther gave him an invitation, if he 
would hi pkalcd, to come into England. 
That lame night the King went to the 
Hague, and the Czar to Sardam j where 
having laid aiide all the enligns of luve- 
icigntv, he lived many months, employ* 
i^ighimhlfas a cirpenter, on an equal 
foot with the common carpenters and 
fhipwiight*, while hrs own ambafladors 
l:\cd in gieat (fate at Amlterdam.

in ms fiom their European poflUTions,. we 
have at lead a *ight to co-operate with 
any oppi\ficd nation on earth for the re - 
cu vr. v »'t their liberties. But the latter 
of tlu.fi. «.bl*ei vations has little to do with 
the pi ocmlfngs of the empreis, ai.d nei- 
thei of them have the Cninliell tendency 
10 juftify a conduct It-fs veiled with even 
ti c (lnivluw of right than any proceeding 
wii'.i which almoft any (bvcrcign has dared 
to infill the world.”

“ The idea that had been fuggefted, 
prcvidullyto the prorogation of parlia- 
nu.nr, to the people of lieland, relpctting 
the intro iufhon of equal 1 emulations or 
commeice between Great Britain and 
that illaiul, undoubtedly tended, in no 
contemptible degree, to cairn the violence 
oi the people, and to fufpend the etifer- 
vefccnce of their anger and difeontent* 
There were but two (y (terns of permanent 
commerce that could be adopted by them. 
That of protecting duties had deeply en- 
gaged the predilection and attachment of 
the country at large. But protecting 
duties, after ail the arguments that could 
be allejged in their favour, were undoubt- 
edly fomewhat invidious with refpeft to 
the people of this country. The fteps ' 
that had been taken for the obtaining top 
Ireland an independent conftitution, and 
an independent Jegiflaturc, had already 
excited confiderable jealouiy. That tbf 
people of Ireland and the people of Eng- 
land had but one kiiijg, was a point of 
agreement merely nominal. Commerce is 
naturally full of fufpicions and miftrult. 

It takes in every object with the eye of 
inlatiable avarice, and it grafps every 
fpecies of commodity with an uncom- 
municative hand. It the Irifli were^ not 

really the countrymen and fellow-fubjefls 
of the Englifli, why (hould we facrifice 
tojhem a]! our favouiUe ideas of mono* 
poly, # and our lupcrior claims in every 
market ? Such were the jealouftes that 
had been bred between the two countries* 
No miniftry could have fupported the un- 
popultu ity in Britain of countenancing 
the impolition of protefting duties in Ire- 
land, If the Irilh would obtain them, 
it mu ft be' by violence and compul lion.

Regulations 
of (his fort would in no degru have done 
fq much for them as piot< fling dutit*. 
They would ifill have had to lal>«. in under 
the diiad 1 vantages of infant ai t*, unformed 
manufaftuus, and interior capitals. But 
fhele latrifiie* weic but tcmpoiai v, and 
tic gninal good demanded them at tl 'ir 

hands. *" '

“ But the people pf Ii eland were not 
fhort- lighted and improvident enough ta 
imagine that the obtaining any particular 
regulations wou|d heal alj the calamities 
and grievances pf their government. 
The parliamentary reform, which had 
been rejefted in the Houfr of Common* 
frith marks of the extiemeft ignominy 
and contempt in the fii It inftance, and by 
gi eater numbers, though with mou- de- 
cency, in the fccond, lfill occupied the 
uninterrupted attention of the nation. 
"I 'he rcfolutions and a£ls of the la It feflion 
by no means tended to reconcile them to 
their Houle of Commons, as it was then 
con limited.

Having fpoke thus warmly in pi aid* of 
the execution of th^ Ililioiical clepaitmcnt, 
we are fony that we cannot with tquid 
iufticc copiniend the arrangement of the 
Principal Domeftic Occurrences, which 
are compiled with fuch a plentiful lack of 
judgment and skill in felcdtion as we hope 
will not be peitnitted to difgrare the lublc- 
queut volumes of this, iri +\\ other re. 
iptfts, valuable work. Aftei this decla- 
ration, perhaps it may bethought unne- 
cellary in us to add, that we can fafely re- 
commend the remainder of the volume to’ 
our leaders as abounding with equal infor- 
mation, amuferrrent, and inftmfti^n ; and 
as exhibiting a lively intercltiog piftinc of 
the Manners, Philofophy, Poetry, Cri- 
ticifm, literature, £fc. of the yeav $78$. 
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Travels tluoiigh Germany, In a Series of I 
Riefbcck, and ti an dated by the Rev. ? 
Society, and llnder-Libianan to the Brit:

In an advertifcincnt prefixed to the 
work we are told, that the author, £h<»ugii 
he ailumed the chat after of a Fuji' bin**»», 
was in ivality a native of thv Duchy « f 
Wurtcmhvig, and died on the 51b of i-Y- 
brtiary, 1786, at Asyn m Swiurei land, 
aged only thirty years. 

What the Baton o mot ivrswt.it. foi thus 
cHlguiling limifelf, wc will not piilunu to 
determine; hu wc pci left Iy asji.vwuu 
the gv.nl IliII..

Certain it is, ncvci thclefc, that, of what- 
ever counh y our author might be, his 
ltyle and manner exhibit, in aim oil every 
page, that Utg .ge Mvacity, and ildbltory, 
but pleating lpnit of bach tinge, which by 
many are coniidered as> pecuhar to a 
Ftencliman, and which, whether pd u!:,ir 
to him or not, 01 whether, indeed, always 
f>rof'rr, in the degree of wanumnils to 
which he is apt to carry lh£m, are by 
no means furel y chai afteriltic or a Gu man . 

With all iis blemdhes, howevei, — and 
from bJemiihes it appears, in genet al, to be 
as free as moil other productions of the 
kind — the woik is fraught with a vaii- 
ety of beauties, which, to the lovers of 
anecdote, to thofe elpecially who delight 
in feeing the living men and manners of 
counti ies delineated with the pencil ot a 
1‘piightly philosopher, will always have 
charms. 

The Letters of which the Baron’s tra- 
velling communications coniiil, are ad- 
d iv lied to a brother ; with whom the cor- 
refpondencc commences on his arrival, or, 
as he himielf deferibes it, on his “ pitch- 
ing his firit camp’* at Stutgart, April 
the ajd, 1730 ; which letter is, ot couife, 
merely an intioduftory due.

In Lcttti V. wlu di is dated tiom Augfi. 
bourg, our tuithor treats us with an ex- 
curlion into the Black Foreft, and with a 
chaiaclir ot the inhabitants ; mentions 
the original tiimily-feat of the King of 
Prufiia in that quarter; deferibes th* 
princedom ot Holi.-rizoilern, the cattle of 
Hechingcn, and the celebrated lake of 
C.’oidtancc ; on the infinite variety and 
beauty of which he expatiates with lap- 
ture. — Of the effefts ot religion on the 
manners of a people he likewife takes a 
view, and pronounces the Jeluits to ba 
as holtile to the cultivation of genius in 
Germany now, as formerly tney wei* 
friendly toil in Fiance; him* at the mod* 
ot living among the Swil's ; deferibes th* 
tall of the Rhine at Lauffen ; and gives 
lorn* account of the celebrated Geiiier. 

In Letter VI. we aic piefented with an 
account of Mrinmingen, and with a cu- 
rious extract from the chronicle of that' 
town ; us alfo the cauie winch the author 
qdigns for the ruin of the country, and 
the pinion he entertains of its commerce, 
its buildings, inhabitants, academy of 
arts, aquedufts of drinking water, 5 ec. 

Letter VII. giving a farther account of 
Suabia, contains oblervatiuns on the mix- 
ture of various forms of government, re- 
ligious lefts. Sec* with a panegyric on the 
courts of $tut k artand Caxlihib*.

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In Letter VIII. the author having pro- 
reeded from Augfbouig to Munich, pre- 
sents us with a defcription of the cattle of 
Nymphenbcrg, th® eltftor’s palace, and 
makes a few ctirfory remarks on the agri- 
culture of the country ; from which ram- 
bling to the ttage, he gives a fketch of the 
ehaiacters that dittinguilh the German 
drama. Thefe he deferihe-s as confifting 
chiefly of madmen, murderers, drunk- 
ards, loldicrs, and watchmen ; butafligns 
a variety of different caules for this extra- 
vagance on the part of the poets. 

In Letters IX. and X. from* a view of 
the ttage we accompany our illuftrious 
traveller to a view of the court cf Munich, 
which he reprefems as exceedingly cor- 
rupt, and of the Ele6tor, to whom he gives 
an excellent character. 

In LttU'is XI. and XIT. having in the 
prectding letter (lightly touched on the paft 
and pnfint ltate of Bavaiia, the author 
takes a more enlarged view of that elec- 
torate, of which, however, it would be 
fbperfluous in us to give a defcription, as 
in a lublequcnt part of our Magazine vve 
have, for the entertainment of oui readers, 
quoted his own account at length. 

In Letter XIII. which conies from 
Saltlbuig, we have defci iptions of the 
town, the cncumiarent rc. untry, anil the 
inhabitants j as alfo of I r rev fingen, Ra- 
tifbnn, the diet, the ckfctor.il college, 
&c. 

In Letter XIV. to thefe delci iptions 
fuccced an account of a remarkable gia- 
isitc mountain mar Saltfburg ; an ac- 
count alfo of the vailey called the ¥af*°f 
buegor Luhk ; of the lhlt-woiks of Hal- 
kin ; cl the gold, hirer, ami other mines 5 
of the extent of the country, the number 
of the inhabitant, &c. together with 
the dflcription of a mott lcmarkable wa- 
ter-fall. 

In Letter XV. our author accounts 
for the emigration of the Sahlburgcrs, and 
deferibes their piinciplcs, as alfo the man- 
ners and the die Iks «f the mountaineers 
and pealants, with his tifual vivacity. * 

In Letter XVI. he takes a view of the 
* aobihty and canons ; fome «f whom he 
allows to he diftinguifhed for various kinds 
of knowledge. He alfo notices the com- 
mendable qualities of thcpiince; and, 
atuidtt a variety of other paiticulars. ^c- 
fcribis the people as being extremely ad- 
dicted t»> pleafure. 

In Letter XVII. the Laron, having 
reached Pattau, gives a uefciiption of 
the town 5 as alfo of the inhabitants of 
Avglburg, Ratilbon, &c. . He next 

endeavours to iettle the difpnte reU- 
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tive to the fpot where the Danube take* 
its rife j defcribcs the vale of the Danube ; 
and mentions the navigation of it. 

In Letter XVII I. we And the Baron 
fafely arrived at Engellhattzcll, where his 
baggage w:s fearched ; and where the 
whole attention of the fearchers being di- 
ffered to his books, he ludicroufly remarks, 
they took from him Young’s Night 
Thoughts, but fuffered Gibbon’s Works 
to pafs. He then proceeds to give a de- 
fcription of the farmers' houfes, their 
clothing, tools, agriculture. See. which 
he fpcajcs of in very favourable terms ; 
mentions the "di lad vantages that Upper 
Auftiia experiences from its unfavourable 
fuuarion ; and gives a view of the city of 
Lint7, its inhabitants, and manufactures, 
with an account of 'the fall and whirlpool 
of the Danube, &c. 

In Letter XIX. our author having al- 
ready reached Vienna, a more extenfive 
field opens to his obiervation ; and from 
tiie account he gives of the accommoda- 
tions furniftied there for ftrangers, they 
appear to be, 01 at leaft to have been, wretch- 
ed. To the complaints he makes on this 
head^fuccceds a defcription of tho city, the 
fuburbs, and the impel ial palace ; with an 
idea of the population of the place, and of 
the extravagant drefs and faihions of the 
inhabitants. 

In Letter XX. to an account of the be- 
haviour aild cuftoms of thr people is add- 
ed a very juft compliment to the prefent 
emperor, for the introduction of that re- 
finement of talk and manners, by which 
the court of .Vienna has been fo eminently' 
diftinguifhed fincc his acceflion. 

Letter XXI. contains more character - 
iiiics of the people, with a review of the 
police, which the author veiy pointedly 
ridicu’es and condemns, particularly with 
rclpcfct to the method adopted by it of 
preventing fornication and child-murder. 

In Letter XXII* a brilliant and well- 
drawn character is given of the imperial 
Joleph, with a polite tribute of applaufc 
to the Emprefs (who had not vilited th® 
man lions of the dead when our author 
arrived at Vienna) for her conjugal affec- 
tion and fidelity, though clouded by th« 
impetuofity of her temper, which (ac- 
cording to our author) prevented her not 
from being deluded and betrayed by priefts 
and lycophants. 

In Letter XXIIJ. we are prefented with 
a l'uccinCt account of the three contending 
parties in the government of the ftate, 
dm ing the laft days of the Empre r s ; with 
an euiogium on Count Kaunitz, the great 
ftatefmaa of the day j and with a view of

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Carter, faid he, could make a pudding, as 
well as tranflate F.piClecus from the Greek, 
and work a handkerc luef as well as compote 
a poem* He thought fhe was too refervcd 
in converfation upon fubjcCts ihe was fo emi- 
nently able to converfe upon, which was 
occafioned by her modefty and fear of giving, 
offence. 

Being afked whether lie had read Mfs. 
Macaulay’s fecond volume of tlie Hiihnv of 
England; — No, Sir, fays he, nor her fiifl 
neither.— He would not he introduced to 
the Abbe Raynil, when lie was in England. 

He was very wellVicquainled with pl'.il- 
m?neazar, the pretended Foi mo fan, and laid, 
he had never fecn the clofe of the life of any 
one that he wiflied fo much liK own to re- 
femble, as that of him, for its purity and de- 
votion. He told many anecdotes of him ; 
and faid, he was fuppofed by h.s accent to 
hase been a C».ifi.on. He faid, that Plalma- 
naazirfpoke hnglifh with the city accent, 
and coarfely enough. He for fonic jyrars 
1 'pent his evenings at a pubhe-houie neai Old- 
flrect, where mntiy peifons went to talk 
v’ltli Inni. Johnfon was afked whether he 
ever contradicted IMalmnnaazar ; — 1 Oumld 
nsfonn, faid he, have thought of contradicting 
a biftiop: — fo high did he hold his i^iai after 
in the latter pait of his life. When he was 
afked whether he had ever mentioned For- 
mofa before him, he faid, he was afiaul to 
mention even China. 

He thought C.ito the beft model of tra- 
gedy we had ; yet he ufed to fav, of all things 
the molt iidiculous would be, to .fee a girl 
cry at the reprefentation of it. 

He thought the happieft life was tint of a 
man of bufinefs, with fome literary pinfuits 
for his amufement ; and that in general no 
one could be viituous or happy, that was not 
completely employed. 

johnfon had read much in the works of 
bilhop Taylor; in 1 ns Dutch Thomas a Ktin- 
pis he has quoted him occafiuually ill the 
margin. 

He is faid to have very frequently made 
fermons for clergymen at a guinea a- piece ; 
that delivered by Dr. Dodd in the chapel of 
Newgate, was written by him, as was alfo 
his defence, fpoken at the bar of the OLd- 
Bailey. 

Of a certain lady's enteitainments, he 
faid, — What fignifies going thither? there 
is neither meat, drink, nor talk. 

He advifed Mrs. Siddons to play the part 
of Queen Catherine in Henry Vlll. and faid 
of her, that (he appeared to him to be one of 
the few perfons that the two great cor- 
rupters of mankind, money and reputation, 
had not fpoiled. 

He tad a great opinion of the knowledge 
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procured by converfation with intelligent and 
ingenious perfons. His firll queftion con- 
cerning fuch as had that chara&er, was ever, , 
What is his converfation ? 

Johnfon faid of the Chattertonian contra* 
verfy, — It is a fword that cuts both ways. 
It is as wonderful to fuppofe that a boy of 
fixteen years old had ft o red his mind with 
fuch a train of images and ideas as he had 
acquired, as to fuppofe the poems, with 
their cafe of verification and elegance of 
language, to have been written by Rowlie 
in the time of Edward the Fouirh. 

Talking with fome perfons about allego- 
rical painting, he faid, 1 had rather fee the 
poi trait of a dog that I know, than all die 
allegorical paintings they can (hew me in the 
woi Id. 

When a Scotfman was talking againft 
Warbuiton, Johnfon la>d he had more lite- 
rature than had been imported from Scot- 
land (ince the d.c/s of Buchanan. Upon his 
mentioning other eminent writers of the 
Scots, — I'hefe will not do, faid Johnfon 1 let 
us have fome more of your noiihera lights, 
thefe are mere farthing candles. 

A Scotfman upon Ins introduction to 
Johnfon faid, — I am afraid. Sir, you vvill 
not like me, I hn\c the misfortune to come 
from Scotland.— Sir, anfwered he, that is a 
m'sfoitune ; but huh .1011c as you and the 
re It of your cou.itivmcn cannot help. 

To one who wiOied him to drink fome 
wine and be jolly, adding, — You know. Sir, ’ 
in vino vorit.n: Sir, anlwered he, this is 4. 
good lecommetidaliou to a man who is apt 
to he when foher. 

When he was fiifl introduced to general 
Pa*h, he was much (truck with his recep- 
tion of him ; lie faid he had very much the 
air of a man who had been at the head of a 
nation: he was particulaily pleafed witli his ■ 
manner of leceivinga ftranger at his own 
houfe, and faid it had dignity and affability ■ 
joined together. ] 

Johnfon faid, he had once feen Mr. Stan* 
hope, Loid ChelterAeld’s fon, at Dodfleys 
(hop, and was fo much ltruck with lus auk - 
ward manners and appeal ance, that he could i 
not help alking Mr. Dodlley wht» he was. ] 

Speaking one day of tea, he faid— What J 
a deliglifful beverage mud that be, that 
pleafesall palates, at a time when they cast 
take nothing elfe at breukfafl I 

To his ccnfure of fear in general, he ntadtl 
diowever one exception, with refpeft to they 
Fear of death, timorum maximus ; he thoughtj 
that the bed of us were but unprofitable fer- 
vants, and had much realbn to fear. 

Johnfon thought very well of LoHti 
Kaimes’s Elements of Criticifm ; of other ofl 
his writngs he thought Very indifieientiyj 
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tat! laughed much at his opinion, that war 
was a good thing occaflonally, as fo much 
valour and virtue were exhibited in it. A 
fire, fays Johnfon, might as well be thought 
» good thing ; there is the bravery and ad- 
drefs of the firemen employed in extinguifh- 
ing it ; there is much humanity exerted in 
laving the lives and properties of„ the poor 
fufferers; yet, fays he, after all this, who 
can fay a fire is a good thing ? 

Speaking of fchoolmaders, he ufed to fay, 
they were worfe than the Egyptian tafk- 
matters of old. No hoy, fays he, is fure 
Any day he goes to fchool to efcape a*. whip- 
ping t how can the febool nutter tell wlnt 
the boy has really forgotten, and what he 
$ias negledled to learn j what he lias had no 
jftppoi tunnies of learning, and what he has 
[taken no pains to get at the knowledge of ? 
yet or any of thefe, however difficult they 
may be, the boy is obnoxious to punilh- 
jRient. 

Ife ufed to fny fomething tatrmount to 
this : when a woman afte<ds learning, tl\e 
makes a rivalry between the two fexes for 
the lame acrompliflhments, which ought 
not to be, their provinces being different. 
Milton faid be lore him. 

For contemplation he and valour form'd, 

For foftnefs llie, and fweet alt radii vc grace. 


. He ufed to fay, that in all family-difputes 
the odd:, weie in favour of the hulband, from 
bis fupenor knowledge of life and manners: 
lie was, neverihclefs, extremely fond of 
the company and conversion of women, 
as early in life much attached to a 
tnoft beautiful woman at Lichfield, of a rank 
‘open or to liis own. 

He never fuftcied any one to fwear before 
biro. — When ■ — , a libertine, but a 
man of fome note, was talking before him, 
knd interlarding his (lories with oaths, John- 
fon f.iul, Sir, all this fweanng will do no- 
iHing foi our dory, I beg you will not fwear. 


>, narrator went on fwearing : Johnfon 
I muff again intreat you not to fwear. 
i fwore again : Johnfon quitted the r«x>m. 
He was no great friend to pun?, though 
• once by accident made a fingular gne. A 
erfon who affedled to live after the Greek 
spanner, and to anoint himfelf with oil, was 
ne day mentioned before him. Johnfon, 
■Jr the courfe of courerfatiun on the fingula- 
of his practice, gave him the denonrvna j 
» of , This man of Grace ^ or gtcafe, as 
1 plenle to take it. 

Qf a Member of Parliament, who, after 
laving harangued for fome hours in the 
Route of Cvmrapns, came into a company 
Johnfon— was, - and endeavouusd to 


talk him down, he faid, This man has a 
pulfe in his tongue. 

He was not difpieafed with a kind of pun 
made by a perfon, who (after having been 
tired to death by two ladies who talked of 
the antiquity and illultrioufnefs of their fa- 
milies, himfelf being quite a new man) 
crieO out, with the gholt in Hamlet, 

This eternal blazon muft not be. 

To ears ofdelh and blood. 

One who had long knflwn Johnfon, faid 
of him, In general you* may tell what the 
man to wlmm you are fpenking will fay 
next : this you can never do of Johnfon s 
his image*, his all lfiuns, h:s great powers 
of ridicule throw the appeal unco of novelty 
upon the mod common if.nvei (.it ion.

Lord Rawdon, as a preliminary to his fub- 
fequent motion, ordered the reading of the 
fiilt and fecund articles of the Convention be- 
tween his Britannic Majefty and the King of 
Spain. — Xhefe claufesof the Convention ipe- 
cify the boundaries of the Britifh and Sp.imlh 
territories at the Bty of Honduras ; and men- 
tion, that 11 his Britannic Majerty’s fubjecls, 
and the other ColomRs, who have hitherto 
enjoyed the protection of England, fhali eva • 
cuute the country of the Mofquitos, as well 
as the continent in general, and the jflands 
adjacent, without exception/’ His Lordfhip 
argued, that the fpirit of the whole articles 
of the Convention were derogatory . to the 
honour and happinefs of Great Britain ; and 
that we had made very extraordinary ceflions 
to Spain, without any equivalent. Such a 
fyftcrn of politics might be admirtible at the 
conclufiou of war, but at the prefent period 
could, not be jultified. Befides, the commu- 
nity having an intereft in our colonial poffef- 
fions, had a right to demand of Che Minifter 
his reafons for furrendering valuable territo- 
ries to Spain, without an adequate return.

He da- « 
fended the ai tides of Convention a* 
founded in wifdom and found polio". It 
was no precipitate fylteni of the Cabinet. 
As the pi elimmary articles of a treaty had 
been approved of, the honour of the count! y 
was pledged to acquiefce in fome fettlement 
of a conclufive and an amicable nature. 
This had always been his opinion ; and Cher* 
were many noble Peers prefent wlu> could 
Certify the truth of the aifettion. He thought 
it would be uuneceilary at prefent to enter 
fully into p jurtificauon of the mcafure, being 
* apprehenfive that it would tend to the dis- 
covery of certain particulars which attest the 
public f.ifety, and are therefore neceffary to 
be concealed. 

The Duke of Mancherter in feverjl par- 
ticulars coincided in opinion with the noble 
*^larquis. He approved of Ins concealment 
of certain transactions when the fafecy of the 
public demanded it. The Convention be-* 
tween this country and Spain, he imagined, 
might in fome degree teod to deltroy that ■ 
jealoufy aud enmity which tad to long 

exirtedi 
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txifted ; but he condemned its extent, as 
Minifters lui! crrnmly proceeded further than 
was at tiitt defigned. 

The Lord Chancellor in fitted, that the 
Mofqmtos were never ftri<ttly confidered in 
alliance with this country, confequently could 
not be faid to be under our protection ; that 
we might have lived with them j>n peaceable 
terms, was an argument admiilibie ; but it 
could not be advanced as an ettablifhment 
of an alliance, no a£t ever having acknow- 
ledged fucli a principle.

had indeed been eflefted by former mea- 
f ures, but there ftill remained fome thing to 
be done, and the means he wiffied to re- 
commend, were a reduction of the duties. 
It might indeed be alledged, that by iuch a 
proceeding the revenue would probably be 
injured, but he had provided agmntt this, by 
a plan for making up the defalcation in raif- 
ing the price of licences. After obviat- 
ing fome other objection*, he went into q 
ftatement of the average of legal and illegal 
importation of brandy. In the % average of 
Ave years the legal importation amounted to 
about 600,000 gallons, and the illegal im- 
portation was ettimated at no lefs than 
3,400,000 gallons. There was, he faid, no

flowered, the brewery flnurifhed in an un-

Sir James Erik me moved, that Mr.

This gentleman having made his appear- 
ance, was quell toned hy Sir James F.i ikine 
concerning the contract for the fupply v of 
opium. After undergoing an examination 
for the fpaceof a quarter of an lioui, he was 
commanded to withdraw. 

Sir Janies Erikmc now rofe, to bring for- 
ward agavitl Mr. Halt ngs, a general accu- 
fation, compoled of the eighth, teiitli, ele- 
venth, and twelfth charges, relative to con- 
tracts, and tlie augmentation of eliahhfh- 
tnents. Though the Directors had given ex- 
prefs orders, 111 cafes of contrails, to ad 
vertife for propofals, and accept thofe which 
fbould appear to be the moll reafoniMe, the 
Governor-General had not complied wirh 
thefe injunctions. They had alfoordeied, 
th it the contrails for fupplyng the amv with 
bullocks (hou Id be annual ; hut, in thu> ■ e • 
(pelt likewife, Mr. Hidings had tlifoheyed. 
He had granted a contrail for bullocks, in 
1777, to Mr. Johnfon, for three years; 
and while eighteen months of this period were 
flill unexpired, he had, without any juftifi- 
ab»e reafon, offered another contract for fi- 
milar fupplies to Mr. Croftes, for five years. 
Tlie additional amount of the charges of the 
fecor.d contrail, allowing for the difference 
in the number bf bullocks, was 46,800). a 

year. This was a ftrikmg inftance of un- 

neceflary and corrupt profnfion. And, to add 
to- its enormity, the Governor-General had 
unjuflly extorted from Cheit Sing the fum of 
50.000!. for the purpofe of paying the exor- 
bitant demands of the contractor. Having 
detailed this point at large, he proceeded to 

contrail for elephants, given to Mr. Temp- 
lar ; Sind, in the next place, treated of the 
agency granted to Mr. Bell, private Secre- 
tary of Mr. Haftings, for (applying the gar- 
rtfon of Calcutta with provHKone. Sir James

Thom loo proposed to execute fuch a coa- 
trail at a lefs ‘ ex pen five rate, Mr. Haftinga 
had thought proper to grant it to Mr. Fra- 
fer. In tliis contrad! Sir Elijah Impey had 
alfo fome concern. 

The ihcreaic of eflablUhments next came, 
on the ttrff/i On this head he Hated, that 
from 1760 to 1785. during the adminiftra- 
turn ot Mr. Catlings, the mere increafe of 
the ex pences of the civil etlablifhment bad * 
amounted to 33,0001. per annum. The 
charges of the military ellablilhments had 
l ike wife bAn greatly augmented, particulai ly 
in the appoint men ts allowed to Sir Eyre 
Cixite*. lie adverted to the contrail granted 
by tl.e Govern ir-General to Mr. Macken7ie, 
in J 777> for the fupply of opium, on terms 
which rhe Directors feverely reprobated ; 
not wirhiiamhng which Mr. Haflings had, 
m 1781, granted a fmular contrail to Mr. 
Sullivan, on the fame term,*. 

Aftci a very long fpeeJi, Sir James mov- 
ed, 1'hat it is the opinion of this Committee, 
fiom the evidence already exhibited on Chefe 
ai tides, tint Waircn Haftiugs, Efq; is 
guilty of a high crime and mifilemeanor. 

The Chancellor of the hxchequer rofe, 
am) give it as lus opinion, that,, of all the 
articles of accufaiion .illcdged by the Ho- 
nourable Baronet, only three would form 
fnthc.ent foundation lor an impeachment, 
n-im ly, Che fecund contrail forme tupply of 
bullock*, the opium comradt, and the in- 
creafc of Sir f yie Coou's appointments. He 
tlierefore moved, as an amendment, that 
inflead of the words, ** the laid articles,*' 
the giree points which lie had juft llated 
(hould be inferred. 

Mr Burke, after paying many compli- 
ments to the abilities, ingenuity, accuracy,

A petition from Lord Newburgh (grand- 
tan of the Hon. Charles RatclifTe, beheaded 
In 1746 ; and grand-nephew of the Earl of 
£erwentwaccr, beheaded in the year 1715* 
for the part Chefs two unfortunate brothers 
Cook in the rebellion of the ^ear 1715), 
praying for a reftoration of fomo part of 
(lie forfeited eftates of his family ; and a 
petition from Mr. Jenkmfon, were prefented, 
anu his Majefty’s recommendation fignified 
fey Mr. Pitt. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into ^ Commit- 
tee, Mr. Gilbert in the chair.

Mr. Dempfter rofc, he faid, to fubmit 
motion which he had promifrd fome 
time ago to the confideratinn of the Houfe.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer infer, 
red from a circumftance which the Right 
Hon. Gentleman had miftated, that the whele 
of his reafonmg was inapplicable and incon- 
clufive. 

Mr. Burke faid, the Right Hon. Cjentle- 
ryan had done by his argument as it was 
ufinl with thofe who dealt in corn. He 
had fele^ed the only grain in his fack which’ 
did not foit thofe by which he wifhed the 
whole to be judged, and becanfe they were 
inadequate to the patwrn, therefore all the 
others were equally ^fo. He was then re- 
flating fome of his arguments for explana- 
tion, when he was called to order. He 
apprifed the Houfe, however, that he meant 
tr move the queftion of adjournment. He

The order of the day was read, for a 
Committee of the whole Houfe to take into 
further confideration the charges againft 
Warren Hidings, Efq. 

Mr. Courtenay having taken the chair, 
Mr. Fi.mcis informed the Committee, that 
he ihould examine the gentlemen who had 
been ordered to attend this day, principally 
on the fubjefl of the colie&ion of the Eaft- 
JnJia Company’s revenues. 

Mr. William Young, who had been ex- 
amined on a former Jay, concerning fome 
of the concra&$ granted by Mr. Haftingst 
now appeared at the bar, and was interro- 
gated by Mr. Francis, between three and) 
four hours, chiefly with regard tp the col- 
lection of the Company’s revenues in the 
pruripce of Bahar. 

It appeared from the in fibers of this tvit- 
nefs, who was formerly a Member of the 
provincial Council of Batapy that Mr. Rif- 
lings 
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kirtgs had, in lyEr, abolilhed the Provincial 
Council eftablifhed for the collection of the 
revenue ; that he had been induced to take 
this'ltep by fome public motives, not by any 
ncgletft er mifmanagement of the Members ; 
that, in the witnels’s opinion, his true rea- 
son for fuch a meafnre was to augment his 
influence in the count) y ; that, after lift 
fuppreflion. of the Council of B.«lur, by 
which the Members have been i educed to 
very great inconveniences 111 their circum- 
stances, he had nominated two Kaj.it tS to 
collect the revenues 01 that province j that, 
according to public report (which the wit- 
nefs would not vouch for) tlie f e two men 
had made Mr. Haftings a prefent of four 
lacks of rupees (4.0,000! ) ; that* this fum 
was fuppofed to have been given him, as a 
gratification for his appointing them collec- 
tors ; that thefe Rajahs, in the exercife of 
this employment, h.id defolatetl the coumiy, 
ruined agriculture, and reduced mult of t^e 
inh.ihit.mts to luch dillrefs, that many of 
them had been under the necefiicy of quit- 
ting the pi o\ mce ; that one of the Rajahs, 
named Kellaiam, had been imprifoned for 
the balance that remained due of his collec- 
tion } that Krllaram, who, m his itwn de- 
fence, might have accufed Mr. Haftings of 
cori upturn m receiving the fum above-men- 
tioned, w.is unwilling to bring forward fuih 
an accufation, from the tear of Mr. Haf- 
tinga's vengeance, which he apprehended 
would prove fatal to him ; that the lofs of 
revenue Curtained by the Company, in con- 
fequence of the imnaiul oefolation produced 
by the Rajahs during the time of their act- 
ing in the capacity of collectors, was vciy 
Cuuliderable, See. 

Mr. Voung had alfo a few questions put 
to him by Mr. Burke, Mr. Baring, Sir 
James Johnftone, and Mr. Beaufoy. 

When he Was afked, for what reafon the 
Rajah Kellaram, when he was imprifoned, 
forbore to accule Mr. Hartings of corruption, 
he expreffed very great reluctance to anfwer 
that quertion 5 but the Committee being. -of 
opimOn, that, unlefs the giving an anfwer 
to it fbould tend to his own crimination, it 
was incumbent on him to anfwer it ; he 
replied, that it would not, by any means, 
tend CD criminate himfelf ; but tliat lie had 
the rtrongert objections to anfwering the 
queftion. Being required, however, to 
comply with the defire of the Committee, 
he gave that apfwer .which we have hinted 
at above, namely, that the caufe of the 
Rajah’s nlencc, was the apprehenfion of 
meeting with the fate of the Rajah Kund- 
cocnur, wlio was hanged in India foow yean 
ago. 


When Mr. Young’s examination wit 
concluded, 

Mr. Francis remarked, that, as the exa- 
mination of the witnefs had extended to a 
much greater length than he had at firlj^ 
been aware of, it would he advifenblc tq 
defer examining the other gentlemen whq 
had been requred to attend. He would 
t lie re fore move, that the Chairman lhouid 
leave the ch ur. 

Mr. Burke exprefiPd his wifli, thef-etaf 
ch.uges againtt Mr. f Cartings mignt not be 
delayed. He had no objection, however, to 
the motion. 

Mi. Alderman Townfend faid a few 
words ; after which the motion was carried 
in the allirmative. 

The Chairman then quitted the chair, re- 
jKirted piogrels, and defiled leave to (X 
again.

Il.tftings, and Mr. St. John having taken 
the chair, 

Mr. Wyndham, Member for Norwich, 
rofc, to bring forward that charge ^gain ft 
Mr. Halting? which relates to Ins treatment 
of Fizoola Khan. After a fhort pieamble, 
he ltated, that after the battle ot St. George, 
which had put an end to the ltnhdla wai , 
Fizoola, Klian, who was Nabob of Ram- 
pore, Shawabad, and otlier pares of the 
Ro)nlla country, hail retired up the country 
forfafety. Not Iw.g afterwards, he formed 
the intention of throwing himfelf into tlie 
arms of the Company, and propoied to tlie 
Nabob Vizir of Oude, our ally, the pay- 
ment of a certain fum, in coofidei ation of 
hk granting him a particular d Strict. This 
propofol was accepted by the Vizir rnd Mr. 
Haftiugs g and the ticaiy of Lall- Gang was 
concluded on the occafion, by which, among 
Other Imputations, Fyzoola Khan agreed to 
furnifh five thtuifond troops when tHC?y 
(hould be demanded* Mr. Haftings gimnn- 
trrd'Fyzoola in the pnfifeflionof the Territory 
granted to him by the treaty. This guaran- 
tee was afterwards renewed for a valuable 
eonfideration. This, he conceived, was a 
that merited fey ere repreheafion ; 


for it was an acceptance of a reward for 
giving a pert on what he already polfclTed. 
Fyzoola afterwards voluntarily made an otter 
of 500 cavalry for the fervice of the Eaft 
India Company ; for which he received their 
formal llunks. On another occafion, Mr. 
Haft mgs nude a demand of 5000 horfe 
jrimi Fyzoola, pretending that he was bound 
hy treaty to furnifh that number. This de- 
mand was not acced-d to. He afterwards 
demanded only 3000, threatening that if 
Fyzoola fliould not comply, he would pro- 
telt again ft hii* conduct. a.s tending to a vio- 
lation of the treat vf At the time of this 
demand, lie was informed by Fyzoola him- 
felf, that he hail only 2000 boric. And 
indeed, tlie teims of the tieaty were, that 
he thould furnifh, not 5000 borfe, but 
5000 troops. Having cnpioufly detailed 
thefe p.uticulavs, lie gave it as his opinion, 
that Mr. Haftings’s demand of horle was 
ogly a pidtext for withdrawing his protec- 
tion fiom Fyz**ola, He then adverted to the 
it cat y of Chtinar, winch he termed the 
fouioe and fpnng-head of all the late op- 
prvllions of India. Op pretence that Fy- 
/oo!a had foiteited the protection of the 
Comp. Ay by a breach of his engagements, 
Mr. Hailing-, pei nutted the Vizir, by an 
ait'cleoi the treaty of Chunar, to refume 
the terntoiy granted to Fyzoola. He thus 
delivered that Prim e into the power of the 
Vizir. Having reprobated Mr. Haftings's 
conduCt in this inftunce, he obferved, that 
he made fome efforts to procure money fiom 
Fyzoola, as a commutation for the aids he 
Wes to furnifh. O11 this occafion, he pro- 
ceeded to fome unjultifiable meafures, which 
were peiftClly cm i fifty nt with his former 
treatment of thn Prince. He concluded his 
fpeech with moving, That tliis Committee, 
having t.iken the fatd charge into confulei;«~ 
tion, is of opinion, that there is futticient 
ground for accufmg Warren Haftings, Efq. 
of a high crime and mifdemeanor, for his 
conduCt in this affa.r. 

Major Scott again laboured to defend the

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, he 
now rofe to move the redo&km of the Por- 
tugal wires, of which he had formerly gives 
notice. He owned the Treaty was not fo 
forward as to render this Hep umieceflarye 
It had madg fome piogrefs. The tlifUn&iun 
between this country and Ireland, hewMtar- 
ftood, would not be urged. But a great 
many points were yet unfettled, and man/ 
complaints of a very ferious nature required 
to be icdreifed. Thefe he Hated at length* 
and what expectation it was reasonable to 
entertain that they would be faiisfalturily an- 
fwered. In the event of the Court of Lif- 
bon perfifting in difregai ding what (he owed 
to this country, to the Britifh trade, and to 
her own, he trusted Government would be 
fuppoi ted in afterting its rights and dignity* 
He was m hopes, howevei , that he fhould 
be enabled, by a more favourable termination 
of the negociation now going on at that Court, 
to announce it to Parliament early next fef* 
fnm, or eyeu perhaps the prefent. He could 
alfo infoi m the Houfe, that the duties on Sp»- 
mlh wines would he lowered, and tliat there 
wa> no objettion to that meafure. He there- 
fore Hated a Th ing of motions to tlie Com- 
mittee : the Jubilance of the leading one was. 
That a duty of thitty-three pounds and tea 
or odd ihillings be charged on every ton con- 
taining two hundred and fifty gallons of wine, 
the produce of Poilugal, imported into the 
port of Lonvlon. 

Mr. Fox was happy that the buftnef 6 was 
now brought into the proper tram, and trott- 
ed he h.«d the .tfrui.uices of the French Mi* 
n:Th^, that no onjettiou would be made by 
th.»s Couit aguiult lowering the duties on the 
Sj>. until wines. 

1 lie Chancellor of the Exchequer allured 
the Houfe, and the Right Hon. Gentleman, 
Hint his authority for what he had faiJ was 
tlie belt rli.it could be obtaineJ. 

The Motion was agreed to. 

March 28. 

Mr. Beaufoy rofe, and Hated to the Houfe 
^he hardfhips which the difTencers at prefect 
laboured under from icltndtions of various 
kinds. He then mentioned, that it was hie 
object to fubonl to Hu: cmifideratiou of Par* 
liaineut a motion, pic^.iiAtory to a repeal of 
the obnoxious laws. He entered deeply into 
the fubjeft, and faid, that in the year 1672,1a

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-|»y, folary, fee, or wages, by reason of any 
patent or giant of his Majcfty, or (hall have 
Command or place of truft from or under his. 
Mojtfly, his heirs or fucceffor , or by his or 
their authority, or by any authority derived 
from him or them, within this realm of En- 
Slatul, dominion of W.-les, or town of Ber- 
wick upon Tweed, or in his IVl^jefty's navy, 
«r m the feveral tllands of Jcrfey and Guern- 
sey* or that (hall be admitted into any fervice 
or employment in his Majetty’g houflioid or 
family-— fbaU receive the facrament of the 
•lord’s Supper, 'recording to the ufage of the 
church of England, within three months after 
•kia or their .'admittance in, or receiving their 
-faid authority or employment;, in fome public 
‘church upon ionic LomVday, commonly 
called Sunday,immediately after divine fervice/' 

The i circumftances of the tune when this, 
kill pafTed, were verv remarkable. Hipifts 
■were indulged iu their religion, and many of 
'them were employee in the great offices, of 
(late. The King himfelf w.is fufpeCled of 
popery, and the Duke of York, his jne- 
‘frmptive lieir, had openly declared himlelf 
of that religion. This bill was muo- 
duced in direct oppofition to che courr , tlie 
penal laws having been fufpended, conti ary 
To aits o I parliament, by the royal procla- 
• motion, chiefly in favour of papiltb, at the 
•very time when a war was begun to deftroy 
the only proteftunt (fate by which England 
could expedt to be fupported in the defence 

her religion and h be i ties. On thefe ac- 
counts, the minds of all zealous proetttants 
were in the utmoft fear and confternation ; 
and accordingly, ‘be defigo of the ait was, as 
Che preamble declares, 44 to qu»et the minds 
of hla Majefty's good Cub] efts, by prevailing 
dangers winch migltt luppen from popilh 
recufanis/’— -1 he pioteltant dillenters ap- 
prehend, therefore, that this aft, as the title 
feta forth, was made wholly agamit papifts, 
and no* to prevent any danger which could 
happen to the nation' or church from the dif- 
fenters. Indeed, fo far were the proteftant 
noncon form ills from being aimed at in this 
alt, that* in their zeal to refeue the nation 
from the dangers w hichr were at th.it timp 
apprehended from popifh recufants, they con- 
-triboted to che patting of the bill; wdiingty 
fubje&ing tliemfclves to the drfahthltes creat- 
ed by it, rather than, ohltruft what was deem - 
d4 fo neoelfary to the- common welfare, Al- 
derman Love, a Member of the Hdltfe of 
Commons, and a known dirtfeuter, publicly 
defiled* > that nothing- with relation to tliem 
aright fortfvene - to (lop 4 the fecurity which 
the »ario» anil proteftant religion might de- 
rive from the- Toft 'Ait, and declared tfiat in 
aim tie wn feennded by the greater part of 

Mr. conceded by moving, that a 


Committee He appointed to take the corrt • 
plaints of the dilfentcrs into conflderation, ift 
order that a bill might be introduced to re- 
medy their gnev.imes. 

Sir H . Houghton feconded the motion. 

Lord North (poke decidedly againft the re- 
peal of the adt. In giving Ids fentiments, 
<ie w.is foriy that the ill (late of his health 
was fuch as pi evented hifn from declaring 
himfelf fo tuliy and fo explicitly as he (hould 
otherwile h-ve done. But, however, he had 
toohfeive, that the diUcnters, in being ex- 
empted fiom this netcllity of qualification, 
would open an ave/.ue to innovation, that 
might ultimately tend to undermine thq-con- 
ltitution of the chinch. Their prefenc mo- 
deration ffiould not be an argument to induce 
Paihament mdifpenfe with the requifitmn of 
taking the lacrament'of the Lord's Supper ; 
for it was on this nrci-liity that the eftahlifh- 
ment of the church* conllitution depended. 
11c ohferved likewih , that it was contrary to 
the intention and fpmt of the Union ; aud if 
it were repealed, it might be the caufe of 
fiich a contention between the two countries, 
as might be lubvcrfive of that unanimity 
which lud court ituted the happinefsand prof-* 
puity oj both the nations coniiituting Great - 
Britain. This Corporation aud Tcft \t\ was 
the bariier of not only the privileges of the 
eftahl'fhed church, but. alfo of the court t* 
tution. If therefore this barrier was taken 
away, by the repeal of the ad, the fame 
might occur in the reign of future kings 3s 
had happened 111 the reign of Charles II. 
Thele dilfcnters having this ^(qualification 
difpenfed with, might be called uito a fervice 
inimical to the lonttitutioii it self. To avoid 
this danger, he objected to the motion ; for 
he conceived it replete with all that was for- 
midable as a barrier to the liberties of chorcb 
and (late. 

He then inverted to the neceffity of an efta- 
hlifhrd church, which could only be prefetv- 
ed from innovation by retaining thefe difabi- 
hties. The principle of toleration was grant- 
ed to eveiy opinion of faith, provided it did 
not interfere with civil or fecular employ* 
menfe. This was the charaderiltic of our 
government. It unfettered the mind, white 
it chained innovation from pntlvrting the pri* 
vileges which only the eltablifhed church 
ihould enjoy . It the diilentei s were relieved 
from this injunction, what would not the 
paptfts have to a(k ? Thty would, with tlie 
greatest juftice, complain of tlieir being do* 
prived of the power of qualifying themfdlves 
by taking only the oaths of Supremacy. None 
coulo be more attached to the prefeet family ^ 
and' conftitution than cliey were. - And if 
diftenters weie relieved from a confcientioUa 
difficulty, they had certainly- aright uaeatpeft 
the fame exemption. 


Lord 
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Lord Beauchamp fpoke at eonfiderable 
length in favour of the motion. 

Mr. Smith fpoke ftrongly in favour of the 
motion. 

Sir James Johnttone fpoke in favour of the . 
motion ; but lie had no particular wifh to 
eftablifh or encourage one religion more than , 
another. 

Mr- Pitt urged principally on the policy 
ef cheTeft A£l ; it wa*,he faid, a fence to the 
conftitution, and ought not to he removed. 
He afked where the neoefiity lay, and where 
the grievance exifted ? Look into the various 
departments of the 6tate,*the army, the navy, 
end every corporation in England, and you 
will theie find men of various prufu ffions, 
whole confciences were not hurt bv.ilfoci st- 
ing with their fellow -citizens of the Church 
of England. He contrtided againft fever.it 
of Mr. Beaufoy’s pofitions, and faid, many of 
them were not fairly ftatcd j he was agamft 
the motion. • 

Mr. Fox pour id forth a wonderful torrent 
of eloquence m fu iport of the motion, and 
entered largely into the hiftory of the times 
when the a< 5 l p. lfed. 

Sir William Dolhan, in n fpeech wliich 
put the Members in great good humour with 
the quettion, opp»fed it; and placed it in 
various points of -view, by which he kept the 
Houfe for fome time in a roar of laughter. 

After a word or two from Mr. Ifaac Haw- 
kins Browne, Ac. the queftion was loudly 
palled for, aod die Houfe divided.

Lord Morringtoi having prefented the 
report of the laft Committee on the Confoli- 
d at ion of the Cuftoms, the fit if refohirion, 
which related to the redu&ion of the wines of 
Portugal, was read, when 

Sir Grey Coopei renewed his former ob* 
jedtion to the proceedings of the Committee, 
and infilled they were not empowered to 
coipe to fuch refolves. The privileges of the 
Hnnfc could only be preCerved by a ftrift ob- 
servance of its rules. He would therefore 
move, that the refolutions be re committed, 
in order to empower the Qttnmittee to a& 
regularly on the Portugal wine reduction. 

Mr. Pitt could not agree with the Hon* 
Baronet. If the whole of jdie fubfifting du- 
ties are to be repealed, corf there be an/ rea- 
son far a particular inftmdlion ? 

After a few more words from Sir Grey 
Cooper and Mr. Pitt, the motion was put, 
and negatived without a division.

The other order of the day being now read* 
for a Committee of the whole Houfe tty con* * 
fider of the bill for the Confolidation of the - 
Cuftoms, Mr. Steele Cook the chair on the 
occafion . 

Mr. Rofe propofed, that the blank left in 1 
the bill for tl^e date from which sc was to Tike 
effect, fhnuld be filled with the words ** the 1 
1 oth of May, 1 787/* He alto filled up foot* 
other blanks, 

Mr. Francis wilhed to be informed by 1 the * 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, for what reafoe 1 
the duties oq the importation of French laeer 
were not reduced by the Commercial Treaty* 
as well as thofe upon cambric. He flared, 
there were two kinds of laces impoited into * 
Great- Britain from France. One fort wat' 
c 'd led l h read -1 net-, which, though received bf * 
us from the Fiench, was manufactured in 
Flanders. On this lace there exifted a duty* 
of 17s. 6d. for every dozen yards, which, he 
thought, was a very ahfurJ impoft, oonfider- 
ii>g the fmall value of the Jace, The other * 
fort, to which his queftion was principally^ 
dinsfted, was filk-lace, of which there won a 
great consumption in this country, though,' 
as the law how (lauds, it is prohibited. What- 
ever we received of this fpecies of lace cam* * 
from the French fmugglurs. If this fhould 
be fuhjelled to a modei.ite duty, the fum of 
at leail 30,0c ol. per annum would accrue te< 
the revenue, as thv; importation of it into 
Great- Britain would not then bein Che hands' 
of the fmuggler. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer replied, 
that the thread -lace was in the number of 
thofe articles which, not being included k» the 
tariff, was to« he admitted on the terms al- ; 
lowed to the moft favoured nation. But 
with refpeifl to filk-lace, that was in the fame 
predicament in which other filk manufacture* 
(V »od— -it was fubjeft to a prohibition. The- 
"Treaty, he obferved, would not have been fo 
. generally acceptable to the manufacturers of " 
this nation, if it had bound us to the admif- 
$op of fiWcs — a branch of manufacture in 
which the French are acknowledged to be 
our fuperiors. If the Hon. Gentleman would 
convince our manufacturers, that the removal 
of the prohibition upon f&lk-lace would be 
beneficial to "this country, he fhoukl have my 
obj eCtion to fuch a meafure j but, under thff 
prefent circumftances, it was politic to yrv« 
vent the imjx>rtation of Oiks. 

^ Sir Grey Cooper fpoke to that part of tb* 
tiiU which impofed additional duties oo.ftvtral 
fpecies of foreign timber. This augmenta- 
tion of duty, he thought* was inexpedient f 
particularly as the owner* of ihips oftfeww 
caftje and Sunderland had already complained 
of the dearnefs of fhip-timber. It was alfo 
impioper, he conceived, for the Committee 
to refolve upon thefe additional duties with* 
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out tnftruftion, as the alteration was fome- 
what greater than what would have anfen 
from only Amplifying the former duties. 
He finally moved, that the resolutions re- 
lating to die deties in queftion he left out of 
the bill. * 

Mr. Rofe obfcrved^- that the # builders dir 
owners of ftups would not be injured by thefe 
additional duties, for they were impofed on 
what was not ufed in (hip-building. He 
thought the Committee c«m|>etent to the in- 
crease of the duties on thefe articles without 
•it inftruftion, for the reafons fitted by his 
Right Hpn. Friend. 

Mr. Fox was of opinion, that the Com- 
mittee were not authorifed to do any thing 
more than Amplify the duties, having been 
formed for that very purpofe. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer won- 
dered that rhefe obj eft ions had not been Rated 
at the time when he had AgmAcd to the 
Houfe his intention of augmenting feme of 
the duties. He alfo expreffed his difappro- 
hation of the motion. 

Sir Grey Cooper’s motion was then re- 
lated. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer pro- 
posed a claufe to he added to the bll, re- 
lative to the alteration of the fecurity of rhe 
'public creditor, in confequence of the confo- 
lidating plan. 

The claufe was agreed to, and addnl to the 
hilt. 

At half pad five o’clock, the Houfe ad- 
journed. 

March 30. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Commit- 
tee to proceed to examine the remaining wit- 


nefles whofe evidence was fuppofed to be 
connected with the charge intended to he 
brought forward on Monday agamtt Mr. 
Haftings, for receiving a variety of pecuniary 
prefents from the Princes of India. 

Mr. Markham, the private feerttary of 
^fr. Haftings in India, was called to, the 
bar, and examined at confidersble length* 
He begged leave of the Committee to pro- 
duce, as part of his evidence, an extract of a 
private letter to Mr. Haftings from one of 
his civil officers in Indta, tending to exculpate 
him from the acceptance of two lacks of ru- 
pees from Cheit Strfg. The extract being 
deemed partial and improper evidence, was 
fttongly se fitted by Mr. Burke, Mr. Sheridan, 
and Mr. row is ; and the propriety and ne- 
ceffity of it fuppoited # hy Major Scott. 

Mr. Anderfon, who concluded the treaty 
with the Mahrattas, was alfo examined. His 
evidence principally con fitted of his opinion 
ami information concerning the revenue of 
the India Company ; that Mr. Mailings 
had at no time afted injurioufly, of prevented 
the neceflary collections ; and that, fo far as 
he knew, he hail never received any prefents, 
although he admitted that reports had been 
piopag^ed to that effeCl. 

Sir James Johnftone took an opportunity 
of alking a few queftions 00 the fubjeft, and 
very warmly condemned M r - Haftings for 
accepting bribes in his official capacity. 

He was anfwered very pertinently by 
Major Scott, who alleilged, that the Hon.- 
Baionet’s warmth originated in erroneous 
principles. The Committee then proceeded, 
when, after an examination of lome hours, 
the Houle was refumed, and adjourned.

DRAMATIC EXHIBITIONS. 

/^ERMANY has, for fome years pa ft, 
^ ^ been (truck with a race for theatrical 
exhibitions. The bookfellers' Ihops are* 
from time to time overrun with new plays, 
and theatrical almanacks ; and writings 
of the dramatic kind always occupy a 
third part in the catalogues of new books. 
Dramatic poetry is certainly the higheft 
fpecies of poetry, as tiiltorical painting 
is the higheit fpecies of painting 2 nor can 
any thing be more ufeful than to repre- 
fent man in his various characters and 
situations with truth* and juftice, But 
fuch men as appear at#prcfcnt in molt of 
the German plays are rarely met with in 
the world j and wlicn here and there fuch 
do make their appearance, the police of th$ 
place, if there is any police, takes the 
charge of them upon irfelf, and lodges 
them in Bedlam, or a workhouie. 

You muft know, my dear brother, that 
the characters nioft frequent on the Ger- 
man ft age, are frantic lovers, pamftdes, 
highwaymen, minifters, miltrefles, and 
men of faihion, with their pockets full of 
daggeis and poilon, melancholy and ra- 
ving men’ of all forts, and incendiaries, 
and grave-diggers. Pei haps you will 

not believe me, but I could name to you 
abot'f twenty pieces, the chief characters 
in which arc mad, and where the poet has 
endeavoured to exhibit his forte in the dil- 
play of folly and diftra&ion of mind. I 
allure you too, upon my honour, that 
that part of the German public with which 
I have had the honour to be acquainted 
hitherto, admire and mod violently ap- 
plaud thole feenes which lhcw the mad- 
man in his wildeft tranlports. There 
are plays in which the chief chara&er fuc- 
ceftively murders from twelve to fifteen 
people j and by way of crowning the me- 
ritoriousdeed, plants a dagger in his own 
breaft. It is a fait, that the pieces which 
have mod madmen and murderers in 
them, meet with the greateft approbation j 
nay, feveral nftors and a&reftes have com- , 
plained to me how difficult they found it 
to invent new ways of dying on the ft age. 
It inuft be difficult, for there are lcenes 
in which the pi incipal performers muft re- 
main for half an hour in the laft agonies, 
uttering broken words, and under con- 
tinued con vulfions, and it is certainly no 
eafy talk to fuftain fuch a death with’ 
propriiRy. I have often feen no iefs than 
Vot. XI. 


five people at once dying on the Gennati 
ftage, one ringing out his kncllTwith hill 
feet, another with his arms, a third with 
his belly, arfd a fourth with his head* 
whilftthe pit feeraed agonizing with joy, 
efpecially if the fport lafted, and clap- 
ped every convulfsve movement. 

The next in rank on the German ftnge, 
after madmen and murderers, are drunk- 
ards, foldiAs and watcjimen. Theft cha- 
racters correfpond too much with the na- 
tional humour not to be welcome to the 
audience. But why the phlegmatic Ger- 
mans, who are troubled with fo few vio- 
lent palfions, and delight fo little in def- 
P crate tranihftions, and tragical events, 
fhould take luch pleafurc in the dagger 
and bowl, is not at iirft lb ealily accounted 
for. Let us fee what is to be laid for the 
audience and the poets. 

On the part ot the public it may arife 
from ignorance of life and manners. 
The different dalles of people do not 
mingle fo much in the German towns as 
they do in France. To every thing whicji 
belongs to nobility, or which has tti* 
name of nobility, or is in any way at- 
tached to the court, the German in the 
middle life can have no accefs. His 
knowledge of life and tafte of focial plea- 
lures is much more confined than that of 
our people, nor does he, like the inhabi- 
tants el a moderately large French town, 
enter into the innumerable incidents and 
accidents of common life. This want of 
intereft in uiual virtues and vices; this 
infeniibility to the little events of ordi- 
nary life, oblige the German to look for 
ftrong emotions and caricatures to enter- 
tain him on the ftage j whereas the French- 
man is contented with a piece of a much 
finer wrought plot, and willingly fees the 
people he lives and is acquainted with, 
repute need on the itage. The Saxon . 
drJtonas are not f6 monitrous and extra- 
vagant as thofe which are exhibited in the 
weftern am> louthern parts of Germany, 
bccaafe a more enlightened morality, and 
a freer inteicourfe than there .is here, ob- 
tains in that part of the country, and con- 
lequently the picture of a feene in corn* 
mon lire is more linking than it can be 
here. In general the majority in this 
part of the country, (Munich) confifts 
more of mob than in France, and the 
mob, you know, are notorious for running 
to fee an execution or a funeral.

England} but what Bavaria offers exceeds 
any thing to be feen elfewhere. 1 You 
know I am no painter ; foifc I endeavour < 
to point out to you the peculiarities of 
Bavaria in the abftrafl, my defcriptions 
will have none of that life and expreffion 
which diftinguifh Hogaith’s groups, or 
Bhakefpeare's fcenes. However, I will 
do my endeavour. • 

To proceed methodically— for you 
cannot conceive what a method (ticks to 
me in alt I do, fince I have breathed the 
air of Germany— I (hall anatomize the 
body of the Bavarian, before I proceed to 
the analyfis of his mind. In general the 
'Bavarian is (lout bodied, mulcular, and 
fUihy. There are, however, fome (len- 
der people among them who may pafs 
for hanafome. They are fomething lefs 
rofy-cheeked than the Suabians, a differ- 
ence probably arifing from their drink- 

■ ing beer in Head of wine, as the others do. 

The chantffceriftic of a Bavarian is a very 
round head, a little peaked chin, a large 
belly, and a pale complexion. Many of 
them look like caricatures of man . They 
have great fat bellies, (hort clubbed feet, 
narrow (houlders, a thick round head, 
and (hort necks. They are heavy and 
aukward in their carriage, and their fmall 
eyes betray a great deal of roguery. The 
women in general are fome of the mod 

■ beautiful creatures in the world. They 
. are indeed fomething grofs, but their (kin 

furpaflea all the carnation ever ufed by 
* painters j the pureft lily white is (bftly 
tinged with purple, as if by the hands 
of the graces. I faw fome pealant girls 
with ftch clear complexions, the* they 
appeared quite tranlparent. They are 
welt (haped, and more lively and graceful 
in their gsilures than the men. 

In the capital they drefs in the French 

■ ftyle, or at lead imagine that they do fo, 
for the men are (till too fond of gold and 
mixed colours. The counti y people di ets 
without any t&fte at all.

Bavarians, the inhabitants of the capital 
naturally differ very much from the coun- 
try people. The chara&er of the inhabi- 
tants or Munich is a riddle to me, and 
would remain fo if I were to (lay here many 
years, I believe, indeed, that it may be 
truly faid, that they have no character at 
all. Their manners are corrupt, as mud 
be the cafe with forty thoufand men who 
depend entirely oh a court, and for the 
moft part go idle at its cxpence. 

AitAngft the great nobles you meet 
here, as well as elfewhere, with very well 
bred, and polite people ; but the people, 
taking the word in its full extent, are in 
an eminent degree deftitute of any fen (e 
of honour, without education, without 
•any activity for the (late, attachment to 
the country, or generous feeling what- 
ever. The fortunes of this place are 
from 1500 to three or four thoufand 
ounds per annum, but the pofTelfors 
nmv no other ufe of their money, than 
to (pend it in fenfual gratifications. Ma- 
ny good houfes have been entirely ruined 
by play. The fafhionable game at the 
court was formeily called z.<wicken y or 
pinch ; but fince Hombefch, the minifter 
of finance, has pinched their falaries fo 
confoundedly, they call it Hombefch . 
Many of tne coin t ladies , know of no 
other employment than playing with their 
parrots, their dogs, or their cats. One 
of the principal ladies whom I am ac- 
quainted with, keeps a hall full of cats, 
and two or three maids to attend them : 
(he converfes half the day long with them, 
often ferves them herfelf with coffee 
and fugar, and drefles them according 
to her fancy differently every day. 

The fmall nobles, and fervants of the 
court have a pitiable paflion for titles. 
Before the prefen t elector came here, the 
place fwanned with excellencies, ho- 
nourable*, and right honottrables. As 
this was not the cuilom at Manheim, an 
order was made to alcertain the different 
ranks of nobleffe. All thole whom it 
deprived of excellency, honourable, See. 
and particularly (would you think it?) 
the women, were funk in defpair, and 
for the firft time complaints were made 
of tyranny, of which none before feenied 
to have any conception. 

„ The remainder of the inhabitants are 
immerfed in the moft fcandaleus debauch. 
Every night the ftreets re-echo with the 

noiie 
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noiie of drunkards i fluing from the 
numerous taverns where they have been 
revelling and dancing. Whoever is at all 
noble here* muft keep his miltrefs j the 
left indulge ip promilcuous love. In this 
refpeft things are not much better in the 
country. * 

Bavaria, indeed, well deferves the cha- 
rafter given it by an officer of Gafcony, 
of being the greateft brothel in the world. 

The country people are extremely dir- 
ty. A few milts diflhnt from the capi- 
tal, one would hardly la ke the hovels of 
the peaiants for the habitations of men. 
Many of them have large puddles before 
the doors of their houies, and areftbliged 
to ftep over planks into them; The 
thatched roofs of the Country people, in 
many parts of France? have a much bet- 
ter appearance than the milerable huts of 
the Bavarian peaiants j the roofs of which 
are covered with (tones, in order that 
the flutes may not be carried away by the 
wind. Mean as this looks, cheap as nails 
are in the country, and often as half the 
roofs are torn away by ftrong winds, 
yet cannot the rich farmer b~* perfected 
to nail his ihingles properly together. 
In ihort, from the court to the (nialleft 
cottage, indolence is the moft predomi- 
nant part of the character of tne Bava- 
rian. 

This great indolence is contrafted, in 
an extraordinary manner, with a (till 
higher degree of bigotry. — I happened 
to lh oil into a dark, black country beer - 
houie, filled with clouds of tobacco, and 
on entering was almolt thinned with the 
noiie of the drinkers. By degrees, how- 
ever, my eyes penetrated through the 
thick vapours, when I d hoovered the 
prieli of the place in the middle of fifteen 
or twenty drunken fellows. His black 
coat was juft as much bedaubed as the 
frocks of his flock, and like the reft of 
them, he had cards in his left hand, which 
he ftruck i'o forcibly on the dirty table, 
that the ( whole chamber trembled. At 
ftrft, I was fhocked at the violent abufe 
they gave each other, and thought they 
were quarrelling j but foon found that all 
the blackguard appellations which fhock- 
ed me, were only vnodes of friendly 
iahitation among them. Every one of 
them had now wank hit fix or eight pots 
of beer, and they defined the landlord 
to give each a dram of brandy, by way, 
they faid, of locking the ftomach. But 
now their good humour departed, and 
I presently faw, in all their looks and 
genures, the moft ferious preparation for 
a fray. This at length broke out. At 
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firft the prieft took vam pains to fiipprefo' 
it He /wore and roared at laft as much* 
as the reft. Now one ftised a pot and* 
threw it at his adversary's head, another ; 
clenched his fift, a third pulled the lew 
from a (tool to knock his enemy on tow 
head. Ever)* thiiig, in ihort, Seemed* 
to fpeak blood and death when on dm 
ringing of the bell for evening prayer* 

• Are Marie, ye !* cried the pncft» 

and down dropped their arms, they pul- 
led off their bonnets, folded their hands, 
and repeated their Ave Marie. It put 
me in mind of the adventure of Don 
Quixote, where peace is fuddcnly re- 
ftored in the great fray on account of 
the helmet of Mambrino and the ais*o 
collar, by the recoiled ion of what pafled 
in the Agratnantine camp. As foon, 
however, as prayers were over, they were 
all feized again with their former fury, 
which was the more violent from the mo- 
mentary interruption it had met with* 
Pots and gfafles began to fly. I obftrv- 
ed the curate creep under the table for 
fecurity, and I withdrew into the land \ 
lord's bedchamber. 

The lame fcenes occur in the inland 
towns among the citizens, officers, cler- 
gymen, and ftudents. They all fduts 
each other with abufive language) all vie 
in hard drinking ; and dole to every 
church, which are fcarce lefs than a8,ybo» 
there is regularly a beer-houfe and a bro- 
thel. A ftudent at the univerfity of 
Ingold (lad t mull carry a thick cudgel, 
and wear a neat cut hat 5 he mult be able 
to driifk. from eight to ten quarts of beer 
at a fitting, and be always ready to 
fight, right or wrong, with the -officers of 
the garrilbn that is quartered there. You 
may fwppofe that this does not tend tq 
raile the reputation of the univerfity, 
which is, indeed, but thinly vifited, 
though the profeflors are able men, and 
do their duty, although a proclamation 
came out Tome years fince, to forbid any 
Bqvariait from ftudying out of the coun- ' 
try. . , 

No pen can deferibe the ridiculous mis < 
tures of debauchery and devotion which 
every day happen. The moft notorious is 
that which took place in the church of 
Sc. Mary, Oettingen, a few years finer, 
whan a prieft actually deflowered a girl 
whom he had long purfoed, and could 
only make a prize of there before the 
altar of the Virgin. 

The country people join to their indo- 
lence and devotion a, certain ferocity of 
temper, which often gives rife to bloody 
fcenes. When they mean to praife a 
N n a church 
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church holiday, or Tome public fcftival 
which has lately been kept— th^y fay, 
fuch a one was a charming affair ; there 
were fix or eight people killed or made 
cripples at it. If nothing of this kind 
has been done, it is called a mere nothing, 
a fiddle-faddle bufinefs. In the lad cen- 
tury, and the beginning of this, the 
Bavarian troops maintained the fil’d re- 
putation among the Gciman forces'. At 
the battle of Hockftedt, they kept their 
ground and imagined theinlelves vigors, 
till the cleflor who led them was in- 
formed that the French had given way in 
the other wing. Under Tillv and Mercy* 
they likewife did wonders ; but finec the 
time of thefc gencials, militaiy diicipline 
has fo far relaxed among!! them, that they 
are no longer letdiers. Indeed no people 
can (hew more abhorrence to every thing 
which is called diicipline and order, than 
the Bavarians do. They might, how- 
ever, dill be nfefnl as fixchooteis, whofc 
robbeiics and all irregularities arc mere 
pardonable than thofe of regular troops. 
There are bands of robbers about, which 
are one thousand men Itrong, and would 
undoubtedly make good ravaging parties 
in time of war. There have been in- 
dances of their fighting againd the mi- 
litary, under bold leaders, to the very 
lad man. But the pooreil pcafant con- 
fiders it as a hardfhip to be drafted into 
the regular troops of his prince. 

The inhabitants of the capital, on the 
other hand, aie the mo!t weak, timid, 
and fubl'crvient people in the world. They 
have no quickneis of paits at all, and 
you will leek in vain in the town ftr that 
liberty, which fometimes degenerates into 
coarlenefs of manneis, but is dill the 
mod agreeable trait in the th.uatter of 
the country people. Undei the ln.it go- 
vernment, while the people of Munich 
were crouching under a defpotic niinider, 
and only ventured to murmur in iecret, 
the country people difcovcied their difcon- 
tent with a freedom which threatened 
dangerous confequences. At the fame 
time, an unbounded and inexprc-fiible love 
for their prince prevailed on yiem to pull 
down the inclofures of their fields at the 
command of the matter of the hounds, 
in order that the game might pafturc thcic. 
They fpake with raptures of the amiable 
qualities of their lord ; indeed they c did 
not pais over his faults, but tried to cx- 
cufe him for thtfn, and loaded his ier- 
vants, without referve, with* their he a vie it 
curies, and thus gave every ftrangei a juft 
idea of the court, while the inhabitants of 
the towfy In the dedicatory add idle 5 of 


books and poems, extolled the tyrants 
of the land to heaven. The country 
people judge as impartially of the prefent 
government. I mould not, however, 
have obtained any account of the prince or 
his fervants, if I had not got acquainted 
with fome foreign artifts belonging to the 
court, who were more interefted in the 
ftate of them both, than the natives, who 
are infatuated with their beer pots. Every 
(hoe-black in Paris knows all the great 
people of the court, pries into their pri- 
vate life as well as their politics, and con - 
demns or approves at discretion j but 
here you meet with many court -counsel- 
lors and fccrctaiics, who know nothing of 
the grejV people except their names. To 
conclude, the unadulterated Bavarian pea- 
fant is gruff, fat, u dirty, lazy, drunken, 
and undifciplined ; but he 13 brave, 
oeconomical, patriotic, and fuch a Have 
to his word, that when it has once been 
given it is never broke. As to his ha- 
tred of regular difeipline, it is partly owing 
to the dil'couragement thiown upon the 
military way of life by the clergy, and 
paitly to there being no provilion tordifa- 
blcd fbidiers. Something too ariles from 
the prince's not being military j tor in 
the year 1778, when the imperial troops 
were recruiting at Straubingcn, and 
can icd about w th them a picture of the em- 
peror in his unifoim, many of the natives 
immediately enliiled, on hearing that the 
emperor was a i'oldier. 

SOCIAL AND CONVIVIAL MANNERS. 

WHAT diftinguidu s the people of 
Vienna from the Parilians is a certain 
coaile pride not to be delciibed, an infur- 
mountable heavinel's and ftupidily, and 
an unaccountable propenfily to guzzling* 
The hofpitality of the table, about which 
you iiavc heard fo much, is only an 
of pride. Dui ing the four weeks I have 
been here, I have hardly been able to dine 
above four tunes by mylelf. It is the 
cultom when a man is firtt introduced into 
a new houie, to fix a day in every week 
for him lo be a regular gueft there. I11 
the firft houfe 1 dined, 1 conceived that 
the people had a real pleafure in feeing 
me j but I had not fat long before I had 
invitations enough, from the company 
prefent only, to lait me a month. But 
when they aik you, they all do if with 
fuch faces which ice in to fay, 1 Is not 

* it true that we are far more hofpi table 

* than vour Parifian gentry ?* Some- 
times they go (till farther, and make 
themielvcs very merry (that is, according 
to the Vienna mode of being merry) with 

1 our 
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our {paring niggardlineis. It is certainly 
tr£ie f that a man eats much better here 
than he does at Paris j and he cer- 
tainly allb ears a great deal more. At 
the common tables of the people of a 
middling rank (l'uch as the lower fervants 
of the court, merchants, ai tiffs, and the 
better kinds of mechanics), you commofi- 
{y lt-e fix,eight, or even ten difhes, with 
two, three, 'or even four kinds of wine. 
They commonly lit two liouis at tabh*, 
and they took it as a very uncivil thing 
of me th*.t I ivfufecT to talte m.«ny dilhes, 
though I was compglled to do fo, to fave 
rnyfeJl- an indigedion. But, alas 1 lb loon 
as the body is latished here, lbibon does 
the mind long for the fiicndly 
fouptis of Palis, which you 
more intended for, the feall of reafon, 
and the flow of foul, than the dainty 
puiluit of imligdlions choleias, anil 
apoplexy. Heie the only entertain m^n% 
mingled with the veiy liiious buliiufs 
gomg foiw.ud, .lie Ionic veiy bad low 
jokes. At the belf iub’es 1kjc , (I mean 
thole of the lecor.d o; dei ) you commonly 
a monk, but moie commonly a j lay ■ 
Cl » whole vtiv 1 efr.it d wit tnlifliis the* 
whoh- company. Tl*cmonk is mi.iinmi- 
ly leated by the lady of the iioufc, whom 
he coquets with j the player is li.itrd at 
the other end, and laughs at him till the 
whole route bicaks out into ihouis of 
laughter, fjr above thr capacity of com- 
mon lungs or ears cither to join in or 
beat. When the convcilat:on tubes a 
moic ferious turn, it i> »iu ays about the 
thcatie, which i* the Mznoit length to 
which cuticilin or oblervation cvei extend 
in this coimtiy j but the pia;»eta aic far 
fiom bung th*. company h^i's that they 
aic at Ik.jis. Nora- of t hole with whom I 
am imheito acqu ,: iifed know their mo- 
ther tongue. At Paiis, undoubtedly, 
we Ihould not admit into good company, 
men who neb her by their wit or tlieir 
manna s can xaiie ihemlelves at all above 
the loweit of the vulgar. 

Upon the whole, you meet here with 
none of the bidkncfs, the Ipinted plea- 
lute, the unconftiained lhti staff ion, and 
the mtereifing cunaiky about what is go- 
ing foi wards, that you find at Paris, even 
amongft the lowed oidcis oi lbciety. No 
body here makes remarks upon the mini- 
fltrs or the court j no body entertains the 
company with the novelty or anecdote of 
the day. You meet with nuinbei lei's 
people of the middling ranks who have 
nothing lo fay of their miniflers, thc:r 
generals, ancl philofopheis, and who 


hardly know even their names. Nothin 
is raken care of but the animal part. The- 
breakfall till they dine, and they dine tij 
they fup, with only the interval of^ per 
haps, a ihort walk and going to the play 
If you go into a coflbe-hcule, of whief 
there .ue about feventy, or into a beer 
houle, whs ch aic the molt elegant anc 
belt turnifhed of all the. public houfe*. 
(I law one with red damalk taiicftry 
pictures with gilt frames, looking. glaffes 
clocks a la Gucque, and mat hie tables^ 
you will lee nothing but a perpetual 
motion jaws. One thing you mjy reft 
Ilii red of, that no one will come up to you 
01 be noubJt ibmc with queltions j no 
nnn t litre talks at all, except with his 
neighbour, and then he molt commonly 
whilpcrs. Vou would conceive you were 
in a Venetian codec- houle, whuc they 
ail take one .mother for fpics. When

✓ Prince 
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Prince Rohan*, who Tonne time fince was 
ambaflador from France here, endeavour- 
ed to vie in expence with the inhabitants of 
the place, but, befides setting confidera- 
bly into debt, he was obliged to confefs, 
at going awajr, that though a man fpends 
his money with more tafte at Paris, a 
great deal more may be fpent at Vienna. 
It is, indeed, very true, that they fpend 
their money without tafte % or enjoyment, 
and fcyeral of them would do better to 
throw half their incomes out of the win- 
dow, and fet the populace a fqf ambling 
for them, for they would have as much 
olealure themfelves. At Paris every man 
nas Tome branch of oeccnomy, fome thing 
upon which he faves, that he may afford 
to be expenfive upon other occafions. 
There is likewife fome difeernment fhewn 
ill the choice of pleafures, and the poor, 
the arts, and even the native country, 
come in for fome fhare of the expence 5 
but here all is idle pomp and magnifi- 
cence. Amidft the wretched feenes exhi- 
bited by the mixture of fuperfluity andmi- 
fery at Paris, the friend of mankind re- 
col lefts that there is a Beaumont , and a 
Cure de St> Sulpice , who divide among 
the indigent a great part of the fuperflu- 
ities of the rich. But here there is no 
fource of confolation for the old, and of- 
ten fick beggars, who' (link into the cof- 
fee- houfes and beer- houfes at dufk to 
j»rocuie alms, whilft the great fpend upon 
a Angle meal, what would feed a private 
family for a year. 

The arts enjoy as little from the riches 
of this place as the poor do j almdii all 
the palaces and gardens befpeak nothing 
but a taftelefs piofuAon ; and as to col- 
lections of pictures, 1 have feen none but 
the Lichtexutcin galleiy, that defences any 
notice. It is true indeed that this may 
ftand in the place of many j it con Aft s of 
Ax hundred pieces by the belt mailers, 
and is divided into twelve rooms, which 
have a magnificent appearance, but then

I had forgot to mention one trait ex- 
ceedingly charaCteriftic of the country. 
In fome houfes, the matters of which af- 
feCt to live in the higheft ftyle, it is 
cuttomary, when an entertainment is gi- 
ven, to provide dofes of tartar emetick, 
and fet them in an adjoining room ; thi- 
ther the guefts retire when they happen to 
he too full, empty themfelves, and return 
to the company again as if nothing had 
happened. t 

Mu Ac is the only thing for which the 
nobility (hew a tafte ; feveral of them 
have priuite bands of muficians, and 
all the public concerts atteft that this branch 
of the arts is in the greateft efteem here. 
You may bring together four or five 
large orchettras, which are all incompara- 
ble. The number of private virtuofi 
is *fmall, but there is no finer or- 
chettra of mufic in the world. I have 
heard thirty or forty inftruments play 
together, all which gave fb juft, fo clear, 
and fo precife a found, that you would 
have taught you heard only a Angle ve- 
ry ftrong inftrument 5 a Angle ftrokegave 
life to all the violins, and a Angle blalt 
to all the wind inftruments. An Eng- 
lifhman, by whom I chanced to fit, was 
aftonilhed not to hear in a whole opera, 1 
will not lay a Angle diffonance, but one 
batty ftroke, one too long paufe, one too 
loud blaft. Though juft come out of 
Italy, he was enraptured with the juftnefs, 
and the clearnefs of the harmony. There 
are about four hundred muficians here, 
who divide themfelves into particular fa- 
culties, and often labour together during 
a long courfeof years. On a particular 
day of the year they have a general con- 
cert for the benefit of muficians widows; 
I have been aflured, that the four hundred 
play together as diftinCUy, as cleanly, and 
as juftiy, as when there are only fiom 
twenty to thirty.

fares for the proper education of hi* child, 
and for his future iubnftence in a ftate 
of eafe and independence. 

He received nis firft education in the 
College of the Four Nations, among the 
Janfenifts, where he gave early marks of 
capacity and genius. In the firft year 


* The celebrated Cardinal of that name. 
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of his philolophical Audies, he compofed 
a Commentary on the Epiftle of St. Paul 
to the Romans, and thus began as New- 
ton ended, as our author fliiy obftrves. 
The Janfcnifts confidered this product ion 
as an omen that poi tended, to the party 
of Port-Royal, a re It oral ion to fomc part 
of their ancient fplendor, and hoped to 
find, one day, in M. d'Alembert, a fe- 
cond Pafcal. To render this merriblance 
more complete, they engaged their rifing 
pupil in the fludy of the mathematics ; 
but they foon perceived that Ivis gi owing 
attachment to this fcience was likely to 
dilappoint the hopes they hail founed 
with lefpefl to his future ddlination : 
they, therefore, endeavouredlto divert 
him from lliis line; but their Adeavouis 
were fruitlels. * 

At leaving his college, he found him- 
felf alone and unc on netted in the world ; 
and fought an aiylum in the houfe of his 
mirle. lie comfbited hiini'elf with Ihe 
hope, tint his fmiuiK, though not ample, 
would better the condition and fubfiltence 
of that family, \vhic‘i was the only one 
that he could coolulcr as his own. Here 
he lived, during the ipacc of foit^fc years, 
with the greateft liiuplicity, dilcovering 
the augmentation ot his means only by 
increahng difplays ot his beneficence, 
concealing his growing reputation and 
celebrity fiom thel’e honell people, and 
making their plain and uncouth manners 
the fubjeif of good-natuicd pleafantry 
and philofophical obfervation. His good 
nurfe perceived his ardent activity, heaid 
him mentioned as the writer ot many 
books but never took it into her head 
that he was a great man, and rather be- 
held him with a kind of compaflion. 

You will never,” faid flic to him, one 
day, “ he any thint* but a phdofopher — 
and what is a philolophcr ? — A fool, who 
toils and plagues himfelf during his life, 
that people may talk of him when he is 
no more." When wc call an eye upon 
a certain let, or fcfcl, of philolbphers, we 
cannot help thinking lint this woman 
was no fool. 

In this peaceful and plain manfion M. 
D'Alembert applied himfelf entirely to 
the ftudy of geometry, and he foon pro- 
ceeded fo far as to enjoy the pleafure of 
making difcoverics i but this pleafure 
was fhort ; for, by confuting writers on 
that fcience, he quickly perceived, that 
the truths of which he looked upon him- 
ielf as the firft difeoverer were already 
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known. This difagrceable furprife M 
him to conclude (we know not why) 
that nature had refufed him genius $ a na 
that nothing more remained for him, bl|t 
to acquire tne knowledge of what other* 
had difeovered. To this he willingly 
fubmitted, and was perfuaded that tht 
pleafure ofriludy, even without the famff 
acquired by difcoverics, would prove fufi* 
ficient for his happinefs. This anecdote 
oui author had from M. d'Alembert 
himfelf, and he deems the morality of it 
precious. “ It is rare,” fays he, “ toob* 
ferve the 4 vuinan heart fo near to its na- 
tural purity and fimplicity, and before it 
has been corrupted by felt -love." 

As M. DaLEMbirt’s fortune did 
not far exceed the demands of neceftity, 
his friends advifedhim to think of a pro- 
feflion that miglit enable him to augment 
it. He accordingly turned his views to 
the law, and took his degrees in that line j 
but foon abandoned this plan, and applied 
to the ftudy of medicine. Geometry* 
however, was always drawing hint back 
to his former purfuits, anti, after many 
>neffe£lual efforts to relift its altra&ions, 
he renounced all views of a lucrative pro- 
feffion, and gave himfelf over entirely to 
mathematics and poverty. 

In the year 174.x he was admitted 
member of the Academy of Sciences, for 
which diftinguifhed literary promotion, at 
fuch an early age, he had prepared the 
way by correcting the error® of a celebrated 
work *, which was deemed claifical, in 
France, in the line of geometry. He af- 
terwards fet himfelf to examine, with 
deep attention and afliduity, what mull 
be the motion of a body, which paftes 
from one fluid into another more denfc, 
in a dire&ion not perpendicular to the 
furface feparating the two fluids. Evciy 
one knows the phenomenon which hap- 
pens in this cafe, and which amufes rluj. 
dren under the denomination of duck s and 
dr aka ; but our author obferves, that M. 
d’Alembert was the firft who ex- 
plained it in a fatisfaftory and philosophi- 
cal manner. 

Two years after his election to a place 
in rhe Academy, he publilhed his Trea - 
tife on Dynamics. — Our author gives an 
elegant and ingenious account ofthe new 
principle, and the profound and accurate 
fjfirit of inveftigation that diftinguifh this 
celebrated work, which was publifhed by 
M. d'Alembert in his twenty-fixtn 
year. This new principle confifted in 


* The Analyfe demontr£e of F. Rcinau* 
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tfllblilhing equality, at each inftant, be- 
tween the < hanges that the morion of a 
body has undergone, and the forces or 
powers which have been employed to pro- 
duce them: or, to ex pic is ' the thing 
otherwile, in feparating into two parts the 
hftion of the moving powers, and confi- 
guring the one as producing alone the mo- 
tion of the body, in the iecond inftant, 
and the other as employed to destroy that 
which it had in the* tirft. Our pant-gyrift 
bonliders the difeovery of this principle , fo 
remarkable for its fimplicity, as the epoch a 
fcf an important revolution In the phyfico- 
mathematieal fcicnccj. He acknowledges 
indeed, th it fotrraluf the problems, folvi'd 
in this treat ile, bad been prrvioully folvcd 
by particular methods, diifi^nt in ap- 
pearance, for each problem ; but hr main- 
tains, that tilde m< thods diftered only in 
appearance, that they were, in icality, hut 
one and the fame method, .ind that the 
principle above mentioned lay concealed 
m them, though none had been able to 
difeover it before M. d’Ai.embkrt. 

So early as the year 1 744 M. it'Allm- 
BERT had applied this principle to the 
theory ofthc equilibuum, and the motion of 
fluids j and all the problems before folvcd 
by geometricians, became, in lbme mea- 
furc, its corollaries. The dilcovciy of 
this new principle was followed by that oi ‘ 
a new calculus *, the firlt trial* of which 
were; piihhlhed in a DifconiTe on the ge- 
neral Theory of the Winds, to winch 
the prize-medal was adjudged, by the 
Academy of Beilin, in the year 174^, and 
■which was a new and brilliant addition to 
the fame of M. i>' A lembert. This 
new calculus ot pi? rial differences lie ap- 
plied, the year following, to the problem 
ot vihiating chord*, v.hofc foluiion, as 
writ as the theory tit the ol'cillations ot the 
air ami the propagation of found, had 
been given but incompletely by the geo- 
nv.tiuians who pteceded him, and thete 
\urt* his mailt rs or his rivals. 

In his diicourlc on the theory of the 
vir.ds, he only confide red the tfk£r that 
may he produced by the combined ailion 
ot ihe moon and of the lun upon the fluid 
which iurrounds the earth. Hue the ob- 
jc£i;i ot his inqc.ii y wcie, the form th t 
the atmoiphere nu*ft a flume, at each in- 


flan?, in confcqucncc of this ailion, the 
force and direction of the currents that 
mu ft refult from it, and the changes that 
muft be produced, in their velocity and’ 
diieclion, by the form of the great val- 
leys, which furrow' the furface of the 
globe. In the year 1 749 he fumifhed a 
method of applying his principle to the 
morion of any body of a given figure, and 
he folvcd the problem ot the preceflton of 
the equinoxes, determined its quantity, 
explained the phenqmenon of the nuta- 
tion of the terreftiial axis -f, ami thus 
finiflied what Sir Jlaac Newton had leic 
incomplete. 

In thr year 1752, M. d’Alembfrt 
publiflic^ :i ti entile; on the Rcliftance of 
Fluids, to which lx* ^;ave the modtft title 
of an eft ay. It contains a multitude of 
original id< as and new obfervations, and 
by it the theory of the motion of fluids it. t 
at, length, rcaMy fubjc&cd to calculation. 

About the Janie time he publiflud, in 
the Mctvoiis of the Academy of Beilin, 
Reftarches concerning the Intcgial Cal- 
culus, which is greatly indebted to him 
for tlx* rapid piogitls it has made in the 
pi cll*rfi century. — Thus M. D’Allm- 
Bi-.rt flic wed himfclf, at the age of 34, 
a win thy lucctflbr ot Newton, by loiv- 
ing the pioblem of the piece Ifion of the 
equinoxes (a iolution which has confiim- 
ed, by iiiehitiblc proof, the theory of 11111- 
veilalgia\ i'.at on) — bypurluing, like him, 
tlie ftudy of the mathematical laws of na- 
tuit — by ci eating, like him, a newlcience, 
and by inventing, all’o, a new calculus, 
the honour of which difeovery no com- 
petitor has ever pretended to conteft or to 
ihaic with him. 

While the ftudics of M. d'Alember r 
vecie confined to geometry, he was little 
known or celebiated in his native country. 
Ilis ccnnc&ions weie limited to a final 1 fo- 
ciety of leleif friends : he had never ieen 
any man in high office, except MeflTrs. 
d’Argenibn. Satisfied w f ith an income 
which furniftied him with the neceflaries 
of life, he did not aipire after opulence or 
honours, nor had thev been hitherto be- 
llowed upon him, as it is eafierlo confer 
them on thofe who folicit them, than to 
look out for men. who defer ve them. His 
cheeiful convtrfation, his linart and lively 


* This difeovery of a new calculus appeared neceflary to the fuecefsful application 
of JN& D’Alfmeirt's principle to ilie theory of the equilibuum and the motion of 
fluids r becauic m the theory of fluids, as in that of the motion of bodies lufceptible 
of, change ir their fonn, this principle led to equations, which were not iurniftiedby the 
m -thuds he foie known. 

■f Dilcovcred by Dr. Bradley. 
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faliies, a happy knack at telling a ftory, a 
lingular mixture of malice r»f i perch with 
goodnefs of heart, and of delicacy of wit 
with liinplicilv of manners, reader., d him 
a pleating ana interciting companion, and 
his company, conlcquemly, was much 
fought after in the fafliioiuble ci ties. 
His reputation, at length, made its wj/ 
to the throne, and rendered him the objefl 
of royal attention and beneficence. He 
received alio a petition from go vei nine. it, 
which he owed to the f:icnd:h;p of Count 
d’Argunsos. • 

The tranquillity of M. p’Almi- 
BeUt was abated wli«*n Ins lame giew 
more extenfive, and when it \va* known 
beyond the circle of his fi lend J that a 
fine and enlightened tafte for ntuature 
and philolopby accompanied his mathe- 
matical genius. Our\unegyi id is lo gra- 
ciou; to his ht*!t», and lb iukIw! to thole 
who no ctnbiace his philm’ophical 
ideas ail their detail, as in 'ic.be to 
envy, detrition, and to cfrhei lintjv.s 
neaily as un nitrous, all the dil'approha- 
tion, oppo fill On, and tcnfuie ih it hi. 
.l'At.i.uiti.RT met with on account of 
♦he publication of the famous F.ncydppsr- 
dical Dictionary of Aits and Sciences, in 
conjunction with Dintpor. This is 
not analyni'g and deciding with the 
accuracy which dilbnguilhcs M. nt 
Condorcet’s imelligations of mathe- 
matical truth i and if we do not attiibutc 
Ins inaccuracy hue to the prejudice*. ci' 
a party-ipiiil (foi Inf.JrUty has it* bigots* 
as well as nt-inlity J, we mult bear haul 
lipon his candour. None, fiurely, will 
letul'e the wdl-defci ved tribute of np- 
plaule to the eminent difplays of g.mus, 
judgment, and true literaiy tnite, with 
which M. n’Al.tMBERT has cmiched 
the great work now mentioned. Among 
oi'neis, the Preli miliary Dii’o>ui fe lie has 
adixed to it, concerning the j ilc; progrefs, 
Connexions, and affinities of all the 
branche; of human k no /.ledge, is, in our 
Opinion} one of the moll capital produc- 
tions of which the philolbphy of the p*e- 
Tent age can boa it % Nor wiil it tie depu- 
ted, that the malter-buildcrs of this new 
and ilupendous temfle of icience, for the 
worlhip of Nature, had alfo really in 
view the advancement Of human know- 
ledge, arid the improvement of the arts 
and fcieiices. This, no true* no candid 
philofopher will call in c^nefiion. But 
that, in the inner Court ot this temple, 
there was a Confederacy formed agairdt all 
fhole who looked higher than nature, for 
the principal object of their veneration and 
Confidence, is a fait too palpable, pay, 
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too boldly avowed, to (bind in need of' 
any proof; and if onpofition was made 
by many good and learned men to the 
violent and j/^natnr.sl divorce that wi* 
attempted between religion and philofe- 
pity, we think it rather unfair, that all op- 
position to fuch an attempt, from what- 
ever quartet* it came, •fliould be imlilcri- 
minatcly ftigmsui/id with t‘he odiou 3 ap- 
pellations of detraction and Hander. 

Somy time after this colofiu* of fcictocft 
reared its head to the clouds, and belli ode, 
with authority, the litti.uy woild, M* 
n’Ai embHiIT published his PhiJolophic J, 
Hiuorictl, and Philological Mi fi. el Ian it s. 
Thcle, lays om author, incrcalcd the 
mini bet of his detractors 5 that is, of 
thole who did not think thtmlelves bound 
to iiiblcribe implicitly to his opinions. 
Here dilculfion is again identified with 
cI»*ti.irtion. Wlial then becomes of lole- 
1 at ion and fieedom of inquiry ? Oh ! they 
arc the exclulivc pierogativcs of our phi- 
lolbphezs, who, like the learned ladies ill 
Moluie, tell the woild plainly, that the 
full law of their empiie i*», 
b!uln'a.oa Ac Ccfyit uue sots c t nos amis. 
The Mil’cellanies wue followed by the 
Mt moil s of C'hnllma Quftn ct Sweden ; 
in which M. d'AlevsiilkT /hewed that 
he was acquainted with the natural lights 
of mankind, and was bold enough to allt il 
them. His Eflay on the I ntercourfc of 
Men <>f Lcttcis with Puluns high in 
Rank and Otti'v, wounded the former 
in the quick, as il expoiid to the eye; of 
the public the ignominy of thofe f rvih* 
chains; which they feared to (hake olV, or 
were pi Slid to wear. A Indy bt the cowt 
hcaimg, one day, the author accufed of 
having rxag^eiated the dclpoT.lhi of tli* 
giear, and tlie lubiruffion they requite, 
anlwered flily, “ If helud conn, lied me, 

I would have told him illll moic of the 
tn.iiter/* 

M. D Al.rMrirfrT gave very ilegant 
fpeciincns of his lilciarv abilities, in his 
tianilatinns of Ibmc fidrA pieces ot I a- 
citu* : but tbde occupations did not di- 
va t him from his ma.heinaiical ftudics 1 
f /r, about tiie fame time, he enriched the 
Encyclopedic with a multitude of excel- 
lent 'articles iri that line, and compofcd r.i» 
Releaiches on level al unpoitant Point® 
of the Sy&.in of the World, in which he 
cat lied to a higher degiee of perfection 
the iblution of the problem of tuc pertur- 
bations of the planets, that had, leveial 
ycai s before, been prefented tl.e 
demy. . - 

In 17^9, he publilhcd hi 9 Elements of 

PhilQlbRhy i a woik remarkable for it® 

(jo pruciiloa 
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precifion ami pcrfjdcuity j full of import- 
ant tmths, analyzed with fucli clearncf's 
ami fimplicity, that they are intelligible 
to thofe who aretlv leal! accuflonjed to ab- 
(trari notions, ami therefore adapted to 
general tile. Such is the i'uhitance of 
ottr pancgyrill’s opinion of this work ; 
in which, however, other writeis may 
find fome tenets, relative hotfi to m j i- 
phyfics and moral faience, that are far 
from being admiflihle. 

W« oafs ovci our panegyiifVs ac- 
count of the relent me nt that was kindled 
(and of the difputcs that followed it) by 
the article Geneva, inlet ted in fie Ency- 
clopaedic. T he lloiy is old and dale ; 
itsiubjeft is local ; yet, in the collide of 
the controverly, talents, were difphued, 
and incidental objects were exhibited, 
which gave rife to chfauflions moic gme- 
rally inteielhng. We flinil only ohknc, 
that M. d'Alembfrt did not leave this 
field of com i overfy with living mlouis. 
The cor.trit ctitainly was ncithei t.vr nor 
fuccefsful on his fide, though our pnne- 
gyrift is at no fm.ill pains to difguifa his 
defeat 5 a thing not unuiVal win* his fu- 
petiois in bailies of another kind. Vol- 
taire was an auxiliary in this Cwnic*t j but 
as, m point of candour and decency, he 
had no icputation to lofa ; and a. he 
weakened the blows of his erinnii*-, by 
throwing both them and the lpcctatois into 
fits of l.iughtfi , the iliac of the war gave 
h.m little, uneafinefs. It fill more hea- 
vily on n'Ai.i mbert, and expofad him, 
even at home, to much contradiction and 
oppolition. 

it was on this orcauon that the lat^Cing 
of Pitillia oficicd hhn an honouiable a!v- 
lum at his court, and the place at Pi in- 
dent of his Attach my *, and wa>. not of- 
fended at hi* 4’efulal of thefe diltinriions, 
but cultivated an intimate iiicndilnp with 
liiro during the r li of his life. He had 
refuted, fome time* before this, a propo- 
fal mule by the Empitfs nfRuiTia, toen- 
tral- him wiih tin. t ditcat ion of the Grand 
Duke ; — a proj^fal accompanied with 
?11 the flattering offers lhat could unrpl a 
man ambitious of titles, 01 dclirous of 
making an ample fortune : bur theobjc&s 
of his ambition were tranquillity and 
Andy. 

In the year 1765, he publifhed hisDif- 
fi it.ition on the Peftruttion ot the Jeluits. 
I hi* piece drew upon him a fwaim of'ad- 
MaUucs, who • continued the merit and 


credit of his wotk by their manner uf at* 
lacking it. 

Bdids the wo:ks of this eminent man 
already mentioned,' he publifhed nine vo- 
lumes of memoirs and treatiles, under the 
title of Opufcules $ in which he has folved 
a multitude of Problems lerative to Allro- 
nomy, Mathematics, and Nairn al Phi- 
lofophy j of which our panegyrilt gives a 
particular account, more imperially of 
thole which exhibit 11c a- lubjeris, or new 
methods of invilligatmn. 

He publifhed alfu Elements of Mufic, 
and rendered, at Lngth, the fyftein of 
Rameau intelligible lnit he did not think 
the mathematical theory of the fonorous 
body luflificnt to account for the rules of 
that art. ) He was always fond of mufic £ 
which, on the one ^hand, is connected 
with thenioll lubtlc audharned rcfearchcs 
ot rational mechanics j while, on the 
oilier, its pnwci over the iuili s, and the 
Juij, exhibits, to phiiofopheis, plnvnu- 
mcin 110 left lingular, and Itill more in- 
explicable. 

In ihejcai 1772, he was choicn fecrc- 
t-uy to llic'Pu lie h Academy. He form- 
ed, loon alter this prefcimen*, the delign 
of \mm n^ tin. lives of all the deceased 
Academicians, f101.il/00t0z772s and, 
m the lpace of tluce yeais, he executed 
thi» delign, by cotnpoiir.g faventy Eulo- 
gies. 

M. i/Alt mbert died on the 29th of 
Oclohir, 1783. Thcic were many ami- 
able lines of candoui, modtity, dilintcr 
eftednefs, and beneficence in Ids moral 
chaiattcr; which an* lieie dcfciibed with 
a ditfuhu- detail, whole length and uni- 
foimity (as thcll* lines exhibit nothing 
u-iy ill iking or exti aordinary) make 
their lmprcllion moit laint than it would 
have been, it the dcicription had been in- 
duced within a narrowei compafs. M. 
Condorcet concludes this morai por- 
trait in the following manner: 

“ M. d’Alembert pafled the lafl 
clays ot his life in a numerous company, 
liltcning to their conveifation, and ani- 
mating it frequently by witty jokes and 
pleafant ilories. He was the only perlon 
otthe company who remained calm, and 
could occupy his mind about other ob- 
jects thanhimiclf ; the only one who had 
ffiength of mind fuflicient to give himielf 
up to merriment and frivolous amute- 
meats.”

But if this weie not the cafe, 
your Lordfhip could ttfliiy dilhnguith be- 
tween the fervile mccnfe of flattery, and the 
chlinterelled off-ling? of gratitude that flow 
from the lieai t. 

If tlu- mclnfed lines are worth a further re- 
rinik, it may be oblerved, that what is fui- 
tner faid in them, w'lth regaro to the m. Mi- 
ners of the times, is intended to be cleat !y 
underftood in the tevi/ft : as defciipiive, I 
am forry to have orcafion to f.«y, by no 
means of what they but what they 
ought to be ,* and what your Loraihip's ex- 
ample and happy adminiltrnticn plainly tend- 
ed to have made them. 

Bat our national luxuiy is too melancholy 
a topic to dwell upon ; 1 «pnt it, with my 
hopes that the offspring may not ar frequent- 
ly prove deltiudtive to us over indulgent 
parent, our pub’ie pmfpenty. 

Thus, my Lord, 1 take the libeity of

J OHN EARL of SANDWICH the 

eldelt ion of Edward -Richard Vif- 
coimt Hinchiabrooldb, who died in the 
lifetime of his father. Loul Sandwich

education at Eton, anil Trinity College, 
Cambridge, he went/ abroad F|r Anther 
improvement. In this tour he did not con- 
iine him&lf to the ftfual route, but ex- 
tended hit travels to Grand Cairn, in 
Egypt, and pOrfucd-art and fciencc with 
avid.ty and perfeve/ance.

An ACCOUNT of Mrs. M. A. YATES. 


OUCH of our readers as remember the 
^ entertainments of the Theatre twenty 
years part, will, at the lame time they are 
informed of the death of Uie celebrated 
Voi. XL 


a&refs of that period, claim from us, ac- 
cording totoor ufual cultom, fome intmo- 
rills of the tranfatfions of her life. 

The maiden name of Iilrs. Ystes was 
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Graham, knd the time of her birth, from 
cenjc&ure, may be fixed about the year 
1730. If we are not mi fin formed, the 
place of her birth was Birmingham. Of 
this laft cireumftance we would fpeak 
with diffidence, not having certain infor- 
mation } and for the fame reafon (hall pafs 
over the early part of her life, Vhich is laid 
to have been marked with unhappincls. 
Her firft theatrical eflay was in Dublin, 
about the year 175a, when the theatre of 
that city was under the direction of Mr. 
Sheridan. Tothis gentleman Mrs. Gra- 
ham applied, and was permit tt-J to per- 
fonn the part of Anne Bullen, in King 
Henry VIII. ; but at that lime, though 
in the bloom of youth, her figure was lo 
incumbered with bulk, and her voice lb 
very deficient in powei, that after one or 
two efiays fhe declaied hcrlelf latisfied 
with Mr. Sheridan** opinion, that fhe was 
not likely to make :*ny left enable figuie 
a$ an aCtrefs, and quitted Dublin appa- 
rently with a detti minution to give up her 
ihcauical puifuils. 

Fortunately ter heifclf and for the pub- 
lick, (lie did not adhere to this rel’oluiicn j 
as in the year 175+ we find hei in Lon- 
don, a candidate for fume aL Dnn y- Lane 
Theatre, 1 nd frm the cireumftance of 
Mr. Gai rick’s introducing her to the 
town in a new play with a piologue 
written and Ipoken hy hi ulelf, in which 
he mentioned the fcais of the new aCtrefs 
with fome addttls. wc may fuppofe hi 
was not without hopes of her becoming 
uietul, if not emin -it.

It was firll afted Fe- 
bruary a 5, 1754- As the lines with 
which M». Gariick concluded h>s pro- 
logue, pu ticularly belong to Mrs. Y ates’s 
fkiftory, our readeis will not be difplcafed 
to fee them here.

nights j and when his own excellent pa « 
formance, with the aftiftance of Mrs. Cib- 
ber and Mr. Moflop, are rccollcffed, it 
will not excite much furprize. Mrs. 
Graham, however, difplavtd but little ap- 
pearance of talents ; and though at her 
benefit fhe perfoimed Jane Shore, and 
about the fame time Hermione, in the 
Diftrcft Mother, f!*c afforded fcaice any 
promife of excellency.. Accordingly, at 
the end of the enfuing fealon, May 1755, 
we find her diiiniffed from Drury-Lane 
1 heatre, as no longer woirh retaining. 

After a yeai ’* ablcncs fhe returned again 
to the fame theatic, having in the inteival 
changed fcer name by Ivr union with Mr. 
Yates. The merit of this gentleman as 
an : <fror, and his experience on the ftage, 
lnuft have afforded his lady many oppor- 
tunities cf improvement. Her genius 
however lipened fo fiuwiy, that the cha- 
rters fhe reprefented 1‘etin ltill to have 
bien chofen moie for the advantage of her 
figure than any other requifiie. In De- 
cembtr 1756, flic pei formed Alcmcna, 
m Aif.plmryon, altered by Dr. Haw ktf-. 
worth ; in 17.cS, Sandane/in Agis ; Har- 
riet, in the Uphollterer j and fomei lines 
fupplied Mis. Cibbei's place in a pnncipal 
character, when that aCtiefs was dilablcd 
hy illntfs fiom pcifornvng. In 1759 
fhe reprefented the beautiful Cleopatra, 
in Mr. Cnpel's abiidgcincnt of Shak- 
fpeaie’s Antony and Cleopatra; and 011 
the revival of The Ambitious Step- 
mother, eaily that year, fhe filled the 
chara&er of Ameftris, which fell to her 
fhare by Mrs. Cibber's indifpolition after 
the firft night, with more reputation than 
fhe had yet acquired. Her fame at this 
pciiod be^an to eftablifh itieft, and an in- 
cident which foon afterwards occuired 
fixed it on a firm bafis.

TT I S T O R Y within tliefc few years 
n has been greatly improved in ar- 
rangement and mveltigation : biograpny 
has alio, been afluming a new manner, but 
a manner which hears no refemblance to 
the advantages acuuiied by hiltoiy. The 
one has improved in authentic atiAg its 
falls, and placing them in the lhbnged 
and 1110ft uieful light of moral and politi- 
cal ph.lol'ophy. The other has been •vaftly 
bufy in raking together all thetrafh within 
their leach, which had much better have 
been l’wept to Oblivion by the ftrearn of 
Time, in a word, the one has been 
tiling in manly dignity, the other lus 
been (inking to the mete golfiping of old 
women. 

In his Life of Savage, Johnfon has in- 
troduced an almoft continued digtefiion of 
moral reflection and difquifition. This 
fpecies of writing * was Johnfoifs fort , 
and the tender is highly pleated with ir. 
But lome of his own Biographers, who 
have Teemed wilhful to copy that model, 
oug' t to have remembered the fable of 
the Afs and the Lap-Dog ; and that ttyere 
is a great difference between telling an 
anecdote which refle&s a dilci iminating 
light on character, and an idle tale, molt 
gravely told, in what peculiar manner 
luch a one, when a child, 

— — ■ i* knuckled down to taw — 
or played at tec- tot urn. 

But unmeaning trifling idjenefs is not 


the worft charge againft fome of onr lit# 
Biography. We can fee no good b«t 
rather much latent evil, much triumph to 
the Libcitine and Infldel, in holding forth 
as a public fpetfacle evny caprice *»4 
human infirmity of a moral and refpeftablo 
chai alter.

This day a long debate took place on the

Gentlemen might now judge whether 
his general merits ivvre fuftlcient to prepon- 
derate over the charges brought agamft him, 
without waiting for the repoit of any Com- 
mittee that might he appointed to reduce 
tliofe charges into a compact form. 

The Chancellot of the Exchequer was fur- 
prifed that the honourable Gentleman fhould 
thin k-of prefcnhuig to the Houfe the proper 
timcK>f exprefiing their objections on this 
fubjedt. There was another ftage, in which 
objections might he ftated. It feemed to have 
been the fenfe of the Houfe laft night, that a 
felell Committee fhould he appointed to pre- 
paie the ai tides of impeachment; and that 
the general vote fhould not be put till after 
the 1 eport of that Committee fhould have 
been received. He did not, therefore, feel 
himfelf called upon to ftate his fentiments on 
th.it Iv ad at prefent. 

Mr. Sheridan replied re the ohfervations 
of the nght honourable Gentleman. 

Mr. Burke was of opinion, that the put- 
ting a pekfon’s fervices in the balance againft 
his delinquency, was only to be adopted at 
the commencement of a profeemion, and not 
after fpecific charges had been regularly fub- 
ftantiated agair.ft him. There bad been no 
examples of a contrary conduit. There was 
no occafion, therefore,- for fucb a fine of ar- 
gument in the prefent cafe j particularly as 
the acaufed perfon himfelf, at the bar of this 
Houfe, had declaimed every idea of fuch fet- 
t :T, or b.dance.

b» fyrtem of opprefFion and peculation. He 
had put up the lands to audlion ; and as it 
was natural to fuppofe that the Zemindars, 
who were the owners of them, would not 
offer more for them than they were worth, 
they fell into the hands of knavifh adventu- 
rers. Thus, by a flagrant a« 5 T of tyranny, 
the original proprietors were eje«d«l fiom 
their polfeflions for the fpacc of five years. 
He alfo permitted Canto-Baboo, his B.myati, 
(a fervant who afled as agent or broker) to 
farm many of thefe lands, to the amount of 
thirteen lacks and a half of rupees per ann. 
..This was contrary to an expiefs regulation, 
prohibiting Banyans from taking any farms 
* of the Eall-India Company. Though Mr. 
jfiadtngs had pretended that the in dilution of 
~ a Committee of Circuit would tend to the 
td3UQ||g& of the revenue, the reverie lud« 
taken place j for the balances and remiflums 
‘ had amounted to a 30 lacks of Sicca rupees. 

' fie had talked of profecuting the Mrmbeis 
of this Committee fop peculation 1 but had 
afterwards declined all thoughts of a profe- 
, cuttan, thinking, perhaps, that fuch inquire 
would bring to light fome particulars that 
fright tend to his own diferedit. 

The Committee of Circuit was preceded 
r by the eilabliftimcyt of Piovincial Councils, 
^n pnrfuauce of Mr. H 4 t'iig»*s plan of 
snaking frequent changes ic the revemo 


fydom, for the purpofe of rapacity and cor* 
r option. The Provincial Councils were 
afterwards abolilhed to make room for a 
Committee of Revenue ; the Members of 
this lad Committee were mere tools in the 
hands of Gungagovin Sing, a man of an in- 
famous character, who ailed as Douan, or 
Collector-General, and who was greatly pa- 
tronized by the Governor- General. The 
eftaMifhment of this Committee of Revenue 
proved highly injurious to the Company. By 
thefe and other means did Mr. Haflmgs 
cmtnhuleto the dimnnfiion of the tommy’* 
treat 111 c, and the emolument of himfrlf and 
friends. vmg treated copioufly of thefe 
points, he concluded with moving, That it 
is the opmiun of this Committee, after ron- 
fidei ing the faid charge, and hearing evi- 
dence therein, that Warren Hallmgs, Efq. 
by his conduft in this affair, is guilty of high 
crimes and mifdtmeanois.

There was a fum 
v*f greater amount due, 6o,oool. of which 
.bad already been paid, and the remainder 
gras in a promifing ftate of fetclement ; cnn- 
dbquently it might very foon be egpeCted into 
'Ihe Exchequer. 

*' ^Vith regard to fome of thefe articles, 
4fcpny gentlemen, when he had laft opened 
Budget, had exprefled their doubts 1 lie 
Was therefore happy to obvi.ite their objec- 
tions, by afferting the truth of his portions. 
The .falutary operations of the treaties were 
already become vifible. New markets were 
•Opened, and various encouragements afforded 
lo trade, which had never before been dif- 
^•covered. The modification of the taxes, the

Mentioning very perfp.cuonny the 
debt due from the Raft -India Company, the 
ftatement of the fupplies, and ways and 
wean?, the former of which amounted to 
6A 76,000!. and the latter to 6,767,000!. 
•nd explaining each particular with Ins ufual 
accuracy and happy attraction, ho concluded 
by moving, ** That the fum of 1,226,000!. 
being the furplus of the finking fuv.d on the 
5th of Apul latt, fhonld be applied to the 
purpofes of the current year.” 

Mr. Sheridan fan!, that the Minister fed 
tbb nation with falfe hopes, for at the very 
Jnoment that lie was holding out the pleafing 
proifpcdt of a furplus, he knew veiy well 
Hint the papers on the table demonftiated, 
that intlvad of a fin plus tlKre was a defi- 
ciency in the receipt of the Exchequer. 

Mr. Pitt obferved, that the deficiency 
tfj**'*.* occafioned by an event which Ged 
1 could have prevented, a failure of the 
1 in the Weft. Indies; in conference of 
jritfch there 1 had been a fmaller importation 
than ufual of fugar and rum into the king- 
dom) and hence the duties 00 thefe two nr- 
licb^bad been lei's productive. The cork- 
tree of the country had alfo undergone a 
temporary and partial fufpenfion, during the 
pendency of the treaties ; this was another

■by Mr. Fox and Sir Grey Cooper, the ques- 
tion was put on Mr. Pitt's motion, which 
was carried ; arid the Houfe being immedi- 
ately relumed, adjourned.

Mr. Gilbert having brought up the repoit 
of the Committee of Ways and Means, and 
the fame being moved to be read a fecond 
time, • 

Sir Grey Cooper rolb, and faid he had paid 
every attention to the ftatement by the Right 
Hon. Gegtleman (Mr. Pitt) on Friday laft, 
but was not of opinion the ftatement of that 
Gentleman was perfectly fatisfadlory. The 
Hnn. Gegtleman had llated, that after all 
the fervicos of the year fhould be fatisfied, 
and all the ulterior claims provided for, the/e 
would remain a million furplus for the pur- 
pofe of liquidating the national debt, lie 
did not agree with the calculation of the 
Right Hon. Gentleman ; he did not however 
wnh to undervalue the refources ot the coun- 
try, in which he had gieat confidence, but 
w illicit to have the finances of rhe country 
fairly {hired. Every man who had any pro- 
pei ty at ftake in the country, mull willi to 
fee a f.nr ftatement ; fucli ftatement had not 
been given, and it was to him an unplcaf.mt 
talk (though he conceited it his duty) to go 
about to perfuade them that fo favourable a 
ftatement was an uiifaii one. He then lead 
over part of tho fupply, and on the fum of 
96,000!. for exti aneous fervices, contended 
that it was ftated too low, and that the ex • 
t ran ecus fervices for the year would at lealt 
amount to 300,0001. He made feveral oh- 
fdi vations on the mode of Rating what fums 
weie in the Excliequer, and paid feveral 
compliments to the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer lor tfie army favings, and for the pur- 
pofe of making the old taxes more productive 
inftead of enforcing few ones. The fum of 
250,0001. as an expelled mcreafe in the Cuf- 
tome, he contended it was improper for any 
1 eliance to be laid on, as^ bad crops, or other 
circumftances might caufe a eonfiderable de- 
falcation. What might he gained by fome 
parts of the treaty, and by the duty on cam- 
brics, would be loft by other parts. The 
lofs to the revenue in the redu&ion of the 
wines of Portugal md Spain alone he eftimated 
at aoo.oool. and Che fame on brandy. After 
feveral other obfervations, he concluded by 
aliening, that by one mode of calculatig 
deficiency would exift in the ways and ^..cana 
of 883,000!. and by another of 921,000!/ 
Lord New haven faid, as the Hon* Baro- 
net liad ftated to the Houfe what he conceived 
to be the balance againft the country, be 

(Lord 
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f Lord Newhaven) -would taka the liberty of 
ftatmg to the Koufe what bit opinion on the 
fuhjedt was. His Lordtfhip then went into a 
detail of the wayt and means and the fupply, 
and concluded by making the ways and means 
exceed the fupply by 977,774!. which fum 
he faid was a balance in favour of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Steele rofe, and went into a reply to 
Sir Grey Cooper, «md argued, that if any fum 
was wanted in*addition to thrt of 96,000!. 
for extraneous fervices* it muft be very tri- 
fling, and would not exceed two or three 
thoufand pounds ; and for fuch addgion there 
was a furplus which could amply fupply fuch 
want. After a few other obfervations, 
lie concluded by aliening, that on the 51I1 of 
Janoaiy next all let vices would las fatisfied, 
and a furplus remain. . 

Sir Grey Cooper fpoke in reply. 

Mr. Sheridan urged, that what had fallen 
from the Hon. Eaionec, canied the utmfcft 
eonvi&ioii to his mind ; and forry he was to 
find, ilut all the pofitions lie and his friends 
had advanced laft year, were now verified 
be\ond the fhadow of a doubt. Confidenng 
thefe fadls, that the finances of the country 
had been mifiepi dented, and that inlte.id of 
furplutiagew, thei c appeared deficiencies, he 
w.r. convinced of ihe necetlity of renewing 
the propofition made laft year concerning the 
appointment of another Committee to ex- 
amine into the Hate of the revenue, report 
their opinion, and inform the Houfe and the 
puhlick of the teal (fate of our financial af- 
fairs. From the doctrine of the Right H011. 
Gentleman ( Mr. Pitt) we had laft year been 
taught to calculate the average of our income 
and expenditure from tlie Itatement of the 
year 17S5. Nothing, however, could be 
more ci rontons. 11»* income of tliat year 
had been eiii mated at 15,300,000!. and fub- 
feqnent years were ieckoned at the flattering 
calculation cf 15,397,0001. but thefe hap- 
py piofpedh weie imaginary, and nut founded 
011 truth : he therefoie could not con- 
ceive how they meant to realize the fum of 
1, zoo, cool, when »t was admitted that 
our expenditures were confiderably above 
l6,6oo,oool. The article of Ways and 
Means, including the confolidation plait, tlie 
expectations from the cam bucks, and vari- 
ous other affairs, were Itaced in fuch a com- 
plicated manner, chat he wifbeJ we received 
a little plain dealing. With regard to the fum 
^££^|£ted from the Eaft-India Company, he 
diffefr^l from the gentlemen who compofed 
adminift ration, and he was juftifted, from 
the proceedings of the Dire&ors, who had 
lately refufed their acquiescence, 

Air. Dundas rofe to fay a few words on 
the fiaft-India Company. He was obliged 
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m the Hon/ Gentlemsh for giving him ill oy« 
poitumty of fisting to the Houfe wtnf 'bi 
knew to be the real fituacion of that very 
important concern s and happy were it Aft# 
this country, were her debts within an equwjh 
probability of liquidation as thole of the' 
Company ; for it was his fincere opinion* 
that within a period of rime or ten yean, 
with any degree of prudence m the govern* 
ment, every fai thing of their debt would fct ■ 
completely difeharged. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer did net 
wonder thafethe Hon. Gentleman nffe&ed fo 
much fcepticifm on a faft it was fo natural 
for him and his friends to wifh, as nothing 
but the falfity of this fadfc could, in the leatt 
degree, alleviate the very daring' outrage*, 
which, under their ad m in ift ration, had bee* 
offered to the Company . He adverted to th# 
refources which he had foimerly ftated and 
explained, as forming a rational ground for 
expectation, that the exigencies of the puts* 
lie might be altogether fupptied, without im* 
pofing any new buitliens. 

Mr. Sher icinn replied to both. The fpseeh*; 
of the Right Hon. Gentleman, and his Right , 
Hon. Fiiend, had confirmed infteadof refolr- 
tng his doubts of the importance of the Com* 
p.tny. He repelled the infimiatioti of the 
Ri’ht Hon. Gentleman agamft the bill of hie 
Right H011. Friend, by alledging tliat tht 
mtfeiable argument railed on the word char* 
ters, was fo perfectly trite, that to mentis* 
it was ridiculous ; but he defired (ho Houfe so 
compare the two cafes. The meafure of his 
Right H011, Friend was bold and manly 9 
that of (tie Ri^ht Hon. Gentleman was only 
filching what li9h.ul nut the courage to ftitft. 
After fume little further converlatmn, tits 
refutations ucie lead a fecood time, sad 
agreed to.

Mr. Francis called the attention of tlio 
Houfe to a fubje^l which, though of a pri- 
vate* nature, and one in whiwh fie fiimfelf was 
perfonaily interefted, yet he conceived it f& 
be incumbent on him to ftate it in his place, 
a**ic was a grofs attack upon hinhw^safi* 
capacity aw a-member of Fai fiameot. He 
alluded to*a letter in a public new (paper of 
tliat day, figned “ John Scott," wtierein his 
chara&er had been moll grofsly trsduoed m 
one of the mod impudent' libels that ever 
disgraced Che prefs. He did not however 
come to the Houfe to demand protedhon—*- 
he came to give them information, that bs 
fhould feek that redrefs which the laws of hit 
country had provided for fuch nances— 
luil already retained counfci flefr that p or* 
pofe, and he was determined to proiecute tqi 
the atm oft the bon. gentleman, who* by

hm nodding Aflent, feemed to acknowledge 
tilo publication. 

• .Ma>or Scott denied that there was any 
broach of the privileges of the Houfe in Che- 
publication alluded to — He had written that 
letter to the Hon. Gentleman, not in confe- 
quence of any thing he had faid in the Houfe, 
but in anfwer to a pamphlet written by that 
gentleman, purporting to be a fpeech, w hero- 
ic! he conceived that there were fome impro* 
per infinuations againft his character. As 
toe Hon. Gentleman had made no direct 
complaint to the Houfe, nor lifted fpecifi- 

what the breach of privilege was, lie 
Apprehended they had nothing to do with his 
Intentions of profecuting the bufinefs in the 
.Courts of law. 
t Here the matter ended. 

Sir Gilbert Elliott gave notice, that on 
^Taofday next it was his intention to bring 
forward a motion for impeaching Sir Elijah 
Xmpcy of high crimes and mifdemeanors. 

• Mr. Dundas fubmitted it to the Hon. Ba- 
t ronet, whether it would be proper, at fo 
tfoate a period of the feflion, to bring forward a 
* queftion which much neceffarily involve an 

iffiRtenfe mafs of inveftigation. Tdefday was 
thefirft of May, and from the prefent for- 
mrdnefs of the public bufinefs, it was pro- 
bable that the feflton of Parliament would 
li At be much protracted beyond that time. 

Mr. Fox agreed in thinking it was now 
too late in the prefent fefiion ; but the delay, 
be faid, could not be attributed to his Hon. 
Friend, who had been prevented by the im- 
portance of other bufinefs from bringing for- 
ward hw motion fooner. • 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe in 
coufcqnence of the notice given by the wor- 
thy Alderman (Ncwnham) a few days ago, 
of a motion relative to the firoatioo of the 
Prince of Wales, which undoubtedly was of 
much importance, and could not receive too 
much of the attention of the Houfe. If the 
Horn Member meant topeifift in his motion, 
«svi to agitate a queftion of fuch peculiar de- 
licacy and finguHr novelty, he hoped he 
Would explain lumfelf more fully, by Hating 
tfe*n«f>greand extent of the motion which Ue 
meant twbpng forward. * 

Mr. Aldertnan Newnhsm faid, he was 
bot prepared to fay exactly what parliamen- 
tary form he Ihould adopt,' in fubmittmg his 
dhocion to the Houfe ; but the objedl of it 
was to-' relieve the Prince of Wales from ^he 
-erobanrafTments under which he laboured, and 
Which he trufted would meet with the hearty 
ffcpport of the Houfe. The fole-mtemion of 
toe motion which he fhould have jthe honour 
to propofe, was to refcue an amiable 
Prints front a fttuntiem difgraceful to his rank, 
'who* with a magnanimity that would ever 


refleA on him immortal honour and glory, 
had appropriated fo great a part of his re- 
venue to the difeharge of hie debts, that what 
remained was very inadequate to fnpport the 
fplendour of his birth (a loud cry of hear ! 
hear ! hear 1 from all parts of the Houfe). 

Mr. Fox was of opinion that the worthy 
Magifttate had fufficiently explained himfelf, 
by dating the fubftance of his motion. And 
he was forry that the Right Hon. Gentle • 
man, inftead of dwelling on "the otucytcir 
of the fubjedl, had ndt informed the Houfe 
that it was under the confideration of his Ma- 
jelly’s M^nifters. 

Mr. Pitt explained what he meant by the 
peculiar delicacy of the fubje£t. The 1 in- 
tended iw>tion of the Hon. Member, the 
Houfe had been informed, was to refeue the 
Prince of Wales from the embarrafiments of 
his fituation. Was it not then a fubjeft of 
the greateft delicacy to enter into adifeuffion 
hew that fituation was brought about ? for 
fuch mull be the nature of the difcuflinn. It 
was a fuhjeCI that was not uew to hirp. It 
had been often under his confideration, and 
however painful it nrnift be, he knew too 
well fhe duty he owed to himfelf ai>d to his 
country, to hold out any expe£lafions.of fup- 
port from Adminiftration. Hero this iute- 
refting converfation terminated. 

Mr. Fox entered into a long detail on the 
fhop tax* which be faid was not only partial 
and oppreftive, but alfo unproductive to the 
revenue. It was not merely the valutf of the 
tax that excited oppofition, but the in juft ice 
and impartiality of impofing what might be 
termed a pcrfunal muldt on individuals. An 
additional tax on alehoufes would be far pre- 
ferable to the prefent impolt ; but other 
taxes might be devifed that would prove 
better thah either. He Anally moved, that 
leave be gfven to bring in a bill for repealing' 
the faid tax. 

Mr. Lambton, member for Durham, in 
an eloquent maiden fpeech fecooded the mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Pitt obferved, -as the queftion had 
been fo fully difeutfed on former occafions, 
he Ihould be Very concife at prefent. It was 
his opinion, that the competition between 
trades would always be the means of' pro- 
curing living profit, which would not be 
much, if at all, dimmifhed by the prefent 
tax. After fome other obfervations, he de- 
clared his diffenc to the motion. 

Several other members fpoke, andftjr* * 
divifion the numbers were 147 for t te ^ mo- 
tion, and 183 againft it.

Mr. Marfham fa id he had fevoral ques- 
tions to put on that fubjedl, and he fhould 
oppofe the bringing in a bill at prefent. 

Mr. Kite apprehended, that unlefs the ho- 
nourable Member was very anxious to enter 
into a debate* it was rather Angular in him 
to object to the bill before it came into the 
Houfe. 

Mr. Marfham acquiefced in this and 
the bill was brought in, and ordered to be 

primed . •

The order of the day being read for read- 
ing the firfl time the bill to farm Jhc Poft- 
borfe tax, 

Mr. Marfham wifhed to know what the 
right honourable Gentleman's nbjeQ was in 
tins bill; for he thought the bringing for- 
v ard a hill which would occafion a general 
departure from th .t fyltem of colleCling the 
revenue which has hicheito characterized 
the government of the country, fhould be 
founded and fuppoited upon principles of the 
great ell neceflity and expcdit;ncy. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer kid, the 
ohji cl of the bill was to enforce the ful^ pay- 
ment into the Exchequer of what was ahfo- 
lutely collected, for there exifted now frauds, 
which, 'although the country individually paid 
their quota, yet the channel in a great mea- 
l.re was diverted from the Treafury. He 
did not think it liecellary to enter into any 
defenfivc detail of argument on the firfl read- 
ing of the bill. 

He knew it might be urged, that farming 
taxes were creative of coimption, influence, 
jobs, and opprefTion. In anfwer to this he 
could only fay, that he ttulled there would 
be provifions in the bill to prevent the far- 
cners, or thofe fubordinates whom they might 
depute Co enforce the cnlle&ton, fpim having 
she power of any exercife of oppreliion. 

Mr. Ballard objected to the tax being 
farmed. He thought the meafure fhould 
not have been brought forwaid without an 
explicit fljtement of the amount, as well as 
the manner of the frauds that were repre- 
fented to exift. 

Sir Jofeph Mawbey faid, he had fenti- 
ments againft the meafure ; but from wlurt 
the right honourable Gentleman (Mr. Pitt) 
had dated, thofe fentiments were altered, 

Mr. D^ake recommended the Houfe not 
to be captious. He thought it w as brought 
forward by Mr. Pitt with no other motive 
buttfwK of rendering die tax mure efficient. 

J°U»flk was convinced it was a mea- 
fure me mod inimical to the conflitution of 
any that could be adopted. He faid, the 
{Saltomania was fo prevalent, that the firft 
enrafure of taxation, after the treaty had 
V„ L . XI. 
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palled, was brought forward on the pofitiv* * 
principles of aibitrary government. 

Mr. Fox rofe in opposition to die principle 
of the bill. He replied pai ticulaily to the 
arguments of Mr. Pitt in its defence. 

Mr. P. Sloper thought were this tax efta- 
bl iflied, on the fame pitnciple he fhould ck- 
pe£l to find ilib fhop-tax farmed. 

Mr. Pitt i.nd a few word:, m ivply. 

Mr. Sheridan approved of the oppofition 
to the tax, and adduced fevcr.d pointed ar- 
guments to fhew its inimical tendency 
againft the principles of a free government. 

Lord John Cavendifh fpoke ugaiiilt Hie 
bill. 

The Houfe then divided. The numbers 
weie, for the firfl reading 73, againll it 39 
Mdjoiiiy 34. 

April 17. 

In a Committee of the whole Houfe, Mr- 
Rofe moved, that the fum of ) 4 >Ci 397 l* be 
granted to his Mpjcfly, to make good the de- 
ticiency under the heads of grants. — This 
motion icceivedthc afTcot of the Houfe, and 
was followed by a confiderable rm iiber of 
others, relative to the Supplies. 

Mr. Sheridan then rofe, to mote for leave 
to bring in a bill for better fupplying lus Ma«* 
jelly’s fh ps with teamen, and encouraging 
volunteers to enter into the naval fervice. 
As this was a point of confiderable impor- 
tance, and one that r»qiured great delibera- 
tion, he did not wifh m have the propofed 
bill palfed during this fefiion He only wifhed 
the Houfe to confidcr the bufmefs maturely, 
that fome decifive fleps might be taken in it 
at the commencement of the next feffion. 
The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. /ff derman Newntum then dated til# 
purport of his intended motion Concerning 
the Prince of Wales. He affirmed, that in 
his propofition, he meant to fhew tiiehighefl 
refpedl to his Majeftyand his illuflrious fami- 
ly ; and that the whole would be grounded 
in fubllance as follows : Thar an humble ad- 
drelk be preleoted to his Majefly, praying 
that he would be grauoiifly plenfed to order 
an examination of lus Royal H ghnek the 
Prince of Wales’s affairs— To allurd lus 
Htghnels fuch relief as was neceftir ffh'AP 
cue him fw»m Tns prefent embagraffed flate— 
and to affuie his Majelly that the Houfe 
would make good the fame. 

Mr. Rolle exprefCed hi* fincere regret th t 
the Hon. Member was refolved to proceed. 
He«begged him to ref rail* from fuch a mo- 
tion He was convinced it was too delicate 
a fuhje^l for the difcudioD of the Houfe, and 
that it might tend fo create jeaknify and ani - 
moficy between the Prince and his Roy. I 
Father. Whenevf r the motion came for- 
ward, *vc detijred Mat ha would move tjic 
X i pie- 
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previous queftlon, and that he was at all 
times ready to give it his hearty negative. It 
now became the country gentlemen, he faid, 
tn (land forward, and all independently, as 
he conceived that both the church and con- 
ftitution were in the mod imminent danger. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer briefly 
mentioned his disapprobation tif themeafure. 
He deprecated the motion, as it would in- 
volve the promulgation of circumftances of 
a very delicate nature; which circumftances, 
when known, would certainly induce the 
Houfe not to grant the relief which many 
gentlem* n now thought necefiary. He con - 
fell'ed that it would he very painful in him to 
he obliged to reveal the falls alluded to ; but 
he found it a duty incumbent, as a fervant to 
his Majetty, and to the publick. 

Mr. Sheridan, and fcveral other gentle- 
men, gave their opinions, when the fubjelt 
was dropt for that day. 

Mr. Mmchin's motion for an alteration 
of certain Penal Laws was, upon the fug- 
gelliou of the Chancellor of (he Exchequer, 
who imagined that it was dangerous to intio- 
duce fudden alterations of the Penal Laws, 
negatived. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe to 
explain wh;*t he meant by his obfer vat ions on 
* he Pi ince of Wales’s affairs . The circnm - 
flames which he had mentioned, he faid, 
were nothing of an extraneous nature. They 
.only comprehended a particular corrcfpon- 
dence, and the delicate fituation between a 
father and fon, and between a Kang and an 
Heir Apparent.

The order of the day was then read, for 
the fecond reading of the bill for letting to 
farm the duty on poft-horfes. 

The Hon. Mr Marlham rote, and dated 
his obje&ions to this new mode of collection. 
There were no good grounds, in his opi- 
nion, for the alteration propofed by the pre- 
fent bill. It did not appear to him, that 
fiiere bad been fo much fiaud and evafion 
El would juftify fuch an innovation. He 
^lfo conceived ij; to be informal, to proceed 
-to any change in the mode of collecting a 
tax, without having the previous opinion of 
the Comnnflioncrs of the Revenue, in fup- 
poitof the necclfity, or, at lead, the expe- 
diency, of altei.ng the former fydem. The 
commiflion of this bufinefs into the hands of 
farmers, was like wife an improper delega- 
tion of the powers of government. One 
claufe of the bill, in paiticular, was repug- 
nant to the forms of the conditution ; 
namely, that which would continue farmers 
for a teun of yeais. The blank, indeed, 
was not )et filled up with a fpecific number 
but the plural yean indicated that there 
would at lead be two. The Houle, he 
thought, had no power to fix fo decisively 
the coutmuanco of a tax. With regard to 
thb probable event of this experiment, he 
w.is apprehenfive that the revenue would 
We rather than gain by it. The tax, in the 
way m which it was now collected, began 
to be very productive. It would, therefore, 
be advifcahle to wait till fome teal nccelfity 
titled foi altei ing the collodion.* For the 
regions he had fUtcd, he would give his 
decided negative to the bill. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer de- 
fended the hill from the dnCtuies of Mr. 
iVfarfham* He thought the notmiety of 
evnfions a very fufticient ground for the 
change which he had propofed. He appealed 
to the Houfr, whether they had not con- 
vincing reafons to believe that numerous 
frauds had been committed, with icfpeCt to 
now under confideration. Wlfcs© 
1 o uniitftrfal an opinion of fraud ^prevailed, 
there was no necefluy for the production of 
written documents to prove it. The Hdh. 
Gentleman had difputed the propriety of al- 
tering the collcAion of a tax, without pre- 
vioufly eonfulting the Revenue Boards • In 
an&fter to this, he would obterve, that Par- 
litrijtet was competent to any alteration of 
without having the opinion of the 
Commiflionerfr of Revenue. However, lie 
ivifhed them to fugged any im - 
fhMprtncnt which th^y might think expe- 


dient. The pfcfent bill, by entruding the 
collection to perfons who would be mure 
diteCMy intereded in the prevention of 
frauds, would render the tax much lefs 
liable to evafion. There was, therefore, 
fome reafon to expeCt, that the revenue 
would be benefited by it. At any rate, no 
lofs would accrue from it ; for the tax would 
be put up at the greated fuvn which it had 
hitherto produced in a ccrftiin time. The 
bill, alfo, was very unlikely to produce any 
of thofe vexatious apd opprefiive conie- 
quences which fome gentlemen had appre- 
hended. 

Mr. Marlham explained. 

Mr. Lambton obferved, that he was not 
induced, by the plaufibility of the Right 
Hon. Gefttleman, to vote in favour of the 
bill ; but &as rather confirmed in his ap- 
prehenfions of its finifter consequences. It 
would furnifh a bad precedent, contribute to 
the undue influence of the Crown, and pro- 
duce inordinate wealth to individuals. It 
was alfo, he conceived, an unconditutional 
meafure. He looked with horror at the 
probability of the introduction of a principle 
which? occafioned fo much oppofition in a 
neighbouring country. 

Mr. Role was of opinion, that the bill 
would give no influence to government, 
but would rather tend to diminilh it; as the 
diftributers, who were concerned in the pre- 
fent collection, and who were appointed by 
the Crown, would be removed, ai>d the tax 
would be put up to public auClion. He alfo 
vindicated the bill in other points. 

Mr. Baftard went into a very elaborate in- 
vert igation of the meafure, which he con- 
demned with much warmth, as highly un- 
conrtitutional, and inadequate to the end 
propofed. He infirted that it was levying 
more money on the fuhjeCt than could come 
into the public treafury, and mentioned a 
great variety of other and moft ferious mif- 
chicfs, which it would affuredly introduce 
and promote, 

Mr. Powys wiflied only, as he meant to 
vote for the reading of«:he hill, to ltate un- 
der what head alfo lie meant to give that vote. 
He tlien flic wed the feveral objections he 
had to the meafure, and how thefe might 
be removed in the Committee, declaring at 
the fame time, if they were not, that the 
meafure would be fuch as he could not fup- 
port. 

Mr. Martin was of opinion, that the bill 
contained feveral advantages, as well £ 
advantages. However, he would a»rce to 
its fecond reading. 1 

Mr. Roil* defended the principle of the 
bill. 

Sir Richard H ill remaiktd, that the argu- 
ments 



nm’s of the gentlemen whjhad oppoftd the 
hill had operated like a rcfle&ing telefcope, 
lo as to convince him of the utility of the 
meafure. He made fume humourous re* 
mai ks on thofe arguments, and found room 
for lome ftrilture* on the Coalition. 

Mr. Wyndham fmd, that the malice of the 
Hon. Baronet had outrun his wit. Having 
rallied him with fuccefc, he condemned the 
bill for feveral reafons, bi t principally for its 
jotiodu&ioii of a principle which might pave 
the way for 3 general fyttem of farming. 

The Attorney General ccnfidered the poft- 
hoifc tax as peculiarly adapted to the plan of 
fat mirg, and one that umU not exempt- 
cd tioni cvafion but by that mode of col- 
legion.

Y fan, who art come into the light 
from the womb of thy mother like the 
chicken from the egg, and like it art pre- 
paring to 'fly through the world, we know 
not how long heaven will grant to us the 
enjoyment of that precious gem which we 
puflefs in thee 5 but, however fhort the pe- 
riod, endeavour to live exactly, praying 
God continually to affift thee. He created 
»hee ; thou art his property . Ho is thy fa- 
ther, and loves thee fhll more ‘than I do; 
repofe in burr thy thoughts, and diy and 
night direct thy fighs ‘ to lum. Reverence 
and falutc thy elders, and hold no one in 
contempt. To the poor and the diftreffed 
be not dumb, hut rather ufe words of com- 
fort. Honour all perfons, particularly thy 
parents, to whom thou owed obedience, 
refpedt, and fervice. Guard againd imi- 
tating the example of thofe wicked fans, 
who, like brutes that are deprived of reafon, 
neither reverence their parents, liften to 
thei* inft tuition, nor fuhmit to their cob- • 
-region ; becaufe, whoever follo^r their 
fteps will have an unhappy end, will die in 
e defperate or fudden manner, or will be 
killed and devoured by wild beads. 

' Mock not, my fan, the aged or the im- 
perfect. Scorn not him whom you fee fajl 
into fume folly or tranfgrefiion, nor make 
him reproaches > but retrain thyfelf, and 
beware left thou fall into the fame error 
which offend* , thee in another.

.where* thou art not called, nor interfere in 
that which does not concern thee. Endea- 
vour to mahifeft thy good breeding in all

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'great, do not become vain fr fond of |L If 
(lie gift is frnall, do not defpife it, nor be 
provoked, nor occasion difpleafure to tlicni 
who favour thee. If thou becomeft rich, 
do not grow infolenr, nor fcorn the poor ; 
for thofe very gods who deny uches to 
others in order to give them to tliee, offend- 
ed by thy pride, will take them from thee 
again to give to otliers. Support thyfelf by 
thy own labours ; for then thy food will be 
fweeter. I. my foil, have fupported tliee 
liitherto witn myfweat, and have omitted no 
duty of a father ; 1 ’have provided thee with 
every thing ucceftaiy, without taking it 
from otliers. Do thou fe like wife. 

Never tell a falfehood ; becaufe a lie is 
a heinous fin.

Do not 
take notice of the failings which thou ob- 
fcivelt in otheis, if thou art not called upon 
to correct them.

The chief advantages of this engine beyond 
the burner is, that the water may be forced 
to ^ny height ^v|thollt incretfing ihe force of 
the fleam, wliwh never need be much great- 
er than that of the atmofphere ; and there- 
fore the boiler is very little endangered. The 
nnxi.yum of its powci depend* upon the area 
Of the pifloo •, for the larger the are*, the 
greater the column of the atmofphere that 
pr* ffts it, and coni'cqiicntly the heavier tbe 
weight or cnunterpoiie may be.

and I find much innocent inftrufVion in 
Chcftetlicld, that a mother's hcait is in- 
clined to adopt. Let ligid moiahfts tell 
me, if they pleafe, that all his paientai 
merit is of the woman ilh kind; and that 
he is, at bed. 

Fine by defeat, and delicately weak. 

As to Johnfon, I have indeed many 
jiiri’in n ideas *>f his excellencies and de- 
fends ; yet, 1 believe, I may give yen mv 
notion of his charaQer compii/cd in a 
line by which Ix'pe has dcl'ciibcd the 
whole fpecics. I L.all conclude, thtic-

There was m«re cru- 
elty in defrauding an indullnous and well- 
meaning tradefm.m t and thus perhaps eVen- 
tu.dly i educing him and a family dependant 
on him, to t*ggary,4han in imprifoning an 
idle, an unprincipled, or a diflipated member 
0 i fociety. In reality, he had obferved, that 
there wcieon .in average twenty 9ruel debtors, 
fur one cruel n editor. The indulgence and 
hum.itnty of ci editors was well known to 
thofe who, like him, had received lo much 
experience in bankrupt c.ifes^*Nor wero 
the honors of impi ifoijmcnt anu the mfferies 
of .» i ill lb gie.it as they were commonly ima- 
gined to be if .my, they were caufed 

principally by the profligacy, the diffip.ition, 
ami (he wickt-dnrls that prevailed in thofe 
p! act's. He had the authority of a man, 
highly rcfpecithle fin Ins humanity, and his 
know ledge of that lubjidl, to f.iy,th;£ilie in- 
tenor management of the pnfous ^n this 
country, were a diigracc to the whole fyftrnn 
of our laws, and ro the admmtftraticm of 
j:illice. It was a teforni in thij p.u ticular, 
that mod required the inlei lei encc of tlie Le- 
giJl.ituie. He fhould be cxhemely foriy to 
be fuppofed capable of i editing the C-dls of 
humanity, or of Handing in the way of any 
telief that might be intended tobe held out to 

the unfortunate but what was the de- 

ftription and character of thofe who wanted 
to be relieved by this bill ? It was not the 
tiader, who had f offered in confequence of 
his enter prize, and of a fpirtt by which the 
country might be benefited, wlio would re- 
ceive relief fiom it, but, in general, thofe 
who, with their eyrsopen, ran into extrava- 
gmcics which they could not afford — or, in 
other woids, revelled on Lire property of 
nthtfis. Oi*r !aw?fhad wifely granted a con- 
Itant and regular Relief to thofe wh# were 
deficient to their creditors, in confequence of 
commcrci.il lotles— -hut made no provifion in. 
favour of profligate or extravagant perfous, i 
Who firll undid themfelves, and afterwards I 
endeavoured to involve others in their ruin.f 
For, whom did the bill, propofad for their 
JLordfhips confiderat on, embrace ? It com- 
prehended no Ids the inconfiderate and im- 
piudcnt, than tlie unprincipled and vicious. 
He fhould not confider, as tlie Noble Duke 
liad done, the number of perfons confined in 
the fevetal pnions, though he knew that 
number was in general the fame, however it 
might increafe as an info ’vent ad was expeft- 
4d i but he fhould confider of that number 
to whom it would extend. It would include 



thofe who had been in prifoit one, 
three months, as well as thofe who tatd 
guifhed in confinement for years; it Wwqffel 
cwrnmehend thofe who had gone into-pfiftft 
of their own voluntary on. purpo£^^|p 
procure this indemnity, as well as tlinfey m 
he believed mmimbei, who had been 
to it through the unrelenting ct eeliy of cretK* 
tort. And if the relief of this lntt clafs otlly 
had been intended, he was fure that 
would have been little or no foiicnatoji mai|R 
for (he parting of the bill. Were this bill t*i 
the form m which it wn#bi ought be 'ore' theft 
Lordtlups to pafs, it would only he an - <WM 
cuuragcment to knavery. It would eoft «*» 
rage others, after involving themfelvas in 
this country, to run over to Boulogne Of 
Calais, and there live upon the money they 
had borrowed, till a bill (ht<uld be enadted in 
Pniliamettt to enable them to come ha&lf 
to England, and laugh at thofe who had foot 
the vi <51 1 ms of their own credulity. In the 
defcnption <>f perfons to be relieved by thiS 
hill, officers of the navy and army war# 
mentioned.

REPORT from the Committee appointed to inquire into Abufes of the Poft-Office. 

The Committee appointed inquire into certain abufes of the Poft-Office met, accord- 
ing to the order of the Houfe, and proceeded to examine the fame. 

A narrative tranfmitted to the Poll-Office here, by John Lees, Efq. Secretary to the Poft- 
Office iu Ireland, was prefented to your Committee, and your Committee finding matter 
therein, which appeared highly deftrving of fuilhfrr invcfligation, examined the Earl of 
Tankerville, late Poftroaftrr-GentTal ; John Walcot, Efq. Agent to the Poftmafter-Gencral 
at Dover; Anthony Todd, Efq. Secretary 10 the Poft-office; and Pellrgrin Treves, Efq. 

That it appeared to your Committee from the evidence of thefe peifuns, that Mr. Lees, 
«n receiving his appoinmitnt of Secretary to the Poll-Office in Ireland, entered into a fc- 
curity to pay the fum oi 350I. ft* tl. a year, out of the prufits and emoluments of the faid 
office, to a perfon deferibed by the faid Mr. Lees by ihc letters A. B. and whofe real name, 
it appears by a letter from Mr. Lees to Mr. Todd, likewife laid before your Committee, 
JVlr. Lees confidercd hinifi If bound to conceal. 1 hat the annual paymentaforefaid was to 
take place on the death oi a Mi. Barham, an ancient and rncritei ious officer in tbefervice of 
the Pull-Office; and who had. as a reward for his lervices. been permitted to retire, with 
the enjoyment of (he emoluments attendant upon the office of Agent to the Packet-boats 
at D uver. That it appeared fo your Committee, that Mr. Treves was the perfon to whom 
the annual fum of 35**1. was to paid ; and that the fecurity for the payment thereof waa 
given by Mr. Lees and Mr. Walcot to Mr. Tieves ; that the payment of this fum was re- 
qmied of Mr. Lees, as the condition ol iiis appointment to the office of Secretary to the 
Poft-Office in f reland, vacant by the lcfignation oi Mr. Walcot, who was appointed in the 
room of Mr. Barham. —That Lord Carteret, who was Joint Poftmaflcr- General with Lord 
Le Defpeticer, at the tune ot the above appointment, was privy to the fame ; and that the 
engagement to pay Mr. Treves 350I. a year, alter the death of Mr. Barham, was, in faff, 
the condition ot the appointment ot Mr. Lees. — That it appeared to your Committee, that 
Lord Carteret had betn greatly difplcafcd and difquieted by the difewvery (J this tranfac- 
rion, contained in ^the narrative of Mr. Lees, already mentioned. That Mr. Todd, who 
has for many years part been Secretary to the Poft-Office, informed ^our Committee, that 
inch a transition was totally unprecedented ; and that he exprcfTcd his disapprobation of it 
<«u both Pef^rpafters-General althetimc it took place. 

That it further appeared to your Committee, from the examination of MeiT. Todd and 
Trcvea, that a payment of an annuity of s£>ol. a year, bad beenexafted fiom a Mr. Daf h- 
wtfod, appointed to the office of PoilmaftcfeCeneaal in Jamaica. That this annuity was 
■ eaafted from Mr. Dafhwood, as the condition of his appointment to the la It- mentioned of- 
fice, and h*« been tegularty paid by him to Mr. Treves, who has never performed any pub- 
lic iervioc in the Poll-Office, or in any other public department, to iniitle him to any pub- 
litrewerd. 

That it fimher appeared to your Committee, that Crifp Molinetix, Efq. Agent to the 
Packet! at Heiveotfluys, was permitted, with the knowledge of Lord Carteret, to difpofepf 
bis office to a Mr, Hcrctmifon for a fum of money. That complaints have been made 
aaamft Jd r. llutciiiufon lor improprs coydutt in his' office. That a letter was written to* 
the Poft-Office, in the month of January l»ft, by the order of Lord Carteret, ih- 
Hutchinfon, that if hcdid not perform his engagements to Mr.Molineux, Mr. 
mull havt his place again. That* it appeared to your Committer, that Mr* Mo- 
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^«bufes ot the Poft-office. The report was particularly fpecifted the annuity of 3.56!? 
p .^1 by the clerk, which Rated, in a full and given to a Mr. A. B. whom nobody knew, 
explicit manner, the charges alledged, and excepting the noble Lord at the head of tbf 

lineux was, from bis fituation, incapaWe of difcharging the duties oF the office ; end tb*> 

Mr. Hutchinfon had not properly difchargcd thofe duties. 

That it appealed to your Committee none of thefe tidnlaflions were entered in the books 
the office, but on the contrary had been kept concca'u-d. 

That it further appeared to your Committee, that upon tffe death of Mr. Allen, a* Mr. 
Staunton, PoftmaHer at Ifleworth, a place worth 400I. a year and upwards, was, in addi- 
tion thereto, appointed Comptroller and ttefidenc S*ji veyor of the liye and Croft Road 
Letter Office, So which a lalary of dOgfe;* y car » ant * lllc peiquifites of coals and candles, is 
attached. That houfe has been sJBpfc attached to this department. That his MajeHy’s 
Firll Lord of the Treafury exprefK'ami* defire to the Pollmahc-r-Gcncralfth.it the houfe at- 
tached to this department might allotted for another purpofr, in order l o fave the exprnce 
vf an additional houfe to the public. That Lord Cancrct propofed to the hoard at the 
Poft-Office, that an allowance of tool, a year (hou'id be made to Mr. Staunton, in lieu of' 
his houfe. That Lord Tankerville refilled the fame ; that fince Lord Tankrrvillc's remo- 
val fiom the office of Pollmallcr-f^eneral, that allowance has been made. That the peculiar 
motives to thefe various inftanocs of undue pr^fcience, as wrll as the objections to Mr. 
jStaiinton being the objoft of them, appear more fully from Lord Tankcrville's nairativr. 

That it appeared to your Committee, as well Inmi Lord Tankn ville's evidence, as 
from the correfpondencc and narrative delivered in by his Lord lb ip to your Committee, 
that he had made frequent reprefentations to his M-jj.dly’s Firfl Lord of the Tieafuiy* re- 
fpe£ling theabufrs which he had difeovered in the Poll* Office, and that he was encouraged 
in the belief, lhar he would have the fupportand affifiance of Government in red reffifig the 
fame : that he was, fuou after fuch encouragement, removed from h. suffice of PoHnuiler- 
General. • 

That during thefe inquiries, the attention of your Committee was directed to 4 fpeeifie 
charge again!! Lord Tankerville, flatin^his having countenanced a corrupt f ranid&ion, re- 
fpet'-ling Lhc appointment of a Mr, Pcifly to he coal merchant to the Pull-Office, which 
charge was, upon this inquiry, difeovered to have arifen from a miGpprchcniiuii, and to iifc 
totally without foundation. 

Your Committee hkewife received information refpe&ing the origin of tkfe 
mi funder Handing between Lord Tankerville and Loid Carteret, wnich is alledged to have 
arifen in the propofed nomination of a Mr. Dafhwnod, by Lo»d Tankerville, to the office 
pf Riding Surveyor, againft the opinion ot I.oid Carieret ; and whin Mr. Path wood had 
been charged with having committed fcvcral frauds, as Mallei and Captain of a Packet, and 
for which he had been difmiflcd the fervice. 

The evidence of this tranfall top appears in the Appendix tot his Report ; but as this matter 
in not ilated as an abufe pra&ifrd in the Poft Office, hut as comnirnccmcnt of a difference * 
between the Poflmaftcrs-General, your Committee do not confiuer it ,».s within their 
proviuce to report upon the merits ot the raff*. 

That it further appeared to your Committee, that various and extraordinary abufes exifl 
in the management of the packct*boats ; particularly, that no dedtj&iona have been made 
from the hire of any of the packet boats whilll under repair, fei/mre for frnuggling, or wheft 
unemployed, and that they have been for many months together in tha r fituation. 

Thai it further appeared to your Committee, that the receipt of pcrquifitrs and incidents 
by the PoHmaiter-Gencral, particularly in coals, candhs, and tin w«ire, were exccffive 5 
and that various articles of furniture have been improperly, and coiftrarv to precedent, 
iiipplted to perion^ having appointments under the Poil-Offit e ; rcfpc&isig all which 
jn nicrs your Committee have inferted fevrral papers in the Appcndi? to this Report. 

That owing to the Ihnrt time in which your.Coimn ittee have been engaged fen this tnqut? 
rv, they arc unable to repot t the different matters which they have inquned into, fo parti- 
cularly as the extent and nature of the abufes l.rm to requite- ; hut they think it their duty 
10 Hate generally that great and weighty ab ,ifcs appear to them to have prevailed in the 
department of the Poll-Office, and fuch as frein to call for a further firi£l and immediate 
inquiry, and a fubllantial reform, the more efpccially as it appears that the Commifffimers 
appointed two years ago to inquire into fees, gratuitte?, pciquifires, and emoluments, btye 
not hitherto made any inquiry whatever into the abqfes of the faiii department, nntwtth- 
ftanding that the fame have been of great public notoriety, and that puny of them were 
diftin£lly detailed to his Majeftv’s FirilLord of the Ticaffiiy by Lord Tankerville, pjevi* 
©us to his difmiffion Irom the Poll-Office. ' ' ” r

Sir John Sinclair wifhed to be informed by

The Chancellor of the ExcHlquer rof* and 
adverted to the concern winch his Majelly 
felt at making any propofals to this Houfe 
that might contribute to the augmentation 
ot tUe public burthen. At the lame time, 
lie obfei veil, the Houfe would not (hew a 
proper feeling for their conftituents, if they 
fhould not uf8 every effort to lower, rather 
Ilian increafe thofe burthens.

Mr? Fox fupported the motien, and was 
very fevere, on the conduit of Lord Hawkel- 
bury. 

Mr. Rolle enlarged on the merits of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and faid, that 
as he held his place by the voice of the peo- 
ple, he had a&ed uniformly for their inte- 
rdt. 

Mr. Grey concluded by apologizing for 
the language he had ufed. He was not con- 
feious of intemperance. He attorned no im- 
proper warmth. The terms in which he 
exprelfed himfelf were fucli as offered them- 
felves molt readily to his mind. But the 
Right Hon. Gentleman adopted, while fpeak- 
ing in that Houfe, fuch a language as out of 
it he well knew would not be borne.

Some CURIOUS PARTICULARS of the ANCIENT MODE of EDUCATION and 
• CUSTOMS therein. 

[FromRcEVKs’s HisToa^f the English Law, lately publiftml.] 


rrHERE is nothing but a vague tradition 
* to give us any tiace of the places where 
the prafilifeis and ftudents of the law bad 
their relidcnce beft^'c the reign of King Ed- 
ward II when we find that fui.li places were 
tilled hffpititltf or inns of cou^t , becaufe the 
inhabitants of thorn belonged the King's 
court. One of chele, called Jolmfon's Inn, 
is faid to have been at Dovvgate ; another in 
lewttr's (1. e. letter') lane ; and another in 
Pater-notter row. An ancient cuftom is 
vouched, to fuppoit a belief, # ftat fome inn 
was in the neighboui hood of St. Paul’s 
church. It is faid, that tfie ferjeants and np- 
pi entices, eacn at his f>illar t ufed to hear Ins 
client’s cafe, and take notes thereof upon h.s 
knee ; a cuftom which was remembered by 
n lolemn.ty hbfcivcd in the time of Chuile* 
1. upon the making of ferjeants ; foi it was 
then a cultv-m for them to go thei% in their 
formalities ami chioje thev fuil.ir. * 

Of the 01 .gin of Lincoln’** Inn, it is report- 
ed by the learnt J I),v>d de, th.it William Rail 
of Lincoln, about the beginning of this reign, 
being well alleged to the lludy of the iaws, 
firtt brought the profelfors of them to fettle 
in a h'Ude of ln»., fiucc called Lincoln’s Inn. 
Th-I.ul uujonly lcli'ec under the Bifhops 
of ChichwlLr ; and many fucoeedmg bilhops, 
in after- tune 1 , lut leafesof tins houleto cer- 
tain ptrfoiH, <01 the ufe and rtfulence of 
the pi.uftifei*. and Undents of die 1 iw, till z 3 
Henry VI LI. whin the Bithop of Chichcfter 
granted the inlu.' »t -nee to 1 t.iih.is Sulyaid 
and his brodr.r Eultace, bo: ^ Undents ; the 
fuivivor of whom, in the ?< ih of Elifahetli, 
fold the fee to the benchers for 52c!. It 
feems clear, tliat Th. ivies Inn wms inhabited 
at this time by lanyeis. Sncii w*re the hill 
inns of winch we have any account that m «y 
be depended upo«. • 

It is beyond difpute tint the Temple was 
inbahiicd by a law locieiy in the reign of Ed- 
ward III. On the dilfointino of die order of 
the Knights Tern pl.11 sin tlie laft reign, their 
polfeHioii-. came to liie Ciown. The New 
Temple, as it was then called* to which tfiey 
had removed from their lioufe in Holhoin, 
about the beginning «>f tdwaid the fecoml's 
leigo, was granted by the late King fucceftive- 
ly to the Earl of Lancafter, the Kail of Pem- 
broke, and Hugh Defpencer h«s fun, npcfn 
whole feveral attainders this propei ty again 
devolved to the Crown. In puifuance of » 
decree made by the gieat cornual at Vienna, 
»m 1324, refp**£tmg the pnffclfions of the 
T?mpl. King L lv.vrd III. granted tins 


building to the Knighrs Hofpitallers of St, 
John of Jeiybdem, ami they foon after, as tl*d 
tradition is, devifed it, at the rent of 10I. pt* 
ann. to divers profetibr* of the law, who 
came from Thavics Inn in Holborn. At tho 
general di Ablution of religious houfes, when 
the inheritance of thig houfe again felltotho 
crown, King Ilemy VIII. granted them A 
leafe, and they continued tenants to the crown 
till the fixthyear of King James I. when that 
King granted the inns and capital meflaages 
known by the name of die Inner or New 
Temple, to Sir Julius Caefar and others, to 
them and their heirs, for the ufe and reception 
of the profeffors and ftudents of the law. 

It ;s faid, that lume profelfors of the law t 
refuted \tp Gray’s Inn, during the reign ofr 
Edward III. under a leafe from the Loro* 
Cray of Wilton, who was feifed of the inhe- 
ritance^ r*nd had a maufioo theie. The inhe*- 
ntance was, 20 Edward VI. purchafed by the 
prior and monks of rhe momftery of Sheene, 
in Surry, to whom the fhidtaits continued te- 
nants, at the rent of 6!. 13s. 4d. per -ann. 
At the di Ablution of lehgious houfes, Henry 
VIII. granted the inheritance to the fociety at 
the above rent, in fee-farm. 

The moll authentic memorial of any fet- 
tling of the law focieties m the reign of Ed- 
ward III. is a dermic, in his iSth year, fioni 
Lady Chflp.d app* intuits dc B.mco y of that 
lioufe near Fleet- ft reet called Clifford’s lr 
In tl?e leign of Henry VI. there w* 

Idler inns, which were called Inns of CiU. .* 
cviy, each containing at lead 100 ftudents. 

' Thefe were defigned as places of elementary 
ftmlies : here they learned the natuie of ori- 
ginal and judicial writs, which were then 
confidered as the firft principles of the law f 
and, for this reafon, thefe inns were denomi* 
noted from the Ctiancery. When youn^ 
men had made fome progrefs here, and wer* 
more advanced in years, then they wei£a«U 
mitted into the innsof coutf^ which, as above**' 
mentioned, w ere four in number, of which 
the leaft contained too ftudents, 

A {Indent could not refule in thefe inns of 
court for lefs than 2 81 . per ann. and proper* 
rionahly more if he had a iVrvant, as moft of 
them had. For this reafon the ftudents of 
the law were generally fons of perfonsof qua- 
lity. Knights, h.iious and the greateft no- 
bility in the kingdom, often placed their 
children there, not fo much to make the laws 
their ftiuly, as to form their manneis, and to 
prefer ve them fiom the contagion of viejopp 
Iiabus ; foi , as S:r Jolm Foitelcu* allures

JJjft of Serjeant's Inn, in Chancery I,anr, 
Was .inhabited by fume feijcarits in the t eit* rt 
of jjknry IV. when it was called Fniyndcti’s 
Inn : the inheritance of it hi longed to the 
$il!bops of Ely. In the icign of Henry V. the 
#rt Mb houfe wa^ derm fed to the judges, nnU 
Apprentices of the law, ns appears by turns nc- 
couritcdYor to the h'Rfop. In 9 Henry VI. 
it Ruined the name of Hofpitium Juttmu- 
lioriirh, In the znd Richaid III. there is a 
fceafit of it, at 4I, per anu. under the name of 
Serjeant's Inn.

St.' pie Inn was an inn of 
Chancery «»» thetune of Henry V The inhe- 
lil^nce of it was granted, 20 Henry VIII. to 
p.™ fociety of Gray’s Ion. Bernard's Inn 
Hris a law fociety in the time of Henry VI. 


The tenth was perhaps George’s Inn before 
mentioned, 

Thefe inns o| chancery became all of 
them appendages to one or other of the inns 
of coug ; Strand Inn being taken down in 
the reign of Edward VI, George's Inn long 
before 5 and Thavies Inn within this few 
years. 

It appears from a Manufcript of the reign 
of Henry VIII. relating fco the government 
and difciplme of the Middle Temple, that the 
members of that fociety were uivided into two 
companies, dklled clerks commons and maf- 
tei s commons. The ft rtt coo fitted of young 
men din ing their two firft yeais Handing, or 
thereabouts, titl th®y were called up to the 
matters compions. The matters commons 
wjs divided into three companies, that is, no 
utter bnrnfters, utter bafrifters, and benchers. 
The fuft of thefe were fuch as from their 
ttmdiyg, or neglect of ftudy, were not called 
upon by the elders ard benchers to difpnte :*nd 
argue fome point of law before the benchers : 
thefe difyutes were called mootings. Utter 
b.11 titter^ were fuch as were of five or fix 
years (landing, and were called upon to ar- 
gue at ipe mootings ; fit that making an utter 
b 11 litter w«i^ confciring a foit of degree for 
the party’s prog refs in learning. Benchers 
were fuch utter htmtteis as had been in the 
houfe 14 or 15 years; they weic chofen by 
tlio chWs of the houfe to read, expound, and 
dei l.ire foinc ttatute openly to all the focirty. 
l>-iing»he time of his reading, tins per foil 
was call* d a reader, and afterwards a bencher. 

Time were, as they exprelfrd it, two 
grand times of their learning : thefe were 
called grand vacations. One began the firft 
Monday in Lout ; the other the fu ll Monday 
aft< r Limm.is ; each continued three weeks 
and three day*. It was at thefe feafons that 
the readings were ; in the former by the 
hcnihci s Ihcmfelves ; in the latter by the rea- 
deis. Tlic young members of two years 
were 1 equ'rrd to be pi efent.at theftj readings, 
under pain of forfeiting 20*. for every default. 
The grand vac it.oi.s wei e cfnployed in other 
exeri ife for the advancement of knowledge ; 
at. utter ban ifter was to oppofe fome point 
all edged by the pet fon reading. The young 
members were called upon to ai guc Come 
pojnt in prefence of three bencheisj they 
were followed by the utter barrifters- and 
lattly the benchers were to decide. 'I Us was 
all carried on in Law French. Such was the 
form of mooting. Exercifes of this kind 
were performed, not ouly in the giand vaca- 
tions, but m term. 

After the term and grand vicaFons, fuch 
young men as w'ere no utter barritters, were 
Co argue fome point in Law French before the 
utter* ban itt ers, who were to decide in fog- 
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fifo i theft were called wean vacation moots, 
or ch. pel moots. Further, every day in the 
ycMr but feftivals, the ftudents § of each mefs, 
being thi ee, ufed to argue among themf*lves 
after dinner and (upper. 

The Middle Te*npls ufed to provide two 
readers, being utter harrifters, for the two 
inns of chance* y, Strwd Inn and New Inn. 
'I hefc read to the ftu. ents there in term and 
gmnd vacations the indents there mooted 
as in the Temple, and each reader ufed to 
hi Mig two w th him from the Temple, to ar- 
jrne and moot. It feems, alfo, (ft at each of 
the four inns of court fent two perfons to 
eveiy mn of chancery to argue, and after 
fuch debate the reader ufed to give his opi- 
nion. • 

Smh was the education in anctent time in 
the inns of court and chancery. But this was 
:dl voluntary, none being compelled to learn. 
1 he )•( img (Indents of the Middle Temple 
had thur ftudies and places of learning fo un- 
fnrtun itely fituated, that they were very 
much annoved by the walking . nd communi- 
t it ion of ihofe that were no learners, Jp the 
trim time, they weie diftutbed by clients 
and ..hi nts fei vants rvfoitmg to attornietautl 
pi ifttlcrf, fo that they might as ^ell be in 
t!i>: up'*n (beets as in their Rudies. The 
(..me \\ i uer complains, that they had no place 
to w.dk m, and talk, and confer their learn- 
ing, but ui the church ; which place, all the 
icim time, had in it no more quietnefs than 
the Pc 1 1 vyfr* of Pawle\ by the reafou of the 
conliuerce and concourfe of fich as were (In- 
dents of the law. Owing to tins foriety ha- 
ving no revenue for the luppnit and encou- 
ragement of ftudcms.it is obferved by .1 lore 
writer, that many a good wit was compelled 
to foi fake (Indy, before he had acquit ed a 
perh -61 knowledge in the 1 iw, ait<I to fall to 
pi ’£hfing, and become a typlti m the /.no. 

In 32 Henry VIII, an order was made in 
tlv*. Inner Temple, that the gentlemen of that 
company fhouTd return themfelves in their 
cut or difgutfed apparel, and not wear long 
beards ; and that the«rreafurer of that Court 
flii mid confer with the other treafurers of 
couit for au uniform reformation, and to 



know the juftices opit&ui therein. Jn j 
coin's Ion, by an order trade 23 Henry 1 
none were to w ear cut or panfied hofafe i 
breeches, or par.fied doublet, on pain of jK 
pulbon ; and all peifons were to be put 4 
of commons doling the time they 
beards. The fiift ieijeants at law that 1 
ceived the Honour of knighthood 
knighted 26 Henry VIII. 

In the 3d and 4th of Philip and Mary, ] 
order was made in the fociety of the I01 
Temple, that thencefoith no attorney, 
common Solicitor, flioulS be admitted jjlfot ‘ 
that houfe without the affent and agreement of " 
their parliament. 

1 he* gi ievance of long beards was not yet 
removed. An order was made in the loner 
Temple, that no fellow of that houfe (boaf/t 
weai his beard above three weeks growth^ 
upon pain of forfeiting 20s. In the Mtdtttft 
Temple, an order was made 4 and 5 Philip 
and Mary, t^jat none of that fociety (boulif^ 
wear great breeches in their hofe, after ttofry 
Dutch, Spanifh, or A 1 main (German) fafbiott, 
or lawn upon their caps, or cut doublets, on A

pun of forfeiting 3s. 41I. and for the 1 
offence the offender to be expelled. In y ’ 
and 2 Philip and Mary, a gentleman of Linr 
coin’s Inn was fined five groats, for going fet 
his ftudy gown 111 Cheapfide on a Sunday, 
about ten o’clock in the forenoon, and in 
Weftminftci-hall, in term time, in the fore- 
noon. 

In 3 and 4 of the fame reign, the follow- 
ing oiilers were agreed upon to be obferved 
in all the four inns of court : that none of the 
companions, except knights or benchers, 
fh- mid wet m their doublets, or hofe, d. 
liglic colour, except fcarlet andcrimfon, nor , 
wear any upper velvet cap, or any fenrf, or 
wings in their gowns white jerkins, buikins, 
or velvet (lines, double cuffs on their (hires, 
feathei s or ribbons on their C3ps, on pain of 
forfeiting 3s, 4d. and for the fecund offence, 
of expulfum j nor fliould wear their ffudy 
gowns, in the city, any* faithcr than Fleet* 
bridge or 1 1 olborn- bridge, nor might they 
wear them as far as the Savoy, upon lik^ 
•pains as ihofe aforementioned.*

The filuies of the Judges in the time of 
Henry IV. were as follow: the chief baron 
and other boons hid 40 marks per annum ; 
the chief of the K-i^.’s Besy.h and of the 
Common Pleas 40’. per annum, the other 
juftkus in euht-r Couit 4 marks. But the 
gains of (Be puCcieis weia become fo great, 
that they could Ini illy l»e tempted to accept a 
place on the bench with hich low Hilaries s 
therefore, 18 Hen. VI. the judges of all the 
touits at* Wefiminfier, together with the 
King’s aicof ney and feijeants, exhibited a pe- 
tition in Parliament^ concerning the regular 
payment of their famines, and perquifites of 
robes. The King afiented to their requeft, 
and order was taken for increafing tlieir in- 
come, which afterwards became larger, and 
more fixed : this confided of a fal.uy and an 
allowance fur robes. In 1 Edw. IV. the 
chief jufiice of the King’s Bench had 170 
martvs per annum, 5I.

•'’T'HE infoMnation contained five charges, 
£ the fubftance of which Was, that Lady 
Strathmore has commenced a fnit in the Ec- 
clefiallical Court againft her hufband, An- 
drew Robiftfon Bowes, Efq. for a reparation 
and divorce, and that the defendants know- 
ing the premiles, had confpi^d to affaiilt 
and imprilon her (Lady Strathmore) for the 
purpofe of preventing the determination of 
the fame. 

Mr. Mingay, Mr- I aw, and Mr. Garrow 
appeared as cminfrl on the paignf the profe- 
ciition. Mr. M ingay opened the cafe in a 
veiy concifr, but contft and point'd man- 
ner — and as 1 he evidence contains the w hole 
of this fingular tranfaflion, we fhalj pro- 
ceed to liate it in the order in which it was 
given 

After proving the marriage of Mr. Bowes 
with Lady S'ta'hmorc, in the ycjr 1777, by 
production of c he Regiflrr; and tha*a fuit of 
f-paratioh was depending in the Court of 
Arches on the mth day of May, *786, to 
which fuit Mr. Bowes had iilcc^an allegation 
on the 30th of November, that Lady Strath- 
more and him then lived together on terms 
of mu*ual forgtvcncfs* &c. which allegation, 
if it h?d been proved, would have put an cr.d 
to the fuit for the divoicc :

Peter Ormc was called, who proved that 
lie was a poll-boy Jiving at Stone, in Staf- 
fordfhirc ; that on the 14th of October lafl 
Mr. Bowes and Charles Chapman, under 
(he fictitious names of Colonel NKdecin and 
Mr. Johnlton,with Peacock, Bigg, and others, 
and after afking him if he wanted a place, 
hired him as a fervant to Mr. Bowes, at the 
rate of *ol. a year, and one guinea down ; 
that in confequence of this hiring he came to 
London accoiding to appointment, and met 
Prevoft, Chapman, and Bowes — Covcnt- 
Garden, who took him to a houfa in Nor- 
folk-flrret, in tRe Strand, which Mr. Bowes 
under a fi&itiow name and difgsufe had 
hired ; that Mr. Bowes fometimes went out 
with a large wig on his head, and fometigies 
in a Jailor’s drefs with trowfers ; that lie 
ulually went out in a coach with the blinds 
up ; that he (the wiinefs) frequently accom .

that when Ihr got out of the chaife fhe rx- 
cjaimcd, that fhe was brought thcie by f >rcr, 
3 nd hop'ed it would be made public ; and 
that there were three men armed in a chaifc 
behind.

'J liomas Ilopkirs proved, that Bourne 
came to Coikfield in the county of Durham,

Bowes aflted him if he could keep a ferret, 
and then told him, that from the fituaiion 
of his affairs it was neceflary that be fhoufld 
befeercted, and to form a pretence lor that 
purpnfe, he intended to fall from his horfe, 
and that he, the wit'nefs, would be fent for, 
pnd that he mull fay he had broke his ribs, 
dr/located his neck, Ac.— That this fcheme 
was put in execution, and that he had at- 
tended ; and after feeming to bleed Mr. 
powes, be had put him into a chaifc pro- 
cured for the purpofe, and fent him to

Ridgeway, the TipftaflF of the King 9 *

appeared to be a farrago of vague 
l^afonmg and abfurd reference, interlarded 
’with a great number of Scripture phrafes. 
Thcpaffage quoted in the information was to 

,lbe following purpofe >. “ At a lime 

Wfccn the nations of the eartlf endeavour 
urbolly to follow the laws of God, it is no 
Wonder chat we, labouring under our feverc 
leniences, ftiould cry out from our dungeons 
dud *Jk rcurefs. Some of us are about to 
.falter (xrcitoon without righteoufnefs, and 
others to be lent oft* to a lurbarous country. 
The records of julhce have been falhficd, 
and the lav % pio am-ly alined by men like 
Ourfclvrs. The bloody laws ag*inft us have

I v Attorney- General opened the profe- 
, by remarking, that nothing could be 
obvious than the purpofe for whit h 
publication was intended, ir purported 
■>e «m -add refs to Lord George Gordon ; 
it. as it would appear, had bi.cn aftu.illy 
fvrnt* n bv^mfelf, with a vi«-w either to* 
tailc a v .Hilt among the pri loners with'u, 

■ in an * cl favour to procure their deliverance, 
or y v /'exciting the companion of thofe with- 
f., to caufe a diftmbasicc, and produce the 
i»e efUcL It was now but a few years 
««* he fa id, witltout meaning any particular 
application in the prefent inftance, that the 
kitzcn* of London had feen thofe ttirti* 
completed, which this pamphlet went to 
produce; and the confequcntts were too 
well known to ne/fi a tepet’tion. It m- 
ftoded the law and the Judges in indifcr.im- 
•ate abufe. He would not contend for 
•fcfclute pudT<-£li<m in the former ; but thole 
$pt>o condemned ot»r laws, fbouM not if Ode 
ttSdci their junfdidiop. Thr criminal law 
was no where attcudrd to with more rare, 
pr cnfnrc.d with lb much lenity. 
however, had nothing to do with the ptcicut 


cafe, as the defendant had fufficiently (hewn 
by his conduft, time initormatian was not his 
objed>. 

John Pitt, the turnkey of Newgate, was 
then called. Me depofed that in the month 
of December Ull, Loid George Gordon had 
repeatedly vifited the lodge, and afked 
to fee the pri Toners, particularly thofe under 
fentence of death, which requefl was as of* 
ten denied. , On the publication of the 
pamphlet iri w queftion { Lord George, he faid, 
had font a copy to him, the witnefs, and 
others to Mr. Akerman, and Mr. Villette, 
ti e Ordinary. A few days after, he found 
a msn and a woman diftrihuting them in 
great numbers at the doors of the pnfon. 
Ju confequence of this, he waited on the

Loid George Gordon afked the witnrflre, 
fc vrrally, whether he had ever any conf*rer»re 
with the perfons mentioned in the record ; 
to which they replied in the r.egaftve. 

He then entered on Ips defence, which 
w»4 delivered in a defultory manner, and 
made up of materials as heterogeneous «a 
liver went to fuch a compofition, A petty 
fraud, he faid, committed in his own family, 
h«d full drawn hia attention to the laws 
agaiuit felony, when he found that it car- 
floured a capital crime, though the fum 
taken was no more than eighteen pence. 
He then entered into a hifloryof our crimi- 
nal law. from the time of Athelftan, for the 
pu> pole *>i proving that code in its prefent 
flare to be by much too fenguinary. This, 
he Said, was a fubjeft which lkruck his heart. 
t He li-id communicated his ideas to Lord 
Mansfield, and to the Recorder, who had 
ad muted 
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id minted their propriety, and to fudge 
Gould) who had defirea him to put hu 
ih<>ugtit» on paper. ■ <— This was all he had 
done in the prefent inftanej. — • — His idea 
was only to enlarge the powers of the 
Judges ; though wicked lawyers had attribu- 
ted to him another intention. He quoted 
the A£l of Parliament for lending the con- 
vi B.% to South Walra, as a proof that the 
Legislature thought with him on the fubjett \ 
he quoted the Ga/.ettg of Saturday before, as a 
proof of his Majefly's attention to God's lawa, 
winch he faid were dircdlly contrary to the 
prefent pra&icc ; and he allure^ the Court, 
that it be had time to fend for his books, he 
could fhew them that every word of his 
pamphlet was a&ually in the Bible 1 

He complained very much of thofe vexa- 
tious profecutions which wei£ inflituted 
againft him. He quoted Blacktfone’s Com- 
mentaries, Book IV.* cap. 23. who fays, 
“ that informations filed ex ojftAo % by the 
Attoiney General, are proper only for luch 
enormous miidemeanors, as peculiarly tend 
to difturb or endanger the King’s govern- 
ment, and in the p uni fli merit or prevention 
of which a moment's delay would be fitil 
'1 his, he faid, had by no means appeared m 
bis cafe, as one of the information* againft 
hun had been pending foi ten , #rnl the*other 
for fix months. This cxinoidmary mode 
was therefore a grievance on him, which 
was not juft 1 Bed, as it appeared, by any pref- 
fmg neceffity. He exhorted Judge Buller 
not to lafe the prefent oppoitunity of in- 
ltru&ing the Jury on the difputid point, 
whether they were to judge of latu as well as 
of fail — He then complained, that fpies had 
been fet over him for fcvcral months ; and 
concluded with repeating his declaration, 
that his obje& had been reformation not tu- 
mult. 

Judge Buller having briefly fummed up 
the evidence, remaikcd, that there could be 
no doubt of the fatt of the defendant's having 
written and puhlifhcd the libel, the former 
of which he had a&ually confeflcd. Tnere 
remained therefore only to determine, whe- 
ther the averments in the information were 
equally true ; that is, whether the Judges of 
live different Couats, his Majelty's law offi- 
cers, wore thofe alluded to, on which the 
Jury were to determine. 

The Jury without hefitation returned their 
verdift Gu 1 lty. 

The Printer, Thomas Wilkins, was tried 
nearly on the fame evidence, and found 
guilty of printing and publifhing the pam- 
phlet. 

Lord George Gordon then prefented an 
affidavit for the purpofe of putting ofF his 
trial on the fecond information, Bating that 
he had on Monday and Tuefday been vio- 
lently repul led from the door of Mr*. Fua- 
herbert, near Grolvenor-Cquare, by which 
he was prevented from ferving tjubpena. 
He therefore prayed that the trul might be 
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deferred, as he considered her ttflimon, a# 
cir. ntial to his defence. 

The Attorney -General faid, that he could 
not poflibly allow the merits of this affidf* * 
vit. The notice of trial had been givcm 
near three weeks fince, therefore an iaeflfeo 
tual attempt to fervea fubfuena but two dayfe- 
fince, could not form a fufficient claim t# 
any further delay* He wilhcd al fo to know 
to what parts of his Lord fbi p's defence tfetfe 
evidence of Mrs. Fiizhevbert would be apt* 
plicable. • v- 

Lord George Gordon replied, by mention 
ing a conversion wbi^Ji he faid he had 
Paris with Mrs. Fitzherbert, with the rela- 
tion of which he intermingled fo many ah* 
lufions to the fituaiion of that lady, cither 
too indelicate or too abfiird for our repeti* 
lion, that Judge Buller was compelled to 
interpofe. His Lordfitip with fome diifir 
cujty was filenced, and it was then ordered 
that the trial Ihould proceed, 

The infonnation was then read, which 
Hated, as libellous and feditious, two para- 
graphs whtch appeared in the Public AdV 
ver Lifer, on different days, in the month of 
Auguft, relating the particulars of a vifit * 
paid bv Count Caglioftro, accompanied by 
Lord George Gordon, to Mouf. Barthcfcrny, 
the F rench Charge des Affaires, enlarging tm 
the mei its and (uftermgs of Count 
Hro, and concluding with fome fevere re- 
flections on the French Queen as the leader 
of a faftion, and on Comte D'Adfiemar, 
the French Ambaffador, and Monf. Barths* 
lemy, as the infidious agents of the Queen 
and her patty. 

The Attorney-General opened the cafe, 
by mentioning how neceftary it was that all 
foreigners, particularly thofe in an official fi- 
tuation, ihould be protected equally in the 1 • 
property ?nd chara&cr. '1 he honour of the 
nation, he remarked, was concerned in tb*c— * 
proceeding. If it was not cfTe&ual, no fo- 
reigner ot diftm&ion would vilit a country 
where he was expofed without refource to 
indiferiminate and unmerited cc. r *irea ost 
his private conduit and character. The 
prefent publication, he obferved, bore \ *{b 
it fuch a palpable tendency to affc&^in ^ 
dangerous degree the amity emitting b>t 
tween the two nations, that the Frew ft 
Ambaflador had of himfclf taken up ’Jte 
bufinefs, when it was properly determined 
by his Majcftv’s fervants that it Ihould be 
puntfhed by an official profecuiion. 

John Bolt was then called, who proved 
the purchafe of the papers at the office of 
lty. Wood fall. 

Mr. H. S. Wood fa 11 being called, fwore 
to the hand- writing of Lord George Gordon, 
and alfo produced a letter, wherein his 
Lordfhip prornifed an indemnification, in
